Monday,  February  4,  1918. 

The  exercises  attendant  upon  the  inauguration 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Councilors-eleet  were  held 
in  Faneuil  Hall  at  10.15  o'clock  a.  m.  All  the 
continuing  City  Councilors  and  the  City  Coun- 
cilors-elect were  present. 

Coun.  8TORROW,  senior  member  of  the  City 
Council,  in  calling  to  order,  said: 

Ladies  and  gentlemen,  we  are  here  this  morning 
to  inaugurate  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  for 
the  next  four  years,  and  also  to  inaugurate  a  City 
Council  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Chair  will 
appoint  Coun.  Collins  and  Attridge  a  committee 
to  escort  the  Mayor-elect  and  accompanying 
officials  to  the  platform.     (Applause.) 

The  committee  attended  to  the  duty  assigned, 
and  presently  returned  escorting  Mayor-elect 
Hon.  Andrew  J.  Peters,  the  Hon.  Ex-Mayors 
Thomas  N.  Hart,  Nathan  Matthews,  Josiah 
Quincy,  Edwin  U.  Curtis,  Daniel  J.  Whelton,  John 
F.  Fitzgerald  and  James  M.  Curley,  accompanied 
by  Chief  Justice  Arthur  P.  Rugg  of  the  Supreme 
Court  and  Right  Rev.  Monsignor  Edward  J. 
Moriarty. 

Chairman  STORROW — The  audience  will  please 
give  their  attention  while  the  chaplain,  the  Right 
Rev.  Monsigner  Edward  J.  Moriarty,  offers  prayer. 

Right  Rev.  Monsignor  Edward  J.  Moriarty 
offered  prayer,  as  follows: 

O  Omnipotent  and  Eternal  God,  our  Creator, 
we  adore  Thee.  Thou  hast  wonderfully  created 
us.  With  all  the  faculties  of  our  soul  we  bless 
Thee,  we  glorify  Thee.  Supreme  Benefactor,  so 
magnificent  in  generosity,  from  Whom  we  receive 
all,  to  Whom  we  owe  all  that  we  have,  we  thank 
Thee,  our  hearts  yearn  for  Thee,  Bountiful  Giver 
of  all  gifts.  Common  Father  of  all,  we  turn  to 
Thee  for  aid,  for  strength,  for  guidance,  for  inspira- 
tion. We  humbly  ask  Thee  to  aid  Thy  servant 
Andrew  with  Thy  unfailing  protection;  strengthen 
him  in  his  purpose  to  do  the  right,  and  to  exercise 
justice  with  mercy,  with  an  eye  single  of  doing  all 
things  according  to  Thy  Holy  Will.  We  implore 
Thee  to  guide  him  in  the  paths  of  rectitude  and 
righteousness  that  he  may  be  the  leader  of  the 
people.  Inspire  him  with  Thy  Holy  Inspiration 
that  he  may  do  all  things  as  Thou  wouldst  have 
him  to  do.  And  we  humbly  implore  Thee,  O 
Almighty  and  Eternal  God,  to  inspire  the  citizens 
of  this  fair  city  with  an  earnest  desire  to  cooperate 
with  their  Chief  Magistrate,  to  defend  him  when 
necessary,  to  strengthen  him  always  with  kind 
thoughts  and  kinder  words  and  to  help  him  in  his 
endeavor  to  bring  happiness  and  contentment  to 
the  people.  O  Merciful  God,  we  ask,  therefore, 
this  morning,  a  special  blessing  for  Thy  servant 
Andrew,  that  he  may  be  eminently  successful  in 
his  administration  of  the  affairs  of  this  city  we  love 
so  much,  so  that  when  his  course  is  run  we  may 
all  be  able  and  glad  to  say,  "Well  done,  thou  good 
and  faithful  servant."  We  ask  it  of  Thee  while 
we  recite  the  prayer  which  Thou  hast  taught  us — 

Our  Father,  who  art  in  Heaven,  hallowed  be 
Thy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come,  Thy  will  be  done 
on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  clay  our 
daily  bread  and  forgive  us  our  trespasses  as  we 
forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us.  And  lead 
us  not  into  temptation  but  deliver  us  from  evil. 
Amen.

February,  1921,  and  Councilors-elect  Henry  E. 
Hagan,  Daniel  W.  Lane  and  James  T.  Moriarty 
were  all  present. 

The  oath  of  office  was  administered  to  the  mem- 
bers-elect of  the  City  Council  by  Mayor  Peters. 

Chairman  STORROW — I  have  the  honor  to 
introduce  to  the  City  Council  and  to  the  assembly 
of  citizens  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  Hon.  Andrew  J. 
Peters. 

Mayor  Peters  was  greeted  with  great  applause 
and  delivered  his  inaugural  address,  as  follows: 

We  meet  here  today  for  the  inauguration  of  a 
new  city  government,  and  I  welcome  you  gentle- 
men with  whom  I  share  the  responsibility  for  its 
maintenance  in  the  coming  years  and  to  whom 
I  shall  turn  for  counsel  and  assistance.  It  is  fitting 
that  at  a  time  such  as  the  present  the  inaugura- 
tion should  be  held  in  Faneuil  Hall,  replete  with 
its  wealth  of  patriotic  associations.  From  the 
early  days  of  our  country  these  walls  have  ever 
echoed  to  the  voice  of  patriotism.  Our  meeting 
is  indeed  municipal  in  its  character,  but  whatever 
the  character  of  any  meeting  at  this  time,  the  im- 
portance and  predominance  of  the  national  issues 
must  be  recognized.  We  face  today  one  of  the 
greatest  moments  of  our  history  and  of  all  human 
history.  The  civic  support  upon  which  Boston 
prides  herself  must,  for  the  present,  become  merged 
in  the  stupendous  task  of  placing  our  nation  on  a 
war  basis.  A  peace-loving  people  has  been  called 
upon  to  vindicate  its  rights,  and  at  the  same  time 
to  perform  a  world  service  by  repelling  the  wanton 
attack  of  a  military  autocracy.  Until  the  great 
ideal  to  which  our  country  has  dedicated  all  of  its 
resources  is  achieved,  the  paramount  duty  before 
every  organ  of  government,  and  before  every  public 
official,  is  to  do  everything  possible  to  help  the 
nation  win  the  war.     (Applause.) 

The  gigantic  task  which  we  are  called  upon 
to  perform  is  one  which  requires  the  mobilization 
of  all  our  resources,  material  and  moral.  We 
cannot  all  of  us  fight  for  democracy  on  the  plains 
of  France.  We  can  all  help  win  the  battle  for 
democracy  by  our  loyalty  and  sacrifice  at  home. 
To  be  effective,  the  national  government  must 
have  the  cooperation  and  support  of  every  mui 
of  government,  state  and  city.  The  great  munici- 
pal agencies  must  shape  their  policies  to  strengthen 
aad  support  the  central  power. 

Maintain  Municipal  Efficiency. 

Improvements  which  are  not  strictly  necessary 
must  be  postponed.  We  must,  nevertheless,  see 
t3  it  that  there  shall  be  no  slackening  in  our  munici- 
pal service;  that  municipal  sanitation  shall  be 
maintained  at  the  highest  point  of  efficiency;  that 
progress  shall  be  made  in  the  solution  of  the  hous- 
ing problem;  that  public  education  shall  not 
suffer,  and  that  there  shall  be  constant  expansion 
of  the  recreation  facilities  for  both  young  and  old. 
All  these  services  contribute  indirectly  toward 
the  winning  of  the  war.  Whether  naturalized  or 
native  born,  we  are  all  Americans,  and  the  success 
or  failure  of  America  in  this  world  conflict  will  be 
our  success  or  failure,  and  the  assurance  of  peace 
for  democracy  when  won  will  be  a  blessed  heritage 
for  us  to  pass  on  to  our  children.      (Applause.) 

The  future  of  our  city  is  woven  closely  in  the 
future  of  America,  and  I  shall  seek  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  national  government  in  bringing  about 
important  improvements  in  terminal  facilities  and 
railroad  connections.  Such  mprovements,  desir- 
able as  war  measures,  will  also  go  far  toward  estab- 
lishing the  future  industrial  and  commercial  pros- 
perity of  the  city. 

Nonpartisan  Government. 

Our  city  charter  provides  for  a  nonpartisan 
government  in  city  administration.  I  promised 
before  election  to  cany  out  fully  the  purposes 
ami  intentions  of  that  charter.  Those  assm 
now  repeat.  (Applause.)  My  candidacy  was  < 
protest  against  the  results  of  the  political  and 
personal  influences  which  have  too  long  been  domi- 
nant at  City  Hall  and  which  tended  to  build  up  a 
personal  and  political  machine.     I  <lo  not  propose 

to  build  up  such  a  machine.      Two  of  the  assurances 

that  I   cave  before  election  I   will  now   re] 
nriler  that  they  may  be  made  a  matter  of  official 
record. 

First ,  I  shall,  under  no  circumstance  .  be  a  candi 
date  to  succeed  myself  a1  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  office  which  begins  today.  (Applause.)  I  shall 
advocate  the  amendment  of  our  charter  now  pend- 
ing before  the  Legislature  to  ke  the   M  lyor  of 
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Boston  ineligible  for  a  second  term  immediately 
after  the  expiration  of  the  four-year  period  for 
which  he  was  elected. 

Second,  I  shall  not  be  a  candidate  for  any  other 
elective  office  during  the  term  for  which  I  have 
been  chosen  to  serve.  (Applause.)  The  mayoralty 
of  Boston  offers  such  great  opportunities  for  service 
and  carries  with  it  such  responsibilities  that  the 
incumbent  of  the  office  should  have  no  thought  of 
political  or  personal  advancement;  his  attention 
should  be  solely  on  his  duties.  Both  the  letter 
and  the  spirit  of  our  charter  contemplate  the  choice 
of  a  municipal  administrator  rather  than  a  political 
leader  to  preside  over  the  work  of  our  great  city. 

I  am  free  from  embarrassing  political  and  per- 
sonal obligations,  and  I  am  in  a  position  to  carry 
out  my  avowed  policy  and  give  Boston  an  admin- 
istration which  shall  represent  the  many  elements 
of  its  cosmopolitan  population.     (Applause.) 

Financing  Should  be  Restricted. 

The  support  which  our  municipality  pledges  to 
the  national  government  can  nowhere  be  more 
effective  than  in  the  field  of  finance.  The  enor- 
mous and  imperative  needs  which  the  national 
government  must  meet  by  the  sale  of  bonds  re- 
quire that  the  competition  in  the  sale  of  securities 
Dy  other  agencies  should  be  restricted  as  far  as 
possible.  The  Federal  Government  is  entitled 
to  the  first  call  upon  every  dollar  available  for 
investment,  just  as  much  as  it  is  entitled  to  the 
first  call  upon  every  man  available  for  military 
service.  (Applause.)  Local  bonds  must  neces- 
sarily compete  in  the  market  with  our  Dational 
securities,  and  their  issue,  therefore,  should  be 
restricted  to  the  lowest  possible  amount.  The 
President  has  already  called  upon  the  Federal 
Reserve  Board  in  Washington  to  pass  on  the  issu- 
ance of  all  securities  and  to  discourage  such  as  are 
not  found  to  be  of  urgent  public  importance  through 
their  connection,  directly  or  indirectly,  with  the 
one  paramount  necessity  of  the  war. 

In  recognition  of  these  conditions,  the  War 
Efficiency  Committee  of  the  Public  Safety  Com- 
mittee of  Massachusetts  addressed  an  appeal  over 
a  month  ago  to  the  mayors  and  mayors-elect  of 
every  city  in  the  Commonwealth,  urging  the  neces- 
sity of  great  restraint  in  the  issuance  of  municipal 
bonds,  and  the  postponement,  whenever  possible, 
of  any  municipal  undertakings  which  would  further 
increase  the  demand  for  materials  or  labor  urgently 
required  for  the  purposes  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. Strictly  local  improvements,  in  particular, 
should  in  general  be  postponed  until  a  more  favor- 
able time.  Such  loans  as  are  issued  should  be 
chiefly  devoted  to  the  general  benefit  of  the  whole 
city — to  improving  its  present  equipment  and 
facilities,  to  promoting  the  general  health  and 
safety  of  its  inhabitants,  and  to  facilitating  trans- 
portation, commerce  and  industry. 

Betterment  of  the  Port  of  Boston. 

The  problem  of  this  country's  effectiveness  in 
the  war  requires  not  only  that  we  should  place  our 
armies  as  effective  fighting  forces  in  France  but 
maintain  them  there  as  well.  In  order  that  our 
vessels  may  be  used  to  their  best  advantage,  our 
harbors  must  be  brought  to  a  new  effectiveness 
in  service.  Under  private  control  of  our  railroads 
the  development  of  our  port  in  the  past  has  not 
been  satisfactory  and  its  facilities  at  the  present 
time  are  not  fully  utilized.  Under  public  control 
of  the  railroads  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  new  and 
more  intelligent  spirit  of  cooperation  will  be  shown, 
and  that  the  Port  of  Boston  will  perform  the  func- 
tions of  the  great  gateway  of  commerce  for  which 
it  was  intended  by  nature. 

The  interests  of  private  ownership  which  in  the 
past  have  impeded  our  development  must  no  longer 
be  allowed  to  stand  in  the  way  of  the  proper  use  of 
our  transportation  facilities,  and  immediate  action 
should  be  taken  wherever  needed.  The  closest 
cooperation  should  exist  between  our  city  and  the 
central  government  on  all  questions  regarding  har- 
bor lines,  railroad  and  steamship  terminals,  public 
waterfront  property  and  the  creation  of  the  proper 
connecting  service  between  the  railroad  terminals. 

Public  Health. 
No  work  is  of  greater  importance  than  is  the 
maintenance  of  proper  facilities  for  public  health. 
The  physical  examinations  for  our,  army  show 
clearly  that  lack  of  proper  health  facilities  in  many 
of  our  cities  has  proved  disastrous.  In  our  own 
city,     housing     conditions    imperatively     demand 


attention.  Proper  sanitary  and  living  conditions 
are  matters  which  the  city  should  insist  upon. 
Hospitals  for  tuberculosis  patients,  for  the  sick  and 
the  injured,  are  supported  by  the  city,  but  while 
we  care  for  the  victims  we  do  too  little  to  prevent 
those  conditions,  the  results  of  which  these  hospitals 
seek  to  mitigate.  Immediate  steps  should  be  taken 
to  better  the  unsanitary  conditions  of  our  con- 
gested districts.  The  alleys  where  bad  conditions 
exist  should  be  taken  over  and  cleaned  by  the  city. 
Adequate  health  inspection  should  be  provided, 
and  power  given  to  enforce  the  proper  remedies. 
The  greed  of  landlords  must  not  be  allowed  to  pre-. 
vent  the  adequate  safeguarding  of  the  health  of  our 
citizens.     (Applause.) 

Transportation. 
The  congestion  of  our  local  transportation  sys- 
tem during  several  hours  of  the  day  is  becoming 
intolerable.  (Applause.)  The  State  Legislature 
has  this  problem  under  consideration.  Some  solu- 
tion must  be  reached  whereby  the  capital  necessary 
for  the  proper  support  and  development  of  our 
transportation  system  will  be  obtained.  Although 
the  solution  of  this  question  is  not  in  the  province 
of  the  Mayor,  the  maintenance  of  public  health 
and  the  welfare  of  the  citizens  are  responsi- 
bilities he  is  plainly  calledupon  to  uphold.  The 
unhealthy  conditions  caused  by  crowding  are 
such  as  imperatively  demand  attention  and  warrant 
vigorous  measures  of  relief.      (Applause.) 

After  the  War. 

The  last  few  years  have  seen  the  rapid  expansion 
of  American  commerce,  but  at  the  end  of  the  war 
competition  for  the  world's  trade  will  be  under  new 
conditions.  This  competition  will  no  longer  be 
by  individuals  and  corporations,  but  by  huge 
combinations  and  nations.  Our  country  is  already 
preparing  changes  in  our  laws  in  order  more  effect- 
ively to  engage  in  foreign  trade.  To  secure  its 
share  of  this  international  business  Boston  must 
be  alert,  and  should  already  be  studying  the  con- 
ditions of  the  inevitable  competition,  and  prepar- 
ing intelligent  methods  to  secure  a  fair  share  of 
this  commerce. 

The  Budget. 

To  operate  any  organization  on  a  sound  basis  a 
system  of  accounts  is  essential  which  shall  clearly 
indicate  the  expenses  and  the  purposes  for  which 
the  money  is  appropriated. 

The  first  step  in  this  plan  of  municipal  economy 
was  the  adoption  by  the  City  of  Boston  a  few 
years  ago  of  the  segregated  budget.  Not  only  has 
this  budget  been  the  means  of  saving  a  considerable 
sum  of  money,  but  it  has  enabled  the  City  Council 
to  gain  a  far  better  knowledge  of  the  purpose  for 
which  each  appropriation  is  made.  Its  method  of 
operation,  however,  has  curtailed  its  benefits  to  the 
city.  There  have  been  altogether  too  many  trans- 
fers from  one  appropriation  to  another  during  the 
financial  year  after  the  budget  has  been  adopted. 
Some  few  transfers  may  be  unavoidable,  because 
unforeseen  contingencies  are  likely  to  arise  in  any 
year,  but"  they  should  be  kept  at  a  minimum. 
To  make  the  budget  a  success  two  tilings  are 
necessary — careful  preparation  of  estimates  by 
the  department  heads,  and  rigid  adherence  to  tne 
policy  of  making  no  salary  increases  except  in  the 
budget  itself.  A  segregated  budget  is  not  a  self- 
executing  agent  of  economy  and  efficiency,  Its 
principles  must  be  lived  up  to;  it  must  be  regarded 
as  the  controlling  plan  of  expenditures  for  the  year, 
and  must  represent  the  joint  work  of  all  branches 
of  the  city  government,  the  departments,  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor.  A  system  should  be  pro- 
vided by  which  the  Mayor  can  receive  advice  and 
assistance  in  the  formation  of  the  budget,  and  by 
which  the  City  Council  as  well  can  get  assistance 
in  the  proper  understanding  of  its  items. 

The  plan  for  the  budget  now  in  use  represents 
a  distinctly  forward  step  in  the  financial  adminis- 
tration of  the  city.  The  segregated  budget  system 
has  not,  however,  realized  all  its  possibilities;  This 
is  due  in  part  because  the  terms  of  the  existing  city 
charter  require  the  budget  to  be  compiled  and 
sent  to  the  City  Council  by  the  Mayor  within 
thirty  days  after  his  inauguration,  and  because 
the  City  Council  as  yet  has  been  provided_  with 
no  expert  assistance  or  guidance  in  its  considera- 
tion of  the  various  budget  schedules.  Two  years 
ago  the  Budget  Commission  fully  realized  this, 
but  felt  that  if  the  principles  of  segregation  were 
adopted  the  additional  machinery  could  be  pro- 
vided later. 
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I  suggest,  therefore,  that  the  City  Council  should 
consider  the  advisability  of  re-establishing  a  com- 
mission constituted  like  the  Budget  Commission  of 
1915.  It  is  not  my  idea  that  this  proposed  Budget 
Commission  should  assume  any  power  now  exer- 
cised either  by  the  Mayor  or  by  the  City  Council. 
Its  functions  should  be  advisory  only  and  it  should 
continue  in  existence  no  longer  than  is  necessary. 
I  suggest  that  the  Budget  Commission  be  an  unpaid 
body  as  was  its  predecessor  of  two  years  ago,  but 
that  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  at  the  most 
$5,000  be  appropriated  to  cover  the  cost  of  clerical 
and  other  assistance  required  by  the  commission 
in  its  work.  It  may  be  suggested  that  the  pro- 
posed commission  should  consist  of  one  member 
designated  by  the  Mayor  to  serve  as  chairman, 
one  member  nominated  by  the  City  Council,  one 
by  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  one  selected 
by  the  Mayor  from  nominations  submitted  to  him 
by  the  directors  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Ex- 
change and  the  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Ex- 
change and  one  member  nominated  by  the  Central 
Labor  Union.  A  commission  selected  in  this  way 
and  properly  provided  with  assistance  in  its  study 
of  the  problem  would  undoubtedly  prove  of  great 
help. 

Sacrifices  for  the  War. 

The  European  war  has  already  placed  heavy 
burdens  on  the  people  of  the  United  States.  These 
burdens  are  felt  not  only  in  the  increased  taxes 
imposed  by  the  Federal  Government  and  by  state 
and  municipal  governments,  but  in  the  advancing 
prices  of  commodities  in  general  use.  That  the 
people  of  Boston  possess  the  will  and  the  ability 
to  carry  their  share  of  such  added  burdens  will 
not  be  questioned  by  anyone  who  is  familiar  with 
the  history  of  the  city  and  of  the  contributions  of 
its  citizens  to  the  success  of  every  war  in  which 
our  nation  has  been  engaged.  The  city's  interests 
are  so  closely  identified  with  the  national  interests, 
its  people  are  so  firmly  devoted  to  the  promotion 
of  the  nation's  welfare,  and  are  so  enthusiastic 
to  establish  throughout  the  world  the  great  ideals 
of  democracy  for  which  all  lovers  of  liberty  and 
justice  are  struggling,  that  they  will  not  hesitate 
to  make  any  sacrifice  which  the  exigencies  of  the 
war  demand. 

The  wealthy  and  the  humble  must  contribute 
alike  to  the  common  fund  of  sacrifice,  each  to  the 
measure  of  his  capacity,  and  whether  the  contri- 
butions take  the  form  of  money  or  of  service  they 
shall  be  appraised  equally  in  the  currency  of  patri- 
otic endeavor.  Heavy  as  are  the  financial  burdens, 
we  must-not  forget  that  the  heaviest  burden  of  all 
is  the  ri  k  of  human  life.  The  citizen  who  gives 
his  life  sacrifices  that  which  the  holder  of  wealth 
would  give  his  all  to  retain.  To  the  dependents 
we  must  be  ever  generous,  and  while  nothing  can 
restore  the  life  that  is  lost,  the  city  should  furnish 
help  gladly  to  the  needy  family  of  every  soldier 
who  gives  his  life  for  his  country.     (Applause.) 

Returning  Soldiers. 

One  of  the  most  important  problems  which  will 
confront  the  people  of  this  country  when  the  war  is 
over  will  be  the  care  and  assistance  of  the  soldiers 
who  will  return  after  the  battle  for  democracy  is 
won.  The  case  of  every  returning  soldier  is 
entitled  to  personal,  sympathetic  attention.  The 
least  we  can  do  for  our  men  who  are  fighting  for 
democracy  and  freedom  abroad  is  to  lend  them  a 
friendly  hand  when  they  return  to  us  and  resume 
their  positions  in  the  social  and  civil  life  of  our 
community. 

I  recommend  that  careful  consideration  be  taken 
with  a  view  of  creating  some  organization  which 
will  have  the  responsibility  of  making  plans  to 
care  for  these  men — that  the  injured  may  be  taught 
trades  by  which  they  may  earn  their  livelihood, 
and  that  the  uninjured  may  look  forward  to  obtain- 
ing immediate  employment  and  resuming  their 
places  in  the  community.     (Applause.) 

Generous  Response  of  Community. 
My  confidence  in  the  generous  response  of  all 
classes  of  our  citizens  to  the  call  of  civic  duty  is 
most  optimistic.  Both  capital  and  labor  have 
made  and  are  still  making  efforts  and  sacrifices 
in  this  critical  period  that  are  in  the  highest 
degree  praiseworthy,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  fear 
that  either  will  grow  weary  in  well  doing.  Least 
of  all  need  we  expect  that  those  citizens  who 
are  in  the  employ  of  the  municipality  will  fail  to 
give  their  utmost  efforts  toward  making  the  public 
service  as  efficient  as  it  ought  to  be  in  the  hour 
when  the  nation's  success  in  the  war  is  so  depend- 


ent upon  the  attainment  of  the  highest  possible 
efficiency  of  all  classes  in  every  department  of 
human  effort,  in  every  section  of  our  country. 

Every  municipality  is  a  link  in  the  national 
chain,  and  our  public  servants  cannot  fail  to  realize 
that  each  link  must  be  strengthened  lest  the  chain 
break  under  the  terrific  strain  of  war.  They  should 
be  conscious  always  of  the  honor  and  dignity  of 
their  calling.  Citizens  of  a  great  city,  they  are 
engaged  in  a  great  service.  With  the  cooperation 
of  its  municipal  employees,  Boston  can  be  made 
first  of  American  cities  in  efficient  service,  and  it  is 
for  that  cooperation  and  support  I  now  appeal. 

Political  Freedom  of  City  Employees. 
In  my  campaign  I  promised  that  the  city  em- 
ployees would  be  relieved  of  the  political  burdens 
which  they  have  had  to  bear.  They  will  now  be 
freed  of  all  the  restraints  and  impositions  of  which 
the  pernicious,  partisan  and  personal  politics  of  the 
past  have  made  them  unhappy  victims.  (Ap- 
plause.) They  may  fear  no  return  to  the  evil  day 
of  forced  contributions  of  money  and  compulsion 
of  service  to  political  masters.  They  shall  live 
and  breathe  as  free  citizens  in  a  free  city,  respected 
by  all  and  beholden  to  none,  so  long  as  they  give 
to  the  city  the  best  service  that  is  in  them.  Then 
the  door  of  opportunity  to  develop  their  ideals 
shall  be  open  to  them.  A  genuine  merit  system 
will  be  established  under  which  good  service  in 
every  department  will  be  faithfully  recorded,  so 
that  when  promotions  are  to  be  made  these 
records  will  be  consulted  and  the  efficient  and 
faithful  servants  rewarded.     (Applause.) 

Classification  of  Wages. 

On  April  30,  1917,  there  were  on  the  pay  rolls 
of  the  city  and  .county  15,031  employees.  Many 
hundreds  of  them  are  subordinate  officials  and 
employees  who,  although  their  work  is  to  all  in- 
tents and  purposes  of  the  same  general  need,  are 
paid  widely  different  wages.  Stenographers  and 
clerks,  foremen  and  inspectors,  officials  of  all  grades, 
are  paid  more  in  some  departments  than  in  others, 
without  any  due  regard  to  their  skill,  diligence  or 
length  of  service.  That  is  a  situation  which 
should  not  be  tolerated.  It  is  fatal  to  that  spirit 
of  wholehearted  cooperation  and  loyalty  which 
should  mark  the  administration  of  every  well- 
governed  city.  The  administration  which  seeks 
from  its  employees  the  best  that  is  in  them  must  of 
itself  do  a  full  measure  of  equity  to  the  men  and 
women  who  are  in  its  service.  It  must  make  clear 
that  merit,  industry  and  length  of  service,  not 
partisan  and  personal  favoritism,  determine  an 
employee's  recompense.  Positions  in  all  depart- 
ments should  be  classified,  and  for  each  class  there 
should  be  a  maximum  and  a  minimum  rate  of 
payment. 

A  plan  of  this  sort,  if  adopted,  would  put  an  end 
to  what  has  long  been  a  sinister  feature  in  our 
municipal  administration.  Employees  and  their 
freinds  have  at  all  seasons  of  the  year  besieged  the 
Mayor  and  the  heads  of  departments  for  increased 
pay  taking  from  them  the  time  which  ought  to  ba 
devoted  to  the  actual  business  of  the  city,  demoral- 
izing the  discipline  of  the  service.  The  time  for 
considering  all  increases,  except  in  cases  of  a 
specially  deserving  nature,  is  during  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  annual  budget.  It  is  my  intention  to 
have  a  proper  study  made  of  this  whole  subject, 
not  merely  as  a  measure  of  economy  for  the  present 
but  as  a  part  of  the  constructive  program  in  placing 
the  city's  affairs  upon  a  broader,  more  businesslike 
and  more  equitable  basis.  (Applause.)  It  is 
only  in  such  a  way  that  the  foundations  for  con- 
tinued municipal  efficiency  for  future  years  can  be 
firmly  laid. 

Municipal  Coal  Yards. 
The  alarming  shortage  in  the  supply  of  coal, 
necessary  to  meet  our  local  requirements,  the  great 
loss  and  inconvenience,  even  suffering,  occasioned 
to  our  citizens  bv  this  condition,  force  us  to  seek 
earnestly  for  possible  measures  of  relief.  Of  course 
the  problem  m  its  larger  aspects  is  a  national  one, 
beyond  the  control  of  any  municipal  authority. 
The  supply,  general  distribution  in  bulk,  aud  trans- 
portation of  coal  have  now  come  almost  entirel] 
under  Federal  direction;  and  so  far  as  tho  move- 
ment of  coal  by  rail  is  concerned  I  am  confident 
that  the  unified  operation  of  the  railroads  under 
the  national  government  ultimately  will  bring 
relief.  _  But  within  the  limits  of  its  authority  or 
of  its  influence  the  City  of  Boston  cannot  remain 
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unconcerned  with  a  problem  which  so  vitally 
affects  its  municipal  interests  and  the  welfare  of 
its  citizens. 

The  total  supply  of  coal  available  for  the  needs 
of  the  whole  country  may  be  determined  by  the 
action  of  the  Federal  Government;  but  the  city 
may  well  take  action  in  this  emergency  to  assist 
in  the  local  accumulation,  storage,  distribution  and 
delivery  of  coal.  With  the  hard  experience  of 
this  winter  before  our  minds  it  should  certainly  be 
possible  to  take  some  effective  steps  to  prevent 
the  recurrence  of  present  conditions.  By  ener- 
getic action  in  summer,  when  the  weather  is  favor- 
able for  the  transportation  of  coal  both  by  water 
and  by  rail,  by  the  establishment  of  larger  facil- 
ities for  the  storage  of  coal,  through  municipal 
action,  if  necessary, — by  better  organization  of 
the  delivery  of  coal  for  household  use,  and  par- 
ticularly by  the  sale  of  coal  in  small  quantities, 
and  at  fair  prices,  to  those  who  are  obliged  to 
purchase  from  hand  to  mouth,  a  great  deal  may 
be  done  to  avoid  the  recurrence  of  conditions 
similar  to  those  which  now  affiict  us. 

The  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth ratified  by  the  people  at  the  last  state 
election  materially  enlarges  the  power  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  enable  cities  and  towns  to  safeguard  the 
interests  of  their  citizens  in  respect  to  the  supply 
and  distribution  of  fuel.  Doubtless,  legislation  of 
this  character  will  be  enacted  at  the  present  session 
of  the  Legislature,  and  I  shall  be  glad  to  give  my 
support  to  any  well-considered  measure  which  will 
enlarge  the  powers  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  take 
proper  and  effective  action  for  relieving  so  far  as 
possible  the  distressing  conditions  from  which  w;e 
are  now  suffering.  The  question  whether  public 
action  is  called  for  to  insure  the  accumulation  in 
summer  of  a  sufficient  supply  of  coal,  to  be  held 
in  storage,  to  tide  us  over  a  winter  emergency, 
occasioned  by  bad  weather  or  other  causes  beyond 
local  control,  should  receive  our  most  serious 
attention.      (Applause.) 

Scarcity  of  Ice. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  scarcity  of 
fuel  this  winter  may  be  followed  by  a  scarcity 
of  ice  next  summer.  The  greatly  increased  use  of 
ammonia  in  the  making  of  munitions  has  drawn 
so  heavily  upon  the  supply  needed  for  the  making 
of  artificial  ice  that  the  artificial  ice  crop  will  prob- 
ably be  greatly  diminished  this  year.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  an  investigation  be  made,  and  if  condi- 
tions seem  to  warrant  it,  that  steps  be  taken  to 
mitigate  the  serious  consequences  to  our  people 
which  would  result  from  the  failure  of  the  ice 
supply. 

Highways. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  overestimate  the  value 
of  good  highways  or  to  exaggerate  the  evil  condi- 
tions into  which  they  have  fallen.  The  value  <>f 
good  transportation  facilities  as  an  aid  to  business 
has  been  recognized  by  all  persons  who  have  given 
attention  to  the  problem  of  providing  safe  and 
convenient  highways  in  the  great  cities  of  the  world. 
There  should  be  a  study  of  the  whole  highway 
problem  in  the  city  by  experts  with  a  view  to 
having  in  mind  a  comprehensive  plan  for  street 
improvements  when  the  return  of  normal  condi- 
tions permits  street  work  on  any  considerable  scale. 
The  amounts  which  have  been  appropriated  here- 
tofore for  the  improvement  and  repair  of  highways 
have  been  found  woefully  inadequate,  and  provi- 
sions must  be  made  for  more  generous  allowances. 
This  radical  change  in  program  or  in  policy  is  clue 
to  past  neglect;  to  the  greatly  increased  use  of  auto- 
mobiles and  motor  trucks;  and  to  the  large  increase 
in  the  volume  of  business  transacted  in  the  city. 
Competent  men  must  be  in  charge  of  the  actual 
work,  so  that  every  dollar  expended  may  return 
its  full  measure  of  value,  and  the  work  must  be 
done  reasonably  and  with  all  possible  dispatch. 
A  new  policy  must  be  attained  with  an  equally 
radical  change  in  the  methods  of  making  street 
improvements  and  repairs. 

No  longer  should  the  improvement  of  a  highway 
depend  on  caprice  or  political  expediency.  There 
should  be  a  carefully  worked  out  plan,  having  in 
mind  the,  amount  of  money  that  can  be  spared  for 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  streets,  a 
proper  division  of  that  money,  and  a  systematic 
and  intelligent  outline  so  that  the  citizens  can  feel 
iin  mediate  relief  from  the  present  wretched  condi- 
tion of  the  streets  and  confidence  that  the  future 
holds  a  certainty  of  permanent  improvement. 
(Applause.) 


Correctional  Administration. 
There  should  be  a  careful  study  and  plan  of 
reorganization  of  the  city's  correctional  institutions 
with  the  view  to  humanizing  them  into  line  with 
present-day  methods.  Inefficiency  in  most  of  the  . 
city  departments  merely  means  waste  and  incon- 
venience. In  this  department  of  the  city  it  means 
inhumanity  and  suffering.  The  reason  for  insisting 
on  high  standards  here  is  even  greater  than  in  any 
other  place. 

Ashes  and  Garbage  Collection. 

Steps  should  be  taken  to  bring  the  collection  of 
ashes  and  garbage  under  direct  municipal  control 
for  the  protection  and  health  of  our  citizens. 
(Applause.) 

Centralized  Purchasing. 

Some  years  ago  the  city  established  a  Supply 
Department  in  charge  of  a  superintendent  whose 
duty  is  "to  furnish  all  the  material,  apparatus  and 
other  supplies  required  for  the  special  use  of  the 
Public  Works  Department,  and  such  material  for 
other  departments  as  may  be  asked  for  by  requisi- 
tion signed  by  the  head  of  such  department,  except 
furniture  and  stationery."  This  provision  has 
not,  however,  succeeded  in  bringing  about  any 
large  measure  of  cooperation  in  the  purchase  of 
supplies  among  the  various  departments.  The 
City  of  Boston  spends  in  direct  purchases, 
including  those  of  the  Police  Department,  nearly 
three  million  dollars  per  year.  Of  this  the  larger 
part  is  purchased  on  contract,  after  competitive 
bidding,  but  more  than  a  million  dollars  is  annually 
spent  on  orders  under  the  authority  which  allows 
the  head  of  a  department  to  buy  without  adver- 
tising any  necessary  supplies  not  exceeding  $1,000 
in  value.  Most  of  this  purchasing  is  not  done 
through  the  Supply  Department  but  by  each 
department  for  itself.  The  result  is  that  at  least  a 
score  of  employees  in  various  departments  are  now 
giving  either  full  time  or  part  time  to  this  work 
at  a  cost  which  the  Finance  Commission  three 
years  ago  estimated  to  be  about  855,000  per  year. 
Since  that  time  the  cost  has  certainly  not  become 
less. 

This  policy  of  decentralized  purchasing  has 
resulted  in  great  discrepancies  in  the  prjees  paid 
by  different  departments  for  the  same  ma  terials  or 
supplies;  it  has  prevented  the  keeping  of  central 
records  showing  the  actual  cost  of  supplies  to  the 
city  treasury,  and  it  h:is  hern  a  great  obstacle  ill 
the  way  of  any  adequate  inspection  of  the  supplies 
furnished.  No  well-managed  business  corporation 
conducts  its  purchasing  affairs  in  this  way.  It 
should  not  be  tolerated  in  the  conduct  of  municipal 
business  even  in  normal  years  and  certainly  not  at  a 
time  when  every  measure  of  reasonable  economy  is 
a  patriotic  obligation.     (Applause.) 

The  present  Supply  Department  should  be  reor- 
ganized and  enlarged  into  a  real  center  for  the 
purchasing  and  recording  of  substantially  all  the 
supplies  bought  by  the  city.  The  responsibility  for 
both  prices  and  quality  should  be  centralized  there. 
It  is  my  conviction  that  a  considerable  economy  can 
thus  be  secured. 

Employment  of  Women. 

One  consequence  of  the  war  has  been  the  giving 
to  woman  a  more  important  place  in  the  industrial 
and  social  organization.  She  has  been  called  on 
but  slightly  to  help  in  the  work  of  our  city.  In 
the  many  human  relations  of  our  municipal  gov- 
ernment with  its  people  there  is  work  which  could 
be  done  by  women  much  better  than  by  men. 
(Applause.) 

A  woman's  understanding  of  domestic  conditions 
should  enable  her  to  perform  in  certain  branches 
of  the  city  a  much-needed  work,  and  it  is  my 
purpose  to  develop  the  responsibilities  and  labors 
of  women  in  the  activities  of  our  municipal  life  in 
the  several  spheres  for  which  she  is  especially 
fitted.     (Applause.) 

Parks. 
Our  war  conditions  make  it  inexpedient  to  com- 
mence any  large,  undertakings  in  our  public  parks 
for  their  extension  or  improvement.  Their  ad- 
ministration should,  however,  be  examined  and 
systematized  so  that  the  public  shall  receive  from 
their  use  a  better  return  of  health  than  it  does 
today.  To  the  public  parks  our  citizens  turn  for 
recreation  and  our  children  for  health.  The  cnild 
of  today  is  the  nation's  ruler  of  tomorrow.  Ov.r 
civilization  advances  in  proportion  as  we  are  able 
to  place  the   children   of   one   generation   upon   a 
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plane  a  little  higher  than  that  on  which  their 
parents  stood.  To  the  glory  of  this  civilization 
we  consider  more  and  more  the  welfare  of  the 
child.  No  taxes  are  levied,  no  public  money  is 
spent  with  greater  public  approval  than  the  con- 
tributions to  that  end.  In  most  sections  of  Bos- 
ton the  only  safe  places  where  a  child  may  play 
are  those  furnished  directly  by  the  municipality. 
The  child  without  a  playground  has  a  poor  start 
in  life.  The  city  should  operate  its  parks  to  fur- 
nish its  children  the  best  opportunity  for  healthful 
development.     (Applause.) 

Cooperation  with  Civic  Bodies. 
An  administration  to  be  successful  must  draw 
to  its  support  the  confidence  and  interest  of  the 
people.  The  spirit  of  cooperation  and  helpfulness 
exists  among  the  citizens  of  Boston.  They  give 
loyal  service  to  all  the  civic  bodies.  Citizens'  asso- 
ciations meet  and  discuss  their  local  needs.  Com- 
mercial bodies  of  large  membership  cooperate  for 
the  common  good.  Workingmen  organize  unions 
for  their  mutual  benefit.  In  the  past,  the  spirit  of 
cooperation  in  these  bodies  has  not  been  coordi- 
nated to  work  for  the  common  good  of  the  city.  As 
a  whole,  they  have  failed  to  act  sufficiently  in 
cooperation  with  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  and  he  has 
not  worked  with  the  general  support  that  these 
associations  and  their  membership  could  give  bim. 
Too  often  have  we  seen  the  chief  executive  of  our 
city  and  some  commercial  bodies  striving  at  cross 
purposes  in  regard  to  some  public  matter.  This 
condition  I  hope  to  end,  and  I  shall  try  to  bring 
together  in  a  spirit  of  cooperation  and  helpfulness 
the  citizens'  associations,  labor  organizations  and 
big  commercial  bodies  of  our  city.  Boston  needs 
the  help  of  its  associations,  and  of  its  commercial 
bodies,  and  I  ask  and  hope  to  receive  their 
cooperation  and  assistance  in  my  work  as  Mayor. 
(Applause.) 

Financial  Condition. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  city  for  the  coming 
year  is  critical,  and  it  is  absolutely  necessary  not 
only  to  practise  the  most  rigid  economy  but  to 
discover  and  utilize  new  sources  of  revenue. 

For  the  current  year  the  borrowing  capacity 
of  the  city,  within  the  debt  limit,  will  be  approxi- 
mately §2,217,028,  or  81,230,373  less  than  it  was 
last 'year.  The  borrowing  of  money  outside  the 
debt  limit  should  be  attempted  only  in  emergen- 
cies. The  demands  this  year  for  municipal  pur- 
poses which  must  be  met  from  the  tax  levy  will 
be  larger  than  those  of  last  year,  and  there  will 
be  less  money  available  to  meet  them.  The  valua- 
tions on  which  appropriations  for  general  munici- 
pal purposes  are  based  will  be  greatly  reduced  this 
year;  the  estimates  of  income  from  various  sources 
other  than  taxes  are  also  less  this  year;  and,  instead 
of  having  $1,182,721  of  unappropriated  cash  in  the 
treasury  as  it  had  on  January  31,  1917,  today  the 


city  has  not  a  single  dollar  of  unappropriated  cash 
in  the  treasury. 

As  shown  in  a  table  hereto  appended  the  total 
amount  available  for  general  municipal  purposes 
from  taxes  and  revenue  last  year  was  $10,679,974 
as  compared  with  $14,803,216  this  year,  a  reduc- 
tion of  $1,876,758,  or  more  than  11  per  cent. 
This  reduction  of  $1,876,758  in  the  amount  avail- 
able from  taxes  and  revenue,  coupled  with  the 
reduction  of  $1,230,373  in  the  borrowing  capacity, 
leaves  the  present  city  government  with  $3,107,131, 
or  more  than  15  per  cent,  less  than  the  amount 
available  last  year. 

The  estimates  of  the  city  departments  will  prob- 
ably be  far  in  excess  of  the  estimates  of  last  year, 
owing  to  various  causes,  such  as  the  need  of  pro- 
viding $100,000  more  to  meet  the  increase  in  the 
pay  of  laborers,  which  was  advanced  to  S3  a  day  on 
June  1,  1917,  of  furnisning  $172,000  more  for  extra 
firemen  due  to  the  passage  of  the  order  granting 
one  day  off  in  three,  of  supplying  additional 
money  to  pay  enlisted  employees  the  difference 
between  their  municipal  salaries  and  the  pay 
allowed  by  the  Federal  Government,  and  of  pro- 
viding for  the  many  new  exigencies  of  war  times 
as  well  as  for  the  normal  growth  of  the  city's 
business. 

This  situation  requires  most  serious  thought  and 
careful  judgment  on  the  part  of  those  responsible 
for  providing  the  revenue  for  the  city  this  year. 
Faced  with  an  increased  burden  from  the  war  taxes, 
it  is  our  duty  to  make  as  small  as  possible  the 
increased  taxes  on  our  citizens,  but  we  must 
frankly  recognize  that  conditions  make  an  increased 
tax  inevitable 

Boston  Will  Do  Its  Part. 

Our  city  government  commences  this  year  under 
the  difficult  conditions  of  war,  and  we  are  facing, 
together  with  our  whole  country,  new  and  untried 
problems.  I  have  confidence  that  the  people  of 
Boston  will  respond  to  the  call  for  public  service. 
You  cannot  legislate  a  good  government  on  a  people. 
Whether  they  shall  have  a  good  government  or  not 
depends  on  their  patriotism  and  ideals.  The  situa- 
tion calls  to  our  minds  the  words  in  which  President 
Lincoln  addressed  Congress  in  1862.  He  said: 
"Fellow  citizens,  we  cannot  escape  history.  We  of 
this  Congress  and  this  administration  will  be  re- 
membered in  spite  of  ourselves.  No  personal 
significance  or  insignificance  will  save  the  one  or  the 
other  of  us.  The  fiery  trial  through  which  we  pass 
will  light  us  down  in  honor  or  dishonor  to  the  latest 
generation.  We  shall  nobly  save  or  meanly  lose 
the  last,  best  hope  on  earth."     (Applause.) 

Boston  will  do  its  part  in  the  great  struggle,  its 
citizens  will  render  to  the  national  government  its 
full  due,  and  we  who  are  responsible  for  the  munici- 
pal government  will  try  to  place  it  on  a  new  plane 
of  uprightness,  frankness  and  efficiency.  (Great 
applause.)

RECESS  TAKEN. 

The  Council  voted  at  2.18  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  HAGAN,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the  call 
of  the  President. 

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the 
President  at  3.07  p.  m. 


CONDITION   OF  CITY'S   FINANCES. 

Upon  the  calling  together  of  the  Council  after 
the  recess  Mayor  Peters  was  announced  and 
read  the    folloingw  message: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil,— In  my  inaugural  address  I  called  your  atten- 
tion to  the  critical  condition  of  the  finances  of  our 
city  and  pointed  out  the  necessity  for  the  most 
searching  examination  and  consideration  of  all 
measures  involving  appropriations  and  the  neces- 
sity for  keeping  them  within  moderate  bounds. 

I  stated  that  the  amount  of  money  available  for 
general  municipal  purposes  this  year  is  $1,876,758 
less  than  last  year  and  that  the  borrowing  capacity 
of  the  city  is  reduced  by  $1,230,373.  Thus  the 
amount  of  money  which  may  be  expended  by  the 
city  this  year  is  $3,107,131  less  than  last  year. 

I  took  office  a  week  ago  and  I  have  recently 
received  the  estimates  of  nearly  all  the  depart- 
ments of  their  needs  for  the  current  year.  The 
total  amount  so  estimated  is  $19,401,460,  and  is 
84,490,243.58  greater  in  amount  than  the  city  can 
raise  under  the  tax  limit  fixed  by  statute.  The 
problem  presented  is,  may  the  estimates  be  re- 
duced by  this  stupendous  sum,  or  if  not,  by  how 
much  may  they  be  cut  without  danger  to  the 
public  service.  I  need  not  say  that  it  will  be  my 
earnest  endeavor  by  pointing  out  where  economies 
may  be  practiced  and  by  the  elimination  of  waste 
and  extravagance  to  substantially  reduce  the 
amounts  requested  by  the  different  departments. 
But  even  then  we  will  face  a  huge  deficiency. 

Although  a  part  of  the  increased  cost  of  our 
city  government  is  due  directly  or  indirectly  to 
war  conditions,  which  I  am  sure  our  citizens 
will  willingly  pay,  it  is  clear  that  much  of  the 
increase  is  due  to  other  causes  which  need  not 
now  be  stated. 

I  regret  to  say  that  as  a  result  of  a  preliminary 
study  of  existing  conditions  I  believe  it  will  be 
utterly  impossible  to  provide  the  amount  of 
money  necessary  to  properly  conduct  the  city's 
business  within  the  existing  tax  limit. 

Moreover  in  addition  to  the  money  necessary 
to  provide  for  carrying  on  the  ordinary  business 
of  the  city  there  is  also  need  of  making  some  special 
provision  in  order  to  remedy  the  existing  conditions 
of  the  public  streets.  That  they  are  in  a  deplorable 
and  dangerous  condition  is  known  to  all  who  use 
them  and  that  they  have  been  shamefully  neglected 
in  recent  years  no  one  can  deny.  Indeed  little  if 
any  earnest  attempt  has  been  made  to  make  them 
safe  and  convenient  for  public  travel  as  required 
by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  Much  as  we 
desire  to  restrict  every  outlay  it  is  obvious  that 
some  plan  must  be  devised  to  make  needed  repairs 
of  the  city  streets. 

I  therefore  intend  to  petition  the  Legislature 
for  the  passage  of  an  act  to  increase  the  tax  limit 
of  the  city  for  this  year  and  for  each  of  the  two 
years  following — the  increase  for  this  year  to  be 
$3,  for  the  year  1919,  $2,  and  for  the  year  1920,  $1. 
Of  the  amount  raised  by  such  increase  a  special 
fund  of  one  third  thereof  should  be  created  to  be 
expended  for  the  repair  of  streets  and  for  no  other 
purpose. 

I  also  intend  to  have  a  careful  study  of  the  street 
problem  made  by  competent  engineers;  to  have 
them  lay  out  a  complete  and  comprehensive  plan 
for  the  reconstruction  and  repair  of  streets,  and 
to  have  such  plan  carried  out  during  my  term  of 
office.  By  this  method  we  shall  have  a  vastly 
improved  condition  of  the  public  highways. 

You  will  note  that  I  do  not  ask  for  a  permanent 
increase  of  the  tax  limit.  I  am  not  yet  prepared 
to  say  that  it  is  necessary.  It  may  be  that  in 
normal  times,  which  we  all  hope  may  be  soon,  the 
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present  limit  would  be  sufficient  for  reasonable 
municipal  requirements.  At  all  events  it  is  all, 
and  more  too,  than  the  taxpayers,  and  this  includes 
all  the  people,  should  be  called  upon  to  pay  for  the 
kind  of  public  service  which  they  have  recently 
received. 

You  share  with  me  the  responsibility  of  govern- 
ing the  city,  and  you  are  required  under  the  city 
charter  to  pass  upon  the  annual  budget  of  the 
current  expenses  of  the  city  and  county.  I 
therefore  send  you  this  message  for  your  serious 
study  and  consideration.  I  am  also  submitting 
copies  of  this  message  to  various  civic  bodies  for 
their  consideration.

APPROPRIATION   BILL. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  2,  1918. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen,— Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909 
provides  in  section  3  that  within  thirty  days  after 
the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Mayor  shall 
submit  to  the  City  Council  the  annual  budget  of 
the  current  expenses  of  the  city  and  county. 

While  I  am  not  willing  to  admit  that  the  Legis- 
lature intended  that  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
Mayor  to  send  in  a  budget  within  the  thirty-day 
1  imit  would  have  any  serious  consequences, 
especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  contingency, 
as  for  instance  sickness,  might  render  impossible  a 
strict '  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  statute, 
in  order  to  avoid  any  question  being  raised  on  this 
particular  point,  I  submit  herewith  a  budget  for 
the  city  in  lump  sum  form. 

I  have  previously  called  attention,  in  my  mes- 
sage of  February  11,  1918,  to  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  city,  and  this  budget  shows  on  its  face 
the  inadequacy  of  the  present  tax  limit  to  meet 
the  situation.  There  is  now  pending  in  the  General 
Court  a  proposition  for  an  increase  in  the  tax  limit 
and  when  the  Legislature  has  indicated  by  appro- 
priate action  its  decision  I  shall  submit  a  segregated 
budget  in  the  usual  form.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  current  expenses  payable 
during  the  financial  year  beginning  with  the

hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water 
Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  *to 
the  state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488 
of  the  Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amend- 
ment thereto,  and  for  tbe  interest  and  debt  require- 
ments for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met 
by  the  income  of  said  works  and  any  excess  over 
income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for 
Printing  Department  be  met  by  the  department 
income;  that  the  appropriation  for  City  Record 
be  met  by  the  receipts  from  the  publication; 
that  the  other  appropriations  hereinafter  speci- 
fied be  met  out    or   the  money  remaining  in  the 


treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  January  31, 
1918,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or 
needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any 
statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation,  and 
by  the  income  of  the  financial  year,  beginning 
February  1,  1918,  and  taxes  to  the  amount  of 
$17,641,965.12,  and  that  said  amount  be  raised 
by  taxation  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form 
no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be 
paid  for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any 
department  or  division  for  any  other  department 
or  division,  or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other 
than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general 
treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any 
appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and 
purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the 
appropriations  of  the  city  and  all  taxes  assessed 
for  meeting  the  city's  pioportion  of  the  state  tax 
of  the  year  1918  or  of  any  other  taxes  or  assess- 
ments payable  to  the  Commonwealth  be  due  and 
payable  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1918; 
that  all  such  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  the 
thirtieth  day  of  October,  1918,  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  fifteenth 
day  of  October,  1918,  until  paid,  except  the  taxes 
assessed  upon  shares  of  national  banks,  which 
shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent 
per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  October, 
1918,  until  paid;  and  that  all  interest  which  shall 
have  become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and 
be  a  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriations 
shall  be  increased  by  additional  appropriations 
or  by  transfers  lawfully  made,  no  money  shall  be 
expended  by  any  department  in  excess  of  the  amount 
set  down  as  appropriated.

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the 
report  be  laid  upon  the  table.  Inasmuch  as 
there  are  two  members  absent,  I  think  we  should 
give  them  a  chance  to  vote  on  it. 

Coun.  McDONALD— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
ordinarily  object  to  laying  a  matter  on  the  table 
for  a  proper  reason,  but  I  am  sick  and  tired#  of 
coming  up  here  at  every  meeting  and  having 
motions  made  here  to  postpone  action  because 
there  are  one  or  two  members  absent  who  never 
attend  meetings.  One,  it  is  true,  does,  but  the 
other  doesn't.  We  have  to  come  here  and  attend 
these  meetings,  and  if  we  did  as  they  do  we  wouldn't 
have  any  meetings  of  the  city  government.  I 
am  going  to  vote  against  the  motion,  because 
I  don't  believe  in  keeping  things  hanging,  things 
that  are  really  needed,  until  one  or  two  members 
can  be  brought  up  here  to  do  what  they  have  to 
do,  and  then  go  away. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  think  what  the 
councilor  has  just  said  has  a  great  deal  of  truth 
in  it,  but  in  this  case  there  is  about  $2,000  of  the 
city's  money  involved. 

Coun.  McDONALD— $1,400. 

Coun.  LANE — I  understand,  however,  that  it 
cannot  be  passed  unless  we  also  raise  the  salary  of 
Mr.  Glynn  $600.     If  I  am  in  error  I  wish  to  be 
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corrected,  but  my  understanding  is  that  the 
office  of  assistant  city  messenger  having  been 
created,  with  a  salary  of  $2,000,  we  cannot  change 
it;  that  if  we  fill  that  position,  left  vacant  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  Silloway,  by  the  appointment  to  it 
of  Mr.  Glynn,  his  salary  is  raised  $600,  and  if  we 
then  appoint  Mr.  Willcox  at  a  salary  of  $1,400 
we  have  increased  the  expenses  of  the  department 
by  $2,000. 

President  COLLINS— The  Chair  will  state 
that  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  now  pending, 
is  not  ordinarily  debatable.  The  Chair  has  allowed 
some  latitude  in  the  present  case,  but  at  the 
close  of  the  present  speaker's  remarks  will  put 
the  vote  on  the  motion. 

Coun.  McDONALD — -The  motion  is  to  lay  on 
the  table  until  the  next  meeting  until  the  absent 
members  can  be  present.  That  is  for  a  definite 
time. 

Coun.  LANE — I  would  be  perfectly  willing  to 
accept  that  amendment. 

President  COLLINS— Do  you  offer  that  as  an 
amendment  to  the  original  motion? 

Coun.  LANE — I  am  entirely  willing  to  acquiesce 
in  that,  if  that  is  his  wish. 

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  President,  the  reason 
I  spoke  as  I  did  was  because  the  chairman  ruled 
that  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  not  de- 
batable; and  I  said  he  made  the  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table  until  the  next  meeting,  because  there 
were  two  members  absent,  and  that  that  was  for 
a  definite  time. 

President  COLLINS— The  Chair  would  state 
that  the  gentleman  simply  made  a  motion  to  lay 
on  the  table. 

Coun.  LANE — I  made  the  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table,  giving  as  a  reason  for  it  the  fact  that  there 
are  two  members  absent.

ORDINANCE    AMENDMENT,    JUNK 
COLLECTORS. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  11,  1918. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Commission  on  Probation  has 
received  many  complaints  that  boys  are  stealing 
junk  and  selling  it  to  collectors  who  go  about  the 
streets. 

Chapter  554  of  the  Acts  of  1910  specifies  the 
junk  collector  as  well  as  the  junk  dealer  as  one  who 
may  not  buy  of  minors,  but  the  city  ordinances, 
under  the  heading  of  "Prohibitions  and  Penalties," 
in  section  90  of  chapter  40  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1914  do  not  include  the  collector  with 
the  dealer. 

Many  cases  where  collectors  have  unlawfully 
bought  junk  from  minors  have  been  successfully 
defended  in  the  municipal  courts  because  junk  col- 
lectors were  not  included  in  the  ordinance. 

In  order  to  correct  this  existing  evil  I  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  accompanying  amend- 
ment.

Section  1.  Section  ninety  of  chapter  forty  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1914  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  after  the  word  "person"  in  the  eighth 
line  the  words, — "or  junk  collector."

LEASE   OF  EAST   BOSTON   GYMNASIUM. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  11,  1918. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  an  order 
authorizing  a  lease  to  the  United  States  of  America 
of  the  Municipal  Gymnasium  on  Paris  street,  East 
Boston,  now  occupied  by  United  States  troops 
engaged  in  patrolling  and  carmg  for  the  wharves 
and  public  buildings  in  East  Boston. 

The  order  is  satisfactory  in  form  to  the  Law 
Department,  and  as  the  rent  begins  January  1, 
1918,  it  is  desirable  that  leases  be  executed  as  soon 
as  the  order  is  passed  so  that  the  city  may  have  the 
benefit  of  the  rent  already  accrued  and  to  accrue.

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  in  connec- 
tion with  that  if  I  may  be  allowed  the  privilege, 
I  want  to  offer  a  resolution.  I  would  say  that  the 
committee  asked  the  City  Auditor  how  much 
of  the  annual  appropriation,  which  has  been  run- 
ning at  $600,000,  I  understand,  for  seven  or  eight 
years,  has  been  paid  to  city  employees  and  charged 
to  loans  for  sewers.  The  question  is  not  that  I 
object  to  its  being  paid  to  city  employees,  but 
whether  going  expenses  for  running  the  Public 
Works  Department  have  been  unduly  charged  to 
loans  rather  than  to  annual  expenses? 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  may  I  inter- 
rupt the  gentleman  a  moment  to  ask  a  question? 

President  COLLINS — -Does  the  councilor  yield? 

Coun.  STORROW— Certainly. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  ask  the  councilor  if 
he  is  offering  these  figures  and  statements  in  line 
with  a  resolution  he  intends  to  offer?  If  so,  I 
would  suggest  that  he  might  offer  the  resolution  at 
this  time. 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  shall  be 
very  glad  to  do  that. 

Coun.  STORROW  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  in  connection  with  the  loan 
order  of  $600,000  for  new  sewerage  works,  the 
attention  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  called  to  the 
fact  that  in  1916  there  was  charged  against  a  loan 
of  a  similar  amount  as  paid  to  city  employees  the 
sum  of    $111,989.73,    and   that   in    1916   the  sum 
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charged  against  the  annual  loan  of  $600,000,  as 
paid  to  city  employees,  was  $125,438.97,  and  in 
1917  there  was  charged  against  the  sewer  construc- 
tion loan  of  $600,000  the  sum  of  $174,338.83,  as 
being  paid  to  city  employees. 

Coun.  STORROW — Mr.  President,  those  figures 
show  that  during  the  last  two  years  the  proportion 
of  the  sewer  loan  to  which  employees  on  the  pay 
roll  of  the  Public  Works  Department  were  charged 
has  been  rising  very  rapidly.  There  may  be 
some  explanation  as  to  why  the  loan  was  so  cut 
into  in  1917  as  compared  with  1915.  You  will 
observe  that  the  figures,  wnich  were  obtained 
from  City  Auditor  Mitchell,  show  that  in  1917 
the  increased  pay  roll  charges  to  the  loan  amounted 
to  an  increase  of  over  50  per  cent.  I  am  not  pre- 
pared to  take  a  definite  position  on  that  without 
further  investigation  than  we  were  able  to  make 
this  afternoon,  but  it  seems  to  me  very  proper  and 
from  my  point  of  view  necessary  in  connection 
with  this  loan  of  $600,000,  to  call  that  emphatic- 
ally to  the  Mayor's  attention.  In  offering  this 
resolution  I  want  to  reserve  my  rights  to  go  fur- 
ther in  investigating  the  reasons  for  the  sudden 
increase  in  the  amount  charged  to  loans.  The 
principle  is  thoroughly  established  by  this  new 
Council,  I  think,  that  we  will  not  stand  for  current 
expenses  being  paid  for  out  of  loans.  These 
figures  on  their  face  look  to  me  to  be  worthy  of 
careful  investigation .  by  the  Mayor  and  perhaps 
further  investigation  by  this  Council.  ' 

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  Chairman,  _  I,  too, 
want  to  reserve  my  rights  to  go  further  into  this 
matter.  I  thought  that  the  gentleman  would  at 
least  give  the  figures  given  to  him  by  City  Auditor 
Mitchell,  which  went  back  five  years.  In  1913 
there  was  charged  against  the  loan  for  salaries 
$150,000,  in  1914,  $128,000,  and  in  1915,  $111,000. 
He  does  not  go  back  any  farther  than  1915  to  get 
the  lowest  amount,  and  he  compares  the  lowest 
amount  to  the  highest  amount,  or  the  last  year 
of  Mayor  Curley's  administration,  $174,000,  and 
says  it  increased  50  per  cent  over  the  amount 
spent  previously.  He  takes  the  figure  of  $111,000 
in  1915,  and  in  addition  to  that  figure  simply  gives 
the  figure  of  $125,000  in  1916  and  $174,000  in  1917. 
There  must  have  been  some  extraordinary  new 
sewer  construction,  and,  of  course,  there  was  the 
increase  of  salaries  of  engineers  and  men  in  con- 
nection with  the  Sewer  Division  of  the  Public 
Works  Department,  which  took  place  in  1917. 
There  were  increases  of  $300,  $400  and  $500 
apiece  to  standardize  wages.  But  I  do  think,  if 
we  want  to  adopt  a  resolution  here  calling  the 
attention  of  the  Mayor  to  this  matter,  claiming 
that  it  needs  investigation,  we  should  include  the 
figures  for  the  last  five  years,  as  submitted  to  us 
by  the  City  Auditor.  I  don't  know  whether  the 
gentleman  introduced  the  1915,  1916  and  1917 
figures  for  a  purpose  or  not,  but  it  seems  that 
way  to  me.  Anyway,  in  1913  there  was  $150,000 
spent,  and  in  the  next  three  years  there  was 
$125,000  spent  each  year.  Then  the  big  jump 
comes,  when  the  increase  in  pay  was  given  to  the 
employees  of  the  Sewer  Division.  No  doubt 
their  pay  was  charged  to  the  sewer  loan.  But 
I  don't  think  there  should  be  an  intimation 
that  there  was  something  wrong  and  that  we 
should  investigate  without  looking  further  into 
the  matter.  The  committee  sent  for  the  Mayor 
today  and  told  him  that  we  believed,  in  connection 
with  that  $600,000,  that  we  believed  the  work 
of  the  men  engaged  on  that  particular  work  should 
be  charged  up  to  the  sewer  loan  and  nothing  else. 
He  agreed  with  us  that  that  was  the  proper  thing 
to  do  and  he  said  that  was  the  reason  for  refusing 
to  stand  for  $400,000  for  separate  sewer  system. 
Now,  why  this  resolution  or  investigation?  The 
Mayor  says  he  is  going  to  look  after  that.  But 
if  we  are  going  to  have  a  resolution  presented  let 
us  get  the  facts  from  the  auditor  and  have  the 
proper  kind  of  order  introduced,  finding  out  just 
what  was  charged  up  in  this  $174,000. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
interest  either  for  or  against  this  particular  resolu- 
tion, but  I  am  compelled  to  comment  on  a  matter 
pertaining  to  it  that  appeals  to  me.  That  is,  it 
appears  very  strange  to  me  that  the  prudent, 
careful  and  conservative  gentleman  who  introduced 
the  resolution  has  not  inquired  further  before 
introducing  it.  He  could  very  easily  have  had 
action  postponed  for  a  week  or  two  weeks,  sending 
for  the  head  of  the  department  expending  the 
money,  making  a  thorough  inquiry,  and  there 
might  or  might  not  then  be  a  necessity  for  the 
introduction  of  such  a  resolution.     I  do  think  it 


rather  strange,  however,  for  him  to  jump  so  hastily 
into  the  arena,  starting  a  probe  without  getting 
information  for  those  responsible  for  the  abnormal 
increases  in  the  charges. 

The  resolution  was  passed,  yeas  9,  nays  0. 


COUNTY  ACCOUNTS. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE,  for  the  Committee  on 
County  Accounts,  submitted  a  report  on  pay  roll 
of  Register  of  Deeds  for  the  month  of  March 
amounting  to  $3,966.35 — approving  of    the  same. 

Report  accepted;  pay  roll  approved  and  ordered 
paid. 


PUBLIC   LANDS. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands,  submitted  a  report  on  petition  of 
Gulf  Refining  Company  (referred  today)  for  leave 
to  build  over  portion  of  land  at  3593  Washington 
street  taken  by  the  city  for  sewer  purposes — 
recommending  the  passage  of  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  city,  for  the  consideration  of  $350 
and  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  Law  Department, 
to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Gulf  Refining  Com- 
pany, owner  of  land  on  the  westerly  side  of  and  now 
numbered  3593  Washington  street,  near  Forest 
Hills  Station,  conveyed  to  it  by  deed  recorded  with 
Suffolk  Deeds,  Book  4063,  page  605,  a  license  to 
construct  a  building  and  wall  on,  in  and  over  a 
strip  of  said  land  8  feet  wide,  in  which  the  city  has 
a  sewer  easement  under  a  taking  made  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  approved  June  13,  1895, 
all  as  shown  on  a  plan  of  proposed  oil  station  for 
Gulf  Refining  Company  and  revised  September  26, 
1917,  and  filed  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works; 
reserving  to  the  city  without  liability  for  damages 
therefor  the  right  by  its  officers,  agents  and  con- 
tractors, at  any  and  all  times  to  enter  upon  said 
strip  of  land  and  to  repair  and  maintain  the 
sewerage  works  now  therein  and  to  construct  such 
new  works  as  said  commissioner  may  from  time  to 
time  deem  desirable. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  giving  the  order  its  first  reading  and  passage. 

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  Chairman,  just  so 
that  my  position  may  appear  in  the  record  I  wish 
to  say  that  I  am  going  to  vote  against  this  order 
for  the  reasons  advanced  in  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. We  find  that  this  Gulf  Refining  Company 
bought  a  piece  of  land  from  a  Mrs.  Morton,  to 
whom  the  city  paid  something  like  $800  for  the 
privilege  of  running  a  sewer  through  the  land, 
taking  an  easement  for  the  sewer.  We  find  that 
the  Gulf  Refining  Company  now  come  here  and 
want  us  to  give  them  permission  to  build  a  $60,000 
shed  and  stable  on  this  property.  I  have  been  in 
this  Council  for  nine  years,  and  since  I  have  been 
here  I  have  been  on  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands 
for  seven  years,  and  a  number  of  times  we  have 
granted  privileges  similar  to  this  without  any  fee . 
Today,  after  the  horse  has  escaped,  we  find  that 
some  of  our  members  are  waking  up  to  the  fact  that 
they  are  members  of  the  Council  and  that  we 
are  giving  away  valuable  privileges  for  nothing. 
But  I  do  not  think,  because  the  city  paid  $800  for 
this  easement  and  has  used  the  sewer  on  the  land 
since  1905,  we  should  discourage  the  Gulf  Refining 
Company,  telling  them  that  they  have  to  pay  some- 
thing for  that  reason  or  that  they  cannot  build  this 
building  over  our  sewer.  If  we  are  going  to  en- 
courage building  operations  in  Boston,  I  think  this 
is  the  time  to  do  it  without  insisting  on  the  payment 
of  this  paltry  $350.  The  City  of  Boston  is  a  great 
big  corporation  and,  as  I  said  in  Executive  Com- 
mittee, I  think  it  is  a  cheap  piece  of  business  to 
charge  $350  for  this  purpose,  simply  because  the 
city  at  one  time  paid  some  $800  for  the  privilege 
of  running  a  sewer  through  the  land,  a  privilege 
which  it  has  already  exercised  for  years.  This 
building  will  not  interfere  with  the  exercise  of  that 
privilege,  now.  I  think  we  ought  to  at  least 
encourage  such  corporations  to  come  here  and  build, 
that  we  ought  to  give  them  privileges  of  the  kind 
for  nothing,  the  same  as  we  have  been  doing  for  a 
long  time,  instead  of  telling  them  that  they  have 
got  to  either  give  us  $350  or  push  their  contem- 
plated building  back  8  feet.  I  think  the  city  can 
get  along  without  that  $350  and  at  least  encourage 
building  operations  in  our  suburbs.  The  Mayor 
went  up  to  the  Legislature  and  said  that,  because 
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of  the  fact  that  the  City  of  Boston  not  having  had 
the  natural  increase  in  new  buildings,  taxes  have 
fallen  off  to  a  great  amount  and  that  we  ought  to 
get  $3  more  this  year  to  run  the  city.  That  may 
be  all  right.  But  now  here  is  a  corporation  coming 
along  and  telling  us  that  it  is  ready  to  build  a 
$60,000  building,  which  will  bring  taxes  in  to  the 
city;  and,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  ought  to 
encourage  that  sort  of  thing,  it  is  now  proposed  to 
say  to  that  corporation  that  unless  it  pays  $350 
for  the  sewer  privilege,  a  privilege  which  we  paid 
for  and  have  enjoyed  for  years,  they  cannot  have 
the  privilege  of  building.  I  want  to  record  myself 
as  voting  against  any  such  proposition  as  that. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  will  say 
that  I  am  not  only  opposed  to  charging  the  $350, 
but  am  opposed  to  their  building  upon  the  land 
at  all.  The  City  of  Boston  has  paid  $850  odd  for 
an  easement  to  construct  a  sewer,  and  if  the  Gulf 
Refining  Company  puts  a  building  over  40  per  cent 
of  that  sewer  and  a  wall,  if  the  time  comes  when  the 
city  has  to  repair  the  sewer,  it  is  going  to  cost  the 
city  more  money  to  get  at  it,  much  more,  than  it 
would  at  the  present  time,  Now,  the  architect  says 
that  it  will  be  just  as  easy  to  move  the  building  in  8 
feet.  Simply  because  they  are  going  to  get  more 
land  by  doing  it,  in  order  to  get  the  benefit  of  that 
land  they  want  us  to  give  them  a  license  to  build 
over  this  sewer  for  which  we  have  an  easement.  I 
believe  if  the  company  can  get  along  by  moving  the 
building  inside  of  that  sewer  taking,  it  ought  to  do 
so  and  I  believe  it  can  do  so  nicely.  That  will  not 
stop  the  Gulf  Refining  Company  from  building, 
because  they  have  already  started  building.  The 
$60,000  plant  is  on  its  way.  I  believe  I  will  vote 
against  the  City  of  Boston  accepting  $350  or  any 
remuneration  from  the  Gulf  Refining  Company 
in  return  for  this  privilege.  I  believe  we  should 
protect  ourselves  by  leaving  that  plot  of  land  open 
so  that  we  may  get  at  the  sewer  belonging  to  the 
City  of  Boston  at  any  time  without  any  difficulty. 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  it  seems  to 
me  the  broad  issue  here  is  very  clear.  The  city 
paid  $800  for  an  easement  for  the  sake  of  con- 
structing a  sewer  along  the  edge  of  this  parcel  of 
land.  The  executive  department  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment recommends  to  us  that  we  permit  the 
surface  of  this  land  to  be  utilized  by  the  Gulf 
Refining  Company.  If  this  thing  came  to  us 
entirely  anew  and  not  through  the  executive  de- 
partment, I  should  personally  want  to  consider 
the  question  further  along  the  line  taken  by 
Coun.  Moriarty  in  his  speech;  but  I  do  think  we 
have  a  right  to  assume,  under  the  circumstances, 
that,  while  the  building  of  this  structure  may  pos- 
sibly at  some  day  increase  the  expense  to  the  city 
of  rebuilding  or  repairing  the  sewer,  that  is  not 
the  important  matter.  The  issue,  as  it  seems  to 
me,  turns  on  this.  The  City  of  Boston  has  paid 
$800,  which  was  the  then  full  value,  in  1905,  for 
certain  rights.  The  Gulf  Refining  Company 
comes  in  today  and  asks  that  certain  of  those 
rights  paid  for  with  the  city's  money  should  be 
given  back  to  it.  I  am  ready  to  join  in  approving 
the  deed  conveying  to  them  that  portion  of  the 
city's  rights  which  they  desire,  but  I  am  not  in 
the  least  ready  to  vote  to  do  that  for  nothing. 
Coun.  McDonald  is  quite  shocked  that  we 
should  sit  here  and  ask  for  money  in  return  for 
voting  away  city  property.  I  cannot  say  that  I 
share  his  astonishment  that  we  should  be  about 
to  perpetrate  such  a  thing  as  that.  I  cannot 
justify  voting  away  city  property  for  nothing  be 
it  much  or  be  it  little.  I  do  not  care  whether  the 
city  is  disposing  of  junk,  as  in  one  or  two  orders 
passed  today,  or  whether  it  is  giving  the  use  of  a 
substantial  piece  of  land.  I  think  our  oath  of 
office,    I    think   everything   that   pertains   to   the 


integrity  of  this  Council,  depends  upon  our  pro- 
tecting the  city  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  both  in 
large  matters  and  in  small.  There  is  no  miscon- 
ception here.  The  thing  stands  out  as  plainly  as 
the  nose  on  a  man's  face,  and  the  members  can 
choose  whether  they  want  to  adopt  Coun.  McDon- 
ald's  principle  of  sitting  here  and  giving  away  city 
property,  or,  in  connection  with  such  property, 
asking  not  an  excessive  but  a  reasonable 
compensation.  I  do  not  myself  attach  any  im- 
portance to  Coun.  McDonald's  argument,  that 
because  $350  is  a  small  amount  we  ought  to  give 
it  to  the  Gulf  Refining  Company.  It  seems  to  me 
the  principle  of  just  compensation  before  voting 
away  city  property  applies  to  small  things  as  well 
as  large  things. 

Coun.  McDONALD— Mr.  President,  in  reply  to 
the  gentleman  who  has  just  taken  his  seat,  I  will 
say  that  I  am  just  as  wide  awake  as  far  as  protect- 
ing the  interests  of  the  city  is  concerned  as  he  is, 
and  that  I  have  been  since  I  have  been  a  member 
of  the  Council.  I  do  not  want  to  give  away  the 
city's  property,  whether  it  is  small  or  large,  ait  any 
time.  But  I  contend  that  we  should  treat  the  Gulf 
Refining  Company  in  a  decent  way  in  this  matter, 
regarding  the  large  interests  of  the  city.  I  never 
knew  anything  about  the  matter  until  I  read  the 
order  here  today  and  saw  the  two  gentlemen  who 
came  into  the  Executive  Committee.  But  I 
believe  we  should  treat  this  company  as  we  have 
treated  other  people  here  for  years,  people  who 
have  been  coming  in  here  and  asking  for  the  same 
privilege.  It  has  been  done  during  the  four  years 
that  the  councilor  has  been  here.  There  have 
been  eight  or  ten  orders  that  have  gone  through 
this  year  or  within  two  years  for  the  same  thing, 
and  we  have  given  the  same  privilege  to  people 
that  the  Gulf  Refining  Company  now  asks,  free. 
If  the  city  wants  to  say  to  the  Gulf  Refining  Com- 
pany now,  in  connection  with  this  matter,  "Give 
us  $350,"  I  don't  care  what  the  gentleman  thinks 
about  it,  but  I  think  it  is  a  cheap  piece  of  business 
to  charge  $350  for  the  right  to  build  over  our  land, 
land  in  which  we  simply  have  this  sewer  easement. 
The  city  is  protected  all  the  time,  anyway,  because 
the  Law  Department  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  will  see,  as  far  as  the  sewer  is  con- 
cerned, that  there  will  be  protection  against  breaks 
or  anything  else.  Of  course  the  city  is  going  to  be 
taken  care  of  in  the  matter,  and  all  the  company 
asks  for  is  the  privilege  of  building  out  over  that 
land.  The  city  can  use  it  in  every  other  way,  in 
every  way  necessary  for  its  purpose.  I  don't  want 
the  gentleman  to  say  that  I  am  giving  away  the 
city's  money  or  the  city's  land  for  nothing,  because 
I  don't  do  that,  and  I  don't  propose  to  do  it  in  this 
case,  but  I  do  think  we  should  treat  the  Gulf 
Refining  Company  as  fairly  as  we  have  treated 
everybody  else,  giving  them  the  privilege  of  using 
this  8-foot  strip  of  land  to  build  over,  if  the  city  is 
protected  otherwise,  as  it  will  be,  as  it  has  been  in 
every  other  order  that  has  gone  through  the  Coun- 
cil in  the  last  eight  or  nine  years. 

The  order   was   passed,    yeas    7,   nays  2,  Coun. 
McDONALD  and  MORIARTY  voting  nay. 


GENERAL   RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  moved  a  general  reconsidera- 
tion on  all  business  transacted  at  the  meeting, 
hoping  that  the  same  would  not  prevail.     Lost. 


The  Council  voted,  on  motion  of  Coun. 
ATTRIDGE,  that  when  it  adjourns  it  be  to  meet 
on  Monday,  April  8,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.

By  order  approved  January  22  Mrs.  Reiser  w:is 
allowed  an  annuity  of  three  hundred  dollars  a  year 
under  the  general  statutory  provision  concerning 
a  police  officer  who  dies  from  injuries  received  in 
the  performance  of  his  duty. 


Afterwards  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  per- 
mitting payment  to  Mrs.  Reiser  of  an  annuity  of 
nine  hundred  dollars  a  year.  The  City  Council 
accepted  the  act  and  passed  a  further  order  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  money  for  the  annuity 
should  be  provided.  Both  actions  were  approved 
March  26. 

The  situation  now  is  that  both  annuities  are  now 
in  effect,  which  I  assume  was  not  the  intention  of 
the  city  authorities.  I  respectfully  recommend 
that  the  action  concerning  the  annuity  of  three 
hundred  dollars  be  rescinded,  thus  giving  to  Mrs. 
Reiser  the  annuity  of  nine  hundred  dollars  which 
,pparently  is  what  was  intended  by  the  act  and 
by  the  City  Council.

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  order 
passed  by  the  City  Council  March  25,  1918: 

Ordered,  That  the  Law  Department  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  render  an  opinion 
on  the  operation  of  chapter  254  of  the  Acts  of  1917, 
with  special  reference  to  its  application  to  men  who 
entered  the  employ  of  the  city  after  the  passage  of 
the  act. 

By  the  terms  of  this  act  cities  and  towns  accept- 
ing its  provisions  are  authorized  to  pay  to  employees 
leaving  their  service  between  March  25,  1917,  and 
the  close  of  the  war,  as  determined  by  the  United 
States  Government,  for  the  purpose  of  entering  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  an 
amount  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  com- 
pensation which  such  employees  were  receiving  at 
the  time  of  leaving  such  service  and  the  pay  which 
they  receive  while  in  said  military  or  naval  service 
under  the  acts  of  Congress  and  of  this  Common- 
wealth, including  aid  to  their  dependents. 

My  opinion  is  that  the  act  applies  only  to  such 
employees  as  were  in  the  service  of  the  cities  and 
towns  accepting  the  act  on  March  25,  1917.  Any 
other  construction  of  the  act  would  result  in  giving 
a  preferential  bounty  to  employees  of  cities  and 
towns  taken  on  as  such  employees  after  the  passage 
of  the  act.  It  does  not  seem  to  rae  that  the  Legis- 
lature intended  to  establish  such  a  bounty.

President  of  City  Council: 
Dear  Sir, — I'  will  be  unable  to  be  present  at  the 
hearing  on  Wednesday  evening  relative  to  the  gas 
contracts,  as  I  am  obliged  to  be  out  of  town.  I  am 
very  much  interested  in  the  matter,  and  as  nothing 
but  the  most  imperative  business  engagement  would 
prevent  my  attendance,  I  respectfully  request  that 
you  make  this  letter  a  matter  of  record. 
Yours  very  truly,

President  COLLINS  stated  that  the  object  of 
the  meeting  was  to  give  a  hearing  on  the  following 
order,  offered  March  11  by  Coun.  Moriarty: 

Ordered,  That  the  two  contracts  dated  March 
19,  1914,  made  with  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  for  the  supply  of  gas  for  street  lighting 
purposes  and  for  the  maintenance  of  street  lamps, 
be  hereby  terminated  on  April  1,  1919. 

In  connection  with  the  above  order,  on  March 
25  the  following  orders  were  passed: 

Ordered,  That  on  the  order  for  the  termination 
of  the  contracts  with  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  for  lighting  streets,  etc.,  with  gas,  it  is 
hereby 

Ordered,  That  a  public  hearing  be  given  by  the 
City  Council  on  Wednesday,  April  10,  191*8,  at 
7.30  p.  m.,  and  that  seven  days'  notice  of  said 
hearing  be  given  by  publication  in  the  City  Record. 

President  COLLINS  said  that  those  in  favor  of 
the  proposed  termination  of  the  contracts  would 
first  be  heard. 

John  J.  Walsh,  Esq.,  representing  the  Boston 
Lamplighters'  Union,  appeared  for  the  men.  He 
stated  that  the  contracts  had  been  violated  by 
the  company  of  late  in  a  number  of  particulars; 
that  there  had  not  been  the  proper  continuity  of 
lighting  service;  that  lights  had  been  left  burning 
in  the  daytime;  that  there  had  been  trouble  with 
broken,  smoked,  blackened,  ragged  and  frayed 
mantles,  which  had  not  been  properly  replaced; 
that  the  lamps  had  not  been  properly  cleaned, 
lighted  and  extinguished;  that  many  of  the  lamps 
had  not  been  maintained  "at  not  less  than  60 
horizontal  candlepower " ;  and  that  citizens  and 
suitable  persons  had  not  been  employed  for  the 
work.  While  there  is  an  agreement  that  during 
the  term  of  the  contracts  the  men  shall  receive  $2 
a  day  for  their  services,  conditions  that  none  could 
foresee  have  arisen  which  renders  that  not  a  living 
wage.  When  this  question  was  submitted  to  the 
officials  of  the  company  they  had  insisted  on  the 
letter  of  the  agreement  and  would  not  even  arbi- 
trate, the  only  concession  they  would  make  being 
a  proposition  that  the  men  do  more  work  than 
they  had  been  doing,  for  which  they  would  receive 
somewhat  more  pay.  This,  however,  would  in- 
volve discharging  other  men.  The  break  in  con- 
tinuity of  service  was  also  jeopardizing  the  men's 
pension  rights  at  the  hands  of  the  city.  He  felt 
that  instead   of  the  date   for  termination   of  the 


contracts  being  set  at  April  1,  1919,  they  should 
be  abrogated  immediately  under  clause  2  of  the 
contract,  which  provides  as  follows: 

"If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  city,  the  contractor 
does  not  exercise  due  diligence  in  the  erection  of 
said  plant,  or  if  the  materials  furnished  therefor 
are  not  in  accordance  with  sample  submitted,  the 
city  may  give  the  contractor  notice  in  writing  of 
such  dereliction  and  then  if  the  contractor  fails 
within  thirty  days  thereafter  to  obey  any  proper 
order  of  the  city  in  connection  with  the  work  of 
erecting  and  furnishing  the  plant,  the  said  com- 
missioner, with  the  consent  in  writing  of  the 
Mayor,  may  declare  the  contract  forfeited." 

The  following  persons  appeared  favoring  the 
abrogation  of  the  contracts,  on  the  ground  that 
neither  the  men  nor  the  public  had  recently  been 
properly  treated  by  the  company: 

Messrs.  Patrick  H.  Jennings,  business  agent  of 
the  Central  Labor  Union;  Harold  H.  Cram,  real 
estate,  79  Van  Winkle  street,  Dorchester;  Charles  J. 
Lennon,  53  Neponset  avenue,  Roslindale;  Francis 
A.  Lombard,  30  Lincoln  street,  Brighton;  Edward 
F.  McGrady,  president  of  the  Central  Labor  Union; 
Arthur  G.  Morris,  representing  the  Germantown 
Citizens'  Improvement  Association;  John  F. 
Stevens,  of  the  Building  Trades'  Union;  George 
Cherry,  of  the  Mount  Hope  Citizens'  Association; 
Joseph  A.  O'Brien,  11  Mt,  Vernon  street,  Dor- 
chester; John  A.  Quinn,  for  many  years  a  lamp- 
lighter; Charles  A.  Sherman,  twenty-seven  years  a 
lamplighter;  John  Leonard,  forty  years  a  lamp- 
lighter; Nicholas  Balfe,  twenty-two  years  a 
lamplighter;  Manuel  C.  Perry,  forty-six  years  a 
lamplighter;  John  W.  Kelley,  thirty-five  years 
a  lamplighter,  and  James  F.  Finley. 

Mr.  Michael  T.  Callahan,  of  the  Lamp  Depart- 
ment, produced  records  showing  recent  outages, 
breakages  and  failures  of  service. 

Representatives  Charles  S.  O'Connor,  Edward  I. 
Kelley,  E.  J.  Cox,  William  Manning,  Robert  J. 
Dunkle.John  B.  Cashman  and  William  Foley, 
and  Representative  McDonald  of  South  Boston, 
also  recorded  themselves  as  in  favor  of  the  abroga- 
tion of  the  contracts. 

Letters  were  received  from  Mrs.  James  Galligan 
and  Representative  Martin  Hays,  protesting  against 
the  present  lighting  service. 

William  Turtle,  Esq.,  representing  the  Welsbaeh 
Street  Lighting  Company  of  America,  appeared  in 
opposition  to  the  proposed  termination  of  the  con- 
tracts, stating  that  wThile  it  is  true  of  late  that  there 
have  been  certain  derelictions  in  service,  through 
circumstances  over  which  the  company  had  no 
control,  nobody  claimed  that  there  were  suc*i  to  a 
material  extent  until  the  strike  of  December.  The 
company  has  since  been  very  seriously  handicapped 
because  of  shortage  of  available  labor.  This  has 
necessitated  at  times  allowing  lights  to  remain  lit 
during  daylight  hours,  but  the  loss  there  has  been 
the  company's  and  not  the  public's.  There  has 
been  greater  trouble  than  usual  due  to  breakage  and 
outages,  because  of  lack  of  available  help  and 
because  of  interference  with  the  service,  for  which 
the  company  does  not  blame  strikers,  but  which 
in  many  cases  has  probably  been  attributable  to 
sympathizers  with  the  strikers.  There  was  a 
contract  with  the  men  for  payment  on  the  basis  of 
$2  per  day  during  the  existence  of  the  contract.  It 
is  true  that  living  conditions  have  put  a  great  strain 
on  the  men,  for  whom  the  company  has  had  and 
still  has  the  greatest  sympathy.  But  that  strain 
has  also  been  placed  upon  the  company,  which  in 
its  turn  has  to  live  up  to  its  contract  during  the 
term.  It  could  not  afford  under  that  contract, 
with  rising  prices  and  expenses  for  everything,  to 
give  the  men  what  they  wish.  When  the  men 
struck  there  was  no  alternative  for  the  company 
but  to  employ  outside  help.  In  doing  so  it  took 
the  best  it  could  get,  giving  preference  to  citizens 
of  Massachusetts  and  of  the  rest  of  the  United 
States,  but  being  unable  at  all  times  to  get  only  such . 
There  have  been  a  few  aliens  employed,  but  only 
a  few  under  such  conditions,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
practically  all  those  employed  at  the  present  time 
who  are  not  citizens  have  taken  out  their  first,  papers. 
Tin'  company  has  made  an  agreement  with  about 
eight  of  the  men  whom  it  has  taken  on  to  employ 
them  for  a  year,  and  it  must  in  honor  live  up  to 
that  agreement.  Probably  eight  or  ten  of  the  old 
men  have  enlisted  or  have  been  employed  or  arc 
now  employed  in  other  places. 

After  suggestions  by  Coun.  Moriarty,  Hagan, 
McDonald  and  Ford,  that  the  company  consider 
a  proposition  whereby  the  men  might  be  taken 
back  in  a  body,  bearing  in  mind  the  fact  thai  per- 
haps  the   eight   or   ten   who   arc   now    otherwise 
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employed  might  balance  the  same  number  with 
whom  agreements  had  been  made,  Mr.  Turtle  said 
he  would  be  glad  to  take  this  matter  up  with  his 
company  having  the  company  submit  to  the  City 
Council  by  next  Monday  a  statement  as  to  how 
many  men  it  can  take  back,  and  when;  the  coun- 
cilors suggesting  in  addition  that  they  would  then 
try  to  see  if  the  additional  $1  a  day  could  be  made 
up  by  the  city.  Mr.  Turtle  said  the  fact  had  no? 
previously  been  brought  to  his  attention;  that  the

APPROPRIATION  BILL,  1918-19. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  12,  1918. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  section  3  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  I  submit  the 
estimates  of  the  several  departments  for  the  fiscal 
year  1918-19,  with  my  recommendations  thereon. 

I  submit  also  the  basis  of  estimates,  showing  the 
amount  that  can  be  raised  within  the  present  tax 
limit  for  general  municipal  purposes,  and  the 
amount  of  estimated  income  for  the  current  fiscal 
year. 

The  tax  limit  of  $6.52  on  the  thousand,  for 
general  municipal  purposes,  has  been  raised  by  leg- 
islation recently  enacted  to  $9.52  on  the  thousand, 
which  includes  $1  on  the  thousand  that  may  be 
specifically  appropriated  for  the  reconstruction 
and  repair  of  streets. 


The  amount  that  can  be  raised  by 

taxes  within  the  $9.52  limit  is.  .  .  $14,676,009  25 
To  which  the  estimated  income  of       4,860,000  00 

should  be  added,  making  a  total 

available  for   general   municipal 

purposes  of 19,536,009  25 

Of  this  total  the  yield  of  the  $1  on  the  thousand, 
which  may  be  applied  to  reconstruction  and  repair 
of  streets  by  contract,  is  $1,541,597.61,  and  must 
for  the  present  be  deducted,  as  appropriations  out 
of  this  amount  will  be  deferred  pending  an  investi- 
gation by  a  special  committee  as  to  the  sum  which 
it  is  wise  and  expedient  to  use  for  this  purpose  in 
the  current  year.  This  leaves  $17,994,411.64. 
Of  this  sum  there  has  been  appropriated  already 
$270,500  for  bridges  and  $95,000  for  ferries,  a 
total  of  $365,500,  so  that  the  total  amount  avail- 
able for  the  budget  herewith  submitted  is  $17,628,- 
911.64;  and  I  recommend  that  this  entire  sum  be 
appropriated. 

You  will  observe  that  this  sum  includes  items  of 
$581,624  for  the  Reserve  Fund,  $100,000  for 
granolithic  sidewalks  and  $318,819.27  for  street 
work  by  contract.  The  increase  in  the  Reserve 
Fund  over  the  amount  spent  last  year  is  $250,000, 
which  will  be  none  too  large  to  provide  for  the 
exigencies  arising  out  of  abnormal  conditions  due 
to  the  war.  The  sum  for  granolithic  sidewalks  is 
the  same  as  that  appropriated  last  year.  The  sum 
recommended  in  this  budget  for  street  work  by 
contract,  $318,819.27,  is  asked  so  that  we  may 
start  work  as  soon  as  possible  on  streets  which 
imperatively  demand  attention  while  the  special 
committee  is  considering  the  larger  street  program 
that  may  be  executed  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  $1 
on  the  thousand  that  the  recently  enacted  law  pro- 
vides. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  delay  in  submitting 
the  budget,  due  to  the  necessity  of  obtaining  legis- 
lation respecting  the  tax  limit,  will  require  extraor- 
dinary effort  on  the  part  of  the  City  Council  in 
order  that  the  budget  may  be  passed  in  time  to 
provide  funds  necessary  for  the  execution  of  the 
departmental  work,  as  we  are  fast  approaching  the 
time  when  the  expenditures  permitted  by  law 
prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  appropriation  bill  will 
be  exhausted. 

This  budget  is  submitted  in  substitution  for  the 
one  filed  with  you  on  March  2,  1918.

PUBLIC    SAFETY   APPROPRIATION,  ETC. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  15,  1918. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order  authorizing  the  Committee 
on  Public  Safety  to  make  expenditures  not  exceed- 
ing $20,000  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  which 
the  committee  has  been  doing  since  its  organiza- 
tion, and  the  further  amount  of  $2,000  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  general  study  of  metropolitan 
Boston  as  affected  by  the  present  plans  of  the 
Federal  Government. 

In  connection  with  the  latter  recommendation, 
I  -would  state  that  I  requested  the  Boston  Society 
of  Architects  to  make  a  general  study  of  the 
city  as  affected  by  the  plans  of  the  Government, 
and  I  append  a  communication  from  the  president 
of  that* organization  agreeing  to  undertake  the 
work.  The  committee  appointed  by  the  society 
has  conferred  with  me,  and  I  agreed  to  request 
your  body  to  provide  funds  to  pay  for  the  services 
of  necessary  draughtsmen,  clerical  assistance  and 
other  incidental  expenses.  The  work  is  to  be 
done  in  conjunction  with  the  City  Planning 
Board,  and  I  believe  it  will  prove  of  great  benefit 
to  the  city.

PUBLIC   SAFETY   EXPENDITURES. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Public 
Safety  Committee  giving  list  of  expenditures,  viz. :

Honorable  City  Council, 

City  Hall,  Boston: 

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  a  written  state- 
ment of  the  acts  and  doings  and  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety  up 
to  the  present  time,  and  an  estimate  of  the  proposed 
expenditures  insofar  as  they  can  be  foreseen. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  its  various  subcommittees,  two  appropriations 
of  810,000  each  have  been  allowed,  or  a  total  of 
S20.000.  I  submit  herewith  (a)  statement  in  detail 
of  the  expenditures  from  this  amount,  showing  a 
balance  at  the  present  time  of  S2.200.S7. 

For  the  work  of  the  subcommittee  on  Food 
Production  and  Conservation  there  have  been  two 
appropriations  of  825,000  each,  or  S50.000.  I 
submit  herewith  (b)  statement  in  detail  of  the 
expenditures  from  this  amount  showing  that 
SS.600  was  diverted  to  other  uses.  The  total 
expenses  for  the  work  of  this  subcommittee  was 
S40.429.26,  leaving  a  balance  at  the  end  of  the 
season  of  1917  of  S974.74.  As  shown  by  this 
statement  there  should  be  credited  against  the 
gross  expenses  of  the  subcommittee  various 
amounts  on  account  of  moneys  returned  from  the 
sale  of  plots,  tools,  bags,  seed  and  winter  rye. 
The  estimated  value  of  tools,  automobiles  and 
fertilizer  on  hand  and  the  estimated  value  of 
products  returned  to  the  citv  make  a  total  of 
S13.1S0.76,  or  a  net  expense  of  S27.24S.50. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  in  preparation  a 
report  up  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  This 
report  is  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  at  the  present 
time,  but  is  submitted  to  you  for  your  information 
in  the  form  of  galley  and  page  proof  (c).  This 
report  contains  a  statement  in  full  of  the  work  of  the 
subcommittees. 

Willi  regard  to  the  appropriation  now  pending 
before  your  honorable  body  of  S22.000,—  S2.000 
is  for  the  purpose  of  a  special  committee  appointed 
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by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  coordinate  the  various 
housing  developments  in  connection  with  muni- 
tions and  shipbuilding  plants  along  the  waterfront 
from  Weymouth  to  Lynn.  Mr.  R.  Clipston 
Sturgis  is  the  chairman  of  this  committee,  and  the 
money  will  be  expended  under  his  direction.  The 
appropriation  also  includes  $3,000  for  the  work  of 
the  Child  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Committee 
on  Public  Safety.  This  committee  is  affiliated 
with  the  Women's  Committee  of  the  Council  of 
National  Defence,  into  whose  hands  the  Children's 
Bureau  has  placed  its  program  for  Child  Welfare. 
The  first  instructions  are  for  the  weighing  and 
measuring  of  all  children  under  five  years  of  age 
in  the  entire  country.  They  plan  in  Boston  to 
open  about  fifty  stations  in  different  parts  of  the 
city  for  the  weighing  and  measuring,  the  work  to 
be  done  by  volunteers  under  proper  supervision, 
and  in  cooperation  with  schools,  churches,  settle- 
ments, etc.  They  estimate  the  expense  for  the 
equipment  of  these  stations,  for  printing  a  large 
number  of  fliers  and  posters  through  which  to  inform 
mothers  and  the  general  public  of  the  purpose  of 
the  campaign,  for  the  salary  of  an  assistant  and  for 
clerical  help  at  $1,500.  In  addition  they  ask  for  a 
further  appropriation  of  $1,500  to  include  the 
salary  of  an  executive  secretary  and  clerical  assist- 
ance and  printing,  to  enable  them  to  develop  the 
work  of  the  committee  for  the  next  six  months. 

For  the  work  of  the  subcommittee  on  ,Food 
Production  and  Conservation  our  estimate  of 
expenditures  for  this  year  as  submitted  to  the  Mayor 
provided  for  a  gross  amount  of  $15,150,  approxi- 
mately one  half  of  which  would  be  returned  by  the 
plot  holders,  making  a  net  cost  to  the  city  of  about 
$8,000.  I  submit  herewith  a  copy  of  the  plan 
proposed  as  submitted  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  (d). 
I  am  now  advised  by  the  subcommittee  that  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  increase  the  figures 
in  the  cost  of  certain  items,  and  they  now  anticipate 
a  gross  expenditure  of  $16,443,  of  which  about 
$6,000  should  be  returned  to  the  city  from  the  sale 
of  plots.  No  charge  will  be  made  for  the  plots 
given  to  the  school  children  but  the  land  will  be 
plowed,  harrowed  and  fertilized  and  potato  for 
seed  allowed.  The  amended  estimate  is  shown 
herewith  (e). 

So  far  as  the  work  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  its  various  subcommittees  is  concerned  our 
financial  statement  shows  a  balance  at  the  present 
time  of  a  little  over  $2,000.  Of  this  amount 
practically  $400  stands  to  the  credit  of  the  Women's 
Committee  on  Food  Conservation  and  practically 
$1,200  to  the  credit  of  the  City  Leader,  or  out- 
standing pledges  to  an  approximate  total  of  $1,600 . 
The  work  of  the  City  Leader  is  in  direct  cooperation 
with  the  United  States  Government,  and  that  of 
the  Women's  Committee  on  Food  Conservation  is 
accessory  to  the  work  of  the  Food  Production. 
The  work  of  these  two  committees  must  go  on,  as 
well  as  the  work  of  the  Soldiers'  Information 
Bureau,  Publicity,  Coordination  of  Aid  Societies, 
Trucks^  and  Motor  Cars,  as  well  as  that  of  the 
Executive  Committee  in  cooperating  with  similar 
forces  in  the  National  and  State  Governments. 

It  is  impossible  to  submit  a  budget  of  future 
expenditures  for  the  reason  that  they  cannot  be 
foreseen.  For  instance,  a  trifle  over  $1,000  was 
spent  in  the  work  of  shipbuilding  enrollment. 
Instructions  came  to  us  from  the  National  Govern- 
ment to  enroll  all  shipbuilding  mechanics  in  a 
certain  week  set  apart  for  that  purpose  all  over  the 
country.  We  had  but  a  few  days  to  prepare 
for  this  work,  but  exceeded  the  total  required  of  us 
by  about  50  per  cent.  This  work  and  the  ex- 
penditure of  moneys  involved  could  not  have  been 
seen  twenty-four  hours  in  advance. 

Last  summer  we  were  directed  by  the  Federal 
Government  to  enroll  every  housewife  in  Boston 
within  a  certain  week  set  apart  for  the  purpose. 
This  was  also  demanded  of  us  without  any  previous 
intimation,  and  were  it  not  for  the  splendid  re- 
sponse of  over  sixty  women's  organizations  in  the 
city  working  together  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Equal  Suffrage  Association,  a  large  expense  would 
have  been  involved,  but  the  work  was  performed 
gratuitously  and  within  the  time  specified.  In 
that  accomplishment  we  were  the  only  city  in  the 
state. 

A  call  came  to  us  for  immediate  assistance  in 
connection  with  the  Halifax  disaster.  We  worked 
all  day  Sunday  and  practically  all  night  for  three 
successive  nights,  and  we  accomplished  what  we 
set  out  to  do.  There  was  no  time  to  consult  even 
the  other  members  of  the  Executive  Committee . 
We  spent  $1,000  in  the  work  and  turned  over 
nearly  $5,000  to  the  Relief  Committee. 


We  have  complied  with  every  request  made  by 
the  state  or  nation,  and  without  loss  of  time,  but 
this  can  be  continued  only  by  having  at  our  com- 
mand a  reasonable  amount  of  money  to  be  spent 
as  may  be  necessary  in  the  work  involved.

VETO— GILBERT   H.    SMITH   ORDER. 
The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith  without  my 
approval  order  passed  by  your  honorable  body 
allowing  the  sum  of  $1,330.75  to  be  paid  to  Gilbert 
H.  Smith  in  reimbursement  for  expenses  incident  to 
the  trial  of  his  suit  against  the  city  for  reinstate- 
ment in  the  office  of  building  inspector,  for  the  reason 
that  such  an  order  establishes  a  dangerous  precedent. 
In  reaching  my  decision  I  have  not  approached 
the  merits  of  the  case  of  Mr.  Smith  or  the  justness 
of  the  charges  for  expenses  incident  to  trial.  My 
objections  to  the  order  are  on  the  ground  that  if 
once  a  successful  litigant  against  the  city  in  a  cause 
however  meritorious  is  allowed  his  counsel  fees,  a 
practice  will  grow  up  contrary  to  all  the  precedents 
of  court  precedure,  and  which  may  have  a  tendency 
to  promote  groundless  litigation.

Sir,— The  Finance  Commission  draws  your 
attention  to  the  necessity  of  vetoing  the  order  passed 
by  the  City  Council  on  April  15  providing  for  the 
acceptance  of  chapter  6  of  the  Special  Acts  of  191S. 
This  act  empowers  the  City  of  Boston  to  pay  the 
sum  of  §1,330.75  to  Gilbert  H.  Smith,  an  inspector 
in  the  Building  Department. 

Mr.  Smith  was  removed  from  his  position  for 
alleged  inefficiency  on  January  13,  1917,  by  Build- 
ing Commissioner  O'Hearn,  the  alleged  inefficiency 
consisting  in  the  failure  to  check  properly  the  plans 
of  a  building  in  Dorchester.  Mr.  Smith  appealed 
to  the  courts  for  reinstatement  and  after  a  hearing 
before  Judge  Palmer  of  the  Roxbury  Municipal 
Court  was  ordered  to  be  reinstated.  The  rein- 
statement dated  from  the  day  of  his  discharge  and 
Mr.  Smith  received  not  only  back  pay  but  also 
interest  thereon. 

Mr.  Smith  employed  Francis  J.  Murray,  Esq., 
as  his  attorney  in  this  case  and  in  other  legal  actions 
which  were  necessary  before  Mr.  Smith  was  finally 
reinstated. 

Mr.  Murrav  submitted  for  his  services  a  bill  for 
$1,330.75,  as  follows:

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The  items  for  his  personal  service  covered  a 
period  from  December  1,  1916,  to  June  1G,  1917, 
and  included  many  conferences  with  Mr.  Smith, 
special  tutoring  by  an  expert  on  building  construc- 
tion as  well  as  a  search  for  legal'precedents.  The 
actual  time  spent  at  the  hearings  and  in  court  was 
approximately  five  days,  viz.,  one  day  for  attend- 
ing hearing  of  charges  by  the  Building  Commis- 
sioner against  Mr.  Smith,  two  days  in  the  Roxbury 
Court,  one  day  each  in  court  in  mandamus  and 
certiorari  proceedings. 

The  second  item  was  for  assistance  by  junior 
members  of  the  bar  who  were  associated  with  Mr. 
Murray  in  his  private  law  office. 

The  stenographic  fee  was  largely  due  to  making 
copies  of  the  evidence  for  the  convenience  of  Mr. 
Murray's  assistants. 

The  consulting  engineer  was  employed  to  assist 
Mr.  Murray  in  his  examination  of  witnesses  on  the 
details  of  building  construction,  and  the  seventh 
item  was  incurred  for  services  in  looking  up  wit- 
nesses in  connection  with  the  case. 

Mr.  Murray  stated  that  he  received  $830.75  in 
payment  from  Mr.  Smith  and  had  taken  from  him 
a  June  15,  1918,  promissory  note  for  $500  for  the 
balance.  He  frankly  admitted  that  if  the  act  was 
accepted  by  the  city  authorities  his  chances  for 
receiving  payment  of  the  note  would  be  consider- 
ably improved. 

The  Building  Commissioner  claims  that  he 
stands  upon  his  original  findings  against  Mr. 
Smith  for  inefficiency  and  is  absolutely  convinced 
today  that  he  was  justified  for  many  reasons  in 
removing  Mr.  Smith. 

It  was  on  the  advice  of  the  late  Judge  Burr  of  the 
Probate  Court,  a  relative  of  Mr.  Smith,  that  the 
latter  petitioned  this  year  the  Legislature  for  reim- 
bursement for  his  attorney's  fees  and  other  expenses 
in  this  reinstatement  case. 

As  far  as  is  known  this  is  the  first  case,  outside  of 
the  Police  Department,  where  reimbursement  for 
attorney's  fees  have  been  a=ked  from  the  city.  If 
such  an  act  is  approved  by  the  executive  authority 
it  will  be  a  precedent  which  might  be  followed  by 
employees  of  the  Public  Works  and  Collecting 
Departments  who  were  discharged  in  ex-Mayor 
Curley's  administration. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends  that  your 
Honor  veto  the  bill  for  two  reasons: 

(1)  To  avoid  a  precedent  which  may  prove 
onerous  to  the  city. 

(2)  The  amount  of  the  bill  in  this  case  is  too 
large  even  if  there  should  be  no  objection  to  estab- 
lishing a  precedent.

CARE    OF    SOLDIERS  AND  SAILORS,    CITY 
HOSPITAL. 
The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  a  commu- 
nication from  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  in  answer  to  your  order  requesting 
information  as  to  accommodations  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  soldiers  and  sailors  who  may 
be  returned  to  the  city  for  treatment. 

Until  some  definite  action  is  taken  by  the 
Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States  the  con- 
ference suggested  by  the  trustees  of  the  City 
Hospital  would,  to  my  mind,  be  inadvisable,  and 
I  would  therefore  respectfully  suggest  that  it  be 
delayed  until  such  time  as  some  definite  action 
issues  from  the  Surgeon  General.

Mayor  of  Boston-: 

Dear  Sir, — The  trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital have  been  requested,  tbi  ough  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  inform  the  City  Council  what,  if  aDy, 
accommodations  there  are  in  the  Hospital  Depart- 
ment for  the  care  and  treatment  of  wounded  and 
si;k  sddfers  and  sailoio  returning  to  the  city. 

Fifty  beds  could  be  offered  in  the  present  wards 
at  once.'  More  could  hot  be  made' available  if  the 
present  work  for  the  civilian  population  is  to  be 
maintained.  If  the  government  could  obtain  tent- 
age  for  the  hospital  on  short  notice,  tent  wards, 
accommodating  approximately  125  patients  could 
be   erected   oh  the  main  hospital  grounds.     Pro- 


vision would  have  to  be  made  for  the  purchase  of 
beds,  mattresses  and  other  ward  equipment  for 
these  tent  wards,  as  the  hospital  has  an  emergency 
supply  of  only  about  fifty  beds  The  fifty  beds 
available  at  any  time  and  the  possible  125  beds  in 
tent  wards  could  probably  be  handled  by  the  pres- 
ent force  of  staff  men,  nurses  and  hospital  employees. 

There  might  also  be  used,  in  addition,  the  West 
Department  of  the  hospital.  At  present  this  is 
unoccupied.  There  are  accommodations  to  care 
for,  comfortably,  165  children,  and  it  is  equipped  as 
a  children's  hospital.  In  the  present  plant  there 
could  be  accommodated,  by  using  every  available 
space,  corridors,  halls,  inclosing  verandas,  etc., 
possibly  between  300  and  400  adult  patients. 

The  present  beds  for  children  could  be  stored, 
but  large  beds  and  other  ward  equipment  essential 
for  the  care  of  adults  would  have  to  be  purchased . 
There  is  no  laundry  installed  in  the  West  Depart- 
ment, the  intention  being  to  have  the  soiled  clothes 
brought  to  the  main  hospital.  But  if  300  to  400 
patients  were  to  be  cared  for,  adequate  laundry 
equipment  would  have  to  be  provided  and  a  plant 
erected  at  the  West  Department.  Provision  would 
have  to  be  made  toward  obtaining  a  working  force 
of  doctors,  nurses,  internes  and  other  hospital 
employees.  This  would  require  considerable 
planning  as  the  force  remaining  at  the  hospital  is 
greatly  depleted  and  it  would  be  impossible  to 
complete  the  personnel  for  the  West  Department 
from  our  remaining  workers.    . 

Surrounding  the  buildings  at  the  West  Depart- 
ment there  is  adequate. space  for  the  erection  of 
many  temporary  ward  buildings.  The  trustees 
believe  that  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor  arrange- 
ments could  be  made  for  some  of  the  engineering 
force  of  the  eity  to  have  a  survey  made  of  this  land 
with  a  view  to  the  installation  of  a  sewerage  and 
water  system  for  such  buildings. 

The  trustees  desire  to  cooperate  in  every  way  in 
this  matter,  and  believe  that  a  conference  with  the 
Mayor  and  Council  about  the  problem  would  be 
extremely  desirable.

Mayor  of  Boston: 
Dear   Sir, — The  City   Planning  Board   submits 
herewith  a  report  prepared  in  compliance  with  the 
following  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  at  its 
meeting  March  25,  1918: 

"Ordered,  That  the  City  Planning  Board  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  investi- 
gate and  report  on  plants  in  Boston  suitable  for 
shipbuilding  purposes." 

In  this  connection  we  have  endeavored  to  make 
as  complete  a  survey  as  possible  of  existing  ship- 
building plants,  whether  or  not  in  operation  at  the 
present  time,  through  conferences  with  the  owners, 
personal  investigation  and  a  general  questionnaire 
submitted  to  owners  of  waterfront  property. 

Of  the  thirty-eight  questionnaires  submitted, 
thirty-six  have  been  returned  to  this  office  duly 
filled  out.  The  information  thus  assembled  dis- 
closes the  fact  that  there  are 

2  concerns   equipped   to   build   steel   ships    or 

large  wooden  vessels.  . 
17  wooden  vessels  exclusively. 
9  engaged  in  repair  work,  alterations  to  vessels, 

dry  docks  and  accessories. 
11  not  available  by  reasonof  having  moved  away, 
gone  out  of  business,  consolidated  with  other 
plants,  in  litigation  or  failed  to  reply. 
Of  the  seventeen  concerns  in  a  position  to  build 
w  ooden  vessels  with  present  equipment, 
7  can  build  from  50  to  100  feet  in  length. 
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5  can  build  over  100  feet  in  length. 

5  can  build  from  200  to  3,500  ton  capacity. 

While  many  of  the  existing  plants  are  perhaps 
too  small  to  do  business  on  a  scale  large  enough  to 
be  satisfactory  to  governmental  agencies,  there 
are  several  notable  instances  where  two  or  more 
adjoining  properties  might  be  advantageously 
combined. 

With  the  exception  of  those  engaged  in  govern- 
ment repair  work,  few  of  the  concerns  are  being 
operated  to  anywhere  near  their  full  capacity. 
From  the  replies  received  it  appears  that  nearly 
100  per  cent  more  employees  could  be  utilized  with 
the  present  equipment  running  to  full  capacity. 
In  the  recent  drive  for  shipbuilding  employees 
made  in  this  city,  although  the  quota  for  Boston 
was  set  at  8,000,  over,  12,000  were  enrolled  for 
service  and  should  be  available  for  shipbuilding 
work.  The  employment  of  these  men  would  not 
serve  to  complicate  further  the  housing  situation, 
which  has  assumed  such  a  serious  aspect  in  many 
localities,  because  these  possible  employees  are 
already  residents  of  and  established  in  the  com- 
munity. 

Possibilities  for  enlargement  are  claimed  by 
twenty  concerns,  by  the  installation  of  additional 
machinery,  marine  railways,  extended  wharf 
facilities,  the  acouisition  of  adjoining  properties, 
dredging,  or  in  other  ways  supplementing  their 
present  equipment.  Fourteen  of  this  number, 
with  increased  facilities,  would  be  available  for 
construction  work  varying  from  lifeboats  to  boats 
of  a  3,500-ton  capacity.  Five  of  the  number  are 
engaged  in  accessory  industries,  such  as  marine 
engines,  tackles,  lumber  and  foundry  work;  and 
one  dry  dock. 

Several  of  the  plants  already  established  or 
sites  available  for  shipbuilding  purposes  are  located 
in  close  proximity  to  the  main  ship  channel,  there- 
by facilitating  launching.  In  every  instance 
materials  could  be  transported  by  lighterage  serv- 
ice, and  where  spur  tracks  do  not  already  exist, 
extensions  could  be  readily  made  in  nearly  every 
case. 

From  the  replies  received  in  response  to  the 
questionnaire  submitted,  a  chart  has  been  prepared, 
showing  in  detailed  tabular  form  complete  data 
in  regard  to  each  plant;  whether  or  not  it  is  in 
operation  at  the  present  time;  the  number  of 
employees;  whether  or  not  it  is  being  operated  to 
maximum  capacity;  the  equipment  for  the  con- 
struction of  steel  or  wooden  vessels,  size  and  lands; 
facilities  for  shipbuilding;  possibilities  of  enlarge- 
ment, and  the  work  upon  which'  each  is  now- 
engaged.  This  chart  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
City  Planning  Board  and  is  available  for  use  by 
properly  authorized  agencies.

MUNICIPAL   COAL  POCKET.      . 

The  following  was  received: 

May  25,  1918. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  is  in 
receipt  of  the  following  order  of  the  City  Council: 

"  Ordered,  That  the  City  Planning  Board  and 
the  Finance  Commission  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make  an  investigation  and 
report  to  the  City  Council  the  result  thereof  as 
to  the  cost  of  procuring  a  site,  accessible  by  rail 
and  water,  and  erecting  thereon  a  coal  pocket  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  contain  at  least  a  year's 
supply  of  coal  for  the  city  departments,  including 
the  schools,  and  their  conclusions  as  to  the  feasi- 
bility of  such  proposition  and  as  to  whether  or  not 
a  substantial  saving  of  expense  to  the  city  would 
result  therefrom." 

The  commission  assumes  that  the  order  is  the 
result  of  the  inconvenience  experienced  on  account 
of  the  lack  of  coal  during  the  past  winter.  The 
commission  finds  on  inquiry  from  James  J.  Stor- 
row,  Federal  Fuel  Administrator  for  New  England, 
that  the  city  could  not  use  the  coal  pocket  sug- 
gested in  the  order,  because  of  the  impossibility  of 
securing  more  coal  than  would  supply  the  immedi- 
ate necessities  of  the  city.  The  Fuel  Administrator 
states: 

"  It  would  be  utterly  impossible,  with  the  coal 
which  is  to  be  produced  this  year,  for  these  desir- 
able activities  *  or  any  other  substantial  class  of 
consumers  to  not  only  take  care  of  current  needs 
but  store  a  year's  supply  as  a  reserve.  The  most 
we  can  hope  for  is  for  everybody  next  year  to  take 
and  get  along  with  the  minimum  amount  of  coal. 
This  is  all  that  there  is  any  chance  of  being  mined 
and  transported  this  coming  year." 

Assuming  that  an  additional  supply  of  coal 
could  be  obtained,  the  City  of  Boston  at  the 
present  time  needs  for  yearly  consumption  approxi- 
mately 110,000  tons  of  anthracite  and  bituminous 
coal.  Approximately  30,000  tons  of  this  coal  is 
consumed  by  the  institutions  on  the  islands  in  the 
harbor,  by  the  pumping  station  at  Cow  Pasture 
and  by  the  Ferry  Service.  The  Ferry  Service  has 
coal  pockets  capable  of  holding  a  large  part  of  its 
yearly  supply  and  the  coal  for  the  institutions  and 
the  pumping  station  can  be  looked  after  by  open 
storage.  Thus  the  coal  used  by  those  various 
divisions  can  be  eliminated  from  consideration. 

The  commission  estimates  that  a  coal  storage 
plant  such  as  is  proposed  must  have  a  capacity 
of  approximately  80,000  tons  in  order  to  cover  a 
year's  supply.  The  wording  of  the  order  requires 
a  site  accessible  both  by  rail  and  by  water,  and 
limits  the  selection  to  a  few  sites  either  in  the 
South  Boston  or  the  Charlestown  district  of  the 
city.  There  are  at  least  three  sites  available 
under  these  conditions  and  the  asking  price  for 
each  appears  to  be  approximately  the  same. 
The  commission  submits  an  estimate  of  the.  .cost 
of  the  proposed  plant  prepared  by  its  consulting 
engineer:

These  figures  do  not  take  into  account  the 
excessive  cost  or  the  difficulties  of  transportation 
of  coal  to  place  of  final  consumption  (if  done  by 
city  labor),  the  chances  of  loss  through  stealing, 
the  difficulties  that  would  be  caused  by  the 
anlagonism  of  coal  dealers. to  such  a  scheme,  or 
various  similar  contingencies. 

The  annual  cost  to  the  city  for  maintaining  such 
a  plant  would  be  well  above  $125,000  a  year,  or 
approximately  $1.50  a  ton  for  each  ton  of  coal  kept 
in  storage. 

There  should  also  be  taken  into  consideration 
the  fact  that  in  the  first  year  after  the  completion 
of  the  plant  the  city  would  be  obliged  to  invest  in 
a  double  supply  of  coal,  that  is,  coal  for  the  yearly 
need  and  an  equal  amount  for  storage. 

In  arriving  at  this  opinion  the  Finance  Com- 
mission had  the  benefit  of  the  plans  prepared  by  the 
Planning  Board,  which  are  adapted  to  one  of  the 
lots  which  the  commission  considered 

The  Finance  Commission  believes: 

1.  That  as  an  engineering  proposition  the 
proposed  plan  to  erect  a  coal  pocket  is  perfectly 
feasible. 

2.  That  a  saving  to  the  city  would  not  result 
from  the  operation  of  the  coal  pocket. 

3.  That  the  proposed  coal  pocket  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  contain  at  least  a  year's  supply  of  coal 
for  the  city  departments  should  not  be  erected, 
in  view  of  the  opinion  of  the  Federal  Fuel  Adminis- 
trator for  New  England,  and  the  further  fact  that 
there  would  be  no  saving  if  such  a  plan  were  put 
into  effect.

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  City  Planning  Board  has 
arrived  at  practically  the  same  conclusions  as  those 
expressed  by  the  Finance  Commission  in  the  accom- 
panying report,  but  it  has  done  so  from  a  different 
point  of  view,  assuming  that  its  particular  func- 
tions in  the  matter  were  the  questions  of  location 
and  general  policy  rather  than  the  wisdom  of  the 
actual  expenditure  of  money  involved. 

The  Board  has  therefore  considered  the  matter 
not  so  much  as  a  war  emergency  measure  as  on  its 
merits  as  a  municipal  problem,  based  upon  the 
average  consumption  of  coal  by  the  different  city 
departments  in  normal  times,  the  capacity  of  the 
various  bins,  the  outside  storage  facilities  and  the  • 
experience  of  other  cities  along  similar  lines.  It 
has  also  given  consideration  to  the  questions  of 
location,  transportation  and  municipal  ownership 
and  operation. 

There  is  little  to  be  gained  from  the  experience 
of  other  cities,  and  we  are  even  informed  by  credi- 
ble authorities  that  it  is  a  subject  concerning  which 
practically  nothing  has  ever  been  written.  In  an 
effort  to  secure  such  information  as  might  be 
available,  we  have  addressed  letters  of  inquiry 
to  the  seven  largest  cities  in  the  United  States, 
outside  of  Boston,  asking  for  an  expression  of 
opinion  based  upon  actual  experience  or  a  general 
knowledge  of    conditions. 

New  York  is  considering  the  matter  on  the  basis 
of  a  war  emergency  measure.  The  Merchants 
Association  of  that  city  has  a  coal  shortage  com- 
mittee which  is  cooperating  with  a  similar  com- 
mittee of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  State 
of  New  York  at  the  request,  of  the  Stale  1'ticl 
Administrator  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the 
Now  York  coal  situation  and  to  mako  recommenda- 
tions. This  committee  has  been  divided  into  sub- 
committees, one  of  which  will  consider  the  question 
of  ooal  shortage  in  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn. 

The  question  of  a  municipal  coal  pocket  was 
suggested  in  Chicago,  but  nothing  has  come  of  it. 

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Supplies  "I 
the  city  of  Philadelphia  is  gathering   information 
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regarding  the  feasibility  of  municipal  coal  pockets, 
but  at  the  present  time  is  unable  to  speak  definitely 
on  the  subject. 

No  reply  having  been  received  from  St.  Louis, 
it  is  to  be  assumed  that  they  can  throw  no  light 
upon  the  situation. 

In  Cleveland  the  matter  has  not  been  con- 
sidered. It  is  understood  that  a  private  cor- 
poration created  a  coal  reserve  pile  in  that  city 
and  lost  a  good  deal  of  the  coal  by  spontaneous 
combustion.  This  they  consider  a  serious  factor, 
but  it  is  one  that  could  doubtless  be  overcome  by 
proper  construction. 

The  city  of  Baltimore  does  not  have  a  municipal 
coal  pocket  and  can  give  no  information  on  the 
subject. 

The  city  of  Pittsburgh  is  more  happily  situated, 
having  surrounding  it  many  small  mines  from 
which  purchases  are  made  direct,  and  in  case  of 
emergency  it  can  be  transported  by  trucks  to  the 
various  city  departments.  They  have  decided 
to  store  some  coal  for  the  coming  winter  as  railroad 
conditions  in  their  vicinity  have  been  very  bad. 

The  question  has  not  been  ignored  in  Boston, 
but  none  of  the  results  of  previous  investigations 
are  available.  We  are  informally  advised  that  the 
matter  was  considered  four  years  ago  by  the 
Industrial  Development  Board  and  favorable  con- 
clusions arrived  at,  but  definite  information  is  not 
at  hand.  At  the  present  time  the  coal  situation 
is  being  investigated  on  a  larger  scale,  with  the 
idea  of  creating  a  reserve  supply  for  the  entire 
state,  but  the  separate  municipal  departments 
have  no  specific  share  in  these  considerations. 

There  are,  as  stated  by  the  Finance  Commission, 
several  sites  available,  one  of  which  appears  to 
this  Board  to  possess  superior  advantages  for  the 
purpose.  The  estimates  obtained  by  us  on  the 
cost  of  the  land  itself  and  the  cost  of  the  proposed 
plant,  including  buildings,  machinery  and  the 
preparation  of  the  site,  are  practically  in  accord 
with  the  estimates  of  the  Finance  Commission,  as 
are  also  our  figures  of  annual  maintenance  expense. 

During  the  present  crisis  the  dealers'  profit  is  to 
a  certain  extent  regulated  by  the  Government,  and 
their  orders  are  for  the  most  part  placed  through 
a  purchasing  agent  who  is  allowed  15  cents  per 
net  ton  for  the  transaction;  but  even  should  the 
city  arrange  to  purchase  its  coal  direct  from  the 
mines,  the  operation  of  a  municipally  owned  barge 
would  be  uneconomic.  These  barges  have  an 
average  capacity  of  from  900  to  2,500  tons  and  the 
amount  of  coal  consumed  annually  by  the  city  is 
insufficient  to  keep  even  one  barge  in  continuous 
operation.  Furthermore,  there  would  be  a  vast 
waste  in  unavoidable  delays  at  the  mines,  in 
loading  and  in  unloading. 

The  amount  annually  consumed  by  the  city 
(from  1 10,000  to  115,000  tons,  including  the  schools) 
while  it  is  considered  a  good  order  would  be  con- 
sidered a  small  business,  and  one  on  which  there 
would  be  no  great  margin  of  profit  even  under  the 
most  favorable  and  economic  conditions  of  opera- 
tion. The  city  is  generally  able  to  secure,  through 
competitive  bids,  a  price  SI  or  SI. 25  less  than  the 
retail  price  per  ton,  under  normal  conditions. 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  the  coal  consumed 
by  the  island  institutions  could  not  be  handled 
advantageously  through  a  central  municipal  coal 
pocket.  It  would  necessitate  rehandling,  and  the 
delay  in  unloading  would  add  materially  to  the 
cost  of  the  coal  per  ton.  So  far  as  Long  Island 
and  Deer  Island  are  concerned,  while  the  present 
bin  capacity  is  inadequate  for  the  year's  supply, 
there  is  in  each  case  ample  opportunity  for  outside 
storage  to  an  extent  sufficient  either  to  take  care 
of  an  emergency  in  case  of  necessity,  or  as  an 
economic  proposition  under  normal  conditions. 
At  Rainsford  Island  the  bin  capacity  is  sufficient 
to  take  care  of  their  annual  requirements. 

There  is  also  excellent  and  ample  opportunity 
for  outside  storage  of  coal  at  Old  Harbor  Point 
(Calf  Pasture),  to  an  extent  hot  only  sufficient  to 
supply  the  needs  of  the  pumping  station  at  that 
point,  over  and  above  their  bin  accommodations, 
but  to  provide  a  further  reserve  supply  of  approxi- 
mately 10,000  tons  for  the  use  of  other  departments 
where  storage  facilities  are  lacking. 

There  is  a  possibility  of  building  an  additional 
eoal  pocket  at  the  City  Hospital,  on  vacant  land 
owned  by  the  city,  or  of  utilizing  the  land  for 
outside  storage  purposes.  Such  action  would 
necessitate  the  strengthening  of  the  present  sea 
wall  at  this  point,  however,  but  in  any  event 
the  opportunity  for  the  delivery  of  coal  here  would 
be  considerably  improved  if  ;the  Iloxbury  canal, 
through  which  barges  must  pass,  should  be  dredged. 


.  In  the  meantime  the  surplus  reserve  facilities  at 
the  Calf  Pasture  might  be  conveniently  taken 
advantage  of  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  City 
Hospital,  and  would  be  sufficient,  in  addition  to 
their  present  pocket,  to  provide  for  their  annual 
requirements. 

For  the  Ferry  Service,  coal  bins  must  be  along- 
side in  order  to  be  accessible.  At  the  present 
time  the  bin  capacity  is  but  little  more  than  one 
third  the  annual  requirement,  and  as  there  does  not 
appear  to  be  any  way  to  enlarge  the  bins  readily, 
and  as  there  is  no  opportunity  for  outside  storage, 
about  7,000  tons  must  be  provided  for  over  and 
above  the  bin  capacity. 

All  of  the  foregoing  requirements  are  filled  on 
the  basis  of  2,240  pounds  to  a  ton,  bituminous  coal. 

Of  the  remaining  city  departments,  which  are 
supplied  by  teams,  on  the  basis  of  2,000  pounds 
to  a  ton,  the  difference  between  the  amount  of 
eoal  consumed  annually  and  the  total  bin  capaci- 
ties plus  outside  storage  facilities  is  approximately 
10,500  tons;  or,  in  other  words,  in  order  to  take 
care  .of  a  year's  supply  for  the  various  city  depart- 
ments, additional  provision  should  be  made  for 
the  storage  of  about  17,000  tons  of  coal.  The 
expense  of  maintenance,  equipment  and  super- 
vision of  a  municipal  coal  pocket,  in  addition 
to  the  cost  of  a  site,  installation  of  machinery,  etc., 
to  take  care  of  this  small  proportion  of  the  city's 
annual  supply  of  coal  would  not,  in  the  opinion  of 
this  Board,  be  justifiable. 

The  coal  for  use  in  the  public  schools  is  pur- 
chased through  the  Business  Agent  of  the  School 
Committee.  Two  hundred  and  sixty-five  build- 
ings are  supplied,  at  an  annual  consumption  of 
approximately  35,000  tons,  over  75  per  cent  of 
which  is  bituminous  eoal.  It  has  been  supposed 
that  but  little  more  than  one  half  of  the  annual 
requirements  could  be  taken  care  of  in  the  existing 
bins,  but  provision  has  been  made  in  the  School 
Department  budget  this  year  for  a  supply  of  coal 
sufficient  to  provide  for  all  buildings  to  April  1, 
1919,  and  if  the  coal  can  be  obtained  storage 
facilities  will  be  found  in  bins,  basements  and 
various  other  available  and  accessible  places. 
We  are  informed  that  there  is  a  tendency  in  the 
erection  of  new  buildings  to  provide  storage  space 
for  a  year's  supply  of  coal,  but  that  these  same 
conditions  do  not  prevail  in  the  case  of  the  older 
buildings. 

It  is  quite  within  reason  to  assume  that  if 
adequate  accommodations  can  be  found  in  time 
of  emergency,  they  could  also  be  provided  under 
normal  conditions  if  found  advantageous  to  do  so. 

The  Board  is  inclined  to  think,  however,  that 
there  may  be  a  very  definite  advantage  to  be 
gained  through  the  unified  purchase  of  coal  for 
both  city  and  school  departments.  There  would 
be  a  possibility  of  saving  in  the  purchase  of  the 
eoal  itself  and  in  its  distribution,  and  storage 
facilities  might  be  interchangeable. 

We  repeat  that  we  have  studied  this  matter  in  the 
light  of  conditions  prevailing  in  normal  times.  In 
the  present  emergency  the  supply,  transportation 
and  general  distribution  of  coal  are  under  Federal 
direction  and  outside  of  municipal  jurisdiction. 
We  are  informed  both  publicly  and  privately  that 
if  a  municipal  coal  pocket  were  in  operation  at  this 
time  it  would  be  impossible  to  fill  it.  If  it  were 
established  to  meet  the  present  need,  then  it  must 
be  on  the  assumption  that  the  emergency  will  per- 
sist, since  our  investigations  lead  us  to  believe  that 
there  is  no  necessity  for  and  would  be  no  economy 
under  such  a  plan  under  normal  conditions. 

The  City  Planning  Board,  therefore,  agrees  with 
the  Finance  Commission  that,  while  the  plan  is 
perfectly  feasible  as  an  engineering  proposition,  no 
saving  to  the  city  would  result  from  the  operation 
of  a  municipal  coal  pocket.  The  City  Planning 
Board  further  believes: 

1.  That  there  is  no  necessity  for  a  municipal  eoal 
pocket. 

2.  That  existing  bins  should  be  enlarged 
wherever  possible  and  advantage  taken  of  oppor- 
tunities for  outside  storage. 

3.  That  careful  consideration  should  be  given 
to  the  possibility  for  saving  through  the  unified 
purchase  of  coal  for  both  city  and  school  depart- 
ments.

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  presume 
that  I  think  as  highly  as  any  member  of  the  Council 
of  the  way  in  which  Mr.  Brush  has  discharged  his 
great  responsibilities  here  in  Boston.  I  shall  be 
very  glad  indeed  if  the  new  Board  of  Trustees  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor  can  secure  Mr. 
Brush's  services.     But  that  Board  of  Trustees  is 


charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making  the 
selection.  ^  The  Board  has  not  yet  been  appointed 
by  the  Governor  and  is  not  in  existence.  I  shall 
vote  against  this,  because  it  seems  to  me  clearly 
outside  our  sphere.  It  the  Board  w-ere  in  existence 
and  I  nad  any  reason  for  thinking  the  trustees  were 
not  properly  discharging  their  duties,  or  that 
whoever  happened  to  be  the  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  railroad  was  not  properly  discharging  his 
duties,  I  should  not  hesitate  to  say  so  here.  But 
the  responsibility  for  this  appointment  rests  solely 
on  the  new  Board  of  Trustees  to  be  appointed  by 
tne  Governor;  and  therefore  I  shall  vote  against 
this  resolution. 

The  preambles,  resolutions  and  order  were 
adopted.  Coun.  FORD  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for  the  yeas  and  najs.  They  were  adopted  by 
roll  call,  yeas  7,  nays  1,  Coun.  STORROW  voting 
nay.

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like' 
to  ask  Coun.

TERMINATION  OF  GAS  LIGHTING 
CONTRACT. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  called  up  unfinished  busi- 
ness, No.  10,  viz.: 

10.  Ordered,  That  the  two  contracts  dated 
March  19,  1914,  mode  with  the  Boston  Consoli- 
dated Gas  Company  for  the  supply  of  gas  for  street 
lighting  purposes  and  for  the  maintenance  of  street 
lamps  be  hereby  terminated  on  April  1,  1919. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
when  the  vote  be  taken  it  be  taken  by  roll  call. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  it 
only  proper  that  I  put  myself  on  record,  giving  my 
reasons  for  voting  "yes"  on  this  proposition.  I 
think  the  treatment  of  its  [employees  by  the  Gas 
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Lighting  Company  and  the  lack  of  courtesy  ex- 
tended by  Mr.  Shaw,  the  head  of  the  company 
concerned,  towards  this  body,  are  such  that  we 
should  take  some  notice  of  the  matter.  I  tnink 
the  treatment  of  employees  by  the  gas  company 
has  been  mean  and  contemptible,  and  I  propose 
to  vote  "yes"  on  the  order. 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  was  going 
to  ask  if  the  gentleman  who  offered  the  ordar 
would  not  express  his  views.  I  would  like  all  the 
light  possible  on  this  matter.  He  did  express 
himself  informally  in  committee  meeting  and  I 
would  be  very  glad  to  have  his  views  expressed 
now,  if  he  cares  to  express  them. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  as  I 
stated  in  the  executive  meeting,  I  wish  to  be  fair 
to  everybody.  This  order  has  been  on  our  calen- 
dar for  more  than  two  months.  The  Finance 
Commission  should  not  simply  take  up  work  it  is 
asked  to  take  up  by  this  Council.  The  members 
of  that  commission  are  city  employees,  being  paid 
by  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston  and,  as  I 
stated  in  executive  session,  I  believe  they  are  tak- 
ing their  money  under  false  pretences,  as  far  as 
the  work  they  are  supposed  to  do  in  looking  after 
the  citizens'  welfare  is  concerned.  Up  to  this 
time  we  have  had  no  word  or  report  from  the 
Finance  Commission,  and  I  know  of  no  reason  why 
we  should  now  wait  longer,  having  the  matter 
referred  to  the  Finance  Commission,  as  has  been 
suggested  by  one  of  tne  members  of  the  Council. 
As  I  understand  it,  this  action  must  be  taken  be- 
fore July  1,  and  I  would  be  fair  to  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  allowing  him  all  the  latitude  necessary 
to  make  an  investigation  between  now  and  that 
time,  so  that  he  may  know  all  of  the  details,  form- 
ing an  intelligent  judgment  as  to  whether  the  city 
could  enter  into  a  new  contract,  or  whether  the 
contract  at  present  in  existence  between  the  City 
of  Boston  and  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany should  be  carried  out.  I  ask  the  members  of 
the  Council  not  to  vote  today  to  refer  this  matter 
to  tne  Finance  Commission.  I  believe  that  the 
Mayor  is  big  enough  to  handle  the  situation,  and 
I  believe  when  it  comes  to  him  he  will  give  it 
honest  consideration.  He  has  the  Finance  Com- 
mission at  his  disposal.  If  he  feels  that  the  Finance 
Commission  should  make  an  investigation  for  him 
he  has  a  right  to  ask  them  to  do  it.  He  nas  also 
a  right  to  make  investigations  otherwise.  I  be- 
lieve today  that  this  order  should  be  passed  by  the 
Council. 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  Coun. 
Moriarty  did  not  cover  quite  as  much  ground  in 
his  remarks  here  as  he  did  in  the  committee. 
What  impressed  me  there  was  this,  that  there  had 
not  been  an  opportunity  to  investigate  the  con- 
tract because  the  officers  of  the  company  did  not 
submit  themselves  to  our  jurisdiction.  I  am  not 
sure  that  I  have  it  right.  But  I  understand  that 
the  lighting  is  done  under  a  subcontract,  let  to  a 
company  outside  of  Massachusetts,  and  I  under- 
stood Coun.  Moriarty  to  say  that  the  officers  of 
that  company,  being  absent, refusing  to  be  present, 
prevented  an  investigation  of  this  subcontract. 
Was  that  the  statement? 

Coun.  MORIARTY — No,  not  exactly. 

Coun.  STORROW— Will  you  kindly  state  it, 
yourself? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  said  that 
Mr.  Turtle,  who  appeared  here  as  the  attorney  of 
the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  or  for  the 
subcontractors  of  t  he  Consolidated  Gas  Company, 
the  Welsbach  Street  Lighting  Company  of  Phila- 
delphia, had  been  in  touch  with  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  through  the  Mayor's  representative  and 
had  agreed  that  he  would  have  Mr.  Shaw  in  town 
here  some  two  or  three  weeks  ago,  so  that  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  the  matter  could  be  obtained 
from  him.  Again  last  week  and  again  this  week 
the  promise  has  been  made  that  Mr.  Shaw  would 
come  in  here  for  a  conference.  As  I  told  the 
Mayor,  Mr.  Shaw  and  Mr.  Turtle  hai  e  been 
kidding  the  Council,  kidding  everybody  here,  and 
I  thought  they  were  kidding  the  Mayor.  I  told 
the  Mayor  that.  Mr.  Lyons  of  the  Law  Depart- 
ment had  been  instructed  by  the  Mayor,  I  under- 
stand, to  get  Mr.  Shaw  in  here,  or  had  tried  to 
,  get  Mr.  Shaw  in  here,  and  up  to  the  present  time 
it  has  been  impossible  to  get  Mr.  Shaw  here.  I 
believe  at  the  present  time  the  Mayor  probably 
knows  more  about  the  situation  than  the  Finance 
Commission,  and  I  believe,  so  far  as  the  contract  is 
concerned,  he  will  use  all  the  means  in  his  power 
In  iiinke  sure  that  the  best  methods,  methods 
satisfactory  to  him,  are  carried  out,  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  citizens  of  Boston. 


Coun.  STOROW— That  was  as  I  understood 
it.  If,  as  I  now  understand,  Mr.  Shaw,  who  I 
take  it  is  an  officer  of  the  Welsbach  Street  Lighting 
Company  of  Philadelphia,  either  declined  or 
neglected  after  invitation  to  be  present  to  explain 
the  contract,  while  it  would  seem  harsh  without 
any  investigation  on  our  part  to  take  steps  looking 
to  the  annulment  of  a  contract  to  which  the  city 
was  a  party. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— There  was  a  public  hear- 

Coun.  STORROW— Yes,  there  was  a  public 
hearing,  I  understand,  Mr.  Moriarty, — I  am  in- 
clined to  vote  for  the  order  partly  on  the  ground 
that  Mr.  Moriarty  states  that  Mr.  Shaw,  who  I 
understand  is  the  president  of  the  company, — 
is  that  true,  Mr.  Moriarty? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  don't  know  what  he  is. 

Coun.  STORROW — At  any  rate,  a  responsible 
officer, — was  not  present,  apparently  after  in- 
vitation, and  for  a  further  reason  which  has  not 
been  alleged.  I  was  asked  when  this  matter  first 
came  up,  as  Fuel  Administrator,  to  take  measures — 
I  am  not  sure  just  what,  but  some  measures — 
in  regard  to  the  waste  of  gas  that  was  said  to  be 
going  on  because  the  men  were  on  a  strike  and  the 
gas  was  not  being  turned  off.  I  did  not  take  those 
measures,  but  made  some  suggestions  at  the  time 
which  I  thought  would  lead  to  a  settlement  of  the 
dispute,  although  apparently  they  did  not.  But 
there  were  some  circumstances  about  the  contract 
which,  frankly,  I  did  not  like,  which  seemed  to  me 
unfair.  I  speak  from  impression  and  belief.  I 
cannot  say  that  I  speak  with  absolute  certainty. 
My  recollection  is  that  the  Welsbach  Company 
made  a  ten-year  contract  with  the  men,  covering 
the  same  period  as  the  ten-year  contract  with  the 
city;  their  reason,  as  they  alleged,  being  that  they 
had  to  name  a  price  to  the  city  for  ten  years,  that 
their  expenses  were  mostly  or  largely  labor  ex- 
penses, and  that,  therefore,  they  protected  them- 
selves by  a  ten-year  contract  with  the  men  in 
their  employ.  Personally,  I  feel  that  a  ten-year 
contract  with  men  unorganized  or  slightly  organ- 
ized, or  in  fact  with  any  group  of  employees,  is 
against  the  public  interest.  I  think  it  is  unfair. 
I  don't  think  any  man  should  be  induced  for  the 
sake  of  a  temporary  job  to  sign  any  contract  in 
regard  to  what  his  wages  shall  be  for  the  next  ten 
years.  If  I  am  right  in  that,  sir,  I  think  the  con- 
tract is  against  public  policy,  in  any  event.  There- 
fore, I  think  the  city  is  the  last  to  be  a  party  to 
putting  a  company  in  such  a  position  where  it 
could  make  a  contract  with  its  men  for  ten  years. 
So,  although  this  is  rather  a  rough  and  ready 
remedy,  proposing  to  abrogate  this  contract,  I 
shall  vote  for  the  order,  assuming  that  the  contract 
will  not  be  abrogated  without  a  hearing  before  the 
Mayor,  who  ban  withhold  his  signature.  No  doubt 
the  company  will  come  into  the  Mayor's  office 
freely,  if  we  pass  this  vote,  and  the  matter  can  then 
be  considered.  But  if,  as  is  my  impression,  the 
company  has  made  a  fixed  contract  for  the  daily 
wages  of  a  group  of  men  covering  a  period  of  ten 
years,  I  am  against  such  a  contract,  any  way, 
believing  that  it  is  wrong. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  when  this  order 
was  introduced,  as  I  understood  it  at  the  time, 
it  was  intended  to  be  for  the  direct  benefit  of  the 
striking  employees,  who  were  being  underpaid. 
The  sympathy  of  every  member  of  this  Council 
was  with  the  employees,  and  this  order  was  offered 
as  a  help  to  those  men.  I  was,  and  now  am, 
sympathetic,  and  very  largely  from  the  point,  of 
view  just  presented  by  Coun.  Storrow.  But, 
while  we  have  discussed  this  matter  more  or  less 
informally  and  at  various  hearings  and  meetings, 
I  have  not  found  one  member  of  this  Council  who 
has  been  able  to  state  to  me  that,  if  the  contract  is 
abrbgated,  such  action  is  going  to  be  of  any  benefit 
to  the  men.  I  am  trying  to  find  a  reason  for  abro- 
gating this  contract.  I  assume  that  the  reason  for 
such  abrogation  would  be  that  it  was  to  be  of 
some  benefit  to  the  men.  But  nobody  can  slum- 
me  that  it  will  be.  It  is  true  that  we  have  been 
unable  to  get  Mr.  Shaw,  the  president  of  the  com- 
pany, here;  but  it  is  likewise  true  that  his  repre- 
sentative, Mr.  Turtle,  has  appeared  ;it  repeated 
intervals,  and  that  he  probably  reflects  the  attitude 
of  mind  of  the.  company  he  represents.  I  think 
it  is  perfectly  clear,  as  has  been  brought  out 
informally,  that  the  company  would  like  to  have 
the  contract  abrogated,  and  that  if  the  city  were 
to  enter  info  a  new  contract  today  it  would  cost 
the  taxpayers  a  considerable  sum  in  excess  of  the 
present  rate  to  light  our  streets.  I  was  nut  a 
member  of  the  City  Council  at  the  time  this  con- 
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tract  was  up  for  consideration,  but  I  remember 
very  distinctly  its  being  discussed  in  the  papers  at 
the  time,  and  there  are  members  here,  Councilors 
Collins  and  Attridge,  who  were  members  of  that 
particular  City  Council  and  who  voted  against 
the  contract  at  that  time,  believing  that  it  was  a 
bad  contract  and  not  in  the  public  interest.  The 
majority  of  the  City  Council  that  year,  however, 
and  the  Mayor  thought  otherwise,  and  the  con- 
tract was  approved.  It  has  been  and  is  my  indi- 
vidual opinion  that  the  city  will  have  to  pay  a 
great  deal  more  money  under  a  new  contract 
than  it  is  paying  today,  but  I  am  not  clear  but  what 
we  will  get  a  great  deal  more  for  our  money, 
because  there  are  very  bad  clauses  in  this  contract 
which,  to  my  mind,  are  against  the  public  interest. 
While  it  is  my  opinion  that  we  will  get  more  for  cur 
money,  I  want  some  more  light  on  the  matter  than 
I  have  been  able  to  obtain  from  my  own  research, 
and  it  was  with  that  idea  in  view,  and  so  that  we 
might  have  time  to  look  into  the  matter,  that  I 
suggested  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Finance 
Commission,  the  properly  delegated  investigating 
body  of  the  City  Council,  to  have  them  report  here 
within  a  period  of  two  weeks  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  their  conclusions  and  findings  as  to 
the  advisability  of  abrogating  this  contract.  I 
do  not  think  it  is  right  for  the  City  Council  of 
Boston,  with  an  order  like  this  on  its  docket  for  a 
period  of  six  weeks,  to  pass  all  responsibilities 
over  to  the  Mayor.  That  looks  to  me  very  much 
like  "passing  the  buck,"  and  I  would  rather 
assume  my  burden  of  the  responsibility  one  way 
or  the  other,  having  the  matter  settled  right  here 
by  voting  to  abrogate  or  not  abrogate  the  contract, 
after  being  threshed  out  here.  The  order  can  then 
be  passed  or  rejected.  If  we  ask  the  Finance 
Commission  to  investigate  and  make  a  complete 
report,  we  will  all  be  enlightened  as  to  the  facts 
in  the  matter,  and  I  feel  that  I  need  light. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  —  Mr.  President,  after  the 
last  speaker  has  said  he  believes  the  contract  is  a 
bad  one  and  that  the  citizens  of  Boston  are  spend- 
ing money  under  a  bad  contract,  feeling  that  if 
we  make  a  new  contract  while  we  may  spend 
more  money  we  will  get  better  service  for  our 
money,  he  then  says  that  he  wants  more  light. 
It  was  very  clear  at  the  public  hearing  held  here 
some  six  weeks  ago  that  we  did  not  have  enough 
light,  that  lights  were  out  continually  and  that 
if  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  had  done 
his  duty  he  would  have  ordered  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  to  cancel  the  contract  under  the  conditions 
that  have  been  existing,  as  proven  by  citizens  of 
Boston  at  a  public  hearing.  The  Boston  Consoli- 
dated Gas  Company,  with  whom  this  contract  is 
written,  did  not  think  enough  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  appear  at  that  public  hearing,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  its  attorney,  Mr.  Wright- 
ington,  sat  in  the  hall.  And  yet  we  are  told  that 
we  need  more  light.  I  understand,  the  same  as 
the  last  speaker,  that  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  and  the  subcontractor  wish  this  con- 
tract to  be  abrogated,  and  I  wish  to  satisfy  them 
in  their  desire,  because  if  it  is  a  bad  contract,  no 
matter  how  much  the  City  of  Boston  spends,  some 
action  can  be  taken  under  a  new  contract  to  see 
that  the  city  shall  get  a  good  return  for  every 
dollar  that  is  spent.  For  that  reason  and  other 
reasons  I  believe  we  should  vote  to  abrogate  the 
contract.  But  I  did  not  intend  to  go  into  this. 
I  intended  to  take  this  argument  up  before  the 
Mayor  and  help  him  to  get  light,  if  he  has  not 
got  enough  light  otherwise,  doing  anything  within 
my  power  to  bring  what  information  we  have  got 
before  the  Mayor  for  the  protection  of  the  citizens 
of  Boston.  The  lights  in  the  City  of  Boston  today 
are  not  being  lit  at  the  proper  time,  per  contract; 
the  globes  that  they  are  supposed  to  keep  clean 
are  not  being  kept  clean  today;  the  clause  in  the 
agreement  in  regard  to  citizens'  labor  is  not  being 
carried  out  today.  They  have  alien  labor  on  their 
pay  rolls,  men  who  are  not  citizens  of  Boston  and 
who  are  lighting  the  streets  of  Boston.  The 
candle  power  is  not  being  kept  up,  to  my  belief. 
We  have  no  way  of  determining  that.  We  have 
no  inspectors,  and  so  we  have  no  way  of  finding 
out.  But  I  asked  the  man  in  charge  of  the  Lamp 
Division,  Mr.  Callahan,  if  there  was  any  one 
clause  in  that  contract  that  had  not  been  broken 
and  he  answered  "No."  What  more  light  do  we 
need  on  the  proposition  than  what  we  obtain  from 
the  man  who  has  charge  of  the  Lamp  Division  for 
the  City  of  Boston  and  who  said  at  a  public  hear- 
ing held  in  this  Council  Chamber  that  there  was 
not  one  article  in  the  contract  that  had  not  been 
broken  up  to  that  time.     If  it  requires  any  more 


light,  I  believe  you  will  have  to  go  to  some  other 
body  than  the  Finance  Commission  to  get  that 
light  because,  in  my  opinion,  if  they  do  not  know 
any  more  about  the  gas  contract  and  about  gas 
than  they  do  about  the  Health  Department  and 
Penal  Institutions  in  regard  to  pigs  I  am  afraid  their 
report  is  liable  to  be  of  no  assistance  to  me  or  any 
other  member  of  the  Council.  I  believe  we  ought 
to  deal  with  this  order  on  its  merits.  There  are 
three  members  here  who  voted  on  the  matter  when 
the  contract  was  accepted.  The  majority  of  the 
members  here  know  the  contract  better  than  I  do, 
and  I  believe  when  they  vote  on  the  matter,  know- 
ing what  the  contract  is,  I  shall  be  satisfied  with 
the  result. 

Coun.  McDONALD— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
intend  to  say  anything  on  this  order,  but  I  don't 
want  any  member  of  this  Council  to  understand 
that  I  am  voting  to  abrogate  this  contract  in 
order  to  "pass  the  buck"  to  the  Mayor  or  any- 
body else.  I  want,  as  far  aa  I  am  concerned,  to 
say  that  I  have  had  as  much  light  and  that  we 
have  had  as  much  investigation  as  to  whether  this 
contract  should  be  abrogated  or  not  as  any  in- 
dividual or  citizen  would  need  in  order  to  make 
up  his  mind  as  to  how  he  is  going  to  vote.  We 
have  had  this  matter  under  discussion  for  six 
months.  I  don't  remember  just  the  date  when 
the  men  went  out  on  this  strike,  but  we  have  had 
the  matter  before  us  ever  since  the  men  have 
been  out,  as  Mr.  Storrow  has  told  us,  against  a  $2 
a  day  contract  signed  by  an  ex-official  of  the  Lamp- 
lighters Union  with  the  company.  In  order  to 
protect  themselves  they  had  to  sign  an  agreement 
not  to  ask  for  more  money  during  the  life  of  the 
contract.  The  new  men  who  came  here  thought 
that  was  unfair  under  present  conditions,  and 
we  all  agreed  with  them.  Mr.  Turtle  told  Mr. 
Moriarty  and  myself,  told  all  the  members  of  the 
Council,  repeatedly,  that  he  was  going  to  have 
Mr.  Shaw  here  arid  that  he  was  going  to  take 
care  of  the  men  and  even  went  so  far  as  to  tell 
us  that  if  we  could  provide  the  money  they  would 
take  back  all  the  men  and  put  them  to  work. 
But  he  has  never  attempted  to  make  good  on  any 
of  the  promises  he  made.  Mr.  Shaw  has  not 
thought  enough  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  has  not 
thought  enough  of  myself  or  other  members  of 
the  City  Council,  to  come  to  us  and  talk  to  us 
about  the  contract.  We  are  not  "passing  the 
buck,"  I -am  not,  anyway.  The  Mayor  has  fifteen 
days  to  sign  this  and  he  can  give  it  as  thorough 
investigation  as  he  likes.  I  believe  he  is  fair- 
minded  enough,  when  he  sees  that  the  contract  is 
an  unfair  contract,  to  see  that  the  men  get  fair 
treatment,  men  who  have  been  employed  by  the 
city  for  years,  who  have  been  employed  by  the 
subcontractor  for  years,  and  who  have  given  their 
lives  ever  since  they  began  work  for  the  city, 
having  been  on  the  city  pay  rolls,  as  well  as  on  the 
company's  pay  roll  later.  When  you  talk  about 
men  getting  $2  a  day,  there  is  not  a  man  in  the 
country  today  who  can  properly  live  on  $2  a  day . 
The  men  had  to  rebel  and  ask  for  more  money  and 
this  company  absolutely  refused  to  give  it  to  them, 
absolutely  refused  to  do  business  with  them.  They 
tried  in  every  way  to  get  it,  and  had  to  go  on 
strike.  I  wish  to  place  myself  on  record  as  voting 
for  the  abrogation  of  this  contract,  because  of  this 
company  having  continually  violated  it  and  because 
of  the  treatment  given  by  the  subcontractor  to  the 
employees. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  from  what 
Coun.  Moriarty  has  said,  it  would  appear  that  the 
trouble  is.  more  with  the  supervision  than  with  the 
contract  itself.  I  do  not  remember  any  term  of 
the  contract  itself  that  is  bad  in  itself,  so  far  as  my 
recollection  goes.  I  pointed  out  to  this  Council, 
and  introduced  an  order  bearing  on  the  matter, 
the  fact  that  the  City  of  Boston  was  spending  in 
four  years  about  a  million  dollars  and  that  there 
was  no  supervision  of  the  expenditure  of  the 
money.  In  all  this  discussion  today  the  men 
have  been  lost  sight  of.  I  know  Coun.  Moriarty 
started  out,  as  we  all  did,  with  the  endeavor  to 
benefit  the  men  who  were  working  for  the  Welsbach 
Company,  the  subcontractor;  but  in  the  dis- 
cussion today  we  seem  to  lose  sight,  more  or  less,  of 
the  men,  except  for  the  remark  made  by  Coun. 
Hagan  that  he  did  not  see  how  the  men  were 
going  to  be  benefited  if  the  contract  were  to 
be  broken.  I  confess,  myself,  I  cannot  see  how 
the  men  are  to  be  benefited  if  the  contract  is 
broken.  Coun.  Storrow  said  there  were  two 
reasons  why  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  con- 
tract should  not  stand  as  it  is,  or  why  he  was  in" 
clined  to  vote  for  the  abrogation  of  the  contract. 
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He  says,  first,  that  he  took  the  position  he  did 
because  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Shaw  had  not  ex- 
plained the  contract.  I  really  think,  conscien- 
tiously, that  we  do  not  need  much  explanation  of 
the  contract.  It  speaks  for  itself  and  is  very 
readily  understood  by  reading  it  over.  The  other 
reason  that  the  councilor  assigned  was  that  some 
contract  was  made — I  did  not  hear  about  it  before 
today — extending  over  a  period  of  ten  years,  . 
requiring  these  men  to  work  for  $2  a  day.  I  sub- 
mit that  any  such  contract,  if  made,  was  without 
consideration  and  would  not  be  at  all  binding.  Of 
course,  the  men  could  walk  out  when  they  wished 
to  do  so.  So  that  would  dispose  of  that  objection. 
Personally,  I  agree  with  Coun.  Moriarty  that  a 
vote  ought  to  be  taken  on  this  whole  situation 
today.  If  we  act  upon  the  order  today,  within 
the  next  fifteen  days  or  before  the  first  of  July  the 
Mayor,  if  he  desires,  can  ask  the  Finance  Com- 
mission to  investigate,  or  the  Finance  Commission 
can  itself,  if  it  wishes,  submit  a  report  to  the  Mayor 
upon  the  matter,  a  full  report  upon  the  whole 
situation.  If  it  goes  over  from  two  weeks  from 
today  and  is  then  submitted  to  the  Mayor,  you 
are  rushing  the  Mayor  and  he  will  not  have  much 
time  to  consider  it  in  the  closing  days  of  the  con- 
tract. So,  in  order  that  that  may  be  avoided,  it 
might  be  well  to  pass  or  not  pass  this  particular 
order  today,  and  then  vote  for  a  report  from  the 
Finance  Commission.  So  that  there  may  be  no 
doubt  in  regard  to  my  present  position,  I  said  in 
the  first  instance  that  the  men  were  being  lost 
sight  of.  If  this  contract  were  broken,  there  is 
absolutely  nothing  we  can  do  to  take  care  of  the 
men,  nothing  we  can  do  with  a  new  company  or 
with  the  old  company,  with  any  subcontracting 
company,  to  take  care  of  these  men.  As  I  have 
said  to  the  men  themselves  privately,  and  I  now 
say  it  publicly,  I  think  the  men  are  absolutely 
through;  I  think  they  are  absolutely  done,  as  far 
as  remedies  are  concerned.  I  suggested  a  remedy 
myself,  that  these  men  might  be  taken  into  the 
employ  of  the  city  under  civil  service  regulation, 
but  the  chief  objection  against  that  was  raised  by 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  when  the  question  came 
up  as  whether,  if  we  should  appropriate  §40,000 
to  aid  these  men,  we  would  then  be  spending  public 
money  to  aid  a  private  concern.  The  Corporation 
Counsel  said  that  that  was  ultra  vires  and  could 
not  be  done.  I  suppose  we  would  run  into  the 
same  situation  if  we  paid  money  to  the  company 
to  pay  the  men, — namely,  that  we  were  giving  to 
a  private  concern  money  for  such  a.  purpose,  there- 
by running  contrary  to  the  ultra  vires  provision. 
Corporation  Counsel  Lyons  said  that  could  not  be 
done.  I  think  if  we  should  break  this  contract 
and  enter  into  a  new  contract  it  would  cost  the 
City  of  Boston  upwards  of  $100,000  more  than  it 
is  costing  the  city  today,  and  perhaps  $200,000. 
It  would  certainly  amount  to  a  very  large  and 
material  sum.  Certainly  the  company  would  be 
very  apt  to  say  to  us,  if  this  contract  were  abro- 
gated and  the  question  of  a  new  contract  came  up, 
"Gentlemen,  because  of  '  igh  prices  of  this,  that 
and  the  other  thing,  we  cannot  give  you  a  new 
contract  under  the  same  terms."  Personally, 
I  am  firmly  convinced  that  this  company  or  any 
other  company  could  ndt  give  us  a  new  contract 
under  the  same  terms  or  as  good  terms  as  we  are 
getting  under  this  contract,  financially.  There 
has  been  some  talk  of  getting  light  more  cheaply 
by  electricity,  but  I  understand  that  the  Edison 
Company  would  not  compete  with  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company.  Certainly,  we  would 
find  ourselves  in  a  very  poor  position,  financially. 
I  think,  also,  Mr.  President,  we  would  be  establish- 
ing a  very  dangerous  precedent  in  breaking  this 
contract.  Suppose  for  the  moment  that  some 
private  concern  has  a  contract  with  the  City  of 
Boston  and  that  it  employed  a  thousand  laborers 
on  the  works.  The  price  of  materials  goes  up, 
and  the  thousand  laborers  immediately,  go  on 
strike.  The  contract  is  with  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  suppose  these  thousand  men  should  then 
come  to  the  City  Council,  as  these  men  have,  and 
say,  "Here,  break  this  contract  immediately, 
because  we  are  not  getting  a  proper  wage."  It  is 
a  parallel  case,  Mr.  President,  and  if  we  broke  a 
contract  under  those  conditions,  we  would  be 
doing  exactly  what  we  are  now  asked  to  do.  So 
I  say  this  would  be  establishing  a  dangerous  pre- 
cedent, one  that  would  result  in  a  very  great 
expense  to  the  City  of  Boston,  if  it  were  followed, 
an  expense  of  millions  of  dollars  perhaps  in  the  next 
five  or  ten  years,  if  the  war  lasts  and  prices  of 
materials  go  up.  We  have  instances  at  the  pres- 
ent time  of   men  not  being  able  to  complete  their 


contracts,  and  giving  them  up.  I  wish  to  repeat 
what  I  said  to  start  with,  that  I  am  simply  point- 
ing out  these  facts  in  view  of  the  suggestion  that 
this  was  for  the  benefit  of  the  men.  We  are  not 
doing  a  thing  for  these  men.  As  I  have  told  them 
privately,  we  cannot.  Our  hands  are  tied.  We 
cannot  appropriate  the  $40,000.  Even  assuming 
that  we  might  do  so,  we  could  not  then  force  them 
to  take  these  men.  There  is  no  doubt  about  that, 
Mr.  President.  In  other  words,  whether  you 
break  or  sustain  this  contract,  you  are  not  doing 
anything  for  the  men  who  have  been  there.  That 
is  true,  no  matter  from  what  angle  you  approach 
it.  I  think  on  all  these  gounds  the  contract 
should  not  be  broken,  and  I  do  think  we  ought  to 
take  a  vote  today  on  the  main  question.  I  think 
it  must  seem  obvious  to  all  of  us  that  under  a  new 
contract  the  cost  paid  by  the  city  will  be  in  excess 
of  the  cost  of  the  present  contract,  and  also  that 
it  will  be,  as  I  have  pointed  out,  establishing  a 
dangerous  precedent.  Bear  in  mind  the  fact, 
looking  at  the  personal  side  of  the  situation,  that 
we  are  not  doing  a  thing  for  the  men.  Then,  what 
are  we  doing?  If,  as  Councilors  Hagan  and 
Moriarty  state,  we  are  doing  just  what  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  and  the  Welsbach 
people  want  us  to  do,  there  is  an  added  reason  for 
not  abrogating  the  contract  or  referring  it  to  the 
Mayor  for  abrogating. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  think  Coun. 
Ford  has  given  us  a  better  and  clearer  analysis  of 
conditions  than  anything  that  has  been  said  up  to 
the  present  time.  I  want  my  position  thoroughly 
understood.  I  was  and  have  been  sympathetic 
to  the  men,  and  if  I  thought  the  abrogation  of  tljis 
contract  would  be  of  any  help  to  the  men  I  might 
be  inclined  to  vote  for  it.  But  I  cannot  conceive 
how  in  any  way  it  is  going  to  be  of  any  benefit  to  the 
men.  The  company  will  not  pay  them  any  more 
money.  They  went  on  strike,  and  if  the  men  are 
willing  to  come  back  they  will  take  them  at  the 
old  rate  of  wages,  no  more  and  no  less.  There  is 
nothing  we  can  do,  with  the  best  inclinations  in 
the  world,  as  it  seems  to  me,  that  will  be  of  any 
benefit  or  help  to  the  men.  It  is  clear  in  my  mind 
that  a  new  contract  is  going  to  cost  the  taxpayers 
of  the  city  a  lot  of  money.  Then,  why  abrogate 
the  contract,  when  it  is  going  to  cost  the  taxpayers 
an  increased  price  and  is  not  going  to  be  of  any 
benefit  to  anybody?  It  is  very  clear  that  it  would 
not  be  of  any  benefit  to  the  old  employees,  whom 
we  would  all  like  to  benefit  if  it  were  a  possible 
thing.  What  reason  is  there  for  the  abrogation 
of  the  contract  other  than  what  has  been  advanced 
here  today,  that  the  company  througn  its  officials 
has  neglected  this  body  and  has  not  appeared 
before  us?  I  do  not  want  to  vote  for  the  abrogation 
of  a  contract  purely  because  of  any  spite  I  might 
have  against  the  officials  of  the  company,  although 
I  myself  entertain  quite  a  degree  of  that  sort  of 
feeling.  My  reason  for  asking  that  it  be  referred 
to  the  Finance  Commission  is  that  the  matter 
could  there  be  threshed  out  in  proper  form,  a 
report  sent  to  us,  and  perhaps  some  idea  could  be 
given  to  us  as  to  what  it  would  cost  the  taxpayers 
of  the  city  to  enter  into  a  new  contract.  We 
would  certainly  have  more  information  than 
we  have  now.  This  order  as  drawn  calls  for 
the  abrogation  of  the  contract.  When  I  spoke  of 
passing  the  buck  to  the  Mayor  it  was  only  because 
it  seemed  to  me  that  we  were  not  willing  to  assume 
the  responsibility  of  passing  the  order  here  today 
but  were  inclined  to  pass  it  over  to  the  Mayor, 
letting  him  carry  the  full  burden.  I  prefer  to  take 
my  share  of  the  responsibility  for  our  action,  here. 
If  somebody  can  show  me  that  the  abrogation  of 
the  contract  will  be  helpful  to  the  men,  I  will  vote 
for  it.     Until  then  I  shall  have  to  vote  againt  it. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  the  gentle- 
man who  has  just  spoken  has  lost  sight  of  the  fact, 
that  even  though  the  old  employees  are  not  em- 
ployed by  the  Welsbach  people,  provided  the 
contract  is  abrogated  those  who  will  fill  the  posi- 
tions in  the  future  will  at  least  receive  a  living 
wage  from  the  Welsbach  people.  I  think  that  is 
some  reason  why  we  should  vote  to  pass  the  order; 
$2  a  day  is  not  a  living  wage,  and  he  knows  it. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  the  answer  to 
that  is  short,  and  is  this,  that  no  one  need  work 
for  these  people  at  $2  a  day,  that  they  are  not 
forced  to  do  it,  and  that  they  have  the  right  and 
the  power  to  seek  other  employment.  The  coun- 
cilor who  has  just  spoken  seems  to  assume  that 
somebody  will  be  dragged  in  there  and  compelled 
to  work  under  some  phantom  contract  at  $2  a 
day.     I  assume  that  that  is  not  true.     Of  course. 
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we  all  feel  that  the  men  should  get  more  than 
they  are  getting.  They  ought  to  get  $3,  $3.50  or 
$4  a  day. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  Coun  Ford, 
if  I  may  be  allowed  to  use  his  name,  says  we  are 
getting  into  a  dangerous  precedent.  I  have  had 
it  called  to  my  notice  within  the  past  two  months 
that  the  contracts  that  have  been  signed  by  the 
City  of  Boston  in  regard  to  street  paving  have 
been  taken  away  from  the  contractors  without 
even  a  public  hearing.  There  is  a  provision  here 
that  allows  us  to  abrogate  this  contract  at  this 
time,  a  provision  that  was  put  in  by  this  Council. 
While  it  was  a  ten-year  contract,  it  was  made 
terminable  at  the  end  of  five  years,  with  one 
year's  notice  ahead,  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year, 
that  the  city  wished  to  abrogate  it,  reasons  then 
being  shown  why  it  should  be  abrogated.  We 
have  been  proceeding  in  accordance  with  that 
provision.  Every  avenue  of  law  has  been  covered 
and  it  is  not  establishing  a  precedent.  The  Coun- 
cil has  gone  on  record  today  in  regard  to  the 
City  Hospital;  because  there  was  a  liability  of  a 
strike  the  Budget  Commissioner  came  and  re- 
quested that  money  be  transferred,  so  that  they 
could  receive  an  increase  in  wages.  Now,  we  are 
told  that  the  men  have  been  lost  sight  of;  I  don't 
think  that  has  been  so;  I  have  the  interests  of  the 
men  at  heart,  and  my  interest  in  the  contract  is 
the  men,  the  men  who  have  been  out  on  strike. 
The  Mayor  has  said  that  the  City  of  Boston  owes 
something  to  these  old  men  and  he  believes  they 
should  receive  justice.  I  believe  the  only  way 
that  these  men  can  receive  justice,  after  being  out 
seven  months,  is  to  pass  this  order  today  and  I 
don't  think  it  can  be  said  that  that  is  passing  the 
buck  to  the  Mayor.  He  is  simply  being  asked  to 
do  what  he  is  required  to  do  in  the  performance  of 
his  duty.  He  has  been  elected  to  perform  certain 
duties  and  if  he  feels  that  the  contract  is  not  a 
good  one  he  will  return  it  here  without  his  signa- 
ture. But  it  will  be  up  to  the  Mayor  and  the  men 
who  will  go  before  the  Mayor,  I  believe,  to  show 
him  why  the  contract  should  be  abrogated. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  No. 
10  on  the  calendar  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mission for  a  full  and  complete  investigation  and 
report  not  later  than  two  weeks  from  today. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  when  I  vote  on 
this  particular  situation  it  will  not  be  because  I 
don't  think  we  ought  to  have  a  report,  but  because 
of  the  shortness  of  time.  Having  that  in  view, 
I  am  going  to  vote  "no,"  because  I  think,  even 
if  we  pass  the  order,  the  Finance  Commission  has 
plenty  of  time  to  send  in  a  report;  therefore  I 
will  vote  "no"  on  the  gentleman's  motion. 

President  COLLINS — The  question  comes  on 
Councilor  Hagan's  motion,  that  No.  10  on  the 
calendar  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Commission 
for  a  full  and  complete  investigation,  the  commis- 
sion to  report  to  the  Council  not  later  than  two 
weeks  from  today. 

The  motion  was  lost  upon  a  roll  call,  yeas  3, 
nays  6:  Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,  Collins,  Hagan — 3. 
Nays — Coun.  Ford,  Lane,  McDonald,  Moriarty, 
Storrow,  Watson — 6. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

President  COLLINS— The  Chair  will  state  that 
he  will  vote  "yes"  on  this  order,  and  that  his 
reasons  are  substantially  those  given  in  the  state- 
ment made  before  this  Council  in  1014,  on  pages 
J  25,  125  and  127  of  the  minutes. 

The  statements  then  made,  referred  to  by  Presi- 
dent Collins,  are  as  follows: 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  for  the  last 
four  years,  in  one  form  or  another,  the  question  of 
lighting  the  city's  streets  by  gas  has  been  before 
this  Council.  The  Council  in  1911  went  on  record  in 
favor  of  the  city  buying  its  own  equipment  and 
maintaining  its  own  plant,  thereby  doing  away  with 
the  middleman,  but  the  contracts  which  were 
sent  to  this  Council  for  the  last  four  years  at  differ- 
ent times  have  always  been  either  not  acted  upon 
by  the  Council  or  unanimously  rejected.  The 
reasons  advanced  have  always  been,  in  the  first 
place,  that  we  believe  the  city  is  big  enough  and 
strong  enough  to  do  this  work  itself  properly 
without  the  intervention  of  any  middleman.  In 
1914  the  present  contract  is  presented  to  us  for 
our  consideration.  In  its  term  it  is  for  ten  years, 
the  same  term  which  has  been  covered  by  other 
contracts  which  have  come  before  vis.  This 
Council  has  felt,  in  the  action  it  has  taken  and 
individually,  that  it  favored  a  five-year  term  rather 
than  a  ten-year  term.  Fundamentally  the  big 
question  here  is,  whether  or  not  this  Council,  as 
trustees  for  the  citizens  of  Boston,  should  approve 


a  contract  binding  the  city  for  a  period  of  ten  years 
to  do  this  kind  of  work.  Five  years  is  a  pretty 
long  time.  The  Massachusetts  Gas  and  Electric 
Light  Commission  on  a  number  of  occasions  have 
gone  on  record  against  any  contract  for  the  lighting 
of  the  streets  of  a  city  or  town  for  a  period  in  excess 
of  five  years,  whether  the  contracts  pertained  to 
electricity  or  gas.  The  Corporation  Counsel,  in  a 
letter  addressed  to  this  body  at  the  last  meeting, 
specifically  referred  to  this  contract  as  a  ten-year 
contract.  I  believe  it  is  against  sound  public 
policy  for  the  city  at  this  time  to  enter  into  any 
bargain  with  a  corporation  or  person  to  light  the 
city  streets  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  primarily, 
because  it  is  in  everybody's  mouth  that  great 
inventions  are  about  to  be  made  in  lighting.  In 
view  of  that  fact,  is  it  not  unwise,  is  it  not  bad 
policy,  fortius  city  to  go  ahead  now,  after  this  body, 
the  legislative  branch,  has  prevented  this  type  of 
contract  being  put  through  for  the  past  four  years, 
and  reverse  itself,  putting  through  this  kind  of 
contract  today?  I  do  not  believe,  Mr.  President, 
that  this  is  a  proper  settlement  of  this  question. 
On  the  other  hand,  in  my  opinion,  it  means  an 
unqualified  surrender,  and  I,  for  one,  do  not  intend 
to  be  a  party  to  it.  There  are  many  other  pro- 
visions in  this  contract  which  are  faulty.  They 
may  be  subdivided  into  three  classes.  I  suppose  I 
could  stand  here  at  this  time  and  talk  an  hour  upon 
this  subject.  I  will  try  not  to  bore  you,  Mr. 
President,  but  will  keep  within  the  time  limit  of  not 
more  than  fifteen  minutes,  setting  forth  under  the 
various  subheads  why  I  am  against  the  contract. 
In  the  first  place,  the  contract  provides  for  a  specific 
candle  power,  namely,  60  candle  power.  What 
is  the  test  necessary  to  insure  the  city's  getting  the 
60  candle  power?  Under  the  specifications  in  the 
contract  of  1911,  which  has  been  referred  to  by  Mr. 
Emerson  in  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commission, 
a  very  clear  test  is  provided  to  see  that  the  company 
which  is  doing  the  work  for  the  city  shall  comply 
strictly  with  the  terms  of  the  contract. 

It  says  under  section  9,  on  page  11  of  the  con- 
tract for  lighting  streets,  parks  and  alleys  with  gas 
incandescent  mantle  lamps: 

"The  lamps,  complete  with  burners,  mantles, 
chimneys  and  glassware  must  be  maintained  con- 
tinuously when  in  service  at  not  less  than  60 
candle  power  for  single  burners  or  100  candle 
power  for  double  burners,  measured  under  the 
conditions  of  service  at  an  angle  of  about  15 
degrees  below  the  horizontal,  under  all  conditions 
of  variation  in  the  gas  pressure.  The  standard 
candle  power  to  be  employed  shall  be  the  recog- 
nized international  candle,  as  adopted  by  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Standards. 

"The  city  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  to 
test  the  lights  to  determine  whether  the  specified 
candle  power  is  being  produced.  In  case  two  tests 
of  any  lamp,  separated  by  an  interval  of  not  less 
than  one  hour  during  any  one  night,  prove  that  the 
lamp  is  not  furnishing  the  specified  light,  the  lamp 
shall  be  considered  as  either  dim  or  out  for  the 
night,  unless  such  condition  is  caused  by  a  broken 
or  plugged  service  pipe  or  other  interruption  of  the 
flow  of  gas  to  the  burner. 

"Any  lamp  found  to  give  less  than  the  specified 
candle  power  and  more  than  30  candle  power, 
measured  in  the  specified  manner,  shall  be  called 
dim,  and  any  lamp  similarly  found  to  give  less  than 
30  candle  power  shall  be  considered  valueless  and 
out." 

I  would  also  add,  Mr.  President,  before  coming 
to  the  important  provisions  of  this  contract,  that 
that,  contract  of  1911  goes  on  as  follows: 

"If  tests  show  that  10  per  cent  or  more  of  the 
lamps,  selected  at  random,  of  a.ny  lamplighter's  or 
equivalent  district  fall  below  the  specified  value, 
then  all  the  lights  in  the  affected  districts  shall  be 
taken  as  being  equal  in  candle  power  to  the  average 
of  the  lights  so  tested.  The  expense  of  such  tests 
shall  be  borne  by  the  Contractor  if  the  lights  arc 
shown  to  fall  below  the  specified  value,  otherwise 
by  the  city." 

Mr.  President,  in  the  contract  before  us  the 
test  must  be  ma.de  on  an  individual  lamp,  and  if 
that  individual  lamp  falls  below  the  standard  there 
is  a  penalty  of  a  few  cents  inflicted,  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  said  lamp  is  not  in  condition.  The 
test  is  worthless  from  this  standpoint,  because  it  is 
utterly  impracticable  to  expect  the  city  to  go 
ahead  and  test  each  lamp  on  a  lamplighter's  route, 
bringing  it  to  a  laboratory.  We  can  all  see  as 
practical  men  how  it  would  be  impossible  to  accom- 
plish anything  in  that  way.  The  only  way  to  do 
is  as  suggested  in  this  contract,  to  have  a  test 
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made  on  the  street,  a  photometric  test,  so  to  speak, 
at  an  angle  of  25  degrees  below  the  horizontal. 
That  test  was  found  practicable  enough  for  the 
contractors  of  1911  to  bid  upon  and  why  has  it 
not  been  incorporated  in  this  contract?  If  you  go 
ahead  and  ask  a  man  to  go  ahead  and  test  one 
lamp  after  another,  10,000  lamps,  where  are  you 
going  to  end?  The  fact  is  that  the  city  would 
get  pretty  tired  of  its  job,  as  after  a  night  or  two 
there  would  be  no  more  testing  of  that  kind  done. 
That  is  the  main  objection  to  the  specifications 
here.  There  are  a  number  of  other  objections. 
For  example,  the  city  must  give  the  contractor 
the  written  notice  of  when  the  test  is  to  be  made 
under  this  contract  upon  which  the  Council  is 
about  to  pass.  That  is  not  true  of  the  1911  con- 
tract. The  city  can  go  ahead  under  that  and 
make  its  own  tests  in  its  own  way.  Why  should 
the  city  be  required  to  give  the  contractor  notice 
to  the  effect  that  it  is  about  to  make  an  examina- 
tion to  see  that  the  city  is  getting  what  it  is  paying 
for?  Mr.  Emerson,  in  his  report  to  the  Finance 
Commission,  received  by  this  City  Council  May 
11,  1914,  is  very  clear  with  reference  to  this  matter 
of  candle  power.  That  I  may  not  misquote  him 
I  wish  to  read  two  short  paragraphs  showing 
what  he  has  to  say  concerning  it: 

"In  regard  to  the  method  of  testing,  i  e.,  in  a 
horizontal  plane  from  the  burner  of  the  lamp,  it  is 
well  known  that  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting 
Company  lamp  gives  its  greatest  illumination 
above  the  horizontal  plane  rather  than  below. 
By  testing  at  a  horizontal  plane  nearly  the  maxi- 
mum candle  power  of  light  will  be  obtained, 
although  the  rays  tested  are  thrown  off  in  a  direction 
which  will  give  no  illumination  on  the  street  surface 
where  illumination  is  most  desirable." 

The  second  paragraph  provides  that  the  city, 
by  written  notice,  may  request  the  contractor  to 
employ  a  competent  person  to  test  the  lamps. 
The  effect  of  this  is  to  give  the  company  notice 
that  the  lamps  are  to  be  tested  and  give  them 
ample  time  to  take  suitable  measures  to  bring 
their  lamps  to  the  required  candle  power  either 
by  cleaning,  renewing  of  mantles  or  temporarily 
increasing  the  gas  pressure,  as  may  be  necessary. 
It  would  be  extremely  improbable  that  any  lamps 
would  be  found  in  any  way  deficient  in  candle 
power. 

Further,  the  contract  provides  that  the  test 
shall  be  made  by  standard  laboratory  methods. 
It  is  not  clear  just  what  this  provision  means.  As 
interpreted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
it  means  that  the  lamps  shall  be  taken  from  the 
posts  and  tested  in  a  laboratory  in  actual  compari- 
son with  a  standard  candle.  This  procedure  is 
probably  an  impossible  one  to  carry  out  in  practice, 
as  no  lamp  could  be  taken  from  the  post  and  trans- 
ported to  a  laboratory  without  breaking  the  mantle. 
Moreover,  if  a  lamp  was  suspected  giving  less  than 
the  required  candle  power  it  would  be  easy  to 
break  the  mantle  in  removing  the  lamp  from  the 
post,  thereby  preventing  any  test  from  being  made. 
On  account  of  the  variation  in  gas  pressure  in 
different  portions  of  the  city,  the  pressure  at  the 
laboratory  would  not  be  the  same  as  at  the  post, 
the  weather  conditions  would  be  different,  and  the 
laboratory  tests  would  be  absolutely  of  no  value 
in  determining  the  value  of  the  illumination  in 
service. 

Again,  in  order  that  the  penalty  may  be  col- 
lected, two  tests  of  any  lamp  separated  by  not  less 
than  one  hour  shall  be  made  during  any  one 
night.  This  provision  would  involve  taking  down 
the  lamp  twice,  testing  it  twice  and  setting  it  up 
once  on  the  post  during  one  night.  Not  only  is 
this  procedure  impossible  to  accomplish  in  the 
limited  space  of  one  hour,  but  the  ordinary  work- 
man cannot  accomplish  it  in  one  night.  In  the 
laboratory  tests  no  lamps  would'  be  found  to  be 
deficient  because  the  gas  pressure  would  be  ample 
for  the  purpose,  the  lamps  clean,  the  mantle  new 
and  the  tests  would  be  free  from  drafts  of  air  or 
other  influencing  conditions  of  the  weather. 

Even  assuming  that  through  some  inadvert- 
ence a  lamp  was  found  to  be  below  the  required 
GO  candle  power,  the  penalty  to  be  deducted  from 
the  price  due  the  Gas  Company  would  be  3JB  of 
$12,  or  approximately  33  cents  in  addition  to  the 
cost  of  the  lest. 

In  case  the  lamps  are  found  to  be  not  deficient 
the  cost  of  testing  must  be  paid  by  the  city. 
The  cost  of  a  party  of  photometric  observers  for 
an  evening  would  probably  be  in  I  he  neighborhood 
of  $20,  and  the  labor  of  removing  and  replacing 
the  lamps  perhaps  $10  more:  The  city  would 
therefore   be   obliged   to   risk    the   expenditure   of 


.$30  on  the  slight  chance  of  penalizing  the  Gas 
Company  to  the  extent  of  33  cents  in  addition 
to  the  cost  of  making  the  test.  Under  such  con- 
ditions it  is  clear  that  few,  if  any,  tests  would 
ever  be  made  and  that  section  6  would  be  abso- 
lutely inoperative  as  a  means  of  maintaining  the 
candle  power  of  lamps. 

There  will  be  no  assurance  that  the  candle 
power  of  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company 
lamps  would  be  increased  over  the  present  average 
candle  power  which  seems  to  be  about  38.  No  con- 
tract should  be  accepted  by  the  city  containing 
such  provisions  and  in  my  opinion  the  section 
regarding  candle  power  contained  in  the  speci- 
fications for  lighting  streets  and  alleys  dated 
February  11,  1911,  is  far  superior  and  should  be 
included  in  the  proposed  contract,  if  the  contract 
is  to  be  made. 

Article  11.  Discontinuance  of  Lamps. 
This  section  provides  that  the  number  of  lamps 
furnished  under  the  contract  shall  not  be  at  any 
time  less  than  95  per  cent  of  the  number  of  lamps 
in  the  service  at  the  time  of  the  approval  of  this 
contract  by  the  Mayor.  As  the  number  of  lamps 
in  service  at  the  present  time  is  approximately 
10,000  the  contract  will  bind  the  city  to  apprcxi- 
mately  9,500  gas  lamps  for  the  term  of  the  oon- 
tract.  In  my  opinion  no  such  provisions  should 
receive  the  confirmation  of  the  Council.  In  the 
first  place  there  is  no  reason  why  there  should  be 
any  guaranty.  There  will  be  no  new  apparatus 
for  the  Rising  Sun  Company  to  provide,  and  there- 
fore no  additional  fixed  cost  on  account  of  new 
investment.  As  shown  in  previous  reports  of  the 
Finance  Commission  the  plant  of  the  Rising 
Sun  Street  Lighting  Company  has  been  paid  for 
many  times  and  the  city  owes  nothing  on  that 
account.  The  only  provisions  which  could  be 
reasonably  required  by  the  contracting  companies 
as  regards  the  number  of  lamps  would  be  one  that 
provided  that  if  the  city  saw  fit  to  replace  gas 
lamps  with  other  lamps  it  should  replace  them  in 
such  numbers  that  undue  hardship  should  not  be 
placed  on  the  company  in  distributing  the  remain- 
ing lamps  among  their  employees.  That  is  to  say, 
a  number  of  lamps  should  be  replaced  which  would 
allow  the  company  to  reduce  its  force  of  lamp- 
lighters by  a  definite  number  of  routes,  and  such 
discontinued  routes  should  be  in  the  same  neigh- 
borhood, contiguous  to  each  other,  and  another 
that  provided  that  the  price  per  lamp  year  should 
be  automatically  increased,  as  the  total  number  of 
lamps  was  reduced,  by  an  amount  sufficient  to 
compensate  the  company  for  the  fixed  charges 
due  to  supervision,  office  expenses,  rental,  etc., 
as  such  expenses  would  not  decrease  proportionally 
as  the  number  of  lamps  decreased. 

Article  14.     Arbitration. 

Although  this  provision  does  not  definitely 
provide  for  automatic  lighting  devices  it  is  under- 
stood that  this  provision  would  apply  to  any 
saving  made  by  the  installation  of  such  devices 
by  the  company.  There  does  not  seem  to  be, 
considering  the  protections  the  company  receives 
under  the  contract,  any  reason  why  the  city  should 
not  be  entitled  to  its  share  of  any  saving  in  cost, 
and  the  contract  should  be  so  drawn. 

Also,  the  provision  regarding  depreciation  should 
be  changed  so  that  the  charge  for  depreciation 
should  apply  only  to  the  automatic  lighting  de- 
vices. As  previously  stated,  it  is  impossible  thai 
there  should  be  any  depreciation  of  the  presenf 
plant,  which  has  been  paid  for  many  times. 

kg;  ir  if  automatic  lighting  devices  are  install:  :1 
the  city  gets  no  rebate  on  account  of  savings  in 
operation  unless  the  saving  exceeded  one  dollar  ($]  ) 
per  lamp  year;  if  the  savings  exceed  one  dollar  per 
lamp  year  the  city  would  be  entitled  to  a  rebate 
from  the  contraci  price  of  one  half  of  the  amount 
saved.  This  provision  could  be  manipulated  in 
various  ways  for  the  benefit  of  the  company.  For 
ex:  mple,  assume  that   the  saving  from  :  utomatic 

fur  the  i cding  j  ear  was  one  doll;  r  :  nd 

fifty  cents  ($1.50)  per  lamp  year;  the  company 
and  the  city  would  each  be  entitled  to  one  half  the 
saving,  or  seventy-five  (75)  cents  each.  If  the 
compo  ii','  arranged  its  business,  l>y  raise  of  salaries, 
higher  payments  for  supplies  to  its  parent  company 
or  otherwise,  so  that  the  saving  appeared  to  be  only 
one  dollar  (SI)  per  lamp  year,  in  that  case  the 
company  would  save  one  dollar  and  the  city 
nothing  per  lamp  year.  The  absurdity  of  I  he  para- 
graph :is  a  workable  provision  in  favor  of  the  city 

i:;  apparent. 
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Many  other  minor  defects  are  apparent  in  the 
contract  and  specifications,  among  them  the  fact 
that  there  appears  to  be  no  provision  in  the  con- 
tract for  the  care  of  fire  alarm  lamps,  of  which  there 
are  157  with  open  flame  burners.  These  lamps  have 
been  considered  at  a  separate  price  in  previous 
contracts.  It  is  unnecessary  to  enumerate  further 
defects,  as  those  above  outlined  should  be  sufficient 
to  prevent  the  approval  of  the  contract. 

There  are  many  provisions  of  this  contract  which 
are  not  good,  in  my  opinion.  This  one  pertaining 
to  arbitration  is  a  very  substantial  one  to  consider. 
When  you  take  a  contract  extending  over  ten  years, 
as  this  one  probably  will,  the  question  of  arbitration 
becomes  a  very  important  one.  Under  the  clauses 
of  this  contract  there  are  many  defects  pertaining 
to  arbitration,  but  the  one  which  stands  out  above 
all  others  is  that  it  says  that  unless  the  saving 
exceeds  $1  the  city  shall  derive  absolutely  no 
benefit.  Does  that  seem  fair  to  a  large  corporation 
like  the  City  of  Boston,  paying  100  cents  on  the 
dollar,  that  the  city  should  not  receive  a  propor- 
tional benefit  by  reason  of  a  saving  in  cost?  Can 
anyone  stand  up  here  and  defend  that  position, 
that  if  the  saving  is  not  at  least  $1  the  city  shall 
not  get  one  cent's  worth  of  benefit?  Let  us  get 
down  to  concrete  facts  and  see  what  that  might 
amount  to  and  what  is  possible  under  that  con- 
tract. There  are  10,000  lamps.  One  year's  saving 
of  $1  each  on  th'ose  lamps  would  mean  810,000. 
The  life  of  this  contract  is  ten  years.  That  would 
mean  that  $100,000  might  be  saved  by  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company,  and  the  city  might 
not  derive  one  penny  of  benefit.  I  ask  you,  Mr. 
President,  and  through  you  the  members  of  the 
City  Council,  whether  that  provision  appears  to 
be  conscionable  and  fair  to  the  city?  To  me 
postively  it  does  not.  This  is  a  ten-year  contract. 
It  may  be  terminated  in  five  years,  but,  judging 
from  antecedent  probability,  there  is  no  oppor- 
tunity for  this  contract,  in  all  reasonableness,  to 
be  determined  within  ten  years.  We  have  had  no 
contract  for  the  last  four  years.  The  legislative 
and  executive  branches  of  the  city  government 
have  not  been  able  to  get  together  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  there  have  been  differences  of  opinion. 
Query:  What  will  take  place  in  five  years  from 
now?  Mr.  President,  ten  years  is  too  long  a  time. 
One  might  call  it  not  a  contract  but  a  franchise 
for  ten  years  to  do  this  particular  kind  of  work. 
I  do  not  believe  the  citizenship  of  Boston  favor  it. 
In  the  second  place,  Mr.  President,  any  board, 
any  disinterested  tribunal  that  has  discussed  the 
matter  and  has  gone  into  it,  has  come  out  against 
this  contract.  There  are  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, the  Finance  Commission,  the  United 
Improvement  Society.  I  say,  under  all  the  con- 
siderations, particularly  in  view  of  the  faulty  test 
and  the  abitration  clause,  that  this  contract 
should  be  rejected  by  the  city  government. 

The  question  came  on  the  approval  of  the 
contract. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  think  every 
body  must  agree  that  when  a  contract  is  made 
both  parties  are  bound  by  the  terms  of  that  con- 
tract. The  first  and  all-important  consideration 
here  is,  as  the  gentleman  on  the  other  side  has 
stated,  what  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  tax- 
payers? I  say  unqualifiedly  that  it  is  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  taxpayers  not  to  tie  the  City  of 
Boston  up  for  a  period  of  ten  years.  In  the  second 
place,  in  answer  to  the  suggestion  of  the  gentleman 
from  Roxbury,  Coun.  Coulthurst,  that  we  have 
been  paying  $24.05  per  lamp  per  year  up  to  date, 
I  want  to  say  that  this  question  was  about  reaching 
its  head  a  few  weeks  ago.  We  suggested  to  Mr. 
Wrightington  of  the  gas  company  that  we  did  not 
favor  a  ten-year  contract,  that  we  wanted  a  five- 
year  contract.  With  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  on  record  as  against  another  extension  of 
the  Rising  Sun  Company's  contract,  the  time  was 
opportune  to  get  a  proper  contract  for  five  years 
at  the  low  rate  of  $21.  The  fact  that  this  proposed 
contract  carries  a  rate  of  $21  per  lamp  per  year 
does  not  tell  the  whole  story.  The  question  is, 
are  we  getting  the  GO  candle  power  under  that  $21 
rate?  It  has  been  contended,  and  has  not  been 
refuted,  that  the  candle  powers  of  these  upright 
lamps  range  from  38  to  40.  If  that  is  to  be  the 
average,  is  it  fair  to  say  that  $21  per  lamp  per  year 
is  a  low  price?  Is  it  not  high?  It  seems  to  me 
that  it  may  very  well  be  considered  a  high  price 
for  the  city  to  pay.  Again,  I  have  not  heard  any- 
body stand  up  here  and  justify  the  arbitration 
clause,  which  provides  that  if  there  is  a  saving  of  a 
dollar  per  lamp  per  year,  the  city  shall  not  receive 


a  cent.  It  is  all  right  to  say  that  the  contract,  to 
be  a  fair  one,  should  be  a  just  one;  but  I  want  to 
say  that  the  City  of  Boston  is  bound  by  the  terms 
of  this  contract,  not  by  the  spirit,  that  the  court  will 
hold  us  to  the  terms  of  the  contract.  I  merely 
reiterate  what  I  said  awhile  ago,  that  this  is  not, 
to  my  mind,  a  proper  settlement  of  the  matter. 
If  the  thing  is  settled  after  four  years  of  strife,  it 
ought  to  be  settled  right.  In  my  opinion  this  is  a 
surrender. 

President  COLLINS— The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  6,  nays  3.

A  QUESTION   OF   PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  hate  to 
trespass  at  this  late  hour  on  the  time  of  the  members 
but  I  would  like  permission  to  speak  on  a  question 
of  personal  privilege,  if  I  may  do  so. 

President  COLLINS — The  gentleman  will  state 
his  question  of  privilege. 

Coun.  STORROW — It  is  in  connection  with  my 
attendance  at  the  meetings  of  this  body. 

President  COLLINS — Proceed,  Coun.  Storrow. 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  am  aware 
of  what,  doubtless,  some  members  of  the  Council 
may  have  noticed,  that  my  attendance  at  meet- 
ings of  this  body  since  the  tenth  day  of  February, 
1917,  has  been  somewhat  irregular.  Possibly,  as  a 
matter  of  courtesy,  I  owe  a  few  words  of  explana- 
tion to  the  members;  but  I  am  still  more  inclined 
to  offer  those  few  words  of  explanation  because  I 
notice  that  recently  in  the  public  papers  one  of  my 
fellow  councilors  took  occasion  to  criticise  me  for 
absenting  myself  from  some  of  the  meetings  of  this 
body.  On  the  tenth  day  of  February,  1917,  I  was 
appointed  chairman  of  the  Massachusetts  Public 
Safety  Committee,  and  at  the  latter  part  of  the 
month  of  May  in  that  same  year  I  first  took  up  the 
question  of  a  supply  of  coal  for  New  England 
householders  and  manufacturers.  It  occurred  to 
me  that  the  question  was  one  full  of  danger,  that 
it  was  one  of  very  great  importance.  I  may  say, 
as  some  justification  for  absenting  myself  here, 
that  during  the  now  nearly  sixteen  months  which 
have  elapsed  since  the  tenth  day  of  February,  1917, 
I  have  devoted  a  total  of  perhaps  one  day,  certainly 
not  as  much  as  two  days,  to  my  own  affairs  in  my 
own  office.  That  would  seem  to  indicate  my  good 
faith  in  devoting  myself  to  the  work  to  which  I 
have  referred,  because  I  have  some  reason  for  wish- 
ing occasionally  to  attend  to  my  own  affairs. 
In  this  connection  I  don't  know  that  I  can  do  better 
to  indicate  the  matters  to  which  my  attention  is 
to  be  devoted  than  by  trespassing  upon  your  time 
to  the  extent  of  reading  a  memorandum  I  have  here 
showing  how  I  have  spent  the  last  fourteen  days. 
They  have  been  spent  in  the  same  manner  as  all 
the  other  time,  simply  serving  as  a  sample.  I  asked 
my  office  to  send  me  down  a  memorandum  of  what 
I  had  been  doing  for  the  last  fourteen  days  and 
have  received  it  since  coming  to  the  Council 
meeting.  So,  if  I  may,  I  will  just  read  it,  and  then, 
as  far  as  I  am  concerned,  drop  the  matter.  This 
begins  on  Monday,  May  13.  On  that  day,  besides 
giving  every  moment  I  could  to  the  work  of  my 
office  in  the  State  House  in  connection  with  coal, 
I  had  my  Monday  shippers'  committee  meeting,  a 
meeting  which  I  hold  every  Monday  morning  and 
which  generally  lasts  two  or  three  hours,  the  com- 
mittee representing  all  the  shippers  of  coal  into 
New  England.  In  connection  with  that  meeting 
the  duty  devolved  upon  me,  after  consultation 
with  them,  and  in  view  of  my  knowledge  of  condi- 
tions in  the  different  parts  of  New  England,  to 
allot  practically  all  the  ships  that  are  plying  in  the 
coal  trade  on  the  New  England  coast.  I  have  a  list 
of  all  the  ships  that  are  available  for  the  next 
seven  or  eight  days,  and  somebody  has  got  to  see 
that  those  ships  are  alloted  to  men  who  can  load 
them  with  coal  and  that  that  coal  moves  to  the 
point  where  it  is  most  needed.  Most  of  Monday 
morning  is  devoted  to  that  work,  as  was  this  morn- 
ing. It  seems  to  me,  that,  on  the  whole,  that  is 
something  that  must  be  done.  I  am  not  going  to 
try  to  tell  you  all  I  did  in  the  fourteen  days,  but 
simply  to  refer  to  the  principal  thing.  That 
Monday  afternoon  I  went  to  New  York.  I 
arrived  in  New  York  at  about  quarter  past  ten 
and  went  immediately  in  conference  with  one  of  the 
largest  shippers  of  coal  into  New  England.  I  don't 
know  what  time  I  went  to  bed,  but  I  presume  it  was 
near  midnight.  On  Tuesday,  May  14,  I  had  a 
meeting   downtown   in    New  York   with   perhaps 
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twenty  New  England  shippers  and  representatives 
of  the  New  York  fuel  administration.  The 
subject  of  our  meeting  was  the  question  whether 
the  number  of  different  kinds  of  coal  coming  to 
New  England  could  be  reduced,  lumped  together, 
in  that  way  improving  and  facilitating  the  move- 
ment. That  has  already  been  done  to  a  consider- 
able extent.  It  was  a  very  important  subject 
and  we  spent  a  large  part  of  the  day  in  reaching  a 
conclusion  on  that  point.  That  Tuesday  night  I 
returned  to  Boston  at  midnight.  The  morning  of 
Wednesday,  May  15,  I  spent  in  my  office  at  the 
State  House,  considering  and  passing  upon  various 
matters,  all  relating  to  the  movement  of  coal  into 
New  England;  and  that  afternoon  I  had  a  meeting 
of  the  committee,  of  which  this  body  honored  me 
by  electing  me  a  member,  to  deal  with  the  question 
of  street  paving.  On  Thursday,  May  16,  I  had  a 
meeting  of  most  of  the  textile  manufacturers  in 
New  England,  some  one  hundred  of  them,  which 
took  a  large  part  of  the  day.  The  question  dis- 
cussed there  was  whether  they  should  be  placed  in 
Washington  on  what  is  known  as  the  preference 
list,  which  would  give  them  the  right  to  have  coal. 
Washington  had  acted,  and,  with  all  our  great 
textile  mills  and  our  great  textile  industries, 
employing  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  in  New 
England,  they  had  seen  fit  to  put  but  one  small  mill 
in  Connecticut  on  the  preference  list.  That 
gravely  endangered  all  our  other  mills  and  every 
employee  working  in  those  mills,  because  they 
would  not  have  the  right  to  get  coal.  Not  only 
that,  but  the  other  concerns  on  the  preference  list 
would  be  likely  to  take  their  coal  away  from  them. 
It  was  a  question  of  the  utmost  industrial  conse- 
quence and  danger  to  New  England.  Most  of  the 
day  was  spent  in  conference  on  that  subject. 
That  night  I  again  went  to  New  York  for  a  second 
time  that  week,  and  on  Friday,  May  17,  I  first 
had  a  conference  with  the  representative  of  the 
railway  administration  from  Washington  who 
came  on  to  see  me.  I  then  had  a  conference  with 
a  very  large  shipper  from  Pittsburgh,  discussing 
conditions  in  Pennsylvania,  a  section  where  a  large 
part  of  our  coal  came  from.  I  then  went  to  a 
meeting  of  the  New  York  pier  superintendents, 
with  whom  I  had  been  endeavoring  to  facilitate 
the  movement  of  coal  in  connection  with  the 
operation  of  the  piers.  At  that  meeting  I  learned 
about  the  situation  at  a  place  called  Newtown 
Creek,  in  New  York  harbor,  where  our  smaller 
New  England  barges  congregate  and  where  their 
cargoes  are  made  up.  It  is  something  like  an 
express  office,  you  might  say.  It  is  determined  at 
that  point  that  so  many  shall  be  sent  to  Boston, 
so  many  to  Providence,  and  so  on,  selecting  out 
of  the  bunch  the  proper  barges  for  the  particular 
destinations,  so  as  to  get  the  best  movement.  I 
had  been  working  on  the  question  for  a  good  many 
months,  sorting  out  the  barges,  hitching  the  right 
ones  behind  the  different  tugs,  so  that  each  tug 
could  get  the  maximum  movement,  and  so  on. 
Newtown  Creek  is  the  only  place  in  New  York 
harbor  where  that  sort  of  thing  can  be  done. 
That  is  due  to  the  tidal  movement  and  other  things. 
I  discovered  that  afternoon  that  the  port  captain  of 
New  York  had  suddenly  gone  in  there  and  yanked 
those  barges  out  and  that  the  rendezvous  had  been 
practically  broken  up.  That  was  a  thing  that 
very  seriously  menaced  the  flow  of  coal  from  New 
York  to  the  New  England  ports,  so  I  went  to  see 
the  port  captain  and  stayed  there  until  seven 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  trying  to  arrange  so  that 
our  barges  could  again  meet,  rendezvous  at  New- 
town Creek,  which  is  a  small  creek  entering  the 


Brooklyn  side  of  New  York  harbor,  having  that 
purpose  in  view.  On  the  next  day,  which  was 
Saturday,  May  18,  I  was  back  again  in  Boston, 
where  I  had  a  meeting  of  all  the  eastern  Massa- 
chusetts members  of  the  different  fuel  committees, 
principally  to  discuss  the  question  of  conserving 
coal  and  measures  to  reduce  consumption ;  and  that 
afternoon  I  went  again  to  a  meeting  of  our  com- 
mittee on  streets,  which  lasted  until  seven  o'clock. 
The  next  day,  May  19,  which  was  Sunday,  I  went 
to  New  York  again.  On  Monday  we  had  a  meeting 
in  New  York  of  all  the  New  England  fuel  adminis- 
trators and  spent  the  day  making  plans  and  dis- 
cussing figures,  deciding  how  many  tons  of  anthra- 
cite we  would  ask  for  New  England  from  the 
anthracite  committee  recently  appointed  by  the 
National  Fuel  Administration  to  determine  that 
question.  That  afternoon  I  went  to  Philadelphia, 
and  the  whole  of  the  next  day,  until  seven  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  was  spent  with  the  anthracite 
committee,  arguing  back  and  forth  how  much 
anthracite  coal  New  England  was  entitled  to  and 
at  what  rate  it  should  be  moved.  The  next  day 
Wednesday,  May  22,  I  remained  in  Philadelphia, 
still  at  work  upon  the  question,  and  also  had  a 
conference  with  the  Pennsylvania  Fuel  Administra- 
tor, who  has  been  working  with  us  on  this  program 
of  drawing  more  anthracite  into  the  New  England 
States  even  if  it  involves  cutting  some  off  from  the 
western  states.  On  Thursday,  May  23,  I  was  in 
Washington,  where  I  took  up  a  great  many  differ- 
ent subjects,  but  among  others  discussed  the  hard 
coal  question  with  Doctor  Garfield.  On  Friday, 
May  24,  I  was  in  Washington  also,  discussing  with 
the  fuel  administration  and  different  members  of 
the  Board  a  great  many  questions  vital  to  New 
England's  coal  supply,  and  we  discussed  partic- 
ularly at  that  meeting  the  question  of  the  supply 
.  of  gas  coal  for  our  gas  companies.  I  also  had  to 
confer  with  the  Shipping  Board  in  regard  to  ships. 
That  brings  me  to  Saturday,  May  25,  which  I 
also  spent  in  Washington.  I  had  a  long  confer- 
ence with  the  chairman  of  what  is  known  as  the 
Priority  Committee,  the  same  committee  which 
had  decided  that  none  of  the  New  England  textile 
mills  should  have  the  right  to  coal.  That  has  now 
been  corrected.  I  think  largely  due  to  our  efforts, 
all  the  mills  are  provisionally  on  the  list  and  are 
given  a  chance  to  justify  their  right  to  stay  there. 
A  conference  with  that  Priority  Committee  sounds 
technical,  but  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
New  England  should  be  recognized  as  entitled  to 
getting  on  the  preference  list.  That  brings  me 
to  Sunday,  May  26,  yesterday,  when  I  took  the 
night  train,  arriving  home  at  half-past  six  this 
morning.  That  shows  fourteen  days  of  work, 
and  it  is  simply  a  sample.  I  do  not  mention  it 
here  to  show  that  I  am  busy,  but  simply  because , 
perhaps  unknowingly,  I  was  criticised  because  of 
my  absence  from  this  body,  and  I  thought  perhaps 
I  ought  to  make  a  little  showdown.  I  may  also 
say  that  in  the  sixteen  months  past  I  have  taken  a 
vacation  of  forty-eight  hours  twice  or  three  times, 
not  more,  and  that  at  no  time  in  the  sixteen  months 
have  I  had  three  days'  vacation.

STREET   CONSTRUCTION,   ETC. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  31,  1918. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Under  the  legislative  act  which  per- 
mits an  increase  in  the  tax  limit  for  the  current 
year,  authority  is  given  to  appropriate  for  recon- 
structing and  repairing  streets  by  contract  a  sum 
equal  to  one  dollar  (SI)  on  each  one  thousand 
dollars  (81,000)  of  the  valuations  on  which  appro- 
priations of  the  City'  Council  are  based.  The 
sum  of  one  million  five  hundred  forty-one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  ninety-seven  and  sixty-one 
one-hundredths  dollars  (81,541,597.61)  is  thus  made 
available. 

To  aid  the  city  in  determining  how  much  of  this 
amount  it  is  wise  to  appropriate  and  on  what 
streets  it  should  be  spent,  I  appointed  a  committee 
to  investigate  conditions  and  report  its  findings 
and  recommendations  to  your  honorable  body  and 
myself.  This  committee  was  made  as  represen- 
tative as  possible  and  was  composed  of  one  repre- 
sentative each  from  the  City  Council,  the  Boston 
Central  Labor  Union,  the  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange, 
and  one  member  appointed  by  myself. 

The  committee  has  gone  into  the  matter  in  a 
most  thorough  and  complete  manner  and  has 
submitted  its  report,  which  I  herewith  transmit 
to  your  honorable  body. 

In  view  of  their  recommendations,  I  respectfully 
submit  and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order.

Report  of  Committee  on  Streets. 
To  the  Hon.  Andrew  J.  Peters, 

Mayor  of  Boston,  and  the  City  Council  of 
Boston: 
Dear  Sirs, — The  special  committee  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  "to  recommend  certain  improvements 
in  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston"  begs  to  sub- 
mit this  report  of  its  findings  and  recommendations. 
The  scope  of  the  committee's  work  is  outlined 
in  the  following  extracts  from  a  letter  to  the  chair- 
man of  May  8: 


"  Under  the  legislative  act  which  permits  an 
increase  in  the  tax  limit  for  the  current  year 
authority  is  given  to  appropriate  for  street  recon- 
struction and  repair  by  contract  a  sum  equal  to 
the  yield  of  one  dollar  on  each  one  thousand 
dollars  of  the  valuations  on  which  appropriations 
of  the  City  Council  are  based.  The  sum  of 
81,541,598  is  thus  made  available.  To  aid  the 
city  in  determining  how  much  of  this  amount  it  is 
wise  to  appropriate,  a  special  committee  has  been 
appointed,  of  which  you  are  chairman,  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  investigate  and  report  its  findings 
and  recommendations  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council. 

"The  special  task  of  the  committee  will  be  to 
provide  a  schedule  of  streets  that  should  be  at- 
tended to  this  year,  and  an  approximate  estimate 
of  the  cost." 

The  committee  realizes  the  importance  of  con- 
serving, man  power,  money  and  materials  during 
the  current  demands  for  war  purposes  and  concur 
in  the  opinion  the  Mayor  has  expressed  that  there 
should  be  no  appropriation  from  this  fund  except 
for  important  traffic  routes.  The  committee  has 
inspected  several  such  routes  and  finds  so  many  of 
them  in  such  urgent  need  of  repair  as  to  justify  the 
city  in  appropriating  the  full  amount  available  for 
their  improvement. 

The  Public  Works  Department  has  prepared  for 
the  committee  a  list  of  improvements  totaling 
nearly  85,000,000  in  cost  and  after  several  con- 
ferences with  that  department  and  inspection  of 
several  of  the  suggested  improvements,  the  com- 
mittee has  selected  the  following  schedule  which  it 
recommends  undertaking  at  once:

The  estimates  are  those  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works.  They  include  in  every  case  allow- 
ance for  granolithic  sidewalks,  but  the  committee 
feels  that  the  amount  of  permanent  sidewalk  built 
at  this  time  should  be  kept  as  small  as  possible 
and  that  wherever  it  is  at  all  possible,  temporary 
walks  should  be  built  or  the  old  ones  patched. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  total  of  the  schedule  is 
less  than  the  amount  available  by  §35,400.  We 
feel  that  this  is  likely  to  be  needed  to  cover  rising 
costs  of  labor  and  materials,  and  if  not,  it  may  be 
used  for  some  special  situation  that  may  develop 
during  the  season. 

Conditions  on  Atlantic  avenue,  Commercial 
street  and  Causeway  street  are  very  bad,  and  in 
connection  with  the  first  three  jobs  on  the  schedule, 
the  committee  suggests  that  inquiry  be  made  as  to 
whether  it  would  be  possible  to  eliminate  the  tracks 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  between  Rowe's 
Wharf  and  Commercial  street. 

There  are  street  railway  tracks  on  most  of  the 
streets  scheduled  above  for  improvement  and  we 
feel  that  no  work  should  be  clone  on  any  street 


unless  the  Elevated  Railway  can  at,  the  same  time 
take  care  of  the  strip  for  which  it  is  responsible.

Personally,  I  think 
we  would  not  have  been  warranted  in  war  times 
in  dealing  with  anything  else.  But  these^  main 
thoroughfares  are  such  important  arteries  in  the 
movement  of  war  materials,  raw  materials  and 
other  things  that  feed  our  railroads,  factories  and 
plants,  that  it  seemed  on  the  whole  justifiable  to 
go  ahead  with  the  program.

-TERMINATION   OF  GAS 
CONTRACTS. 


The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  10,  1918. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith  without  my 
approval  the  inclosed  order  terminating  the  two 
contracts  dated  March  19,  1914,  made  by  the  Bos- 
ton Consolidated  Gas  Company  for  the  supply  of 
gas  for  street  lighting  purposes  and  for  the  main- 
tenance of  street  lamps. 

My  objections  to  the  order  are  that  existing 
conditions  due  to  the  war  create  in  my  mind  a 
strong  conviction  that  in  all  probability  if  the 
existing  contracts  are  terminated  April  1,  1919, 
the  only  company  with  which  the  city  could 
contract  to  furnish  the  service  would  be  the  same 
company — the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany— and  that  the  cost  charged  for  the  same 
service  would  be  greatly  in  excess  of  the  present 
rate. 


I  a*n  in  receipt  of  a  report  from  the  Finance 
Commission,  dated  June  3,  1918,  on  this  matter, 
whieh  indicates  that  that  body  is  emphatically  of 
the  same  opinion. 

The  idea  seems  to  be  somewhat  prevalent  that 
cancellation  of  these  contracts  might  result  either 
in  reinstatement  of  former  lamplighters  to  positions 
now  held  by  the  present  force  or  in  a  r?ise  in  the 
wages  of  the  lamplighters.  I  cannot  see  that 
either  of  these  results  might  be  expected  from  such 
cancellation  and  I  do  not  believe,  however  desir- 
able they  might  be,  that  the  city  would  be  justified 
in  risking  a  greatly  increased  cost  of  service  on  a 
chance  which  is  so  uncertain.

The  city's  finances  will  not  permit — the 
budget  having  been  passed — of  granting  any 
increase  in  the  laborers'  wage  this  present  fiscal 
year,  and  the  object  of  the  order  is  to  put  the  order 
in  the  hands  of  the  Mayor  for  his  thought  and 
attention,  so  that  it  may  be  considered  in  the 
preparation  of  the  budget  for  next  year.  As  I 
understand  matters,  and  I  think  I  have  a  fairly 
accurate  idea  of  the  situation  in  private  contracting 
work  today,  laborers  are  getting  $4.00  and  $4.50 
a  day,  and  it  does  seem  unfair  that  city  laborers 
should  be  held  down  to  a  figure  that  does  not  per- 
mit of  their  getting  the  real  necessities  of  life 
today,  because  of  the  high  cost  of  all  necessities. 
It  was  rather  illuminating  to  me,  and  encouraged 
me  in  presenting  this  order,  to  read  in  the  public 
Press  recently  an  article  which  I  am  going  to  read 
now,  so  as  to  have  it  incorporated  in  our  records, 
as  follows: 

"Henry  B.  Endicott  of  the  Public  Safety  Com- 
mittee, acting  as  arbiter  of  the  differences  between 
the  International  Brotherhood  of  Teamsters, 
Chauffeurs  and  Wharfmen,  Boston  Local  68,  and 
the  coal  dealers  of  Boston  and  vicinity,  yesterday 
granted  wage  increases  to  the  men,  and  denied  most 
of  their  other  demands. 

'  'He  decided  that  the  wage  scale  should  be  gen- 
erally increased  $3  a  week,  with  the  exception  of 
gasolene  truck  chauffeurs,  who  are  to  receive  a  $2 
a  week  increase.  This  is  acceding  to  the  demands 
of  the  men,  in  the  case  of  one-horse  teamsters  who 
will  receive  $21;  two-horse  teamsters  who  will 
receive  $22,  and  three-horse  teamsters  who  will 
receive  $24.  Wharfmen  who  have  been  paid  $18, 
and  asked  $22,  will  receive  $21.  Electric  truck 
chauffeurs   who   have   been   paid   $20,    and   asked 


$25,  will  be  paid  $23,  and  gasolene  truck  chauffeurs 
who  were  paid  $22,  and  asked  $25,  will  be  paid  $24. 

"Mr.  Endicott  agreed  with  the  men  that  higher 
cost  of  living  makes  increased  pay  advisable.  The 
employers  had  offered  a  general  $2  a  week  increase 
but  Mr.  Endicott  found  that  this  offer  was  not 
direct  but  contingent  upon  acceptance  of  all  con- 
ditions required  by  the  employers." 

That  clearly  shows  the  feeling  of  Mr.  Endicott, 
a  man  of  vision,  who  is  aware  of  the  needs  and 
necessity  of  increasing  the  wage  scale,  and  shows 
his  action  along  that  line.  In  looking  over  the 
advertising  columns  of  one  of  the  evening  papers 
a  few  nights  ago,  I  saw  this  advertisement:

1,000  Wanted  at  Once. 
Strictly  Government  Work.  Construction  of 
factories  near  Charleston,  West  Virginia.  $4.12 
for  10  hours.  Double  pay  Sundays.  Free  sleep- 
ing accommodations.  Fare  and  one  week's  board 
advanced.  Shipments  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays. 

No  Fee.  No  Fee. 

Call  at  U.  S.  Employment  Service,  73  Canal 
St.,  if  not  actually  employed  on  Government  work. 

This  is  an  advertisement  of  United  States 
Employment  Service  on  Canal  street.  The  de- 
mand for  labor  for  Government  work  and  the 
prices  that  are  being  paid  is  going  to  leave  the  men 
in  the  labor  force  of  the  city  in  a  very  unsettled 
condition  and  a  very  unsatisfactory  position 
unless  some  action  like  this  is  taken  as  speedily  as 
possible.  I  do  not  see  how  it  can  be  done  until  the 
next  fiscal  year,  and  the  object  of  the  order  is  to 
bring  it  to  the  attention  of  the  Mayor  at  that  time. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  agree 
heartily  with  the  gentleman's  suggestion,  but,  as  I 
remember,  back  about  a  year  ago,  when  he  intro- 
duced an  order  to  increase  the  laborers'  salary  to 
$3  a  day,  or  requested  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  do 
so,  I  offered  a  substitute  order  calling  for  $3.50  a 
day,  and  at  that  time  I  believe  the  gentleman 
voted  against  the  substitute  proposition.  He 
talks  about  forecasting  events.  I  think  that  shows 
that  I  forecasted  the  necessity  for  such  an  increased 
wage  as  I  suggested  for  city  laborers  at  that  time, 
about  a  vear  ahead  of  him. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  conclu- 
sions of  the  gentleman  are  correct,  but  he  mis- 
understood my  motive  at  the  time.  In  this  town 
we  move  slowly,  when  we  move  at  ail,  and  had  we 
tried  to  get  $3.50  a  day  for  the  laborers  one  year 
ago,  the  probabilities  are  that  they  today  would 
be  working  for  $2.50  a  day,  that  they  would  not 
have  obtained  the  50  cents  they  did  obtain.  I 
opposed  the  substitute  motion  at  that  time  be- 
cause I  thought  we  could  make  progress  slowly, 
and  we  did  make  progress.  I  hope  now  we  will 
make  more  progress  next  year,  giving  the  men 
$3.50. 

Reference  to  the  Executive  Committee  was 
reconsidered,  and  the  order  was  passed. 


INVESTIGATION   OF   CONDITIONS  AT 
CHARLES   STREET  JAIL. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  appoint  a  com- 
mission of  three  or  five  men,  who  will  serve  with- 
out pay,  to  make  a  thorough  study  and  investiga- 
tion of  conditions  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail  and 
report  their  conclusions  and  make  their  recom- 
mendations to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  this  order  is 
drafted  because  of  some  notices  which  I  read  in 
the  daily  Press  recently  showing  that  the  Suffolk 
County  grand  jurors  have  made  an  investigation 
into  conditions  at  Charles  Street  Jail  and  ha.ve 
spread  the  report  as  to  their  conclusions  through 
the  Press.  To  my  mind  it  is  a  reflection  upon 
the  duties  of  this  City  Council,  who  have  a  Com- 
mittee on  Prisons,  who  visit  semiannually  the  jail 
and  who  annually  have  made  a  report  upon  con- 
ditions there  and  various  recommendations  for 
several  years,  few  of  which  have  really  been  acted 
upon  by  the  officials  in  charge  of  the  jail.  From 
the  publicity  given  to  that  report  it  would  seem 
that  the  members  of  this  body  have  not  been  very 
diligent  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  I  do  not 
agree  with  that  conclusion,  and  I  do  not  intend  to  let 
that  impression  prevail  in  the  public  mind  if  my 
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voice  can  prevent  it.  I  understand  the  camouflage 
of  the  whole  Press  notice.  Indeed,  every  member 
of  this  Council  is  wise  as  to  what  it  means.  It 
shows  again  that  there  is  more  than  one  way  of 
skinning  a  cat.  The  sheriff,  having  failed  in  his 
endeavor  to  obtain  that  house  a  few  months  ago, 
is  now  beating  around  the  bush  to  try  through 
popular  opinion  to  accomplish  the  purpose  in 
which  he  failed  ot  that  time,  using  the  subterfuge 
that  hospital  facilities  and  a  place  for  religious 
exercises  is  what  is  really  required.  You  and  I, 
Mr.  President,  know  the  real  object  back  of  it  all. 
I  do  not  want  to  give  the  impression  here  that  I 
think  the  Charles  Street  Jsil  is  in  a  good  and 
efficient  condition,  for  I  do  Dot  think  so.  I  have 
long  believed,  however,  that  instead  of  spending 
a  great  deal  of  money  to  improve  conditions, 
sanitary  and  otherwise,  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail, 
it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  this  city  economically 
in  dollars  and  certainly  more  humane  to  establish 
somewhere  in  some  other  section  of  the  city  a  new, 
modern,  scientifically  arranged  jail.  It  will  come 
some  time.  The  probability  is  that  it  will  come 
after  spending  a  great  deal  of  money,  which  will  be 
wilfully  wasted  upon  the  present  old,  dilapidated 
and  unfit  structure.  I  do  believe  that  something 
should  be  done  about  the  jail.  I  don't  think  we 
ought  to  take  the  verdict,  opinion  or  snap  judg- 
ment of  the  grand  jurors  of  Suffolk  County,  who 
have  been  influenced  more  or  less  by  what  has  been 
said  to  them.  I  talked  with  one  of  the  men  who 
made  that  report  to  the  District  Attorney,  the 
report  which  found  its  way  to  the  Press,  and  after 
a  thirty-minutes'  talk  with  him  I  found  that  he 
knew  very,  very  little  about  conditions,  and  that 
he  does  not  understand  them  even  now.  He  is 
only  being  used  as  a  catspaw  to  pull  somebody's 
chestnuts  out  of  the  fire.  The  object  of  the  order 
is  to  ask  the  Mayor  to  appoint  a  commission.  I 
have  not  designated  how  many  there  shall  be  on 
the  commission.  He  can  appoint  three  or  five 
members  if  he  desires,  or  less  if  he  prefers.  I  have 
not  designated  the  type  or  caliber  of  the  men  for 
I  have  confidence  in  the.  Mayor's  good  judgment, 
believing  that  he  will  select  men  of  a  type  efficient 
and  qualified  to  pass  judgment  upon  the  matter 
and  to  make  a  report  containing  valuable  recom- 
mendations. I  simply  ask  that  he  appoint  such  a 
commission  so  that  we  may  have  a  thorough, 
systematic  and  scientific  investigation  of  condi- 
tions, hearing  from  somebody  who  is  absolutely 
disinterested  as  to  what  is  the  best  thing  the  city 
can  do  to  improve  conditions  at  the  jail. 

President  COLLINS— The  order  will  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Prisons. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  have  heard 
the  gentleman  opposite  use  the  expression  time 
and  time  again  about  "passing  the  buck,"  accusing 
others  of  "passing  the  buck."  He  now  wants  to 
do  exactly  what  he  has  been  accusing  others  of 
doing,  to  "pass  the  buck."  We  have  a  Committee 
on  Prisons,  created  by  statute,  to  inquire  into 
conditions  at  the  jail  and  the  conduct  of  the 
institution,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  that  committee, 
comprising  five  of  the  nine  members  of  this  body, 
to  give  attention  to  just  such  matters,  under  the 
law.  Now,  why  should  we  pass  the  buck?  He 
speaks  of  having  a  committee  of  disinterested 
individuals.  I  would  like  to  ask  him,  is  not  the 
Committee  on  Prisons,  composed  of  members  of 
this  body,  disinterested  in  the  matter  of  conditions 
at  the  jail?  If  we  are  not  disinterested,  if  we  do 
not  go  down  there  with  an  open  mind,  we  are  not 
true  to  our  oath  here,  to  which  we  subscribed  when 
we  became  members  of  the  body.  I  think  I  am  as 
well  acquainted  with  conditions  at  the  jail  and  the 
needs  there  as  any  member  of  this  body.  In  fact, 
I  was  obliged  to  become  the  "goat"  a  few  years 
ago  in  order  to  bring  before  the  public  the  conditions 
that  existed  there.  The  jail  is  not  a  fit  place  for  a 
human  being  to  be  confined  under  present  con- 
ditions. It  is  true  that  we  cannot  change  the 
entire  sanitary  conditions  down  there,  because  of 
the  old  condition  of  the  building,  but  we  can  and 
should  provide  there  means  to  permit  the  unfortu- 
nates to  attend  to  their  religious  duties.  We  can 
provide  means  whereby  they  can  be  fed  as  human 
beings,  in  the  recreation  hall  or  some  other  place 
that  may  be  fitted  up  for  that  purpose,  rather  than 
compel  them  to  do  what  the  grand  jurors  of 
Suffolk  County  say  they  are  obliged  to  do,  and 
which  the  committee  of  this  body  that  investigated 
I  Ih>  matter  found  was  the  case, — eat  their  food  in  a 
place  within  a  foot  or  two  perhaps  of  the  sanitary 
utensils  in  the  colls.  That  is  a  condition  that 
should  not  exist  in  any  civilized  community,  and 
there  is  no  need  of  appointing  a  commission  to 


establish  that  fact.     It  has  already  been  pointed 
out.     Why,   the   gentleman   opposite   knows^  con- 
ditions there  as  well  as  any  man  on  any  commission 
could   know  them.     He   knows   that   there  is   no 
opportunity  for  collective  religious  observance  for 
the  prisoners.     There  is  no  opportunity  for  them 
to  be  fed  in  a  human  way;  there  is  no  opportunity 
for  recreation  such  as  the  leading  minds  in  penology 
recommend    for    unfortunates    in    jails    today.     I 
don't  want  to  disagree  with  the  gentleman  all  the 
time,  but  I  believe  he  is  fundamentally  wrong  in 
introducing    this    order.     He    speaks    about    the 
Grand  Jury  pulling  somebody  else's  chestnuts  out 
of  the  fire.     It  may  be  that  the  grand  jurors  are 
doing  that.     It  may  be  that  they  are  controlled, 
that  they  are  not  honest.     They  may  be  crooks 
perhaps.     I  won't  say  that  they  are  not,  but  if 
they  are  they  should  not  be  allowed  to  perform 
duties  as  grand  jurors.     Certainly  it  is  not  a  part 
of  their  duty  to  snatch  somebody's  else  chestnuts 
out  of  the  fire.     The  gentleman  shows  a  grievance 
against  the  present  sheriff.     I   hold  no   brief  for 
the  sheriff.     He  and  I  are  not  on  intimate  terms. 
In  fact,  there  is  a  considerable  breach  between  us 
and  has  been  for  years.     But  I  don't  think  I  ought 
to  show  it  by  inflicting  punishment  on  the  unfortu- 
nates who  are  compelled  to  be  under  his  control 
and  charge.     Because  I  don't  like  him  I  would  not 
allow  my  feelings  to  run  away  with   me  to  the 
extent  where  it  led  to  bau  treatment  of  the  inmates 
of  the  jail.     I  would   not  allow  that  to  [interfere 
with  my  feelings  of  humanity  to  the  unfortunates. 
If  he  has  some  axe  to  grind  with  the  sheriff,  let 
him  go  to  it.     If  he  is  a  candidate  later,  let  him  go 
on  the  stump.     But  why  take  it  out  of  the  hides  of 
the  poor  unfortunates?     I  don't  think  that  is  your 
intention,    but    certainly    any    movement    against 
bringing  about  betterment  of  conditions  there  is 
against    humanity.     Such    a    commission    as    the 
gentleman  suggests  would  simply  bring  in  the  same 
report  that  we  brought.     Conditions  are  horrible 
there,   and  they  should  be  improved.     Even  the 
member   opposite,   when  he   forgets  that   he   and 
the  sheriff  are  on  the  outs,  would  vote  to  improve 
them.     I  will  ask  him  irankly  if  he  does  not  think 
the  duty  of  this  body  is,  through  its  Committee  on 
Prisons,  to  do  exactly  what  he  asks  to  have  this 
special   commission   do,   and,   furthermore,   if  the 
Committee   on   Prisons  have  not   yearly,   since   I 
agitated  the  matter  there,  recommended  that  the 
very  things  that  the  Grand  Jury  said  should  be 
done,    be    done?     Certainly    those    things   should 
have  been  done  before  this. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
either  did  not  understand  what  I  said  in  my  former 
remarks  or  he  deliberately  sees  fit  to  misunder- 
stand. I  said  then  that  this  report  in  the  Press 
was  a  reflection  upoD  the  Committee  on  Prisons 
of  the  City  Council,  who  had  made  semiannual 
visits  to  the  jail,  who  had  made  annual  reports  to 
the  City  Council  and  to  the  citizens  of  Boston,  and 
that  the  officials  in  charge  of  the  jail  had  paid  very 
little  attention  to  those  reports  or  recommenda- 
tions. The  Committee  on  Prisons  of  the  Council 
do  make  their  visits  and  do  make  their  reports. 
They  do  attend  to  their  duties  faithfully,  but 
evidently  they  are  lacking  in  power  to  control  the 
jail  officials,  and  nothing  has  come  of  the  reports 
that  have  been  made.  My  idea  in  having  a  com- 
mission of  disinterested  citizens  appointed  is  to 
focus  public  attention  upon  conditions  there,  and  I 
certainly  trust  that  such  a  commission,  if  appointed, 
will  recommend  that  we  establish  somewhere  in 
the  city  a  new,  modern,  up-to-date,  scientifically 
arranged  jail.  If,  on  the  contrary,  they  recom- 
mend that  we  spend  a  substantial  amount  of  money 
for  remodeling  that  jail,  I  will  subordinate  my 
individual  views  in  the  matter  and  my  antagonism 
to  the  sheriff.  I  haven't  any  confidence  in  the 
present  sheriff,  and  neither  would  any  other  man 
here  who  knows  him  as  I  do;  but  that  will  have  no 
bearing  on  the  case  whatsoever,  as  far  as  I  am 
concerned.  My  views  of  what  is  best  humanely 
for  the  men  will  govern  me  entirely,  and  I  will 
subordinate  any  personal  feelings  that  1  may  have 
against  the  present  sheriff  in  tli.it  respect.  The 
gentleman  need  have  no  fear  that  the  inmates  are 
going  to  play  second  fiddle  in  my  estimation  or  in 
my  mind.  That  will  not  be  the  case.  The  commis- 
sion that  will  be  appointed,  I  presume, — depend- 
ing upon  the  intelligence  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor, — ■ 
will  be  men  who  will  be  qualified,  will  be  men  who 
will  make  a  report  to  the  public  and  will  command 
the  attention  of  the  public,  that  will  command  the 
at  lent  ion  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  and 
I  hope  wo  will  get  some  results  that  the  Commit  tee 
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on  Prisons  of  the  City  Council  has  been .unable  to

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importance.  It  is  costing  the  citizens  of  Boston 
considerable  money,  Mr.  President,  to  have  our 
fire-fighting  force  in  inefficient  shape,  or  in  shape 
that  is  deemed  inefficient  at  least  by  the  Boston 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  who  have  the  subject 
absolutely  under  their  individual  control.  Whether 
you  or  I  say  that  we  have  a  fire-fighting  force  that 
is  efficient  in  every  way  makes  little,  in  fact,  no, 
difference;  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  are 
the  court  of  last  resort,  and  they  have  increased  the 
insurance  rates  in  this  city  within  the  past  few 
months  to  every  little  householder  and  large  house- 
holder. For  all  people  who  are  carrying  fire  pro- 
tection insurance  the  rate  has  increased  from  40  to 
45  per  cent,  and  the  fire  underwriters  say  it  is 
because  of  the  extra  hazardous  risks  we  have  here 
in  Boston,  the  great  loss  from  fires  in  comparison 
with  other  large  centers  of  the  country,  and  because 
of  our  having  established  the  one-doy-off-in-three, 
which  created  a  greater  degree  of  inefficiency  in  our 
fire-fighting  force.  The  consequence  is  that  the 
citizens  of  this  town  are  paying  the  price.  Whether 
they  should  or  not  is  another  question.  But  in  that 
matter  we  have  the  opinion  of  disinterested  and 
public-spirited  citizens,  members  of  a  committee  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  who  made  a  complete 
investigation.  They  approached  the  matter  with  an 
attitude  hostile  to  the  conclusions  of  the  Boston 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  believing  that  the 
advances  in  rates  were  not  right  or  just;  but  after 
a  complete  investigation  that  committee  reported 
back  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  the  Fire 
Underwriters  were  justified  in  that  course  and  in 
their  conclusions,  that  there  was  nothing  to  do  in  a 
sane  business  way  but  to  do  what  they  did  do. 
The  consequence  has  been  that  the  citizens  of 
Boston  are  paying  the  price.  Realizing  as  I  do, 
Mr.  President,  that  conditions  will  be  worse,  and 
believing  frofn  reading  this  article  in  the  Press  that 
perhaps  the  New  York  authorities  have  put  their 
finger  upon  a  remedy,  I  concluded  that  it  would  be 
good  judgment  for  this  city  to  at  least  investigate 
and  find  out  whether  or  not  this  method  of  having 
a  volunteer  fire-fighting  force  here  for  a  period  of 
time,  or  during  the  duration  of  the  war,  is  in  every 
way  practical.  That  is  not  for  me  to  say,  and  it  is 
not  for  any  other  man  here  to  say,  I  think,  off- 
hand, giving  snap  judgments,  whether  a  commis- 
sion of  this  sort  is  practical  or  not.  I  ask  for  the 
appointment  of  the  commission  in  all  good  faith 
and  sincerity,  that  they  may  investigate  and  report 
back  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  whether 
this  plan  is  feasible,  whether  it  is  practical,  whether 
in  the  judgment  of  disinterested  citizens  it  is 
advisable.  We  will  then  listen — I  certainly  will — 
patiently  to  the  recommendations  of  ..the  commission 
and  will  vote  to  act  under  their  recommendations 
a,t  the  proper  time,  having  the  facts  before  us. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  want  as  a 
matter  of  record  to  have  it  spread  on  the  minutes 
that  this  order  calls  for  the  expenditure  of  $500. 
We  are  confronted  with  a  statement  from  the  Com- 
missioner on  Soldiers'  Relief  that  he  needs  $560,000 
odd  more  to  take  care  of  soldiers'  dependents.  We 
have  less  than  half  a  million  dollars  in  the  Reserve 
Fund.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  are  urged  by 
the  National  Government  to  economize,  does  the 
gentleman  think  $500  should  be  spent  at  this 
time  in  this  way? 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  hesitated 
very  much  to  ask  for  any  appropriation,  knowing 
that  the  eternal  watchdog  of  the  treasury  is  con- 
stantly on  the  job.  It  is  truly  refreshing  to  hear 
a  man  who  has  always  been  most  anxious  to 
spend  the  public  money  now  trying  to  save  the 
public  money  to  the  extent  of  $500. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  reference  to  the 
Executive  Committee  was  lost.

DECISION   OF   GAS  BOARD   IN   CITY 
CONTRACT. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  ATTHIDGE,  it  was  voted 
that  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric 


Light  Commissioners,  acting  as  arbitrators  between 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Edison  Electric  Illu- 
minating .Company  in  the  matter  of  the  Boston 
street  lighting  contract,  be  ordered  printed  in  the 
records  of  the  meeting  and  also  printed  as  a  city 
document. 

The  decision  was  as  follows: 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
In  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners, 

February  26,  1918. 
Boston-Edison    Street  Lighting    Arbitration. 

This  is  an  arbitration  under  the  terms  of  a  written 
agreement  dated  November  16,  1914,  between  the 
City  of  Boston  and  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company  of  Boston  for  lighting  the  streets  of  Bos- 
ton tor  p  period  of  ten  years  from  December  7,  1914. 
A  copy  of  the  agreement  is  hereto  annexed,  and 
the  provision  governing  this  arbitration  may  be 
found  in  paragraph  3  of  the  '  'Street  Lighting  Terms 
and  Conditions"  therein  referred  to  and  printed 
therewith. 

The  parties  to  the  agreement ,  upon  its  approval 
by  the  mayor  and  city  council,  jointly  requested  the 
Board,  in  writing,  "to  investigate  and  decide 
whether  the  prices  named  in  Schedule  E  herein  are, 
as  a  whole,  fair,  taking  into  account  the  length  of 
the  term,  the  discount,  and  all  other  matters  per- 
tinent to  such  question."  Under  the  terms  of  the 
agreement  the  Board  has  no  authority  to  interfere 
with  the  rates  set  forth  in  the  contract  unless  it 
determines  '  'that  a  fair  price  for  the  entire  service 
supplied  to  the  municipality  is  less  than  the  total 
amounts  to  be  paid  according  to  Schedule  E."  In 
that  event  it  may  reduce  "one  or  more  of  the  rates 
charged  according  to  Schedule  E,"  and  "such 
reduced  rates  shall  be  substituted  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  agreement  for  the  corresponding  rates  in 
Schedule  E."  Therefore  the  primary  question  to 
be  decided  is  whether  "a  fair  price  for  the  entire 
service"  is  "less  than  the  total  amounts  to  be  paid 
according  to  Schedule  E."  In  the  course  of  the 
Board's  investigation  the  parties  have  been  publicly 
and  exhaustively  heard. 

This  company  has  for  many  years  furnished 
electric  street  lighting  to  the  City  of  Boston.  It 
now  supplies  electricity  both  for  municipal  and 
commercial  useinallof  Boston,  except  Char lestown, 
and  also  in  thirty-seven  of  the  surrounding  cities 
and  towns.  Its  central  station  is  located  in  South 
Boston,  and  the  electricity  there  produced  is  dis- 
tributed in  part  direct  to  its  customers  and  in  part 
through  a  large  number  of  substations  scattered 
throughout  its  territory  and  connected  with  the 
central  station  by  transmission  lines.  Direct 
current  is  supplied  for  commercial  use  in  the  city 
proper,  and  the  constancy  of  the  service  is  assured 
by  tie  lines  between  the  substations  within  this 
area  and  storage  batteries  therein  located.  Outside 
of  the  city  proper  alternating  current  is  supplied 
for  commercial  use,  and  to  a  considerable  extent 
outside  of  Boston  for  street  lighting. 

The  lamps,  fixtures,  poles,  wires  and^  other 
appliances  and  apparatus  used  in  supplying  to 
Boston  the  electric  street  lighting  service  covered 
by  the  agreement  are  furnished  by  the  company 
at  its  own  expense,  save  certain  posts  owned  by 
the  city  formerly  used  for  gas  lights,  and  now  used 
for  incandescent  fixtures  and  lamps  installed  thereon 
by  the  company.  At  the  time  when  the  agree- 
ment was  made  this  service  consisted  of  the  lamps 
enumerated  below,  operated  on  an  all  night, 
every  night  schedule,  or  a  total  of  3,828  hours 
yearly: 

4,515  series  Magnetite  500  watt  D.  C.  arc  lamps. 
28  multiple   Magnetite   500   watt   D.   C.   arc

The   agreement   provides   for   extension   of   the 
service,    relocation   oJ   lamps  and  substitution   of 

lamps  of  other  types,  but  upon  such  terms  as  arc 
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manifestly  designed  not  to  increase  thereby  the 
relative  cost  to  the  company  of  supplying  the 
service  and  to  compensate  the  city  for  any  reduc- 
tion thereby  in  such  cost.  Moreover,  it  is  also 
provided  that  the  number  of  lamps  of  any  type 
required  by  the  city  shall  not  at  any  time  during 
the  life  of  the  agreement,  save  as  streets  may  be 
discontinued,  be  less  than  95  per  cent  of  the  maxi- 
mum number  of  such  lamps  in  service  at  any  time 
prior  to  the  agreement. 

The  aggregate  annual  cost  to  the  city  of  the 
lamps  enumerated  and  operated  as  above  set  forth 
at  the  price  and  with  the  discount  expressed  in  the 
agreement  is  the  sum  of  $479,718.70.  Concretely, 
the  question  tried  by  the  parties  was  whether  or 
not  this  amount  is  a  fair  price  for  the  entire  service 
supplied  by  the  lamps  scheduled  above.  To  test 
this  question  the  company  undertook  to  trace  the 
electricity  required  to  operate  the  lamps  enumerated 
at  their  several  locations  upon  the  streets  of  the 
city  from  its  origin  in  the  generators  at  South 
Boston  to  its  delivery  at  the  lamps;  to  inventory 
at  their  cost  to  the  company  all  lamps,  fixtures, 
poles,  wires,  appliances,  apparatus  and  other  plant 
and  property  exclusively  or  partly  devoted  to,  or 
involved  directly  or  indirectly  in,  the  performance 
of  this  service;  to  allocate  to  it  the  property  ex- 
clusively devoted  to  Boston  street  lights  and  certain 
proportions  of  the  remaining  property  inventoried, 
based  on  the  relative  use  made  of  such  property 
for  street  lighting;  to  canvass  the  company's 
operating  expenses  for  the  year  ending  November 
30,  1914,  with  a  view  to  segregating  items  exclu- 
sively concerned  in  street  lighting,  and  apportion- 
ing all  others  related  directly  r.r  indirectly  thereto; 
and  to  justify  the  charge  for  the  service  on  the 
basis  of  such  exclusive  or  apportioned  expenses  of 
operation,  a  return  on  the  investment  for  street 
lighting  determined  as  above  and  a  proper  allow- 
ance for  its  depreciation.  The  city  conceded  the 
soundness  of  basing  the  price  for  the  service  upon 
its  cost,  but  re-examined,  item  by  item,  all  of  the 
expenses  and  property  exhibited  by  the  company, 
and  challenged  many  of  them,  either  as  to  their 
inclusion  at  all,  or  the  reasonableness  of  the  com- 
pany's expenses  and  property  costs,  or  the  theories 
of  the  apportionments  of  expenses  or  property 
common  to  street  lighting  and  the  commercial 
use  of  electricity. 

The  comparative  results  which  the  company 
and  city  reached  by  this  method  may  be  sum- 
marized as  follows:

It  will  be  noted  that  the  company  has  computed 
a  cost  greatly  in  excess  of  the  aggregate  prices  for 
the  service  expressed  in  the  contract,  and  it  is 
proper  to  say  that  the  company  claimed  that  the 
prices  were  made  before  any  close  analysis  of  costs 
was  undertaken  in  its  behalf.  In  fact,  the  prices 
expressed  in  the  agreement  are  the  same  as  those 
theretofore  prevailing,  save  with  respect  to  the 
Magnetite  arc  lamps  and  to  the  discount.  ^  Mag- 
netite lamps  were  formerly  rated  at  $42  "fixed 
costs"  and  1.75  cents  "running  costs"  a  lamp,  as 
against  $36  and  1.6  cents,  respectively,  in  the 
present  agreement.  The  discount,  by  reason  of 
the  ten-year  term  of  the  agreement,  also  became 
10  as  against  5  per  cent  under  the  prior  contract 
of  1909.  These  two  changes  resulted  in  a  decrease 
of  over  $75,000  in  the  yearly  cost  of  the  entire 
service  supplied  by  the  lamps  installed  at  the  time 
when  the  new  agreement  was  made. 

Certain  other  features  ot  these  comparative 
results  should  also  be  noted  in  order  that  the 
differences  between  the  parties  may  be  better 
understood.  In  computing  the  return  and  the 
allowances  for  taxes  and  depreciation  the  company 
applied  the  ratio  of  its  estimated  investment  for 
Boston  street  lights  to  the  total  investment  to  the 
amounts,  respectively,  of  dividends  and  interest 


and  taxes  and  charges  to  replacement  of  the 
typical  year,  adding  to  the  last  item  the  balance 
of  its  replacement  reserve.  The  city,  on  the  other 
hand,  computed  the  return  at  5  per  cent  of  its 
estimate  of  the  depreciated  value  of  the  property 
conceded  to  be  devoted  to  Boston  street  lights; 
apportioned  taxes  on  the  ratio  of  the  Boston  street 
light  demand  to  the  company's  peak  demand;  and 
determined  the  allowance  for  depreciation  by 
estimating  the  probable  life  of  the  several  items  of 
property  devoted  to  Boston  street  lights  and  their 
expired  life,  and  by  applying  to  the  depreciated 
value  of  the  property  the  ratio  of  1.84  per  cent, 
which  is  the  difference  between  the  city's  average 
annual  rate  of  depreciation  and  the  company's 
average  annual  charges  to  replacement. 

But  had  both  parties  figured  these  elements  of 
cost  on  the  same  basis  there  would  still  be  a  wide 
difference  between  them,  due  to  the  difference  be- 
tween $3,275,832*  and  $2,355,717,*  their  respec- 
tive estimates  of  the  actual  or  fair  cost  of  the 
investment  for  the  Boston  street  lights.  This 
difference  of  $920,115  is  accounted  for  by  the 
exclusion  by  the  city  of 'certain  items  as  improper 
charges  to  Boston  street  lights,  by  applying  lower 
unit  costs  to  the  estimates  of  investment,  and  by 
employing  more  favorable  theories  and  ratios  in 
apportioning  property  used  in  common  with  the 
rest  of  the  company's  business.  It  is  of  some  signifi- 
cance, however,  that  the  property  exclusively  de- 
voted to  the  Boston  street  lights  constituted  sub- 
stantially 60  per  cent  of  each  party's  estimate,  and 
comprised  the  lamps  and  their  supporting  posts 
(other  than  line  poles),  the  cables  and  wires  in  the 
lamp  circuits,  the  lateral  conduits  serving  the  lamps 
alone,  and  the  Brush  arc  machines  and  rectifiers 
delivering  current  to  the  lamp  circuits.  It  is  also 
of  significance  that  the  greatest  differences  in  the 
estimated  costs  of  ,the  property  involved  arose  with 
respect  to  the  distributing  system,  and  particularly 
to  the  underground  installation. 

Similar  questions  arose  over  the  operating  ex- 
penses. The  energy  required  for  the  efficient 
operation  of  the  lamps  involved  many  technical 
niceties  in  calculating  the  losses  in  the  intervening 
apparatus  and  lines,  and  in  the.  computation  of 
unit  costs.  The  attempt  to  apportion  to  Boston 
street  lights  the  expenses  of  the  typical  year  of 
operating  and  maintaining  lines,  fixtures  and  lamps 
led  to  many  serious  differences,  due  in  part  to  the 
difficulty  of  agreeing  upon  and  segregating  or 
apportioning  in  the  company's  costs  the  items 
applicable  to  Boston  street  lights,  and  in  part  to 
a  challenge  of  certain  of  the  company's  expenses. 
It  is  again  of  some  significance  that  the  costs  in- 
curred solely  for  Boston  street  lights  constituted 
substantially  40  per  cent  of  each  party's  estimate 
of  the  operating  expenses. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  ot  the  Board  to  set  forth  in 
detail  the  almost  innumerable  issues  raised  in  a 
record  of  over  10,000  pages  and  over  360  tables  and 
exhibits.  Certain  property,  as  already  noted,  is 
used  exclusively  in  the  performance  of  the  com- 
pany's contract  with  the  city,  and  cannot  be  used 
for  any  other  purpose.  Certain  expenses  are 
incurred  solely  tor  this  service,  such  as  trimming, 
patrolling,  renewing  and  repairing  the  lamps  and 
fixtures,  and  would  not  be  incurred  were  the  com- 
pany to  cease  to  perform  it.  A  fair  price  for  the 
entire  service  supplied  the  municipality  must  in 
any  event  take  into  account  such  exclusive  costs 
both  of  investment  and  operation. 

But,  when  it  comes  to  the  investment  and  ex- 
penses common  to  the  company's  entire  system 
and  business,  any  assignment  to  the  city  of  a 
definite  share  in  each  item  depends  primarily  on  the 
assumed  necessity  of  making  such  assignment. 
The  mind  then  addresses  itself  to  this  specific  task 
item  by  item,  and  involves  the  adoption  of  theories 
which,  however  plausible,  have  had  little  influence 
in  the  development  of  the  company's  property. 
The  careful  examination  of  every  detail  of  the 
company's  affairs  during  these  long  hearings  made 
it  clear  that,  had  the.  company  never  lighted  the 
streets  of  Boston,  there  is  little,  if  any,  of  its  plant 
other  than  that  devoted  exclusively  to  the  service 
with  which  it  could  or  would  have  dispensed. 
Even  while  the  case  was  pending  the  growth  of  the 
commercial  business  changed  substantially  the 
ratio  of  the  city's  demand  to  the  company's  peak, 
— a  ratio  used  repeatedly  in  determining  and  stating 
with  "illusive  exactness"  items  of  investment  and 
expense 'attributable  to  the   city.     Neither  party 


*  No   deduction  nas   been    made    for    accrued 
depreciation. 
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sought  to  measure  the  "fair  price  of  the  erjtire 
service"  by  its  cost  if  independently  performed, 
and  both  parties  recognized  the  community  of 
interest  alluded  to  in  dealing  with  the  generating 
and  transmission  expenses.  A  recognition  of  a 
similar  community  of  interest  in  dealing  with  all 
investment  and  operating  costs,  which  are  so 
indistinguishably  associated  with  the  entire  busi- 
ness, will  permit  the  city  to  enjoy  the  advantage 
of  this  association,  but  without  discrimination  either 
in  its  favor  or  in  favor  oi  any  other  customer  or 
class  of  customers.  In  other  words,  the  price 
should,  in  addition  to  the  exclusive  costs  already 
mentioned,  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  fair  cost 
(including  reasonable  investment  and  overhead 
charges)  of  the  electricity  used  in  the  performance 
of  such  service. 

In  view  oi  the  terms  of  the  arbitration,  and  for 
reasons  already  stated,  it  seems  to  the  Board 
unnecessary  and  inexpedient  to  consider  and  de- 
cide, one  by  one,  the  many  issues  tried  by  the  par- 
ties. Were  it  to  do  so  it  would  at  best  have 
reached  merely  a'  theoretical  estimate  of  an 
assumed  investment  for  Boston  street  lights  on 
the  day  when  the  contract  became  effective,  and 
a  finding  as  to  the  actual  and  reasonable  costs  of 
and  their  allocation  to  the  service  f  or  the  preceding 
year;  whereas_  the  terms  of  the  arbitration  call  lor 
a  determination  of  a  "fair  price  fcr  the  entire 
service,"  to  be  performed  under  the  contract  and 
during  its  life.  Neither  has  the  Board  deemed  it 
appropriate  to  discuss  in  this  finding  the  numerous 
questions  of  general  policy  raised  at  the  hearings. 
Certain  of  them  directly  affected  costs  and  ex- 
penses. Others  did  not  find  expression  in  figures, 
but  rather  m  the  assertion  of  equities  favorable 
to  the  city.  All  of  the  facts,,  arguments  and 
equities  so  painstakingly  and  exhaustively  pre- 
sented by  the  parties  have  been  fully  examined 
and  considered  in  an  endeavor  to  give  them  their 
due  weight. 

The  evidence  disclosed  hidden  among  the  legal 
expenses  of  the  company  large  payments  made  for 
the  maintenance  of  lobbies  at  the  State  House  and 
City  Hall.  Aside  from  the  exclusion  of  such 
items,  in  finding  a  fair  and  reasonable  cost  of  the 
service  the  Board,  in  view  of  its  public  character 
and  of  the  paramount  duty  of  seeing  that  the  com- 
panies under  its  supervision  in  the  conduct  of 
their  business  and  the  uses  and  devotion  of  their 
resources  practice  and  maintain  high  civic  stand- 
ards, feels  bound  to  condemn  such  expenditures 
as  wholly  unwarranted  and  inconsistent  with  such 
standards. 

Upon  the  whole  record,  "taking  into  account 
the  length  of  the  term,  the  discount  and  all  other 
matters  pertinent  to  such  question,"  the  Board 
determines  that  "a  fair  price  for  the  entire  service 
supplied  to  the  municipality  is  less  than  the  total 
amounts  to  be  paid  according  to  Schedule  E"  of 
the  contract,  and  is  the  sum  of  $437,000,  and  it 
therefore  reduces  the  so-called  "running  costs  per 
lamp  hour"  in  the  following  rates,  charged  ac- 
cording to  Schedule  E,  and  with  respect  to  the 
following  described  lamps,  and  with  the  resulting 
prices  for  3,828  hours  a  year  after  deducting  a 
discount  of  10  per  cent.,  viz.:

TRANSPORTATION   DEPARTMENT,

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  22,  1918. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  term  of  office  of  the  Boston 
Transit  Commission  expires  on  June  30,  1918,  and 
it  becomes  necessary  to  create  a  new  city  depart- 
ment to  carry  on  the  work  of  this  commission  to 
completion. 

By  chapter  185  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1918,  the 
Legislature  provided  that  all  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  Boston  Transit  Commission  should  pass  to 
the  City  of  Boston  on  July  1,  1918,  to  be  exercised 
by  the  Mayor,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
and  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  person  or 
persons,  not  exceeding  three,  as  the  Mayor  might 
appoint,  their  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council. 

I  find  upon  inquiry  that  the  construction  work 
of  the  Dorchester  tunnel  will  be  completed  about 
July  1,  and  that  the  construction  of  the  prepay- 
ment station  at  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Boylston 
street  will  not  be  finished  until  about  January  1 , 
1919.  These  are  the  only  pieces  of  work  now  under 
construction  by  the  Boston  Transit  Commission. 
There  are,  however,  outstanding  a  considerable 
number  of  claims  by  contractors  and  property 
owners  for  damages  arising  out  of  the  construction 
of  the  tunnels  and  subways. 
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In  view  of  the  entire  situation,  I  feel  that  the 
work  of  this  commission  can  best  be  completed  by 
a  body  of  three,  the  chairman  only  to  receive  com- 
pensation for  his  services,  and  I  accordingly  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  accompanying  ordinance. 

The  organization  of  this  Board  is  urgent  in  order 
that  the  work  of  the  Boston  Transit  Commission 
may  proceed  without  interruption  and  in  an  orderly 
manner.  I  therefore  respectfully  request  that  you 
act  on  this  matter  as  soon  as  possible.  It  will  not 
be  necessary  to  make  an  appropriation  for  this 
commission  as  the  entire  expense  thereof  will  be 
charged  to  and  paid  out  of  the  rapid  transit  loans.

An    Ordinance     Establishing     the    Transportation 

Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  transportation  department  shall 
be  under  the  charge  of  a  board  of  three  commis- 
sioners, appointed  by  the  mayor,  for  the  term  of 
one  year  each.  The  chairman  shall  be  designated 
by  the  mayor,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  five 
thousand  dollars  a  year.  '  The  other  members  shall 
serve  without  pay.  The  board  shall  appoint  a 
secretary,  engineers,  subordinates  and  employees, 
define  their  powers  and  duties,  and  fix  the  amount 
of  their  compensation. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  formerly  exercised  and  per- 
formed by  the  Boston  transit  commission.

REPORT  ON   SUFFOLK  COUNTY  JAIL. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  22,  1918. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I     transmit     herewith     for     your 
consideration   the  report  made  by  the  grand  jurors 
following  their  visit  to  the  Suffolk  County  Jail. 
Respectfully  yours, 

Andrew  J.  Peters,  Mayor. 

The  grand  jurors  for  the  County  of  Suffolk,  fol- 
owing  a  custom  of  many  years'  standing.visited  the 
County  Jail  on  Friday,  June  7,  1918,  and  made  a 
thorough  inspection  of  the  institution.  On  Thurs- 
day, June  6,  1918,  the  grand  jurors  visited  and 
inspected  the  House  of  Correction  at  Deer  Island 
and  at  an  earlier  date  visited  and  inspected  the 
State  Prison  at  Charlestown.  As  a  result  the  grand 
jurors  find  that  conditions  at  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion and  at  State  Prison  are  strikingly  in  advance 
of  what  they  observed  at  the  County  Jail  which  is 
in  many  features  surprisingly  behind  the  times. 

The  grand  jurors  have  the  highest  praise  for  the 
management  of  the  jail  by  Sheriff  John  A.  Keliher, 
who  is  doing  the  best  that  any  efficient  and  humane 
man  can  do  with  the  means  and  facilities  at  his 
disposal.  The  sheriff  is  to  be  especially  commended 
for  giving  the  inmates  an  opportunity  for  daily 
exercise  in  the  jail  yard. 

The  population  at  the  jail  ranges  from  approxi- 
mately 275  to  500  inmates.  Some  of  these  are 
serving  sentence ;  some  are  awaiting  trial  in  the 
lower  and  superior  courts,  and  some  are  awaiting 
the  result  of  their  appeals  from  the  lower  to  the 
superior  courts.  It  is  to  be  observed  and  kept  in 
mind  that  the  presumption  of  innocence  is  in  favor 
of  a  large  majority  of  the  population  at  this  institu- 
tion. Under  the  law  of  this  Commonwealth  a 
defendant  in  a  criminal  case  is  presumed  to  be  inno- 
cent until  his  guilt  is  established  by  conviction. 
Many  of  the  inmates  are  found  not  guilty  at  their 
trials  in  the  lower  and  superior  courts  and  the  cases 
of  many  are  nol  prossed  by  the  district  attorney 
after  investigation  of  the  facts.  Yet  these  men  and 
women,  inuocent  though  they  may  be,  are  confined 
at  the  County  Jail  under  conditions  that  shock 
the  conscience  in  these  days. 

The  grand  jurors  find  that  the  following  specific 
conditions  exist  and  they  feel  it  their  duty  not  only 
to  call  attention  to  them  but  to  strongly  urge  and 
recommend  their  immediate  improvement: 

1.  The  jail  has  no  hospital  and  many  of  the 
inmates  when  first  brought  to  the  institution  are  in 
need  of  hospital  treatment.  It  is  usually  found 
necessary  to  administer  about  1,500  to  1,000 
medical  treatments  a  month,  and  this  professional 


duty  has  to  be  performed  by  the  jail  physician 
under  distressing  conditions  unsuited  to  modern 
medical  theory  and  practice.  A  case  well  in  point 
is  that  of  the  defendant  Schwartz,  who  was  held  at 
the  jail  for  the  murder  of  the  Slater  butler.  Schwartz 
became  ill  of  pneumonia  and  under  the  law  could 
not  be  moved  from  the  jail  to  a  hospital  as  he  was 
charged  with  a  capital  offence.  The  sheriff  had 
him  placed  in  the  best  available  place  in  the  jail 
for  care  and  treatment,  but  this  place,  especially 
in  the  depth  of  a  severe  winter,  was  totally  unfit  for 
a  pneumonia  patient. 

2.  Cells,  which  are  usually  occupied  by  two 
persons,  are  not  provided  with  toilet  facilities,  the 
ancient,  offensive  and  unsanitary  bucket  system 
being  in  vogue,  and  these  buckets  must  remain  for 
hours  in  the  cells  in  which  the  men  are  compelled 
to  eat  their  meals.  The  bucket  system  also  pre- 
vails in  the  portion  of  the  jail  occupied  by  the 
women. 

3.  Prisoners  have  their  food  passed  to  them  in 
their  cells  and  must  eat  it  there,  where  under 
modern  conditions  in  the  interest  of  health  and 
cleanliness  a  place  should  be  provided  in  the  in- 
stitution where  prisoners  might  have  their  meals. 

4.  There  is  no  provision  whatever  for  the  hold- 
ing of  religious  services  at  the  County  Jail.  There 
is  no  place  at  the  institution  where  they  may  be 
held,  and  the  startling  fact  is  revealed  that  they 
have  never  been  held  there.  It  would  seem  that 
this  jail  is  a  place  where  many  men  and  many 
women  might  be  bettered  by  religious  consolation 
and  that  men  and  women  awaiting  trial,  presumed 
under  the  law  to  be  innocent,  should  not  be  denied 
the  right  to  attend  religious  worship. 

5.  Suitable  provision  should  be  made  for 
visitors  at  this  institution,  having  in  mind  especially 
the  members  of  the  families  of  the  unfortunates 
confined  there.  The  present  arrangements  in 
this  respect  are  totally  inadequate  and  are  such  as 
to  bring  the  innocent  and  unsuspecting,  men  and 
women  alike,  into  close  contact  with  the  worst 
elements  in  the  community. 

District  Attorney  Pelletier  is  requested  to  deliver 
a  copy  of  this  report  to  the  Mayor  and  Council 
of  the  City  of  Boston.

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CONSOLIDATION    OF    BOSTON    CHARITY 
DEPARTMENTS. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  June  15,  1918. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  charity  departments  in  Bos- 
ton are  so  divided  that  a  consolidation  of  them  is 
now  necessary  in  order  to  help  properly  the  people 
in  the  city  in  need  of  help  and  to  disperse  intelli- 
gently the  poor  funds. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  in  Boston  four 
distinct  departments  which  have  charge  over  poor 
relief  in  the  city.  These  departments  are  (1)  the 
Overseeing  of  the  Poor  Department,  which  dis- 
penses what  is  known  as  outdoor  relief,  that  is, 
poor  relief  to  persons  living  other  than  in  alms- 
houses; (2)  the.  Infirmary  Department,  which  has 
charge  of  the  almshouse  of  the  city  at  Long 
Island;  relief  from  this  department  is  known  as 
indoor  relief;  (3)  the  Institutions  Registration 
Department,  whose  principal  work  is  investigating 
all  questions  relating  to  the  settlement  of  appli- 
cants for  admittance  to  the  almshouse  at  Long 
Island,  although  it  has  some  work  in  connection 
with  the  commitment  of  the  insane;  (4)  the  Chil- 
dren's Institutions  Department,  which  has  two 
branches,  (a)  the  Placing  Out  Division  for  neglected 
and  dependent  children,  (b)  the  Suffolk  School  for 
Boys,  a  penal  reform  farm. 

Three  of  these  departments,  viz.,  the  Oversee- 
ing of  the  Poor  Department,  the  Infirmary  Depart- 
ment and  the  Children's  Institutions  Department 
are  administered  by  a  board  of  trustees  or  over- 
seers, serving  without  financial  remuneration,  all 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  subject  to  confirma- 
tion by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  varying 
in  number  from  seven  to  twelve;  the  Overseeing 
of  the  Poor  Department  consisting  of  twelve  over- 
seers; the  Infirmary  and  Children's  Institutions 
Departments  consisting  of  seven  trustees  each. 
The  Institutions  Registration  Department  is  ad- 
ministered by  a  paicl  registrar,  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  and  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission. 

Thus  Boston  has  in  effect  twenty-seven  persons 
in  charge  of  the  charitable  work  of  the  city.  The 
division  of  the  charity  work  of  the  city  between 
these  four  departments  is  one  of  the  causes  for  the 
lack  of  harmonious  and  efficient  disposal  of  the 
city's  funds  for  the  relief  of  the  poor.  Duplication 
of  effort  and  overlapping  of  service  must  of  neces- 
sity occur.  Each  department,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Institutions  Registration  Department,  sup- 
ports a  paid  executive  and  each  department  main- 
tains its  own  separate  and  independent  bookkeeping 
and  investigating  service.  No  organization  could, 
under  ordinary  circumstances,  efficiently  conduct 
its  affairs  under  such  loose  control.  The  tendency 
of  modern  times  in  business  and  municipal  admin- 
istration has  been  to  concentrate  under  the  control 
of  a  few  persons  the  conduct  of  allied  activities. 
Wherever  the  workings  of  several  departments  can 
be  combined  under  the  control  of  a  board  of  a  few- 
overseers  or  under  the  control  of  a  paid  responsible 
executive,  consolidation  should  be  effected. 

In  1905  the  large  school  board  of  twenty-four 
members  was  abolished  and  in  its  place  was  sub- 
stituted a  board  of  five.  In  1909  the  bi-cameral 
organization  of  the  City  Council  was  abolished  and 
a  single  chamber  of  nine  members  was  substituted. 
In  1910  the  Street,  Water,  Bridge,  Ferry,  Street 
Cleaning  and  Sewer  Departments  were  consolidated 
;nto  one  Department  of  Public  Works  under  a  single 
com*-;«sioner. 

In  1912  tv_  public  Grounds,  Music,  Bath  and 
Park  Departments  „re  merged  int0  one  depart- 
ment, the  Park  and  Recr<^iorl  nODartment  under 
the  charge  of  three  commissioners.  u--=olidation 
however,  stopped  there  and  no  effort  was  n,u^  ^ 
combine  the  charity  departments  of  the  city. 

Boston  is  one  of  the  few  cities  in  the  country 
which  divides  its  charity  work  into  outdoor  and 
indoor  relief,  each  under  the  jurisdiction  of  in- 
dependent trustees.  There  is  no  reason  for  the 
separation  of  these  services,  except  the  fact  that 
the  present  division  is  based  upon  a  historical 
controversy  of  nearly  one  hundred  years  ago 
between  a  Mayor  of  Boston  and  the  Overseers  of 
the  Poor. 

Up  to  the  year  1823  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of 
Boston  were  a  powerful  organization.  They  had 
charge  not  only  of  all  the  charity  work  of  the  city, 
but  also  of  reformatory,  correctional  and  penal 
work. 


Josiah  Quincy  of  Boston  in  1821  pointed  out 
that  this  condition  was  intolerable,  and  induced 
the  town  to  buy  an  estate  in  South  Boston  for  the 
location  of  a  house  of  industry  where  the  inmates 
might  be  employed  in  farm  work.  The  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  resisted,  but  upon  Mr.  Quincy  becoming 
Mayor  of  Boston  in  1823  he  fought  the  fight  to  a 
finish  and  the  Overseers  were  beaten.  The  Over- 
seers, under  the  town,  had  charge  of  all  indoor 
and  outdoor  relief,  of  the  insane  and  of  the  work- 
house. Mr.  Quincy  left  them  nothing  but  out- 
door relief,  the  rest  (with  the  exception  of  the 
insane,  who  are  now  under  the  control  of  the  state) 
being  transferred  to  what  are  now  four  separate 
city  departments,  viz.,  the  Infirmary  Department, 
Institutions  Registration  Department,  Children's 
Institutions  Department  and  Penal  Institutions 
Department. 

While  the  theory  advanced  by  Mr.  Quincy  for 
the  separation  of  the  criminal  from  the  poor  was 
correct,  the  breaking  of  the  departments  con- 
trolling charity  disbursements  into  separate  groups 
was  unfortunate. 

The  management  of  the  Infirmary  Department 
is  at  the  present  time,  and  has  been  for  the  last 
few  years,  so  inefficient  that  a  change  in  the  organi- 
zation of  the  department  is  imperative.  A  read- 
ing of  the  minutes  of  the  trustees'  meetings  shows 
the  lack  of  harmony  and  respect  existing  between 
the  trustees  of  the  department  and  the  superin- 
tendent at  Long  Island.  On  nearly  every  page  of 
the  trustees'  record  for  the  last  two  years  is  found 
a  criticism  of  the  superintendent  of  the  Long  Island 
institution,  but  no  definite  vote  is  recorded  for  his 
discharge.  As  the  records  show  the  acrimony 
existing  between  the  trustees  and  the  superintend- 
ent, a  few  are  given: 

Meeting  of  March  9,  1917. 
The  superintendent  was  asked  why  he  had  not 
filed  his  annual  report,  as  requested  by  the  Board. 
He  replied,  "You  would  be  offended  if  I  wrote 
what  I  would  have  to  write.  I  do  not  think  it 
best  to  advertise  that  the  institution  is  going 
backward  instead  of  forward."  The  superintend- 
ent was  instructed  to  forward  to  the  trustees  his 
annual  report. 

Meeting  of  May  11,  1917. 
Letter  from  the  superintendent  was  read  re- 
garding repairs  to  beds.  Owing  to  the  tone  of  the 
letter  and  the  fact  that  the  information  requested 
by  the  committee  on  hospital  regarding  the  beds 
has  not  been  supplied  by  the  superintendent,  Miss 
Dierkes  declined  to  have  anything  further  to  do 
with  the  matter,  and  the  question  of  repairs  to 
beds  was  referred  to  Mrs.  Kirby. 

Meeting  of  July  24,  1917. 

The  following  motion  was  offered  by  Mr. 
Donnaruma: 

"That  a  letter  be  written  to  the  superintendent 
of  the  Long  Island  Hospital,  to  be  signed  by  the 
chairman  or  the  chairman  pro  tempore,  stating  that 
the  Board  is  not  at  all  satisfied  with  the  work 
that  the  majority  of  the  paid  men  are  doing  at  Long 
Island;  in  fact,  they  are  acquainted  with  conditions 
to  such  an  extent  that  they  have  knowledge  that 
such  paid  men  are  indifferent  to  the  interests  of  the 
institution,  and  unless  conditions  are  immediately 
improved  there  will  be  a  wholesale  discharge." 

The  motion  was  unanimously  carried. 

Meeting  of  August  10,  1917. 
Mr.  Brier  submitted  the  following  as  the  finding 
of  the  Board  regarding  report  of  the  Finance 
Commission  made  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  relative 
to  sale  of  cows  by  the  superintendent  of  the  Long 
Island  Hospital  in  August,  1016: 

August  10,  1917. 
The  trustees  oi  iho  Boston  Infirmary  Depart- 
ment, having  carefully  investigated  the  mailer  of 
the  sale  of  four  cows  by  Superintendent  Charles  E. 
Y""v>—  in  the  Western  Dressed  Beef  Coraoany, 
desire  to  exont-.,to  yie  superintendent  from  amv 
suspicion  of  dishone^y  in  tho  transaction,  but, 
nevertheless  find  that  in  a.;q  particular  instance  in 
dealing  with  and  caring  for  viie  oroperty  of  the 
City  of  Boston  under  his  charge  In.  vy;l3  grossly 
negligent. 

This  negligence  cannot  be  overlooked  by  triv. 
trustees  and  demands  a  public  censure. 

It  is  ordered,  therefore,  in  accordance  with  their 
finding,  that  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  spread

upon  the  records  of  the  department,  a  copy  sent  to 
the  superintendent  and  a  copy  to  the  Mayor  of 
the  city. 

The  motion  on  the  foregoing  finding  was  carried, 
four  yeas  to  one  nay.     (Miss  Dierkes  nay.) 

Miss  Dierkes  wished  to  dissent  from  the  finding 
of  the  majority  of  the  trustees  for  the  following 
reasons:  She  considered  that  the  negligence  of  the 
superintendent  in  the  instance,  together  with  his 
repeated  disregard  of  instructions  given  him  by  the 
trustees,  his  continued  extravagance  in  the  conduct 
of  the  Long  Island  Hospital  and  inattention  to 
details  of  administration  and  his  total  lack  of 
courtesy  in  his  relation  to  the  trustees  on  many 
occasions,  was  sufficient  ground  for  discharge  and 
she  wished  to  be  recorded  as  in  favor  of  such  action. 

Meeting  of  January  25,  1918. 

The  superintendent  was  asked  about  the  soldiers 
who  had  been  given  quarters  in  the  officers'  section 
of  the  administration  building,  as  to  how  long  they 
were  to  be  there  and  what  were  the  conditions  of 
their  going  there. 

The  superintendent  stated  that  many  more  men 
were  sent  to  Fort  Strong  than  could  be  housed 
under  conditions  existing  and  "I  was  asked  if  I 
could  take  care  of  some  of  them.  •  I  said  there  was 
room  for  thirty  or  forty,  that  the  place  was  clean, 
and  if  they  w7ould  take  care  of  it  they  could  have  it. 
In  about  two  months  the  weather  will  be  wide  open 
and  the  soldiers  will  be  out  in  tents.  No  specified 
time  of  their  occupancy  has  been  decided  upon; 
they  can  be  sent  out  at  any  time." 

In  reply  to  question  as  to  who  gave  permission 
for  the  soldiers  to  occupy  quarters  at  the  hospital, 
the  superintendent  stated  that  he  did.  Upon  being 
asked  what  authority  he  had  to  give  such  per- 
mission, the  superintendent  stated  "I  am  superin- 
tendent of  the  island."  He  further  stated  that 
Major  Keene  of  the  Medical  Department  had  made 
arrangements  for  the  men  in  hand  and  that  he 
planned  to  call  upon  the  chairman  of  the  Board 
with  Major  Keene  and  take  the  matter  up  with 
him,  but  had  been  prevented  from  doing  so  by 
being  called  out  of  town. 

The  superintendent  was  requested  to  secure  from 
Major  Keene  a  written  request  for  accommodation 
for  his  men  at  the  Long  Island  Hospital,  addressed 
to  the  chairman  of  the  Board,  and  was  instructed 
that  privileges  of  such  a  nature  were  not  to  be 
granted  to  anyone  without  the  consent  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  or  its  chairman. 

Meeting  of  January  30,  1918. 

The  question  of  the  housing  of  soldiers  in  the 
administration  building  of  the  institution  without 
the  knowledge  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  dis- 
cussed. 

No  word  had  been  received  from  the  superin- 
tendent or  Major  Keene,  as  requested  by  the  Board 
at  the  meeting  of  January  25.  Having  heard 
nothing,  the  chairman,  this  afternoon,  finally  called 
the  superintendent  on  the  telephone  as  to  the 
reasons  for  not  complying  with  the  request  and  was 
simply  informed  that  the  major  is  in  Washington. 

A  motion  was  made  (by  Miss  Dierkes)  "That  the 
superintendent  be  suspended  for  one  month,  with 
loss  of  pay,  for  repeated  insubordination,  dis- 
respect, disregard  of  requests  and  letters  of  the 
Board." 

This  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Donnaruma, 
but  no  vote  was  taken. 

Meeting  of  March  8,   1918. 
Mr.  Donnaruma  asked  that  action  be  taken  to 
protect  the  girls  on  Long  Island,  the  pupil  nurses, 
from  insults  from  the  soldiers. 

Meeting  of  April  12,  1918. 

Mr.  Donnaruma  further  reported  that  he  had 
called  the  attention  of  the  Mayor  to  conditions 
at  Long  Island  and  had  asked  that  the  post  office 
there  be  removed,  as  it  took  practically  the  ent\-j 
time  of  an  institution  officer  who  '"  fc<r,,ug  In, 
Si ,500  a  year  by  the  city  fVr  °^ri,wori<;  ih,e 
removal  of  the  post  offip-  met,  with  the  Mayor  s 
approval,  as  did  i<V  'ne  general  cleaning  up  of  the 
island  and  removal  of  such  employees  as  are  not 
giving  sat"Iactory  service. 

y0t«u:  That  the  superintendent  be  ordered  to 
at  once  remove  from  the  Long  Island  Hospital  the 
post  office  established  there  by  him  in  1913. 

Mr.  Masterson  called  attention  to  various  letters 
addressed  to  the  superintendent  which  had  not  been 
answered;   the  attitude   of  the  superintendent  to- 


ward the  trustees,  his  inattention  to  their  wishes 
and  utter  disregard  of  many  of  their  instructions 
were  discussed.  It  was  decided  to  call  the  superin- 
tendent before  the  Board  and  tell  him  plainly 
that  the  trustees  are  not  satisfied  and  that  present 
conditions  will  not  be  allowed  to  continue. 

A  statement  of  Miss  Mary  A.  Morris,  Acting 
Superintendent  of  Nurses,  that  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Alumni  of  the  Long  Island  Hospital  Training 
School,  the  contemplated  action  by  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Nursing  Association  to  blacklist  the 
Long  Island  Hospital  Training  School  on  account 
of  the  low  standards  of  the  school  was  discussed. 

Meeting  of  May  10,  1918. 

In  reply  to  inquiry,  it  was  stated  that  the  post 
office  at  Long  Island  has  not  yet  been  abolished. 
Action  was  delayed  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  records  of  the  meeting  of 
April  12,  1918,  that,  although  the  superintendent 
had  been  ordered  to  remove  the  post  office,  from 
the  Long  Island  Hospital,  and  this  removal  pur- 
ported to  have  the  Mayor's  approval,  nothing 
had  been  done  by  the  superintendent  for  such 
removal  up  to  the  meeting  of  May  10,  1918.  The 
Finance  Commission  has  much  other  evidence 
as  to  the  constant  conflicts  between  the  trustees 
and  the  superintendent,  such  conflicts  having 
been  very  detrimental  to  the  institution. 

Replies  received  from  various  cities  of  the 
country  show  that  charity  management  is  vested 
either  under  a  single  board  or  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  a  single  commissioner.     For  example: 

Baltimore,  Md. — This  city  has  a  department  of 
city  charities,  consisting  of  nine  members  serving 
without  compensation,  three  of  whom  are  ap- 
pointed every  two  years  by  the  Mayor.  All 
outdoor  relief,  that  is,  relief  furnished  to  persons 
living  in  their  own  homes,  is  attended  to  by  the 
various  charitable  societies  and  associations  in 
the  city.  The  city  spends  nothing  for  such  relief. 
The  board  of  supervisors  of  city  charities  is  respon- 
sible for  all  indoor  relief,  consisting  of  the  care  of 
the  city's  idle,  the  deserted  and  neglected  children, 
the  sick  in  hospitals,  the  transportation  of  poor 
to  their  homes,  temporary  care  of  homeless  men 
and  women  and  dependents  in  the  almshouse  at 
Bay  View.  The  support  of  these  agencies  is 
maintained  by  the  city. 

Toledo,  Ohio. — This  city  has  a  commissioner  of 
charities  and  correctionals,  who  has  charge  and 
supervision  of  all  charitable  and  correctional 
institutions  and  of  the  distribution  of  all  chari- 
table relief  furnished  by  the  city. 

Hartford,  Conn. — This  city  has  a  board  of  charity 
commissioners,  six  in  number.  .This  board  has 
charge  of  all  indoor  and  outdoor  poor  relief,  as 
well  as  the  care  and  custody  of  dependent  and 
neglected  children. 

Portland,  Me. — In  this  city  the  care  of  the  poor 
is  administered  by  a  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor, 
consisting  of  nine  members.  The  term  is  for  three 
years  and  they  serve  without  compensation.  The 
executive  officer  of  the  board  of  overseers  is  the 
secretary  and  treasurer,  and  the  entire  care  and 
control  of  the  relief  of  all  classes  of  the  poor  is 
under  this  one  department,  with  the  exception  of 
dependent  children,  who  are  under  the  care  of  a 
county  agent  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

Chicago,  III. — In  the  city  of  Chicago  both  the 
indoor  and  outdoor  poor  relief  are  administered 
by  one  department. 

New  York  City. — In  New  York  City  the  dis- 
pensing of  poor  relief  is  under  the  charge  of  a  v'"1 
commissioner  of  public  charities  and  s'"-1'  com- 
missioner has  charge  of  all  hos'-.^v  5s>;lum,s' 
almshouses  and  other  instK"^?8  dev0.ted  *?.  ™e 
care  of  the  feebl*  min^;  sick,  inhrm  and  destitute. 
In  addit;"*  ne  s  contro"  °'  any  a'd  given  tor 
0„^mc  relief,  as  well  as  the  placing  out  of  dependent 
and  destitute  children.  No  outdoor  relief,  that 
is,  to  persons  in  their  homes,  except  to  the  blind,  is 
permitted  by  the  charter  of  New  York. 

Albany,  N.  Y. — In  this  city  poor  relief  is  under 
the  charge  of  a  single  commissioner  of  charities 
who  has  charge  of  the  hospitals  of  the  city  where  the 
poor  are  treated  and  cared  for,  and  also  of  furnish- 
ing temporary  relief  to  indigents.  Outdoor  relief 
is  only  granted  in  the  form  of  supplying  coal  and 
provisions,  medical  attendance  and  nursing  to  the 
poor  in  their  homes.  A  special  county  board  of 
child  welfare  for  Albany,  however,  is  also  estab- 
lished which  has  jurisdiction  over  the  placing  out 
of  dependent  and  neglected  children  and  of  support- 
ing and  aiding  widows  with  minor  children. 
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The  commission  in  its  inquiry  of  other  cities  has 
not  discovered  a  single  city  in  which  the  charity 
departments  are  so  subdivided  as  in  Boston. 

Besides  these  examples  of  other  cities  where  con- 
centration for  poor  relief  rests  under  a  single 
administrative  factor,  the  commission  consulted 
with  the  various  charity  organizations  in  Boston, 
such  as  the  Associated  Charities,  Federated  Jewish 
Charities  of  Boston,  Catholic  Charitable  Bureau, 
Boston  Aid  Society,  etc.  None  of  these  agencies 
reported  against  a  consolidation  of  the  three  depart- 
ments. 

Thus  the  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Charity, 
in  answer  to  a  request  for  his  opinion  on  the  group- 
ing of  the  departments  together,  states  that  he  is 
"strongly  of  the  opinion  that  such  a  consolidation 
is  in  line  with  the  best  development,"  and  "con- 
sidering the  oneness  of  the  problem  of  poor  relief, 
I  believe  the  authority  and  the  obligation  to 
initiate  and  execute  a  consistent  plan  of  treatment 
for  each  case  should  rest  in  a  single  body.  To 
divide  up  such  authority  and  such  obligation 
among  several  boards  fosters  rivalry  and  often 
shirking,  but  more  than  all  else  tends  to  blur  that 
perspective  of  the  social  welfare  of  the  community 
which  is  essential  to  competent  service  in  the  relief 
of  distress.  A  development  of  departments  of 
social  welfare  in  many  American  cities  within  the 
past  decade  has  been  a  continuing  demonstration 
of  the  need  and  the  consequent  tendency  of  pre- 
serving this  perspective  by  giving  a  single  body 
the  duty  of  supervising  and  directing  the  several 
processes  that  must  be  gone  through  with  to 
guarantee  that  welfare." 

The  director  of  the  Catholic  Charitable  Bureau 
writes  to  the  chairman  of  the  commission: 

"For  the  past  eight  years  as  director  of  the 
Catholic  Charitable  Bureau  I  have  had  ponsider- 
able  to  do  with  all  three  departments  above  men- 
tioned and  have  experienced  nothing  but  the 
heartiest  and  most  satisfactory  cooperation.  Lack- 
ing any  reason  for  complaint  it  had  not  occurred 
to  me  that  the  service  of  the  Infirmary  or  Regis- 
tration Departments  would  be  more  efficiently 
rendered  if  these  departments  were  annexed  to  the 
Department  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor.  The 
work  of  all  three  departments  is  very  closely 
related  and  it  would  be  of  some  value  in  deter- 
mining this  matter  to  know  what  were  the  real 
reasons  that  brought  about  their  separation  in  the 
first  instance.  It  has  always  been  advanced  in 
favor  of  separate  boards  in  control  of  public  insti- 
tutions that  they  are  more  apt  to  be  sympathetic 
and  are  more  easily  approached  from  one  angle  or 
other  than  a  single  commission.  However,  this 
would  still  be  true  were  the  transfer  made,  because 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  Board  is  quite  represen- 
tative and  quite  closely  in  touch  with  the  general 
needs  of  the  dependent  element  among  our  people." 

The  president  of  the  Boston  Provident  Associa- 
tion states: 

"The  arguments  in  favor  outweigh  those  against 
the  consolidation  of  the  three  departments  re- 
ferred to.  At  the  same  time  it  is  clear  that  with 
such  enlargement  of  its  responsibilities,  the  Board 
of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  would  need  to  be  kept 
as  strong  as  possible." 

The  general  secretary  of  the  Boston  Children's 
Aid  Society  states: 

"My  own  feeling  for  a  long  time  has  been  that 
the  official  charitable  activities  of  Boston  were 
entirely  too  scattered.  A  city  as  large  as  Boston 
can  well  focus  its  official  charitable  work  in  a 
properly  organized  department  of  public  charities 
such  as  exists  in  other  large  cities.  There  are 
difficulties  as  you  indicate  which  would  prevent 
at  this  time  such  a  reorganization.  The  special 
reorganization  suggested  in  your  letter  is  certainly 
well  supported  by  the  experiences  of  other  cities 
and  is,  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  The  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  are  logically  the  agents  to  whom  the 
work  of  the  Infirmary  and  Institutions  Registra- 
tion Departments  should  properly  be  transferred. 
In  connection  with  the  possibility  of  added  duties 
being  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Overseers,  I 
would  also  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  work 
of  the  trustees  for  children.  Among  the  thought- 
ful social  workers  in  Boston  and  the  state  there 
has  been  for  a  long  time  a  feeling  that  the  work  of 
the  trustees  should  come  under  the  direction  of  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor.  I  therefore  strongly  urge 
that  the  Finance  Commission  recommend  the 
transfer  of  the  authority  noted  above." 

The  executive  director  of  the  Federated  Jewish 
Charities  of  Boston  writes: 

"The  experience  of  the  United  Hebrew  Benevo- 
lent   Association  (our    constituent  society  dealing 


with  poor  relief  problems)  indicates  that  the  trans- 
fer of  the  Boston  Infirmary  and  Institutions 
Registration  Departments  to  the  Overseers  of  tne 
Poor  would  be  desirable.  I  am  not  competent  to 
speak  of  the  financial  economy  such  a  transfer 
would  involve,  but  from  the  point  of  view  of  more 
effective  administration  of  public  relief,  there  is 
little  doubt,  in  my  opinion,  that  the  effect  would 
redound  to  the  benefit  of  those  requiring  relief."  ; 

The  commission  has  not  made  an  estimate  in 
detail  of  financial  saving  to  the  city  from  the  con- 
solidation, as  it  considers  that  the  larger  question 
of  efficient  administration  of  poor  relief  outweighs 
any  financial  retrenchment.  The  saving,  however, 
in  the  future  in  clerk  hire,  in  investigators  and  in 
overhead  expenses  will  be  very  large  and  the  con- 
solidation will  allow  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
Department  to  use  to  its  fullest  extent  the  services 
of  the  official  staffs  of  the  Infirmary  and  Institu- 
tions Registration  Departments.  The  consolida- 
tion will  have  the  immediate  effect  of  doing  away 
with  any  increase  in  tne  working  force  of  the  office 
staff  of  either  of  the  departments.  Such  saving 
will,  however,  depend  largely  on  the  subsequent 
administration  of  the  consolidated  departments. 

A  question  may  arise  in  the  minds  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Councilmen  whether  the  Infirmary 
Department  and  the  Institutions  Registration 
Department  can  be  abolished  without  legislative 
sanction. 

The  commission  has  consulted  the  Law  Depart- 
ment and  has  received  an  opinion  from  Mr. 
Adams,  the  assistant  corporation  counsel,  to  the 
effect  that  the  charter  amendments  of  1909 , 
chapter  486,  section  5,  does  not  preclude  the 
transfer  by  ordinance  of  the  Infirmary  and  Institu- 
tions Registration  Departments  to  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor.  Section  5  does  prohibit  taking  away 
any  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Children's 
Institutions  Department. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  that,  inas- 
much as  the  Children's  Institutions  Department 
has  a  penal  division,  legislation  should  not  be 
sought  at  this  time  for  merging  this  department 
with  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor.  The  commission 
has  already  reported  on  the  Suffolk  School  for 
Boys  and  has  not  changed  its  opinion  expressed 
in  that  report.  (See  Finance  Commission  Re- 
ports, Volume  VII.,  page  41.) 

The  commission  has  concluded  that  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  should  consider  at  an  early 
date  the  question  of  transferring  to  the  Overseeing 
of  the  Poor  Department  the  indoor  relief  now 
administered  by  the  Infirmary  and  Institutions 
Registration  Departments,  and  a  reorganization 
of  the  Overseeing  of  the  Poor  Department  so  as 
to  establish  within  that  department,  under  the 
twelve  overseers,  three  divisions:  (1)  Outdoor 
Relief  Division;  (2)  Indoor  Relief  Division,  and 
(3)  Investigating  Division. 

If  this  plan  is  adopted  the  Finance  Commission 
believes  that  it  will  concentrate  responsibility, 
reduce  friction  and  overlapping  work  of  the  de- 
partments and  promote  efficiency. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends  that  the 
Mayor  transmit  to  the  City  Council  an  ordinance 
abolishing  the  Infirmary  and  Institutions  Regis- 
tration Departments  and  transferring  their  powers 
and  duties  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor.

REPORT  ON  COMMONWEALTH  AVENUE 
PAVING,  ETC. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  June  19,  1918. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  trans- 
mits for  your  consideration  the  inclosed  report  of 
its  consulting  engineer,  relative  to  certain  con- 
tracts, namely,  the  paving  of  the  roadway  on 
Commonwealth  avenue,  between  Massachusetts 
avenue  and  Charlesgate  West;  the  paving  of  the 
Fenway,  between  Hemenway  street  and  Common- 
wealth avenue,  and  the  proposed  extension  of  the 
latter  contract  to  cover  the  paving  of  Charlesgate 
East  and  Charlesgate  West. 

The  contracts  in  question  were  made  under 
former  Mayor  Curley,  except  the  proposed  exten- 
sion of  the  contract  for  paving  Charlesgate  East 
and  Charlesgate  West. 
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The  commission  calls  your  attention  to  the  fol- 
lowing facts  with  regard  to  the  above-named  con- 
tracts. In  the  contract  for  paving  Commonwealth 
avenue,  between  Massachusetts  avenue  and 
Charlesgate  West,  there  was  a  change  made  after 
the  contract  was  executed,  which  substituted  gravel 
for  cracked  stone.  Apart  from  the  fact  that  the 
change  was  unfair  to  the  contractors  who  were 
competitors  in  the  original  bidding  for  the  contracts 
the  reduction  in  price  was  not  sufficient.  The  sav- 
ing to  the  contractor  by  the  substitution  of  material 
actually  used  seems  to  have  been  greater  than  was 
represented  by  the  reduction  in  price,  and  the  city 
seems  to  have  obtained  a  pavement  inferior  to  that 
originally  intended  in  the  contract. 

In  the  contract  for  paving  the  Fenway,  between 
Hemenway  street  and  Commonwealth  avenue,  the 
Park  Commission  allowed  the  specifications  of  one 
of  the  contractors  to  be  changed  without  notifying 
the  other  bidders.  It  awarded  the  contract  to  the 
second  lowest  bidder,  who  was  the  party  benefited 
by  the  change  in  the  specifications. 

In  the  proposed  extension  of  the  second  contract 
for  paving  Charlesgate  East  and  Charlesgate  West 
the  work  was  done  at  cost  of  $3,398.16.  The  Park 
Commission  did  not  obtain  permission  from  the 
Mayor  for  such  extension  of  the  contract,  and  no 
appropriation  for  the  work  in  question  was  in 
existence.  It  was  not  until  June  10,  1918,  some 
time  after  the  work  on  Charlesgate  East  and 
Charlesgate  West  was  completed,  that  the  City 
Council  authorized  the  Park  Commissioners  to 
charge  the  expenses  of  this  paving  work  to  the 
appropriation  for  Park  Roadway  Improvements. 

The  Park  Commission's  action  in  connection  with 
the  paving  of  these  streets  was  clearly  in  violation 
ol  the  following  sections  of  the  city  charter,  viz., 
section  6,  chapter  266,  of  the  Acts  of  1885,  which 
provides  that  no  expenditure  shall  be  made  nor 
liability  incurred  for  any  purpose  beyond  the  appro- 
priation duly  made  therefor;  and  section  30,  chap- 
ter 486,  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  which  requires  that 
bids  or  contracts  over  $1,000  shall  be  advertised 
in  the  City  Record,  unless  the  Mayor  gives  per- 
mission to  award  a  contract,  without  advertising, 
after  having  received  from  the  department  a 
signed  statement  which  shall  be  published  in  the 
City  Record,  giving  in  detail  the  reasons  for  not 
inviting  bids  by  advertisement. 

In  connection  with  this  work  the  Finance  Com- 
mission calls  your  attention  to  other  reports  on  the 
work  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department, 
which  may  be  found  in  the  Finance  Commission's 
reports,  Volume  XII.,  pages  128  and  130,  and 
also  reports  of  the  commission  dated,  respectively, 
September  10,  1917,  and  May  8  and  17,  1918.* 

The  Finance  Commission  does  not  recommend 
that  payment  for  the  work  be  withheld,  if  such 
payment  can  be  legally  made  under  the  conditions 
as  reported  by  its  consulting  engineer.  The  com- 
mission does  recommend,  however,  that  some 
drastic  action  be  taken  to  prevent  the  officials  of 
the  Park  and  Recreation  Department  from  viola- 
ting the  laws  which  are  designed  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  city.  If  such  action  is  not  taken  it 
will  be  impossible  to  have  reputable  contractors 
submit  bids  for  the  work  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department.

To  the  Finance  Commission: 

Gentlemen, — I  respectfully  report  as  follows 
regarding  conditions  connected  with  the  contract 
for  widening  and  paving  Commonwealth  avenue 
between  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Charlesgate 
West,  and  also  with  the  contract  for  pavement  on 
the  Fens  between  Commonwealth  avenue  and 
Hemenway  street,  which  it  is  now  proposed  to 
extend  to  include  the  paving  of  Charlesgate  East 
and  Charlesgate  West,  between  Commonwealth 
avenue  and  Beacon  street,  permission  to  use  money 
from  the  existing  appropriation  for  Park  Roadway 
Improvements  for  this  purpose  having  been  given 
by  the  City  Council  at  its  meeting  on  June  10. 
These  two  matters  have  no  especial  connection 
with  each  other,  except  as  regards  the  matter  of 
this  report. 

The  contract  for  the  improvement  of  Common- 
wealth  avenue,  when   advertised,    called   for  bids

on  several  varieties  of  bituminous  pavements, 
including  sheet  asphalt,  bituminous  concrete  and 
bitulitbic.  The  lowest  bid  was  for  the  use  of 
sheet  asphalt,  and  the  Finance  Commission  in  a 
report  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  dated 
September  10,  1917,  recommended  that  the  bid 
for  sheet  asphalt  be  accepted,  as  a  saving  of  $1,710 
would  be  made  thereby  and  a  pavement  at  least 
equal  in  quality  to  the  other  forms  proposed  would 
be  obtained.  Nevertheless,  the  contract  was 
awarded  for  bitulithic  and  a  subcontract  appears 
to  have  been  made  with  Warren  Brothers  Company 
for  laying  this  pavement. 

Having  in  mind  the  manipulation  of  the  figures 
for  gutter  paving  in  a  previous  contract  for  paving 
Commonwealth  avenue  between  Arlington  street 
and  Massachusetts  avenue,  the  contract  was  exam- 
ined to  determine  the  presence  of  provisions  that 
might  be  similarly  manipulated.  No  such  were 
found,  but  by  a  letter  dated  November  21,  1917, 
signed  by  C.  E.  Putnam,  engineer,  and  approved 
by  John  H.  Dillon,  chairman  of  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department,  and  by  the  then  Mayor, 
James  M.  Curley,  the  contractor  was  permitted  to 
use  gravel  instead  of  crushed  stone  in  the  bitulithic 
pavement,  and  in  consideration  of  this  change  the 
price  was  reduced  7  cents  per  square  yard  from  the 
original  contract  price,  a  total  reduction  in  favor 
of  the  city  of  approximately  $598.50.  The  order 
provides  that  the  change  shall  not  affect  the  5-year 
guaranty  on  the  pavement.  The  price  of  7  cents 
per  square  yard  appears  to  be  approximately  the 
difference  in  price  between  the  cracked  stone 
ordinarily  used  in  bitulithic  pavement  and  the 
gravel  which  was  authorized. 

No  consideration  appears  to  have  been  given  to 
the  fact  that  a  greater  sum  than  7  cents  per  square 
yard  was  saved  the  contractor  by  the  change,  or 
that  an' inferior  quality  of  pavement  was  obtained 
by  the  city.  The  engineer  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sion states  that  the  change  was  made  because 
Warren  Brothers  Company  was  unable  to  obtain 
crushed  stone,  and  because  Warren  Brothers  Com- 
pany informed  him  that  it  had  used  gravel  for  the 
construction  of  its  pavements  in  the  West  with 
good  results. 

The  contract  for  pavement  of  the  Fens  between 
Commonwealth  avenue  and  Hemenway  street  was 
duly  advertised  and  bids  were  opened  on  Friday, 
November  16,  1917.  The  specifications  of  the 
contract  also  allowed  the  bidders  the  option  of 
submitting  proposals  for  sheet  asphalt,  bituminous 
concrete  or  bitulithic.  Three  bids  were  received, 
the  lowest  being  that  of  the  Rowe  Contracting 
Company,  which  proposed  to  use  sheet  asphalt  at 
a  total  cost  of  $16,712.50. 

Warren  Brothers  Company,  which  proposed  to 
use  bitulithic  at  a  total  cost  of  $17,207,  was  the 
second  bidder.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
Rowe  Contracting  Company,  a  reliable  company, 
was  $494.50  lower  than  the  next  bidder,  the  con- 
tract was  awarded  to  Warren  Brothers  Company, 
and  a  contract  was  executed  on  December  28,  1917, 
too  late  in  the  season  to  do  the  work. 

The  work  was  completed  during  May  of  the 
present  year.  It  also  appears  that  the  work  of 
paving  Charlesgate  East  and  Charlesgate  West 
was  done  at  about  the  same  time,  although  no 
specific  appropriation  was  in  existence  and  no 
formal  order  appears  to  have  been  given  until 
June  11,  1918. 

Examination  of  the  contract  of  the  Warren 
Brothers  Company  shows  that  the  specifications 
of  the  original  contract  have  been  changed  from 
the  form  given  other  bidders  by  inserting  after  the 
words  "crushed  stone"  on  pages  21,  22  and  23  of 
the  specifications  for  bitulithic,  the  words  "or 
gravel.  "  It  appears  that  gravel  was  actually  used 
on  the  work.  No  change  was  made  in  the  speci- 
fications to  allow  gravel  to  be  used  in  either  the 
sheet  asphalt  binder  or  in  bituminous  concrete. 
Whether  the  changes  were  made  before  the  bids 
were  opened,  or  after,  or  after  the  contract  was 
executed,  it  is  now  impossible  to  determine  with 
certainty.  Mr.  Putnam  thinks  they  were  made  by 
Warren  Brothers  before  the  bids  were  opened,  but 
is  not  sure.  Mr.  Putnam  also  thinks  that  the 
additional  words  were  inserted  by  Warren  Brothers 
Company  under  authority  of  a  provision  contained 
in  the  proposal  printed  in  the  contract  form.  The 
provision  in  essential  part  is  as  follows:  The  con- 
tractor shall  leave  at  the  office  of  the  Commissioners 
"a  contract  and  bond  for  the  work,  properly  exe- 
cuted in  the  form  annexed,  with  such  changes 
therein  as  prior  to  the  day  named  below  for  leaving 
the  proposal  shall  have  been  made  in  the  copy  of 
the  form  kept  in  said  office."     It  is  clear  that  the 
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provision  was  inserted  so  that  the  commissioners 
could  without  dispute  rectify  mistakes  or  make 
changes  in  the  contract  form  at  any  time  previous 
to  the  date  of  opening  the  bids,  and  it  follows  that 
all  prospective  bidders  would  be  notified  of  such 
changes. 

The  provision  cannot  be  reasonably  interpreted 
as  allowing  a  single  contractor  to  change  the  con- 
tract form  to  suit  his  individual  purpose  »nd 
thereby  to  destroy  the  principle  of  competitive 
bidding.  Any  such  changes  made  by  the  con- 
tractor should  have  caused  the  rejection  of  the 
bid  as  being  informal. 

An  examination  of  the  official  bids  on  file  at  the 
auditor's  office  shows  that  the  change  was  made  in 
the  bid  of  the  Warren  Brothers  Company,  but  was 
not  made  in  the  forms  in  which  the  Iiowe  Con- 
tracting Company  and  the  Bermudez  Company 
submitted  their  bids. 

The  reduction  in  the  cost  of  gravel  from  the  cost 
of  crushed  stone  used  in  bitulithic,  for  the  number 
of  square  yards  of  the  contract,  appears  to  be  in  the 
neighborhood  of  S750.  If  Warren  Brothers  Com- 
pany, before  submitting  its  bid,  was  aware  that 
gravel  would  be  allowed,  it  is  clear  thatit  was  given 
an  advantage  of  approximately  $750  in  the  compe- 
tition over  the  other  bidders,  a  sum  sufficient  to 
have  turned  the  bid  in  its  favor  in  any  ordinary 
competition. 

If  the  change  was  made  after  the  bid  was  sub- 
mitted, or  after  the  contract  was  signed,  it  indicates 
illegal  action  by  some  official  of  the  Park  Com- 
mission. In  this  connection  the  fact  is  emphasized 
that  the  paving  of  Charlesgate  East  and  Charles- 
gate  West  was  done  in  violation  of  the  city  charter, 
as  there  was  no  existing  appropriation  for  the  work, 
neither  was  any  formal  order  given  previous  to 
doing  the  work.  The  cost  of  the  additional  work 
appears  to  have  been  $3,398.16,  an  amount  that 
required  the  approval  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Commission  and  the  permission  of  the  Mayor  to 
dispense  with  advertising  and  to  award  the  con- 
tract without  public  competition. 

The  "mineral  aggregate"  of  bitulithic,  that  is, 
the  stone  component  of  the  mixture  as  distinct 
from  the  asphalt,  as  constructed  in  this  section 
of  the  country  has  invariably  been  crushed  stone, 
and  all  of  the  advertising  matter  issued  by  Warren 
Brothers  Company  shows  its  pavement  as  being 
composed  of  crushed  stone,  in  some  cases  it  being 
definitely  stated  that  bitulithic  pavement  is  com- 
posed of  "selected  crushed  stone." 

The  property  which,  it  is  claimed,  gives  bitulithic 
pavement  its  greatest  merit  is  "inherent  stability." 
This  property  is  featured  in  all  advertising  matter 
and  has  been  prominently  featured  in  the  various 
cases  in  litigation  on  account  of  the  infringement 
of  Warren  Brothers  Company's  patents. 

I  can  find  no  exact  definition  of  "inherent 
stability,"  and  just  what  this  property  is  has  puz- 
zled many  persons.  The  best  definition  appears 
to  have  been  obtained  by  Mr.  Justice  Clark, 
formerly  of  the  United  States  District  Court 
of  the  Northern  District  of  Ohio  and  now  of  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court.  Judge  Clark,  in 
an  opinion  filed  June  26,  1916,  in  the  case  of 
Warren  Brothers  Company  u.  W.  S.  Page  and  T.  S. 
Page,  states  that  "the  expression  is,  as  it  seems 
to  this  court,  extremely  vague,"  and  he  secured 
from  two  of  the  expert  witnesses  of  Warren  Broth- 
ers Company  the  following  definitions.  One 
witness  defined  it,  "that  with  the  exclusion  of 
bitumen,  inherent  stability  is  the  stability  of  the 
aggregate  per  se."  Another  witness  testified 
that  Warren  proposed  "to  obtain  inherent  stability 
by  the  use  of  stones  of  such  size  and  in  such  a 
way,  nested  and  associated  together  so  as,  with- 
out any  bitumen  at  all,  they  will  mutually  support 
each  other." 

It  is  apparent  that  this  property  cannot  be 
obtained  by  the  use  of  gravel.  Crushed  stone, 
on  account  of  its  angular  formation  and  rough 
and  clean  surfaces,  undoubtedly  does  make  a  more 
stable  aggregate  than  the  round  stones  of  gravel. 
The  particles  are  not  so  free  to  move  among  them- 
selves under  traffic,  and  the  rough  surface  gives 
better  adherence  for  the  bitumen  of  the  binder" 
than  do  the  smooth  curved  surfaces  of  gravel. 

Moreover,  the  particles  of  gravel  coming  from 
different  sources  are  composed  of  different  minerals 
of  different  degrees  of  hardness  and  texture.  It  is 
therefore  to  be  expected  that  under  the  usual 
conditions  of  care  in  laying  that  pavement  com- 
posed of  gravel  will  be  inferior  to  other  forms  of 
bituminous  concrete,  in  which  crushed  stone  is 
used,  or  to  the  standard  asphalt  pavement. 

It  may  be  possible  that  the  pavement  being  laid 


will  last  for  five  years,  and  perhaps  for  a  longer 
period,  but  under  the  conditions  of  traffic  on 
Commonwealth  avenue  a  pa,vement  should  last 
much  more  than  five  years.  It  is  significant  that 
the  Park  Commissioners  have  been  using  bitulithic 
pavement  for  the  portion  of  Commonwealth 
avenue  which  carries  only  pleasure  traffic,  while 
for  the  portion  between  Beacon  street  and  Chestnut 
Hill  avenue,  which  carries  both  pleasure  and  the 
more  severe  commercial  traffic,  sheet  asphalt  was 
selected. 

The  fact  that  many  contractors  were  doing  work 
involving  the  use  of  crushed  stone  at  the  time  the 
changes  herein  outlined  were  made  is  proof  that 
crushed  stone  could  have  been  secured,  although 
possibly  at  a  price  that  would  greatly  reduce  the 
profits  of  the  contractor.  The  proposition  to  do 
large  amounts  of  paving  on  a  concrete  base  during 
the  present  summer  is  evidence  that  the  city 
authorities  are  convinced  that  crushed  stone  can 
at  present  be  obtained.  If,  as  a  fact,  crushed  stone 
could  not  have  been  obtained,  it  would  have  been 
advisable  to  have  changed  the  form  of  pavement 
by  substituting  sheet  asphalt,  rather  than  to  allow 
an  inferior  pavement  composed  of  gravel. 

The  work  under  the  contracts  discussed  appears 
to  have  been  done,  as  is  the  custom  with  Warren 
Brothers  Company,  in  the  best  manner  possible 
considering  the  materials  used.

ance with  said  decision  of  the  Gas  and  Electric 
Light  Commissioners,  and  a  statement  by  the 
Charlestown  Company  of  rebate  credits  due  the 
city  in  accordance  with  said  finding.  I  move  that 
they  be  printed  in  the  records.

1918.

FORD,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the  call 
of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by 
President  COLLINS  at  3.33  p.  m. 


CARE  OF  GARBAGE  AND  RUBBISH,  ETC. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  the  following: 
Chapter  I. 

Section  1.  The  owner  or  lessee  of  every  build- 
ing, or  other  place  where  garbage  is  kept  or  pay 
accumulate,  shall  provide  therefor  sufficient, 
suitable,  covered,  water-tight  receptacles  for  the 
sanitary  care  of  such  garbage;  and  no  other  matter 
shall  be  mixed  with  or  placed  in  any  garbage  re- 
ceptacle. .     , 

Sect.  2.  The  owner  or  lessee  of  every  building 
or  other  place  where  ashes  are  kept  or  may  accu- 
mulate shall  provide  therefor  sufficient,  suitable 
metallic  barrels  for  the  proper  sanitary  care  of 
same.  The  barrels  not  to  be  filled  within  four 
inches  of  the  top  at  any  time;  and  no  matter, 
other  than  cinders,  shall  be  mixed  with  or  placed  in 
any  ash  barrel. 

Sect.  3.  The  owner  or  lessee  of  every  building 
shall  provide  therefor  sufficient,  suitable  metallic 


receptacles  for  waste  paper,  cardboard  and  rags 
and  also  a  suitable  metallic  barrel  for  bottles,  jars, 
broken  glass  and  crockery  and  all  other  incom- 
bustible rubbish.  Whoever  violates  sections  1,  2 
and  3  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  dollars  ($5)  or  more  than  twenty  dollars  ($20) 
or  by  such  fine  and  imprisonment  of  not  less  than 
five  (5)  days  or  more  than  twenty  (20)  days. 

Sect.  4.  The  owner  or  lessee  or  occupant  of 
every  building  or  other  place  where  rubbish  of  any 
kind  is  kept  or  stored,  shall  apply  to  the  Health 
Department  for  a  license  to  keep  such  rubbish. 
If  the  rubbish  be  of  such  nature,  that  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Health  Department, 
and  approved  by  the  Deputy  Sanitary  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Health  Department,  that  the  same 
shall  not  be  detrimental  to  the  public  health, 
or  kept  so  as  to  endanger  a  conflagration,  the  same 
to  be  kept  and  maintained  as  license  shall  call  for,  a 
license  may  be  granted.  The  fee  for  said  license 
shall  be  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  a  year,  dating 
from  date  of  issue  and  may  be  revoked  at  any 
time  at  the  request  of  the  Deputy  Sanitary  Com- 
missioner or  Health  Commissioner,  without  assign- 
ing a  reason  therefor.  Whoever  keeps,  stores  or 
accumulates  rubbish  of  any  nature  without  a  license 
so  to  do  from  the  Health  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars  ($50)  or  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100)  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment of  not  less  than  one  (1)  month  or  more  than 
three  (3)  months. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  throw  into  a  public 
street  or  private  way,  or  upon  public  or  private 
property,  or  place  or  cause  to  be  placed,  paper  or 
other  rubbish  except  in  receptacles  provided  for 
same  and  so  filled  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  the 
paper  or  other  rubbish  to  be  strewn  or  blown  about 
any  street  or  upon  any  private  or  public  property. 
Any  person  violating  the  same  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  ($5)  or  more 
than  twenty  dollars  ($20)  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment  of  not  less  than  five  (5)  days  or 
more  than  twenty  (20)  days. 

Sect.  6.  The  finding  of  ashes  or  garbage  mixed 
with  any  other  matter  or  kept  in  any  other  way  than 
provided  in  sections  1,  2  and  3  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  guilt  and  the  occupants  of  each  building 
shall  be  held  jointly  responsible.  If,  however,  it 
can  be  proven  to  the  court  which  of  the  occupants 
committed  the  offence,  then  the  responsible  person 
or  persons  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  three  dollars 
($3)  or  more  than  twenty  dollars  ($20)  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment  of  not  less  than  five 
(5)  days  or  more  than  twenty  (20)  days. 

Sect.  7.  Every  occupant  of  a  building  or  any 
part  of  a  building  and  the  owner  or  lessee  of  an 
unoccupied  building,  and  the  occupant,  owner,  or 
lessee  of  an  occupied  or  unoccupied  land,  shall  keep 
the  surface  of  the  yard,  cellar,  air  shaft,  roof,  land 
or  other  parts  of  the  building  or  land  free  from 
ashes,  garbage,  rubbish  or  other  refuse  matter, 
except  when  kept  therein  as  required  in  sections 
1,  2  and  3. 

Sect.  8.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in  a 
public  or  private  street,  place  or  way,  any  article 
whatsoever,  whether  it  be  the  product  of  his  own 
labor  or  not,  without  a  license  from  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Streets.  Said  license  before  being 
granted  shall  be  approved  by  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Health  Department  and  his  deputy  commis- 
sioners of  the  Sanitary  and  Food  Divisions.  A  fee 
shall  be  charged  for  each  license  as  follows: 

For  the  sale  of  newspapers,  three  dollars  ($3) 
a  year. 

For  the  sale  of  products  of  one's  own  labor,  ten 
dollars  ($10)  a  year. 

For  the  sale  of  food  of  any  kind,  fifty  dollars  ($50) 
a  year. 

The  license  shall  state  fully  the  requirements 
that  must  be  carried  out  by  the  holder  and  shall 
not  be  transferable  without  the  consent  of  the 
grantors.  Each  of  the  grantors  of  such  license 
shall  personally  sign  such  license  granted,  with  his 
full  name,  likewise  each  license  transferred. 

Chapter  II. 

Section  1.  Every  owner,  lessee  or  occupant  of 
a  building  that  faces  in  any  way  upon  a  public 
sidewalk  shall  keep  the  sidewalk  at  all  times  from 
being  used  for  the  sale  or  offering  for  sale  or  storage 
of  any  article  whatsoever. 

Sect.  2.  Nor  shall  any  person  sell  or  offer  for 
sale  any  article  whatsoever  from  an  area  of  a  build- 
ing or  other  place  that  in  any  way  faces  upon  a 
public  sidewalk. 
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Sect.  3.  Section  2  shall  not  restrict  any  person 
from  occupying  a  public  sidewalk  for  the  necessary 
receiving  or  delivering  of  any  merchandise.  The 
same  not  to  be  occupied  for  a  longer  period  of  time 
than  is  reasonable. 

Sect.  4.  The  Street  Commissioners  with  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and  his 
Deputy  Sanitary  Commissioner  may  grant  a 
license  to  any  one  to  use  a  public  sidewalk  where  it 
can  be  shown,  to  their  satisfaction,  that  the  same 
be  absolutely  necessary  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  other  than  selling  articles  therefrom  to 
the  public.  A  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  (S25)  a 
year  shall  be  charged,  which  may  be  renewed  each 
year  and  revoked  at  any  time  by  the  grantors 
without  assigning  any  reason  therefor. 

Chapters  1  and  2  and  each  section  therein  shall 
be  enforced  by  the  Police  Department  and  the 
Health  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  5.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
shall  specify  one  or  more  days  in  each  week  on 
which  his  different  departments  shall  visit  each 
district  in  the  city  for  the  collection  from  dwelling 
houses,  housekeeping  apartments  and  tenement 
houses,  sweepings,  ashes,  waste  paper,  cardboard, 
string,  packing  material,  sticks,  rags,  waste  leather 
and  rubber,  boxes,  barrels,  broken  furniture,  tins, 
bottles,  jars,  broken  glass,  broken  crockery,  bones, 
shells,  waste  or  broken  metals,  lawn  grass  and  other 
garden  refuse  and  all  other  similar  heavy  or  incom- 
bustible refuse,  when  the  same  is  placed  properly  in 
suitable  metallic  receptacles.  The  department 
shall  not  collect  any  refuse  matter  from  hotels, 
apartment  hotels,  restaurants,  shops,  stores,  manu- 
facturing or  mechanical  business  places,  of  dead 
animals,  plaster,  building  materials  of  any  kind, 
earth  or  stone,  except  from  buildings  or  other  places 
occupied  by  the  city.  The  department  may  take 
and  dispose  of  any  refuse  matter  upon  payment  by 
the  producer  thereof  to  the  city  for  the  removal  of 
any  refuse  of  any  nature;  and  the  commissioner 
shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe  the  compensation 
required  for  same  and  all  moneys  received  from 
same  shall  be  used  in  paying  all  expenses  incurred 
by  the  department  for  the  removal  of  said  refuse. 
The  commissioner  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  moneys 
received  and  make  an  annual  report  of  same  to  the 
Mayor  of  the  city,  and  turn  over  all  the  surplus 
money  to  the  City  Treasurer.  Upon  the  day  or 
days  specified  for  each  district,  when  collections 
are  to  be  made,  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  every 
building  having  ashes  or  other  rubbish  shall  place 
the  receptacles  holding  the  same  upon  the  sidewalk 
in  front  of  the  building  occupied  by  them.  Where 
the  building  does  not  face  upon  a  public  sidewalk 
the  receptacles  shall  be  placed  outside  of  the  yards, 
into  the  alleyways  or  private  ways  in  front  of  the 
buildings  so  occupied  on  or  before  7.30  a.  m.  of 
each  day  designated  for  collection,  and  shall 
remove  each  receptacle  from  the  sidewalks,  alleys 
or  private  ways  immediately  after  the  contents  of 
the  same  have  been  removed  by  the  Public  Works 
Department.  The  owner,  lessee,  or  agent  of  every 
unoccupied  building  shall  do  likewise.     Wee 
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ot  not  less  than  one  (1)  day  or  more  than 
five  (5)  days. 

Sect.  6.  The  occupant  or  occupants  of  all  build- 
ings, except  buildings  where  janitors  are  provided, 
and  in  such  buildings  the  janitors,  shall  keep  the 
sidewalk  and  street  free  at  all  times  from  waste 
paper  that  may  be  thrown  or  blown  thereon. 
The  owner,  lessee,  agent,  or  janitor  of  unoccupied 
buildings  shall  do  likewise.  Whoever  neglects  to 
comply  with  the  above  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
three  dollars  (S3)  or  more  than  twenty  dollars  ($20) 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  of  not  less 
than  one  (1)  day  or  more  than  five  (5)  days. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  Ordinance 
is  one  proposed  by  the  Boston  Clean-Up  Commit- 
tee, or  under  their'  auspices  and  has  been  drafted 
by  Mr.  Sullivan,  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
Officer  McCaffrey  and  Mr.  Upham  of  the  South 
End  Improvement  Association.

citizens  of  Boston,  in  doing  the  least  we  ran  do, 
extending  our  thanks,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
citizens,  for  the  great  work  which  he  has  done  and 
which  he  is  continuing  to  perform.  I  have  taken 
advantage  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Storrow  is  not 
present  here  today,  because  I  should  hesitate  to 
present  anything  of  this  nature  in  his  presence, 
knowing  him  to  be  a  man  of  modest  demeanor, 
who  wishes  no  publicity  or  any  expression  of  appre- 
ciation or  thanks  whatsoever  for  work  which  he  has 
performed.  But  that  does  not  lessen  the  obligation 
on  our  part,  and  I  believe  we  should  do  this.  I 
think  it  is  a  very  nice  and  proper  thing  to  extend 
a  little  vote  of  thanks  of  this  kind  at  this  particular 
time.  It  is  a  good  deal  better  to  say  things  about 
Mr.  Storrow  and  about  the  rest  of  us,  while  we  are 
here,  than  to  send  flowers  after  we  are  gone. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  regret 
exceedingly  that  I  am  compelled  to  speak  on  this 
subject.  It  is  embarrassing  to  take  a  position 
opposite  to  the  one  suggested  by  the  gentleman  who 
has  just  offered  the  order,  particularly  when  it 
refers  to  a  member  of  this  body.  I  do  not  intend 
to  say  that.  Mr.  Storrow,  our  colleague,  has  not 
done  his  full  duty  as  Fuel  Administrator,  but  it 
seems  to  me  that  the  proper  time  to  pass  a  resolu- 
tion of  this  kind  would  be  upon  the  completion  of 
his  work  rather  than  in  the  middle  of  it.  Last  year 
the  coal  situation  was  very  bad  and  very  unsatis- 
factory to  everybody,  and  the  present  coal  situation 
is  embarrassing  and  unsatisfactory  to  everybody. 
Nobody  knows  as  yet  where  we  are  at  on  the  coal 
situation.  My  feeling  at  the  present  time  is  that 
Mr.  Storrow  has  done  great  work,  judging  by 
reports,  but  it  has  not  been  completed.  The  proof 
of  the  pudding  will  be  in  the  eating.  He  tells  us 
that  we  are  going  to  have  a  more  serious  winter 
this  year  than  last.  Now,  why  go  to  work  and  pass 
:i  resolution  until  his  work  is  completed?  I  think 
I  shall  be  only  too  willing  and  glad  to  vote  for  such 
a  resolution  after  the  winter  has  gone  by.  But  if 
we  pass  it.  at  this  time  we  may  regret  it  later  on. 
A  situation  may  arise  whereby  it  would  appear 
that  we  had  thanked  him  for  something  we  should 
not  thank  him  for.  The  gentleman  says  that  if  Mr. 
Storrow  was  present  he  doubts  if  he  would  present 
the  resolution.  He  may  not  know  that  Mr. 
Storrow  is  very  likely  in  the  building  at  the  present 
time,  having  been  here  this  afternoon.  He  was  in 
the  Mayor's  office  when  I  was  there  about  an  hour 
ago.  But  that  is  neither  here  nor  there.  I  do  not 
want  to  vote  against  this  resolution,  and  I  would 
like  to  vote  for  it  if  I  could;  but  it  does  seem  to  me 
that  we  might  postpone  acting  on  the  proposition 
until  later.  Perhaps  we  may  want  to  change  our 
minds  in  the  matter  of  congratulating  him  for  his 
work,  and  so  forth,  later  on.  I  wish  the  gentleman, 
to  avoid  embarrassing  mo,  would  have  the  matter 
laid  on  the  table  for  a  space  of  time,  until  we  can 
honestly  vote  to  congratulate  Mr.  8xux*nw  jn  the 
unlimited  way  suggested  in  this  resolution  In  ,»ii 
probability  we  can  do  so  later  on.  But  if  later  on 
the  work'  in  connection  with  the  coal  situation 
proves  unsatisfactory,  and  the  consumers  suffer, 
this  resolution  cannot  very  well  be  recalled.  I  wish 
I  might  take  another  position  than  the  one  I  am 
going  to  take,  the  one  I  feel  obliged  to  take  if  the 
gentleman  presses  the  motion. 

Coun  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  don  t  think 
it  is  possible  to  draft  a  resolution  here  saying 
anything  good  about  anybody  that  would  meet 
the  approval  of  the  gentleman  opposite.  1  did 
not  think  we  were  going  to  get  into  any  argu- 
ment on  this  subject  today.  I  thought  the  vote 
would  be  practically  unanimous.  I  supposed 
the  average  man  who  understood  the  situation 
would  know  that  this  man  has  been  .doing,  a 
very  noble  and  heroic  work  for  a  period  of  six- 
teen months.  He  came  in  here  only  a  few  weeks 
ago  and  for  reasons  best  known  to  himself  _  at 
that  time,  recited  to  us  his  experiences  in  a  period 
of  two  weeks,  in  which  he  had  given  up  almost 
every  moment  of  his  time  to  this  public  wotk  i 
-i  id  "at  the  conclusion  of  my  remarks  m  presenting 
the  order  that  I  believed  in  presenting  bouquets 
to  individuals  when  they  were  alive  and  vihen 
they  might  be  able  to  enjoy  the  perfume  of  the 
flowers,  not  waiting  until  after  they  were  dead 
The  gentleman  opposite  believes  in  waiting  until 
the  work  is  completed  to  see  whether  or  not  this 
man  has  done  good  work.  Ninety-nine  per  crtt 
of  the  citizens  of  Boston  know  now  that  Mi 
Storrow  has  done  good  work.  He  has  done  it 
KtaS  months.  We  know  what  has  been 
accomplished.  The  public  Press,  if  the  gentle- 
man has  kept  himself  conversant  with  condi- 
tions has  shown  clearly  what  good  work  has  been 


accomplished.  We  know,  through  the  public 
Press  and  otherwise,  what  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  past,  and  we  know  and  we  have  been  shown 
in  the  past  two  weeks  that  we  need  have  no  anxiety 
for  next  winter,  anxiety  we  should  all  have  felt 
had  it  not  been  for  the  heroic  efforts  of  Mr.  Storrow 
and  his  work  in  Washington  and  elsewhere.  That 
has  all  come  out  recently,  through  the  conference 
at  the  State  House,  and  it  has  been  published  so 
that  anybody  and  everybody  knows  the  facts. 
After  a  man  has  devoted  sixteen  months  of  his  time 
and  all  his  time  to  this  great  work,  for  the  member 
to  stand  up  here  and  say  we  do  not  know  whether 
he  has  done  a  good  job  or  not  is  not,  to. my  mind, 
an  honest  conclusion.  We  do  know  it,  and  I 
believe  99  per  cent  of  the  citizens  of  this  town, 
whom  we  represent,  know  it  and  will  approve 
of  some  such  resolution  and  vote  of  thanks  as  I 
have  outlined  here.  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  that 
there  is  a  small  element  in  the  community  that  is 
dissatisfied,  that  always  was  dissatisfied  and  al- 
ways will  be  dissatisfied  with  things  as  they  are. 
It  is  impossible  to  please  everybody  in  this  world, 
and  it  is  only  fair  to  assume  that  perhaps  there 
will  be  a  little  sprinkling  of  that  1  per  cent  of 
dissatisfaction  represented  here  in  the  member- 
ship of  the  City  Council.  I  believe,  however, 
that  the  citizens  of  Boston  as  a  whole  will  approve 
of  and  agree  with  this  resolution  as  referring  to 
the  work  which  has  already  been  done,  and  so 
ably  and  nobly  done  by  Mr.  Storrow.  I  am 
satisfied  that  if  it  were  not  for  the  work  of  Mr. 
Storrow  last  winter,  while  there  was  an  unavoid- 
able shortage  of  coal,  things  would  have  been 
many  thousand-fold  worse.  That  they  were  not 
so  was  due  in  large  part  to  his  efforts  that  he  is 
still  continuing.  If  it  were  not  for  the  great  work 
he  has  done  and  is  now  doing,  things  would  be 
a  great  deal  worse  next  winter  than  we  now  have 
reason  to  think  they  will  be;  and  I  am  satisfied 
that  if  it  were  not  for  his  efforts  last  winter,  coal 
would  have  been  beyond  the  reach  of  any  of  us, 
even  those  with  means  to  pay  for  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
can  always  be  depended  upon  to  say  something  of 
a  very  unkind  and,  I  might  say,  mean  nature, 
whenever  he  arises  to  speak  on  a  subject  on  this 
floor.  He  has  that  privilege;  I  do  not  object  a 
particle.  If  that  gives  an  idea  of  his  innermost 
feelings,  let  him  hold  forth  all  he  pleases.  But  I 
cannot  be  a  hypocrite  under  any  circumstances. 
From  my  point  of  view,  Mr.  Storrow  perhaps  has 
not  done  such  wonderful  work.  I  would  like  to 
vote  for  a  resolution  commending  any  fellow 
member  of  this  body,  if  I  could  honestly  and 
conscientiously  do  so,  but  I  cannot  vote  for  this 
today.  I  had  hoped  that  he  might  postpone  it 
until  some  future  date,  when  I  would  be  prepared 
to  vote  upon  it.  I  might  then  see  my  way  clear 
to  make  it  unanimous.  But  I  am  entitled  to  take 
the  same  position  in  regard  to  this  resolution  today 
that  Mr.  Storrow  took  upon  my  resolution  of  a  few 
-'neks  ago,  expressing  our  opinion  that  Mr.  Brush 
should  i,w,t;mie  ;n  tf,e  presidency  of  the  Elevated 
Road.  He  said  it  w~s  none  of  our  business  and 
that  we  should  not  infeneic,  tn^  while  he  had  the 
highest  regard  for  Mr.  Brush,  he  couiu  u«i  -rxtr.  for 
the  resolution.  I  shall  feel  the  same  way  in  regaru 
to  this  resolution,  if  the  gentleman  presses  it  today, 
and  I  shall  vote  against  it,  because  I  am  inclined 
to  think  that  the  great  majority  of  the  public  are 
absolutely  dissatisfied  with  conditions  in  connec- 
tion with  the  coal  supplied  to  the  public,  not  only 
last  winter  but  up  to  date.  We  are  now  informed 
that  we  can  have  but  two  thirds  of  our  needs 
supplied  for  the  coming  winter.  That  is  not  a 
satisfactory  condition  of  affairs.  I  cannot  vote  tor 
a  resolution  of  this  kind  until  I  can  see  something 
pretty  near  a  positive  guaranty  that  my  folks  will 
not  be  cold  this  winter.  I  am  not  satisfied  with 
conditions  as  they  appear  at  the  present  time,  and 
I  am  not  one  of  the  few,  but  one  of  the  many.  I  he 
coal  situation  today— whether  Doctor  Garneld  is 
responsible,  whether  the  railroads  are  responsible, 
or  whether  Mr.  Storrow  is  responsible—is  ab- 
solutely unsatisfactory  to  the  public  here  in  Boston. 
When  'the  gentleman  says  that  the  great  majority 
of  the  public,  99  per  cent,  are  satisfied,  he  is  saying 
what  I  believe  to  be  an  untruth— or,  at  least,  he  is 
certainlv  wrong  in  his  conjecture.  The  situation  is 
bad  Whether  Mr.  Storrow  can  improve  it  or  not, 
I  don't  know,  and  the  gentleman  opposite  does  not 
know  There  is  a  great  deal  of  dissatisfaction,  not 
only  among  the  poor  people,  but  among  all  classes, 
in  connection  with  the  coal  situation.  People  are 
not  getting  coal  as  they  should.     I  am  glad  to  say 
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that  I  think  Mr.  Storrow  has  done  very  well  under 
the  circumstances,  but  I  am  not  in  favor  of  voting 
for  a  resolution  of  this  sort  at  this  time,  when  his 
work  is  not  completed,  or  a  resolution  under  which 
we  shall  join  with  the  Mayor  in  giving  thanks  to 
Mr.  Storrow  without  the  Mayor  being  consulted 
as  to  whether  or  not  he  wishes  to  join  with  us  in  the 
matter.  A  resolution  in  that  form  should  not  pass. 
Why  should  we  tie  the  Mayor  up  to  a  resolution 
approving  of  Mr.  Storrow's  action?  The  Mayor 
himself  can  take  whatever  position  he  wishes  at  the 
proper  time  and  in  the  proper  way,  and  probably  he 
will  do  so,  telling  Mr.  Storrow  how  he  feels  about 
his  work  face  to  face.  But  I  do  not  believe  in 
toadying,  and  that  is  exactly  what  I  consider  that 
this  resolution  is  doing.  I  also  believe,  if  Mr. 
Storrow  was  asked  whether  he  felt  that  it  would  be 
proper  for  us  at  the  present  time  to  pass  such  a 
resolution,  he  as  a  manly  man  would  say,  "Let  me 
first  complete  my  work,  and  then  pass  the. resolu- 
tion." If  I  am  compelled  to  vote  upon  this  today, 
I  shall  vote,  conscientiously,  "No"  on  the  resolu- 
tion, because  I  was  not  built  to  he's,  hypocrite. 

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  President,  I  agree 
with  Coun.  Watson.  Personally,  I  do  not 
feel  prepared  to  vote  upon  the  resolution  today. 
I  think  the  gentleman  who  introduced  it  should 
not  press  it  today,  because  I  don't  think  Mr. 
Storrow  would  want  it,  and  I  think  it  is  a  slap 
at  the  other  members  of  the  Public  Safety  Com- 
mittee who  have  been  doing  good  work — at  Mr. 
Endicott  and  all  those  others  who  have  been  giving 
all  their  time,  in  another  branch  of  Government 
activity,  for  the  public  good  in  Boston.  It  is 
true  that  Mr.  Storrow  has  been  doing  good, 
grand  work  for  the  New  England  district.  He 
is  the  representative  of  this  New  England  district, 
as  far  as  fuel  is  concerned,  and  he  has  been  doing 
a  grand  work,  giving  all  his  time,  night  and  day, 
to  it.  But  he  has  not  completed  it.  We  don't 
know  what  condition  the  city  will  be  in  this 
winter.  No  matter  how  bad  the  condition  may 
be,  I  think  he  has  done  everything  that  one  man 
could  do  to  take  care  of  the  situation.  But,  as 
Coun.  Watson  says,  why  should  we  pick  him 
out  in  a  matter  of  this  kind  and  say  that  we 
join  with  the  Mayor  in  thanking  him?  I  never 
knew  that  the  Mayor  had  thanked  him  publicly 
or  privately,  and  I  don't  know  why  we  should 
say  in  a  resolution  of  this  sort  that  we  are  joining 
with  him,  because  we  don't  know  whether  the 
Mayor  wants  to  thank  Mr.  Storrow  or  not,  or 
is  willing  for  us  to  pass  a  resolution  reading  in 
this  way,  thanking  Mr.  Storrow  for  what  he  has 
done.  I  may  disagree  with  Mr.  Watson,  because 
I  think  Mr.  Storrow  has  done  everything  that 
one  man  can  do.  He  has  kept  the  wires  hot 
and  has  gone  to  Washington  and  Virginia,  back 
and  forth  continually,  trying  to  relieve  the  coal 
situation.  But  we  ought  not  to  pick  out  Mr. 
Storrow  as  one  man  and  thank  him  for  the  work 
he  has  done  and  let  the  other  members  of  this 
committee  and  other  committees,  who  have  put 
their  business  to  one  side  and  who  have  worked 
day  and  night  in  the  public  interest,  pass  un- 
noticed. Other  men  have  been  working  con- 
tinually in  the  interests  of  Boston  and  trying 
to  better  the  conditions  of  the  people,  and  why 
should  we  thank  him  and  ignore  the  others?  I 
hope  the  resolution  will  not  go  through  today. 
If  the  gentleman  tries  to  put  it  through  today, 
I  am  going  to  vote  against  it,  because  I  don't 
think  it  is  in  proper  form. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  framed  the 
resolution  to  apply  to  the  Fuel  Administration, 
with  the  fuel  situation  in  mind,  because  as  a  result 
of  Mr.  Storrow's  work  we  have  received  an  assur- 
ance within  the  last  few  weeks  that  there  will  be  a 
fuel  supply  here  far  beyond  what  we  would  have 
had  were  it  not  for  his  great  efforts.  So  I  did 
not  apply  the  resolution  to  Mr.  Endicott's  De- 
partment of  Food  Administration,  but  to  the  Fuel 
Administration,  that  being  the  matter  in  my 
mind  at  the  moment,  and  Mr.  Storrow  being 
the  one  who  has  had  in  charge  and  who  now  has 
in  charge  the  work  of  the  Fuel  Administration 
for  this  section  of  the  country.  I  still  contend 
that  I  believe  I  am  right  in  saying,  arriving  at  the 
conclusion  from  a  general  survey  of  the  situation, 
that  a  very,  very  large  percentage  of  the  citizens 
of  Boston  will  approve  of  a  resolution  or  order 
extending  this  vote  of  thanks  at  this  time.  Such 
action  can  be  taken  in  regard  to  other  activities 
at  any  time  when  it  may  be  desired  to  do  so.  I 
would  not  have  presented  this  in  Mr.  Storrow's 
presence,   because  he  is  a  modest  man   and   one 


who  would  not  care  to  listen  to  any  eulogy  of  his 
conduct;  and  I  certainly  would  not  care  to  have 
him  listen  to  what  has  been  said  here.  I  have 
taken  advantage  of  his  absence  to  introduce  this 
order,  hoping  and  feeling  that  his  colleagues  here, 
knowing  the  real  worth  of  the  man,  would  be  more 
than  glad  to  extend  this  little  vote  of  appreciation 
and  thanks  to  him  for  his  good  work,  his  noble 
and  heroic  work,  showing  our  appreciation  of  what 
he  has  already  done,  even  if  in  the  future  he  did 
no  more  than  he  has  accomplished  up  to  the  pres- 
ent hour.  It  seemed  to  me  merely  a  fitting  little 
act  of  courtesy. 

Coun.  WATSON— There  is  a  local  Fuel  Com- 
mittee that  is  supposed  to  have  done  grand  work, 
too.  Why  shouldn't  they  be  given  a  vote  of  thanks? 
Also,  why  not  give  a  vote  of  thanks  to  city  em- 
ployees who  last  year  did  so  much  in  helping  to  get 
fuel  to  the  unfortunate? 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  is  the  gentleman 
asking  me  the  question? 

Coun.  WATSON — Why  should  we  not  thank 

President  COLLINS — Does  the  gentleman  yield? 

Coun.  WATSON— For  what? 

President  COLLINS — Coun.  Hagan  wishes  to 
know  if  the  gentleman  wants  a  question  answered. 
Will  Coun.  Watson  yield  the  floor? 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  simply  ask,  Mr.  President,  if 
the  gentleman  is  asking  me  that  question? 

Coun.  WATSON — No.  I  say,  why  don't  we 
give  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  City  of  Boston  Fuel 
Committee?  They  have  done  some  work,  good, 
bad  or  indifferent.  Why  should  we  not  give  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  city  employees  who  have  given 
their  services  in  delivering  coal  to  the  unfortunate ; 
and  also  to  the  coal  companies  of  Boston,  who, 
according  to  the  Press,  opened  their  yards  Sundays 
and  doled  out  hundreds  of  pounds  to  the  poor 
unfortunates  last  winter?  There  is  an  endless  chain 
of  people  who  have  done  good  work  in  this  line. 
Why  pick  out  a  man  who  happens  to  be  a  member 
of  this  body,  when  his  work  is  not  completed?  I 
say  again  that  this  is  unfortunate.  Something  is 
always  being  done  here  to  put  me  in  a  bad  light,  but 
I  could  not  sit  here  and  be  honest  with  myself 
without  saying  what  I  had  in  mind.  If  I  am  com- 
pelled to  vote  at  this  time,  I  shall  vote  "No."  I 
am  satisfied  that  Mr.  Storrow  will  appreciate  my 
position.  If  the  member  felt  that  we  should  take 
action  of  this  sort,  thanking  Mr.  Storrow,  why  did 
he  not  consult  with  his  fellow  members  of  the  body 
about  it  before  he  offered  it?  Perhaps  I  might 
have  made  a  suggestion,  which,  if  adopted,  would 
have  meant  that  the  thing  would  be  carried  through 
unanimously.  But,  no,  he  did  not  consult  me,  and 
I  believe  he  did  not  consult  any  member  of  the 
body.  He  himself  decided  that  Mr.  Storrow  should 
have  a  vote  of  thanks,  and  he,  Mr.  Storrow's 
friend,  introduced  the  resolution,  which  has  brought 
forth  a  discussion  that  perhaps  gives  the  resolution 
a  little  less  weight  than  it  would  otherwise  have  had, 
not  being  unanimous.  I  know  the  gentleman  is 
going  to  come  back  and  have  something  else  to  say 
here,  because  of  my  position,  but  I  have  been 
honest.  If  he  has  been  as  honest  in  introducing  the 
resolution  as  I  am  in  opposing  it,  he  need  have  no 
regrets.  I  am  absolutely  honest  in  the  matter.  I 
don't  think  we  ought  to  pass  resolutions  of  thanks 
at  this  time  to  anybody  who  has  been  working  in 
connection  with  the  coal  administration  until  we 
nave  some  absolutely  good  results,  which  up  to  the 
present  time,  in  my  opinion,  we  have  not  had. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
present  this  resolution  or  order  for  examination  by 
the  gentleman  opposite  or  any  other  member  of  the 
body  in  advance  of  its  presentation  to  the  body 
formally.  I  don't  know  of  any  member  of  this 
Council  who  sees  fit  to  present  to  myself  or  other 
members  orders  he  originates  before  offering  them 
to  the  body.  I  know  of  no  law  that  requires  it, 
and  I  do  expect  any  member  of  this  Council  to 
present  his  order  to  me  for  my  consideration  in 
advance  of  presenting  them  formally  in  the  body. 
I  accord  to  every  other  member  of  the^body  the 
same  rights  that  I  exercise  myself;  and, 'therefore, 
I  presented  tnis  order  without  consulting  anybody 
in  reference  to  it.  In  answer  to  other  remarks  of 
the  gentleman  opposite,  I  have  no  objection  what- 
soever to  his  presenting  a  resolution  thanking  the 
Boston  Fuel  Committee,  the  city  employees,  or 
anybody  else,  for  good  work  that  they  have  pi  I 
formed.  If  he  wishes  to  do  it,  that  is  within  his 
province,  today  or  at  any  other  time.  1  did  nut 
think  it  necessary  in  connection  with  this  resolution  . 
When  ho  sees  fit  to  present  a  resolution  in  that 
form,  I  shall  be  willing  to  join  hands  with  him  on  it 
or  debate  it  on  its  merits.     I  do  not  expect  the 
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gentleman  to  agree  with  me  at  any  time.  When  I 
present  any  order  here,  it  is  like  shaking  a  red  rag 
at  a  bull,  almost,  in  its  effect  on  the  gentleman. 
He  is  bound  to  take  the  opposite  view.  Frankly,  I 
would  rather  see  the  gentleman  vote  against  the 
order  than  for  it,  because  then  I  think  he  will  be 
properly  portraying  his  real  sentiments,  without 
hypocrisy,  and  will  be  as  honest  as  he  is  with 
anybody. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
think  this  is  the  proper  time  or  place  for  such  a 
resolution,  and  I  don't  think  the  resolution  would 
have  been  introduced  here  if  I  had  not  given  the 
statement  I  did  to  the  newspapers  some  month  or 
six  weeks  ago  in  regard  to  the  man. at  whom  the 
resolution  is  aimed,  for  not  attending  the  meetings 
of  this  body.  He  was  elected  by  the  citizens  of 
Boston  to  do  a  public  duty  here.  He  is  not  living 
up  to  that  duty,  and  I",  as  a  member  of  the  City 
Council,  do  not  see  how,  when  he  is  not  performing 
the  duty  he  was  elected  to  perform,  I  as  a  member 
of  this  body  can  commend  him  for  his  work.  While 
we  have  been  sitting  here  this  afternoon  he  has  been 
in  the  building.  He  has  been  in  this  building  this 
afternoon,  and  his  place  was  here.  As  far  as  the 
coal  situation  is  concerned,  we  are  proposing  in 
this  resolution  to  give  him  all  the  credit  for  the  coal 
situation  of  last  year  and  are  going  to  put  ourselves 
in  a  position  where  we  are  likely  to  be  ridiculed 
inside  of  three  or  four  months.  Nobody  knows 
what  is  going  to  happen  between  now  and  the  end 
of  the  winter,  and  still  they  come  in  here  and  ask 
us  to  go  on  record  in  this  way  when  nobody  knows 
what  the  coal  situation  here  is  going  to  be.  I  know 
of  a  number  of  committees  that  went  to  Washington 
last  winter  and  that  were  responsible  to  a  great 
degree  for  bringing  about  the  favorable  condition 
with  respect  to  coal  that  we  had  last  winter,  as 
compared  with  some  other  parts  of  the  country. 
I  want  to  say  that  I  do  not  feel  prepared  today 
to  vote  "  Yes  "  on  this  resolution,  and  I  am  sorry 
to  say  that  if  the  resolution  is  pressed  I  also  will 
have  to  vote  in  the  negative. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
move' ■ 

President  COLLINS— The  Chair  will  rule  that 
there  is  a  motion  now  before  the  Council  to  suspend 
the  rule  so  that  the  order  may  be  voted  upon  at  this 
time.  While  that  motion  is  before  us  the  Chairman 
cannot  entertain  any  amendment  of  the  order  itself. 
The  question  is  on  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rule, 
so  that  action  may  be  taken  on  the  order  forthwith. 
If  the  order  comes  before  the  body  for  action  on  its 
merits,  a  motion  to  amend  will  be  in  order.  The 
question  now  is  on  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rule, 
and  the  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  WATSON — Is  the  motion  to  suspend  the 
rule  debatable? 

President  COLLINS — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  Chair  will  recognize  the  gentleman  at  this  time. 
The  question  is  on  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rule. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  afraid  if 
the  vote  is  taken  on  the  motion  to  suspend  the 
rule,  without  further  explanation,  no  record  will  be 
made  of  what  I  intended  to  suggest.  I  intended  to 
move  to  amend  the  resolution. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  I  understand  that  the  motion  before  the 
house  at  the  present  time  is  to  suspend  the  rule,  and 
I  understand  that  that  is  not  debatable  at  the 
present  time. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
the  gentleman  who  has  just  risen  to  a  point  of  order, 
I  will  simply  say  that  the  Chair  said  if  there  was 
no  objection  I  might  speak,  and  there  was  no 
objection.  Therefore,  I  believe  I  have  the  right  to 
address  the  body,  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
President.  I  do  not  think  we  have  a  right  to  convey 
to  Mr.  Storrow  or  anybody  else  the  sincere  thanks 
of  the  citizens  of  Boston.  We  can  convey  to  Mr. 
Storrow,  if  we  so  vote  to  do,  our  thanks,  but  I 
think  the  resolution  as  it  reads  is  out  of  order.  I 
cannot  see  where  we  have  any  authority  to  convey 
to  Mr.  Storrow  the  thanks  of  the  citizens  of  Boston, 
when  we  do  not  know  their  feeling.  I  would  like 
to  suggest  that  if  Mr.  Storrow  has  done  his  work 
well  he  has  done  it  in  connection  with  the  United 
States  Fuel  Administration,  because  without  their 
cooperation  there  could  be  no  successful  handling 
of  the  coal  situation  here  in  Boston  or  in  Massachu- 
setts, if  it  has  been  successful.  I  intended  to  sug- 
gest to  those  favoring  the  order,  if  they  intended 
to  be  broad  and  liberal,  that  it  be  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  words  "great  work"  the  names 
of  the  National  Fuel  Administrator,  Dr.  Harry  A. 
Garfield,  and  Mr.  Storrow.  I  think,  if  we  want 
to  be  fair  about  this  thing  we  might  as  well  give 


credit  to  the  man  who  is  high  up,  and  then  to  the 
subordinate,  because  without  the  assistance  of  the 
man  high  up  whatever  Mr.  Storrow  tried  to  accom- 
plish would  go  for  naught.  I  also  raise  the  question 
whether  or  not  we  have  any  right  to  pledge  by 
resolution  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  citizens  of 
Boston,  when  we  don't  know  whether  or  not  they 
are  sincerely  thankful.  I  intended  io  suggest  such 
an  amendment,  if  there  was  an  opportunity. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  just  a  word  in 
reply  to  Coun.  Watson.  The  order,  as  drafted, 
states  that  we  extend  to  Mr.  Storrow  "the  sincere 
thanks  of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  who  are  truly 
grateful  and  appreciative  of  the  great  work  which 
Mr.  Storrow  as  Fuel  Administrator  has  so  efficiently 
performed  for  the  comfort  and  benefit  of  all  our 
citizens."  _  I  was  assuming  that  the  members  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  were  truly  representative  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston,  having  been  elected  by  the 
citizens  of  Boston  at  large,  the  citizens  of  the 
entire  municipality,  and  that,  therefore,  we  had  a 
right,  if  we  believed  that  the  vast  majority  of  the 
citizens  of  Boston  were  thankful  to  Mr.  Storrow, 
to  extend  this  vote  of  thanks  in  their  name  and 
behalf.  The  gentleman  opposite,  however,  picks 
a  flaw  here,  saying  that  we  have  no  right  to  extend 
the  thanks  of  the  citizens  of  Boston.  I  am  going  to 
ask  if  he  would  join  in  extending  the  thanks  of  the 
City  Council  and  eliminating  the  citizens  of  Boston? 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  gentle- 
man has  asked  me  a  fair  question  and  I  am  going 
to  give  him  a  fair  answer.  I  do  not  want  to  vo.te 
for  the  passage  of  the  resolution  today  in  any 
shape  that  conveys  the  thanks  of  this  body  to  Mr. 
Storrow  for  his  work  as  Fuel  Administrator.  I 
shall  be  very  firm  about  it.  But  I  would  vote 
to  amend  the  order,  and  perhaps  later  I  shall  be 
in  a  position  to  suggest  amendments  when  it 
comes  to  this  body  for  final  passage.  I  do  not 
see  what  right  we  have  to  go  to  work  and  include 
the  Mayor  in  any  order  without  his  first  being 
consulted.  It  may  be  that  the  Mayor  is  thor- 
oughly satisfied  with  Mr.  Storrow's  work  and 
would  join  with  us.  Why  not  have  the  order  or 
resolution  read  that  the  Mayor  be  asked  to  join 
with  us  in  these  thanks?  I  don't  know  what  right 
we  have  to  tie  the  Mayor  up  in  this  way. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
in  his  remarks  tried  to  lead  us  to  believe  that  his 
objection  was  to  my  wording  the  order  in  such  a 
way  that  it  extended  the  thanks  of  the  citizens 
of  Boston.  I  did  not  believe  then  he  was  honest 
in  his  representations,  and  so  I  simply  tripped  him 
up  by  asking  if  he  would,  if  the  order  were  so 
worded  as  to  extend  the  thanks  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, be  in  favor  of  it.  We  then  found  that  the  real 
reason  back  of  his  position  is  his  personal  animosity, 
and  that  there  is  nothing  else  back  of  it.  He  is 
not  ready  to  even  extend  the  thanks  of  the  City 
Council  to  a  colleague  in  this  body. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  per- 
fectly willing  to  leave  the  question  of  my  honesty 
with  the  general  public  rather  than  with  the 
gentleman  opposite. 

The  Council  refused  to  suspend  the  rule  for 
immediate  action  upon  the  order  (a  two  thirds 
vote  being  necessary  for  such  suspension),  yeas  5, 
nays  3: 

Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan, 
Lane — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  McDonald,  Moriarty,  Wat  son — 3. 

President  COLLINS— The  order  will  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  under  the  rule, 


INVESTIGATION  OF  CHARLES  STREET 
JAIL. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Finance  Commission,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
be  asked  to  make  an  investigation  of  conditions  at 
Charles  Street  Jail,  and  report  their  conclusions 
and  recommendations  for  improvement  of  con- 
ditions to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Inspection  of  Prisons. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference  so  that  it  may  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  object,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  my  idea  in 
having  the  matter  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  was  that  all  members  of  the  Council 
might  have  an  opportunity  to  pass  on  its  merits. 
IF  it  is  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Prisons,  we- 
will  have  to  wait  until  that  committee  is  going  to 
meet.     We  don't  know  just  when  that  will  be.     If 
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it  is  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  it  can 
be  acted  on  promptly.  I  think  we  ought  to  have 
a  prompt  investigation  of  conditions  at  the  Charles 
Street  Jail.  It  is  important  to  focus  public  atten- 
tion on  the  conditions  that  exist,  and  by  getting 
various  bodies  in  the  city  interested  I  think  we 
will  focus  public  opinion  on  the  matter. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  reference  was 
declared  lost.  Coun.  HAGAN  doubted  the  vote 
and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Council  refused  to  reconsider  reference  to 
the  Committee  on  Inspection  of  Prisons,  yeas  2, 
nays  6: 

Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,  Hagan — 2. 

Nays — Coun.  Collins,  Ford,  Lane,  McDonald, 
Moriarty,  Watson — 6. 

President  COLLINS — Reconsideration  of  the 
reference  does  not  prevail,  and  the  order  stands 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Inspection  of  Prisons.

COMMUNICATION   ON  PAVING 
CONTRACTS. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  June  25,  1918. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Referring  to  the  "Report  of 
Finance  Commission  Relative  to  Certain  Paving 
Contracts"  dated  June  19,  1918,  and  addressed 
to  you,  which  embodies  a  report,  dated  June  13, 
1918,  of  the  consulting  engineer  of  the  Finance 
Commission  to  that  honorable  body,  as  published 
in  the  City  Record  of  June  22,  1918,  we  beg  to 
respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  following 
facts  which  might  readily  have  been  available  to 
Mr.  Emerson  or  to  the  Finance  Commission  upon 
inquiry: 

1.  Commonwealth  Avenue,   Bitulithic  Pave- 

ment, Supplemental  Contract,  Permit- 
ting the  Use  of  Ghavel  in  Place  op 
Crushed  Stone. 
On  November  1,  1917,  Governmental  Priority 
Order  No.  2  became  effective,  which  prohibited  the 
use  of  open  top  cars  for  transporting  crushed  stone. 
In  the  laying  of  bitulithic  pavements  in  Boston, 
crushed  trap  rock  has  been  used  and  there  is  no 
trap  rock  available  within  teaming  distance  of 
Boston,  except  at  Waltham  and  Winchester. 
Other  local  stones  are  not  of  suitable  quality  for 
use  in  bitulithic  pavement.  ^  The  Waltham  output 
was  entirely  consumed  in  important  Government 
work  at  the  Watertown  Arsenal,  and  the  Win- 
chester supply  was  also  not  available.  Cars 
could  not  be  obtained  to  transport  stone  from 
Westfield  or  Connecticut  points  where  crushed 
trap  rock  is  produced.  This  predicament  was 
not  of  our  making.  We  found  that  we  could 
secure  by  water  a  supply  of  Boston  Sand  and 
Gravel  Company  gravel,  the  larger  portions  of 
which  were  crushed.  We  made  careful  tests  of 
this  material  and  found  it  to  be  suitable  for  use 
in  the  pavement.  The  writer,  personally,  ex- 
plained the  situation  to  Engineer  Putnam  and 
Chairman  Dillon  of  the  Park  Board,  submitted 
to  them  samples  of  the  crushed  gravel  proposed 
to  be  used  and  advised  them  that  the  change 
would  not  injure  the  quality  of  the  pavement. 
The  saving  in  cost  to  us  through  the  use  of  gravel 
was  7  cents  per  square  yard  of  pavement,  and  a 
reduction  of  that  amount  in  cost  to  the  city  was 
deemed  under  the  circumstances  to  be  equitable  to 
both  parties.  We  received  a  verbal  order  to 
substitute  gravel  for  crushed  stone,  which  was 
later  (November  21,  1917)  confirmed  in  writing.. 
We  beg  to  submit  that  this  proceeding  was  in  every 
way  regular,  and  that  the  action  taken  was  the 
only  thing  to  do  under  such  circumstances. 

2.  The  Fens  from  Commonwealth  Avenue  to 

Hemeitway  Street. 
On  this  contract  bids  were  received  on  Novem- 
ber 16,  1917.  We  had  taken  up  with  the  Park 
Board,  as  above  explained,  our  inability  to  secure 
suitable  crushed  quarried  stone  for  Common- 
wealth avenue,  and  the  same  situation  confronted 
us  on  the  Fens  contract.     We    therefore   inserted 
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the  words  "or  gravel"  after  the  words  "crushed 
stone"  in  our  bid  for  the  work  and  filed  the  bid 
with  the  Park  Department  and  a  copy  with  the 
Auditor.  This  was  done  upon  our  own  initiative 
because  crushed  quarried  stone  of  suitable  quality 
was  not  available.  We  do  not  see  how  our  action 
could  in  any  respect  affect  the  interests  of  bidders 
on  other  forms  of  bituminous  pavements  where 
coarse  mineral  aggregate  is  not  used  in  the  wearing 
surface.  Undoubtedly  the  Park  Department 
might  have  declared  our  bid  informal  because  of 
the  condition  inserted  by  us,  but  to  have  done  so 
for  that  reason  under  the  circumstances,  we  sub- 
mit, would  have  been  extremely  technical  and 
unwarranted. 

3.  Extension  of  the  Fens  Contract  to  Cover 

Charlesgate     East     and     Charlesgate 

West  at  1917  Prices. 
This  extension  amounted  to  only  2,555  square 
yards  and  was  ordered  as  incidental  thereto,  to  be 
paid  for  at  the  price  provided  in  the  1917  con- 
tract, which  price  was  about  fifty  cents  per  square 
yard  less  than  a  reasonable  price  under  conditions 
now  existing.  By  this  action  the  Park  Board 
undoubtedly  saved  the  City  of  Boston  about 
$1,200.  Had  we  not  assumed  that  this  work  was 
incidental  to  our  main  contract,  and  therefore  in 
fairness  to  the  city  should  have  been  done  at  the 
main  contract  price,  or  had  we  any  idea  that  such 
extension  was  not  legally  ordered,  we  would 
certainly  have  requested  that  the  work  be  ad- 
vertised for  bids. 

4.  The  Use  of  Gravel  as  Mineral  Aggregate 

in  Bitulithic  Pavements. 

Gravel  has  been  used  to  the  extent  of  2,300,000 
square  yards  in  bitulithic  pavements  in  many 
places  throughout  the  country  since  1912  and  we 
have  emphatically  recommended  its  use  wherever 
suitable  gravel  is  available.  We  have  advertised 
extensively  the  suitability  of  gravel  aggregate  in 
bitulithic  pavements,  as  is  proven  by  the  attached 
circulars,  Mr.  Emerson  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. Approximately  90,000  square  yards  of 
bitulithic  pavement  using  gravel  aggregate  have, 
within  the  past  six  months,  been  constructed  on  the 
cantonment  roads  at  Camp  Lewis,  American  Lake, 
Washington,  under  Government  supervision,  and 
this  work  as  well  as  other  similar  work  has  been 
commented  upon  in  several  engineering  publica- 
tions. We  confess  that  we  ourselves  had  some 
doubt  on  theoretical  grounds,  similar  to  those  sug- 
gested by  Mr.  Emerson,  of  the  suitability  of  gravel 
in  the  mineral  aggregate  before  we  had  used  it 
extensively.  Experience  has  since  clearly  demon- 
strated that  our  fears  were  unfounded.  Gravel 
aggregates,  either  crushed  or  uncrushed,  can  very 
often  be  made  more  dense  (smaller  percentage  of 
voids)  and  more  stable  construction  than  with 
available  crushed  stone.  This  is  easily  demon- 
strated. 

5.     Crdshed  Stone. 

Crushed  stone  suitable  for  the  concrete  founda- 
tion of  a  pavement  is  available  in  Boston  and  was 
available  last  fall.  Mr.  Emerson  has  overlooked 
or  does  not  appreciate  the  fact  that  the  local 
crushed  stones,  while  suitable  for  concrete  founda- 
tions, are  not  suitable  for  use  in  the  wearing  surface 
of  the  bitulithic  pavement.  Furthermore,  the 
embargo  in  effect  last  fall  in  the  shipment  of 
crushed  stone  has  now  been  lifted  and  it  may  now 
be  possible  to  secure  cars  for  the  shipment  of 
crushed  stone  to  Boston. 

We  beg  to  respectfully  request,  in  fairness  to  us, 
that  this  letter  be  given  the  same  publicity  in  the 
City    Record   as   was   given   to   the   report   of   the 
Finance  Commission  above  referred  to.

MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  provide  a  suitable 
rest  room  in  the  City  Hall  Annex  for  the  use  of  the 
women  employees  in  the  City  Hall  and  City  Hall 
Annex.

A   QUESTION   OF  PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  privilege. 

.President  COLLINS— The  gentleman  will  state 
his  question  of  privilege. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  there  was  an 
editorial  in  the  Boston  Herald  this  morning  which 
puts  a  committee  of  which  I  am  chairman — dealing 
with  the  question  of  storage  coal  as  an  emergency 
proposition — in  a  wrong  light.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested informally  by  several  members  of  the  com- 
mittee that  I  call  the  attention  of  the  writer  of  the 
editorial  in  the  Boston  Herald  of  today  to  the  fact 
that  at  no  time  did  the  committee  seriously  con- 
sider recommending  the  borrowing  of  money  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  coal  pockets  or  coal  storage 
plants.  The  committee  at  its  meeting  simply  went 
this  far,  that  if  coal  could  be  secured  in  sufficient 
quantity  we  favored  the  leasing  or  renting  of  an 
open  place,  a  field  or  yard,  or  some  such  place, 
where  coal  might  be  stored  for  temporary  purposes. 
There  was  nothing  seriously  considered  or  even 
mentioned  in  the  way  of  issuing  bonds  to  build  a 
coal  storage  plant  or  coal  pocket.  The  committee 
merely  considered  the  advisability,  if  it  could  be 
procured,  of  a  bond  issue  perhaps  to  purchase  the 
coal  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  205  of  the 
Acts  of  191S.  Had  the  gentleman  who  wrote  the 
editorial  in  the  Herald  today  inquired  of  his  City 
Hall  representative  or  looked  into  the  matter  a 
little  more  carefully  than  he  apparently  did,  he 
would  have  known  that  the  committee  gave  no 
consideration  whatever  to  the  matter  of  issuing 
bonds  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  permanent 
storage  plant,  or  storage  pocket  for  coal. 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
that  it  is  quite  in  order,  but  I  would  like  to  say 
just  a  word  about  a  municipal  coal  pocket.  I  am 
not  sure  just  how  the  matter  stands,  as  far  as  the 
City  of  Boston  is  concerned,  because  I  have  been 
in  Washington  for  two  weeks  and  am  not  posted. 
I  assume,  however,  that  this  refers  to  hard,  domestic 
coal.  If  a  municipal  pocket  is  created,  there  will 
be  no  coal  to  put  in  it.  The  situation  is  thai  I  here 
is  not  going  to  be  as  much  hard  coal  mined  this 
year  as  the  people  of  this  country  would  like  to 
buy.  The  amount  allowed  to  Massachusetts  has 
been  increased,  compared  with  what  we  received 
last  year,  about  12  per  cent.  Every  pound  of  coal 
will  be  distributed  through  the  retail  dealers. 
There  is  plenty  of  storage  for  all  the  coal  that  we 
can  get.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  a  municipality 
going  out  with  $100,000  or  $1,000,000  and  increas- 
ing the  amount  of  coal  that  can  be  brought  to 
Boston  by  so  doing.  Every  ton  of  coal  that  is 
coming  into  Massachusetts  between  now  and  the 
first  of  next  April  has  been  allotted, — so  much  to 
this  town,  so  much  to  this  city,  so  much  to  thai  city 
and  so  much  to  that  town,  and  if  the  coal  comes 
into  the  state  it  will  all  move  on  that  schedule. 
If  the  City  of  Boston  applies  to  the  Fuel  Adminis- 
tration at  Washington  for  coal  to  fill  a  municipal 
pocket,  in  my  judgment  it  will  not  get  a  pound 
for  that  purpose,  because  where  is  the  coal  corning 
from?  If  we  take  it  out  of  the  coal  that  lias  been 
allotted  to  Massachusetts  we  .ire  simply  pulling 
on  our  boot  straps,  and,  as  far  as  I  can  see.  we  ,nr 
not  getting  ahead.  Are.  we  going  (o  ask  for  some 
of  the  coal  thai  has  been  allotted  to  New  York? 
I  don't  see  how  the  Fuel  Administration  cm  give 
it  to  us.  The  imly  way  in  which  coal  can  come  to 
New  England  is  in  accordance  with  the  allotment 
to  New  England,  and  the  additional  coa)  thai  has 
been  allotted  to  New  England  this  year  will  be 
taken  from  other  parts  of  the  country.  It  is  not 
brought  about  through  increased  production. 
Production  will   remain  about  the  same,  but    some 

OOal  is  taken  away  from  certain  stales  in  the  middle 
and    far   West.      In   other  words,   to  give   us   more 
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coal  for  these  eastern  states  they  have  taken  coal 
away  from  the  western  states.  The  whole  thing 
has  been  gone  over  very  carefully,  It  works  a 
considerable  degree  of  hardship  on  those  western 
states  to  take  away  that  domestic  coal,  and  natu- 
rally the  Fuel  Administration  now  feel  that  they 
have  used  their  best  judgment  as  to  how  much 
they  should  take  away  from  those  western  states, 
and  what  is  the  least  possible  amount  that  Massa- 
chusetts can  gee  through  with  this  coming  year. 
They  have  taken  several  months  to  study  the 
question,  and,  as  I  say,  the  increase  for  New 
England  has  been  put  at  about  12  per  cent.  That, 
I  have  every  reason  to  suppose,  represents  the 
amount  we  will  get,  barring  something  unex- 
pected and  unforeseen.  No  more  can  be  taken  out 
of  the  ground.  There  are  about  30,000  less  hard 
coal  miners  than  there  were  a  couple  of  years  ago. 
If  the  number  of  miners  could  be  restored,  there 
would  be  a  substantial  increase  in  production. 
But  nobody  expects  that.  Miners  are  still  subject 
to  the  draft.  They  are  subject  to  calls  in  many- 
other  different  lines  of  Government  industry, 
which  are  being  intensely  stimulated.  So  the 
situation  is  simply  that  the  only  coal  that  could 
be  put  into  such  a  pocket  would  be  Massachusetts 
coal,  and  personally  I  see  no  gain  by  that.  The 
distribution  of  the  coal  is  under  federal  control  now. 
The  amount  that  Boston  is  to  get  is  determined 
already,  and  Boston  will  not  get  any  more.  It 
could  only  get  more  by  increased  production,  and 
that  is  impossible.  The  money  is  no  temptation. 
There  are  thousands  and  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
people  who  would  like  to  buy  hard  coal  for  cash 
who  cannot  do  it,  and  the  only  way  to  get  mofe  coal 
would  be  to  take  more  from  the  people  of  the  middle 
w-est.  The  federal  administration  believe  that 
they  have  set  aside  for  us  the  minimum  amount 
that  we  can  get  through  with  next  winter.  That 
amount,  in  my  judgment,  thev  will  not  add  to. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  councilor  two  questions.  First,  do  I 
understand  that  the  conditions  that  prevailed 
last  year  in  the  matter  of  securing  coal — to  wit, 
people  going  to  wharves  and  different  places  and 
waiting  in  line  to  get  small  quantities — will  pre- 
vail this  year?  Second,  is  the  trouble  from  scar- 
city of  coal,  so  far  as  the  country  is  concerned, 
and  particularly  New  England,  a  question  of 
production  rather  than  a  question  of  transportation? 

Coun.  STORROW — To  answer  the  second 
question  first,  during  last  winter  at  the  soft  coal 
mines  it  was  a  question  of  the  number  of  ears 
which  came  to  the  mines  empty.  There  was 
more  labor  at  the  soft  coal  mines  than  there  were 
cars  to  fill.  Broadly  speaking,  that  was  a  question 
of  transportation.  On  the  whole,  at  the  present 
time,  the  return  of  empties  is  pretty  well  carried 
out,  although  that  is  not  so  everywhere  and 
all  the  time.  But  at  the  bituminous  mines  the 
empties  have  pretty  well  caught  up  with  the 
labor  supply.  What  will  happen  next  winter 
it  is  perhaps'  not  w-orth  while  to  predict,  although 
I  can  see  plainly  enough  that  if  we  have  an  inclem- 
ent winter  and  adverse  operating  conditions, 
probably  the  car  supply  will  again  be  less  than 
the  capacity  of  the  mines  to  fill  the  cars.  I  think, 
however,  there  are  reasonable  grounds  for  suppos- 
ing, first,  that  we  shall  not  have  such  an  extraor- 
dinarily severe  winter  again,  and  second,  that 
the  operation  of  the  railroads  will  be  somewhat 
more  efficient,  although  I  do  not  expect  it  will 
be  so  to  the' extent  of  keeping  the  car  supply  in 
winter  fully  up  to  the  labor  supply.  On  anthracite 
coal,  I  think  anywhere  in  the  anthracite  region  the 
car  supply  may  be  said  to  be  up  to  100  per  cent. 
In  other  words,  the  number  of  anthracite  cars 
is  fully  up  to  the  labor  supply,  and  probably 
will  continue  so  through  the  autumn,  and  I  think 
through  the  winter.  The  anthracite  cars  do  not 
get  into  the  worst  of  the  railroad  congestion, 
and  even  last  winter,  for  most  of  the  time,  on 
anthracite  the  supply  of  cars  was  approximately 
equal  to  the  labor  supply.  If  I  remember  rightly 
the  figures,  the  anthracite  mines  have  about 
30,000  less  miners  than  they  had  a  couple  of  years 
ago,  when  things  were  running  normally.  Now, 
if  the  gentleman  will  remind  me  of  his  other 
question. 

Coun.  WATSON — Whether  or  not  the  condi- 
tions of  last  winter,  whereby  people  needing  coal 
were  compelled  to  go  down  to  the  wharves  and 
wait  in  line  with  bags,  bushel  baskets,  sleds,  little 
wagons  and  trucks,  are  likely  to  be  repeated? 

Coun.  STORROW — As  to  conditions  of  local 
delivery,  those  depend  on  various  factors  which 
it  is  very  difficult  to  forecast  at  this  time.     Assum- 


ing that  we  get  the  coal  we  are  dowm  on  the  pro- 
gram for,  I  am  in  hopes  that  conditions  will  be 
much  improved.  You  can  see  that  the  moment 
you  restrict  deliveries  very  seriously  and  compel 
retailers  to  deliver  quarter-tons,  half-tons  or  small 
amounts,  it  puts  a  burden  upon  their  delivery 
facilities.  Vehicles  cannot  distribute  the  same 
amount  of  coal  wiien  distributed  in  small  amounts. 
The  trouble  of  last  winter  had  at  the  bottom  of  it 
the  scarcity  of  coal,  but  it  was  much  aggravated 
by  the  fact  that  the  delivery  facilities  were  not 
sufficient  to  cope  with  the  restrictions  we  had 
to  put  on  as  to  the  amounts  that  could  be  delivered 
to  one  person.  Several  deliveries  had  to  be  made 
to  the  same  man.  For  instance,  instead  of  deliver- 
ing a  ton  at  a  time  a  driver  would  have,  to  go  four 
times  to  the  same  place,  delivering  a  quarter  of 
a  ton  at  each  call.  The  long  and  short  of  it  is 
that  we  will  have  12  per  cent  more  coal  and  I 
think  we  have  a  right  not  to  expect  such  a  winter 
as  we  had  last  year.  We  have  restricted  deliveries 
to  people  taking  more  than  six  tons.  We  hope 
that  people  are  going  to  be  more  economical, 
that  the  winter  is  going  to  be  an  average  winter 
and  we  have  12  per  cent  more  coal.  With  those 
three  factors,  we  hope  that  conditions  here  next 
winter  will  be  very  materially  improved  as  com- 
pared with  last  winter. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — How  many  tons  are  repre- 
sented by  the  12  per  cent  increase,  and  does  that 
cover  both  kinds  of  coal? 

Coun.  STORROW — The  12  per  cent  increase 
relates  wholly  to  anthracite.  Not  expecting  to 
speak  upon  this  matter  this  afternoon,  I  did  not 
bring  the  figures,  but  speaking  vaguely,  I  think 
the  12  per  cent  represents  something  over  a  million 
tons  of  anthracite  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 


CONSOLIDATION    OF   CITY 
DEPARTMENTS. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  in  considering  the  recent  recom- 
mendation of  the  Finance  Commission  as  to  the 
consolidation  of  the  Infirmary  Department,  Insti- 
tutions Registration  Department,  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  and  Children's  Institutions  Department,  take 
into  consideration  the  advisability  of  uniting  these 
four  (4)  departments  and  the  City  Hospital 
Department,  Consumptives'  Hospital  Department, 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department  and  all  other  depart- 
ments, if  any,  furnishing  indoor  and  outdoor  relief 
under  a  paid  head  and  subordinate  organization, 
said  department  to  be  known  as  "Relief  Depart- 
ment," or  some  other  suitable  name. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances.

ESTABLISHING   OF   TRANSIT 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  LANE,  for  the  Committee  on  Ordinances, 
submitted  a  report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communi- 
cation and  ordinance  (referred  June  24)  relative 
to  transportation — recommending  the  passage  of 
ordinance  in  the  following  new  draft: 

(Coun.  LANE  dissents.) 

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighteen. 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Transit  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordaiDed    by  the  City  Council    of    Boston, 
as  follows: 

Section.  1.  The  transit  department  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  a  board  of  three  commissioners 
appointed  by  the  mayor,  for  the  term  of  one  year 
each.  The  chairman  shall  be  designated  by  the 
mayor  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  five  thousand 
dollars  a  year.  The  other  members  shall  serve 
without  pay.  The  board  shall  appoint  a  secretary, 
engineers,  subordinates  and  employees,  define  their 
powers  and  duties,  and  fix  the  amount  of  their 
compensation. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  formerly  exercised  and 
performed  by  the  Boston  Transit  Commission,  as 
defined  by  chapter  185  of  the  special  acts  of  the 
year  1918. 

The  question  came  on  accepting  the  report  and 
passing  the  ordinance. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  move  to  amend 
so  that  the  salary  of  the  commissioners  shall  be 
$5,000  each. 

Coun.  FORD— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  councilor  a  question.  Suppose  the  Mayor 
appoints,  in  addition  to  himself,  the  Mayor  of  this 
city,  getting  510,000  a  year;  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner,  getting  89,000  a  year,  and  another 
official  of  the  city  already  getting  a  large  salary, 
does  the  councilor  intend  that  there  shall  be  So, 000 
for  each  member  of  the  commission  in  addition  to 
what  they  are  already  receiving,  assuming,  as 
Assistant  Corporation  Counsel  Flynn  says,  that 
this  can  be  done? 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  intend 
such  to  be  the  case.  I  mean,  if  the  Mayor  selects 
three  men  who  are  outside  of  the  three  mentioned 
in  the  legislative  act,  their  salaries  shall  be  §5,000 
each.  I  am  not  a  lawyer,  but  I  take  exception  to 
the  opinion  of  Mr.  Flynn.  I  believe  it  was  the 
intent  of  the  act  that  the  three  people  mentioned 
in  it — the  Mayor,  the  City  Treasurer  and  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner — should  form  the 
commission,  or  that  it  should  be  made  up  of  three 
other  men  named  by  the  Mayor.  I  take  the  posi- 
tion I  do  because  I  believe  if  the  City  of  Boston 
is  going  to  have  a  commission  to  carry  on  the 
duties  of  the  Transit  Board  there  should  not  be 
one  man  having  a  salary  and  two  others  who  are 
unpaid.  Whenever  a  board  of  that  kind  is  in 
existence  the  two  men  who  are  unpaid  do  not  give 
the  time  or  attention  to'  matters  given  by  the 
salaried  member  and  there  is  no  reason  why  they 


should.  Everything  is  put  up  to  the  man  who 
receives  the  salary  of  85,000,  the  feeling  that  he 
should  give  his  time  and  they  seeing  no  reason  why 
they  should  do  it.  It  has  been  rumored  around 
City  Hall,  and  in  fact  outside  of  City  Hall,  that 
this  is  to  create  a  position  for  one  man.  In  regard 
to  the  other  two  men  it  does  not  make  any  differ- 
ence. But  the  salary  is  to  be  given  to  a  man 
whom  they  say  needs  it  and  who  they  say  is  a  good 
man.  I  haveno  doubt  he  is,  but  if  they  are  going 
to  pay  one  man  85,000  and  he  happens  to  be  a 
member  of  the  present  commission  or  the  commis- 
sion that  has  just  gone  out  of  existence,  I  believe 
Mr.  Swain,  the  chairman,  is  the  man  best  fitted 
for  the  position,  and  I  believe  it  would  be  an 
insult  to  Professor  Swain  to  name  another  man 
on  the  retiring  Boa^d  to  assume  the  position  of 
chairman  of  the  Transit  Board.  I  feel  that  if 
we  are  not  going  to  pay  them  all  an  equal 
salary  they  should  all  work  without  salary,  and 
that  the  duties  should  be  assumed  by  the  Mayor, 
by  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works.  I  trust  that  my  amendment,  or 
an  amendment  along  those  lines,  will  be  accepted 
by  the  City  Council. 

President  COLLINS — The  Chair  would  respect- 
fully suggest  to  the  member  that  the  designation  of 
the  chairman  and  other  members  of  this  Board  rests 
exclusively  with  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  city  and 
not  with  the  Council.  The  question  is  on  the 
amendment. 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  think  that 
the  President  has  indicated  clearly  that  if  there 
should  be  any  lack  of  wisdom  in  the  appointments 
the  error  would  not  be  ours  and  that  it  would  be  sub- 
ject to  any  criticism  the  members  of  the  Council 
might  wish  to  make.  I  am  not  entirely  out  of  sym- 
pathy with  Coun.  Lane's  viewpoint,  but  where  I 
part  company  with  him  is  on  this  point.  He  says 
that  these  men  are  appointed  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  Transit  Commission.  In  a  sense  that  is  true, 
but  in  a  more  fundamental  sense  I  think  it  is  not 
true.  The  work  of  the  Transit  Commission  is 
nearly  completed.  The  staff,  engineers  and  other 
employees  is  very  largely  reduced  and  the  affairs  of 
the  commission  are  in  process  of  winding  up.  So  it 
is  not  a  question  of  carrying  on  the  work  of  the 
Transit  Commission  as  it  has  been  carried  on  in  the 
past,  it  seems  to  me  that  if  we  provide  for  an  ex- 
pense of  815,000  to  merely  wind  up  the  work  of  the 
commission,  which  I  understand  consists  largely  of 
winding  up  claims  for  damages,  work  which  is  con- 
ducted by  the  Law  Department  anyway,  we  are 
providing  too  great  a  sum.  So  I  am  inclined  to 
vote  for  the  ordinance  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor. 

Coun.  Lane's  proposed  amendment  was  rejected. 

The  Council  voted  to  accept  the  report  and  pass  the 

ordinance  as  reported  by  the  committee.     Coun. 

FORD  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and 

•  nays. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  ordinance 
passed,  yeas  7,  nays  1,  Coun.  LANE  voting  nay.. 


GENERAL    RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  moved  a  general  recon- 
sideration on  all  business  transacted  at  the  meet- 
ing, hoping  that  the  same  would  not  prevail.     Lost.

ANTI-AIRCRAFT  GUNS,  PUBLIC  GARDEN. 

The  following  was  received: 

Citv  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  July  15,  1918. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Under  date  of  July  5,  Col.  Francis 
R.  Shunk  of  the  LTnited  States  Engineering  Corps 
wrote  to  the  Mayor  stating  that  the  United  States 
may  wish  to  locate  anti-aircraft  guns  in  the  Boston 
Public  Garden,  near  Arlington  street  and  Common- 
wealth avenue.  He  stated  that  the  emplacements 
contemplated  are  concrete  platforms  of  limited 
extent  and  that  the  United  States  undertakes  to 
remove  them  when  the  emergency  is  over  and  leave 
the  site  in  as'good  condition  as  it  was  before,  except 
that  the  lopping  of  some  trees  may  be  found  neces- 
sary. Colonel  Shunk  asked  whether  there  would 
be  any  objection  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  such 
location  of  guns. 

The  Mayor  has  already  written  to  Colonel 
Shunk  stating  that  the  Mayor's  office  would  be  glad 
to  cooperate  in  this  matter  in  any  way  possible. 
The  Government  should  be  given  the  permission 
asked,  and  as  it  is  the  Mayor's  privilege,  with  your 
consent,  to  authorize  the  Government  to  do  the 
work  desired  in  the  Public  Garden,  I  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order. 
Respectfully  yours,

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  to  give  permission,  on  such  conditions 
as  he  may  deem  advisable,  to  the  United  States 
Government  to  locate  temporarily  at  such  points  in 
the  Public  Garden  as  it  may  deem  necessary  con- 
crete platforms  for  the  location  of  anti-aircraft  guns.

The 
Committee  on  Public  Lands  of  the  City  Council 
last  Monday  went  over  to  East  Boston  to  look  at 
some  land  that  the  city  is  about  to  sell  and  on  the 
way  over  we  saw  the  conditions  of  congestion  on 
the  ferry  and  also  on  Atlantic  avenue,  from  the 
ferry  street  south  where  the  teams  go  to  the  ferry. 
Last  week  there  was  a  hearing  before  the  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners,  where  business  and  team- 
ing interests  were  represented,  and  according  to 
one  of  the  newspaper  articles  of  last  week,  the  men 
who  appeared  before  the  Street  Commissioners 
said  that  the  traffic  troubles  on  Atlantic  avenue 
were  very,  very  serious.  I  noticed  conditions 
there  myself  this  morning,  with  the  very  heavy 
teaming  on  the  avenue  and  the  Union  Freight 
Railway  cars;  and  it  would  seem  to  me  that  this 
would  be  a  proper  subject  for  inquiry  by  the  City 
Planning  Committee,  the  Finance  Commission  and 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  to  see  if  some 
means  cannot  be  devised  to  relieve  traffic  on 
Atlantic  avenue.  I  understand  today  that  a  great 
deal  of  traffic  is  going  over  to  East  Boston  from 
the  vicinity  of  Commonwealth  Pier,  and  I  have 
introduced  the  order  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing the  feasibility  of  establishing  such  a  ferry.

The  question  came  on  accepting  the  report  and 
adopting  I  he  resolution. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
wrestling  with  myself  for  five  or  ten  minutes  to  try 
'  to  find  some  way  whereby  I  might  ei1  her  vote  for  or 
refrain  from  voting  against  this  resolution,  lml  I 
find  myself  unable  to  take  cither  course.  The 
father  of  the  order  has  nm  even  made  an  effort  to 
amend  ii  bo  thai  it  could  possibly  be  considered 
further  by  myself  and  perhaps  another  member  of 


this  Board.  We  are  conveying  to  Mr.  Storrow,  a 
colleague,  certain  commendation,  and  by  the  way, 
he  does  not  wish  the  commendation  embodied  in 
this  resolution,  and  has  so  stated.  Mr.  Storrow,  at 
one  of  the  meetings  of  the  Council  since  this  resolu- 
tion was  introduced,  requested  the  introducer  of  it 
and  those  favorable  to  it  not  to  press  it  further, 
although  he  said  he  appreciated  the  motive  behind 
it.  The  majority  of  the  members  present  this 
afternoon  have  absolutely  ignored  his  request  and 
have  reported  "<  hight  to  pass"  on  this  resolution. 
The  resolution  conveys  the  thanks  of  the  citizens 
for  the  work  done  by  Mr.  Storrow  in  the  matter  of 
handling  the  fuel  situation  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
although  Mr.  Storrow  himself  stated  today  that  he 
had  little  or  nothing  to  do  with  the  fuel  situation  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  as  it  was  handled  entirely  by  the 
local  committee,  and  if  he  passed  on  their  acts  as 
they  came  along  the  work  would  accumulate  on  his 
desk  to  such  an  extent  that  nothing  would  be  done. 
He  considered  that  it  was  far  preferable  that  20  per 
cent  of  mistakes  be  made  rather  than  that  he 
personally  should  pass  on  all  their  efforts.  So,  in  a 
word,  the  furnishing  of  fuel  and  the  conduct  of  the 
fuel  situation  in  Boston  is  directly  and  altogether 
in  the  hands  of  the  Boston  Fuel  Committee,  of 
which  David  A.  Ellis  is  chairman,  and  all  that  Mr. 
Storrow  has  to  do  in  the  matter  of  the  Boston  fuel 
situation  is  to  supervise  in  a  general  way  their  acts, 
as  well  as  the  acts  of  the  officials  doing  the  same 
work  in  Biddeford,  Me.,  Mendum,  Mass.,  or  any 
smaller  or  larger  place  in  New  England.  Perhaps 
the  easiest  thing  for  me  to  do  would  be  to  refrain 
from  voting,  but  I  do  not  think  that  is  a  practical 
or  square  way  to  do  anything.  I  have  an  opinion 
on  the  proposition  and  ought  to  express  it,  and 
expressing  it  by  voting  for  or  against  the  resolution, 
I  naturally  ought  to  let  the  publ  ic  know  why  I  vote 
as_  I  do.  I  want  to_  say  emphatically  that  my 
principal  reason  for  being  opposed  to  this  resolution 
is  that  we  ought  not  to  commend  Mr.  Storrow, 
John  Jones  or  John  Smith  for  excellent  work  which 
is  not  completed,  even  though  it  is  excellent  up  to 
this  point.  As  somebody  has  suggested,  Mr. 
Storrow  might  commit  murder  next  week  or  month. 
I  don't  think  that  there  is  a  chance  in  ten  million 
that  he  will  do  so,  but  there  is  a  chance  that  he 
might  do  something  that  would  be  seriously  con- 
demned, something  of  which  we  would  not  approve, 
as  he  is  human.  This  resolution  carries  with  it  the 
thanks  of  the  citizens  for  his  services  as  Fuel  Ad- 
ministrator, etc.  I  think  we  ought  not  to  pass  such 
a  resolution  at  this  time,  because  his  work  is  not 
completed.  I  think  in  all  probability  after  his 
manly  stand  today  he  is  going  to  give  us  assistance 
in  getting  fuel  for  the  poor  people  of  Boston,  and  it 
may  be  that,  in  the  near  future  I  can  vote  for  some 
sort  of  resolution  commending  him  for  what  he  has 
done  or  probably  will  do  between  now  and  the  end 
of  his  work.  But  at  present  I  cannot  so  vote. 
That  is  one  reason.  Reason  No.  2:  Mr.  Storrow 
said  he  did  not  wish  the  resolution  passed.  He 
made  that  request  not  through  a  third  person,  but 
directly,  and  I  think  we  ought  to  respect  that  re- 
quest if  made  sincerely  and  I  believe  it  was  made 
sincerely.  If  he  made  a  request  and  did  not  mean 
it,  simply  did  it  to  hear  himself  talk,  that  would  be 
one  thing.  The  majority,  I  suppose,  feel  that  they 
are  entitled  to  press  the  passage  of  the  resolution 
but  I  believe  if  Mr.  Storrow  was  sincere  and  honest 
in  his  request  to  this  Council,  as  I  think  he  was, 
we  ought  not  to  pass  the  resolution.  We  ought  to 
learve  it  in  Executive  Committee  until  such  time 
as  we  can  take  it  out  and  amend  it.  What  right 
have  we  to  convey  to  Mr.  Storrow  the  grateful 
thanks  of  the  citizens  of  Boston?  What  right 
have  we  to  join  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  con- 
veying a  vote  of  thanks  of  the  citizens  to  Mr. 
Storrow,  when  the  Mayor  has  not  been  even  con- 
sulted? The  Mayor's  department  is  a  separate 
department  from  ours.  Our  function  is  t  o  legislate; 
he  is  the  executive.  We  have  no  right  to  pass  a. 
resolution  of  this  sort  conveying  to  Mr.  Storrow 
commendation  or  anything  else,  in  conjunct  ion 
with  the  Mayor.  We  certainly  have  no  right  to 
express  the  thanks  of  the  Mayor.  Undoubtedly  he 
is  friendly  with  Mr.  Storrow  and  would  gladly  thank 

him  in  a  general  way  for  what  he  lias  done.  I  did 
want  to  refrain  from  vol  ing  and  I  did  hope  thai  the 

resolution  would  not  be  pressed,  but  in  taking 
my  position  today   I   take  it   without    one  bit   of 

feeling  against  Mr.  Storrow  or  one  bit  of  animus 
toward   Hie  gentleman  who  introduced  the  re  olu 

lion.  Hut  I  do  want  to  vote  according  to  the 
dictates  of  inv  conscience  and  my  conscience  I'll 
me  that  I  ought  not  to  vote  for  this  resolution.     Not 
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that  Mr.  Storrow  has  not  done  all  he  ought  to  do, 
not  that  he  is  not  going  to  close  his  work  with 
satisfaction  to  the  public  and  to  himself,  but  because 
his  work  is  uncompleted.  For  that  reason  I  am 
compelled  to  vote  no,  and  I  know  that  Mr.  Storrow 
will  appreciate  my  position. 

Coun.  HAG  AN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
take  but  a  few  minutes,  because  it  is  late  and  I  do 
not  think  there  is  any  occasion  for  getting  into  an 
argument  on  the  matter.  I  would  not  say  any- 
thing in  reply  to  the  gentleman  who  has  just 
taken  his  seat  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  he  made 
a  statement  concerning  a  statement  by  Mr. 
Storrow  in  the  committee  room.  The  gentleman 
has  an  unhappy  faculty  of  putting  words  into 
the  mouths  of  men  when  they  never  used  them. 
Mr.  Storrow  made  no  such  statement  as  has  Been 
quoted  here  today.  Mr.  Storrow  has  been  con- 
versant with  the  fuel  situation  in  the  City  of 
Boston  as  he  is  with  such  affairs  in  every  other 
place  in  Massachusetts  and  in  New  England.  He 
did  state  that  it  was  utterly  invpossible  for  any 
one  man  to  accomplish  results  if  the  entire  work 
was  left  on  his  desk,  and  that  he  detailed  work 
to  various  committees  in  the  various  cities  of  the 
Commonwealth.  He  said  that  while  he  expected 
that  possibly  some  of  those  committees  would 
make  mistakes,  yet  better  results  were  obtained 
by  the  detailing  of  that  work.  But  Mr.  Storrow 
did  not  say — and  everybody  knows  that  such  is 
not  the  case — that  he  had  no  knowledge  of  Boston 
and  its  fuel  conditions  in  the  past  year.  I  object 
to  that  statement  and  I  want  it  corrected. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  if  Mr.  Storrow  did  not  say 
that  the  Boston  Fuel  Committee  had  charge  of 
the  fuel  situation  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  that 
if  the  City  Council  wanted  to  take  over  their 
duties  no  doubt  they  would  gladly  give  way? 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
is  now  talking  on  one  subject  while  I  was  talking 
on  another.  I  have  been  talking  about  the  work 
that  Mr.  Storrow  has  done  for  the  citizens  of 
Boston  in  the  past  sixteen  months,  and  he  is 
talking  about  the  distribution  of  coal  this  coming 
winter.  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  change  the 
language  of  the  resolution  if  there  is  any  real 
occasion  for  so  doing,  but  I  don't  think  it  should 
be  changed  simply  to  serve  the  minority  if  the 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council  are  satisfied 
with  it  as  it  is.  I  don't  think  the  gentleman  can 
possibly  find  any  reason  for  voting  against  or 
refraining  from  voting  on  the  resolution.  I 
think  the  gentleman  really  wants  to  vote  against 
it.  I  think  his  wish  should  be  gratified,  and  I 
sincerely  hope  he  will  gratify  that  wish  and  satisfy 
himself  by  voting  against  the  resolution  as  a 
matter  of  conscience,  something  that  he  does  not 
believe  in. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  gentle- 
man opposite  has  the  happy  faculty  of  always 
beating  around  the  bush  whenever  I  enter  into 
any  discussion.  He  endeavors  to  convey  the  idea 
to  the  members  when  I  make  a  statement  that  I 
deliberately  twist  things  about.  He  knows  very 
well  that  Mr.  Storrow  did  tell  us — not  upon  the 
matter  of  the  general  distribution  of  coal  but  the 
matter  of  the  fuel  situation  in  Boston,  particularly 
concerning  the  citizens  of  Boston — referring  to 
coal  not  being  used  for  heating  purposes  until 
December  1,  that  that  was  the  order  of  the  local 
committee  and  that  he  had  nothing  to  tlo  with 
it  whatsoever.  He  told  me  so  and  he  told  the 
members  of  the  Council  so  in  executive  session. 
If  that  does  not  prove  that  Mr.  Storrow  is  not 
attending  to  the  coal  situation  in  Boston,  although 
he  has  the  power  to  do  it,  when  the  Boston  Fuel 
Committee  can  put  out  an  order  considered 
ridiculous  by  99  per  cent  of  the  voters  or  the  people, 
I  would  like  to  know  what  would.  And  yet  Mr. 
Storrow  neither  approves  or  disapproves  of  it, 
all  hough  he  has  the  power. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  was 
adopted  by  roll  call,  yeas  5,  nays  2.

PUBLIC   LANDS. 

Coun.  FORD,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  submitted  a  report  on  message  of  Mayor 
and  order  (referred  July  1)  for  sale  of  Condor  street 
wharf  property,  East  Boston — recommending  the 
passage  of  order  in  the  following  new  draft,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
hereby  is  authorized,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
city,  to  sell  at  public  auction  for  a  sum  not  less  than 
$22,500,  and  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  Law  De- 
partment, the  land,  fiats  and  buildings  known  as 
the  City  Wharf  property  on  Condor  street,  opposite 
Brooks  street,  in  the  East  Boston  district,  subject 
to  the  rights  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  same 
under  any  taking  heretofore  made. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was  given 
its  first  reading  and  passed,  yeas  7,  nays  0. 

The  order  will  take  its  final  reading  not  earlier 
than  fourteen  days  from  date. 


FIXING  PRICE  OF  WOOD  FUEL. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  communicate 
with  the  National  Fuel  Administrator  and  request 
that  a  maximum  price  be  fixed  for  the  City  of 
Boston  for  cord  wood  and  wood  for  fuel  purposes. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the. question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  gentleman  who  presented  the  order  the 
reason  why  the  National  Administration  is  men- 
tioned there  rather  than  the  New  England  or  the 
State  Administration? 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  presume  in 
the  matter  of  an  order  the  real  head  of  a  particular 
department  should  be  the  one  issuing  the  order. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Perhaps  it  will  answer  the 
purpose  if  I  ask  the  question  in  another  way.  If 
this  were  simply  directed  to  the  State  Fuel  Admin- 
istration, would  we  not  be  apt  to  get  more  direct 
and  quicker  word  than  by  sending  it  to  Washington? 

Coun.  WATSON — I  think  we  ought  to  appeal  to 
the  head  of  the  National  Fuel  Administration^  I 
think  we  are  casting  reflection  on  him  in  appealing 
to  a  subordinate.  I  suppose  the  order  will  have  to 
come  through  Doctor  Garfield  of  the  National 
Fuel  Administration. 

Coun.  HAGAN — It  does  not  seem  to  me  that 
that  is  the  best  way.  It  seems  to  me  that  what  you 
want  is  action,  not  politics,  not  going  over  the  head 
of  anybody  here.  I  would  suggest  that  if  the 
resolution  is  changed  so  as  to  refer  to  the  State 
Administration — and  there  will  be  no  reflection  on 
Doctor  Garfield  in  doing  that — we  will  get  quicker 
action,  and  I  presume  that  is  what  we  want. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  let  me  suggest 
that  in  the  Executive  Committee,  Mr.  Storrow  said 
he  did  not  know  whether  or  not  he  had  authority 
in  this  matter.  I  think  he  said  he  had  some  inform- 
ation from  Washington  concerning  it,  but  that  he 
was  not  sure  about  it.  I  think  the  direct  way 
would  be  to  have  this  resolution  go  through  just  as 
it  is  worded.  There  is  no  reflection  on  Mr.  Stor- 
row. If  Mr.  Hagan  thinks  that  Mr.  Storrow,  the 
New  England  Fuel  Administrator,  has  more  influ- 
ence and  is  more  competent  to  act  on  the  fuel 
situation  than  the  National  Administrator,  I  am 
perfectly  willing  but  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  we 
ought  to  go  to  the  fountain  head  for  information. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
Mr.  Storrow  is  more  competent  to  act  on  the 
question  than  is  the  National  Fuel  Administrator, 
Doctor  Garfield,  but  I  do  think  Mr.  Storrow  is 
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more  conversant « with  the  needs  and  necessities 
of  this  particular  section  of  the  country,  and  I  do 
think  we  will  get  quicker  action  if  we  work  through 
the  State  Fuel  Administrator  rather  than  through 
the  national  body.  I  do  think  that  if  Mr.  Storrow 
has  any  question  whatever  in  mind  as  to  his 
authority  to  act,  he  will  get  in  touch  with  the 
National  Fuel  Administration.  But  I  do  think 
the  request,  so  far  as  Boston  is  concerned,  should 
be  made  through  the  local  fuel  administration, 
and  that  we  will  get  more  direGt  action  in  that 
way.  _  Therefore,  I  would  like  to  change  the  word 
"National"  in  the  resolution  to  "State."  I 
would  move  that  amendment. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  this  does  not 
seem  important  enough  to  have  any  discussion 
over,  but  I  do  feel  as  I  have  already  said  that  we 
should  go  to  the  fountain  head.  I  think  to  do 
otherwise  would  be  ^reflection  on  Doctor  Garfield. 
I  wonder,  if  the  New  England  Fuel  Administrator 
were  not  a  member  of  this  body,  whether  we  would 
seek  the  information  from  him  rather  than  from 
the  fountain  head  at  Washington.  That  thought 
occurs  to  me.  The  gentleman  talks  about  speed. 
He  says  we  will  get  quicker  action  through  the  New 
England  Fuel  Administrator,  and  then  turns 
around  and  says  that  if  Mr.  Storrow,  the  New- 
England  Fuel  Administrator,  cannot  act  in  the 
matter,  he  can  appeal  to  the  Washington  authori- 
ties. I  cannot  see  any  time  saved  by  that.  I 
prefer  to  have  the  resolution  passed  as  originally 
introduced.  I  know  that  Mr.  Storrow  will  not 
consider  it  any  reflection  to  have  it  referred  to  his 
head  man,  and  I  shall  vote  against  the  proposed 
amendment. 

Coun.  Hagan's  amendment  was  declared 
adopted.  Coun.  WATSON  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  the  yeas  and  nays.  The  roll  was  called  and 
the  amendment  was  rejected,  yeas  3,  nays  4. 

Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,  Collins,  Hagan — 3. 

Nays — Coun.  Ford,  Lane,  Moriarty,  Watson — 4. 

The  resolution  as  introduced  by  Coun.  Watson 
was  passed. 


EXEMPTION  OF  CROPS  ON  CONVEYANCE 
OF  LAND. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order — That  the  Law 
Department  in  drawing  papers  for  the  conveyance 
of  land  on  Condor  street,  East  Boston,  about  to 
be  sold  at  public  auction,  except  from  said  convey- 
ance the  crops  grown  thereon  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  planted  the  same. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  people  over  there 
have  patriotically  planted  some  of  the  land  and  I 
was  afraid  that  in  the  conveyance  they  migrt  be 
overlooked  and  would  not  get  the  benefit  of  the 
crops.     Hence  the  order.    It  is  a  harmless  one. 

The  order  was  passed. 


DELAY   IN   REPAIRING  BROADWAY 
BRIDGE. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order— That  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  inform  the  City  Council  the  reason  for  the 
delay  in  repairing  the  Broadway  Bridge  in  South 
Boston. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  perhaps  I  should 
have  introduced  the  order  earlier,  but  I  have  been 
waiting.  The  money  has  been  appropriated  but 
nothing  has  been  done.  I  want  some  information 
in  regard  to  the  matter,  and  hope  the  order  will  be 
passed  forthwith.

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  your  request  for  a  report  on 
the  order  of  the  City  Council,  dated  July  15,  1918, 
asking  for  information  as  to  when  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department  intend  to  commence  work 
on  the  reservoir  site  at  Eagle  Hill,  East  Boston,  I 
beg  to  say  that  on  April  30,  1917,  the  City  Council 
passed  an  appropriation  of  $80,000  to  be  expended 
for  playground  purposes.  . 

This  commission  was  unable  to  proceed  for  the 
reason  that  the  Public  Works  Department  has  not 
abandoned  the  reservoir,  as  it  will  be  needed  for  use 
in  emergencies  until  a  suitable  pipe  line  has  been 
laid  to  take  the  place  of  it. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Metropolitan  Water 
Board  to  lay  1,800  feet  of  36-inch  pipe  in  Chelsea 
before  the  Public  Works  Department  will  abandon 
the  present  reservoir,  which  now  contains  about  a 
million  gallons  of  water,  and  is  held  in  reserve  as  a 
water  supply  in  East  Boston  for  fire  purposes. 

We  have  had  plans  prepared  by  Messrs.  Olmsted 
Brothers,  landscape  architects,  for  the  improve- 
ment of  this  playground,  but  are  unable  to  proceed 
further  until  the  work  outlined  above  has  been  done 
by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board.

Dear  Sir, — In  response-  to  your  request  for  a 
report  on  the  order  of  the  City  Council  dated 
July  15,  1918,  asking  the  reason  for  delay  in  work 
of  developing  and  improving  Savin  Hill  Play- 
ground and  Beach  Reservation,  also  for  a  date  of 
completion  of  the  work,  I  beg  to  say  that  this 
contract  was  awarded  in  October,  1916,  and  was 
to  be  completed  the  first  of  June,  1917.  The 
work,  however,  was  not  completed  during  the 
year  1917  owing  to  delays  as  stated  by  contractors 
which  they  suffered  and  over  which  they  had  no 
control. 

On  May  1  of  the  present  year  I  took  up  the 
matter  of  completion  with  Mr.  H.  P.  Nawn  and 
our  engineer,  Mr.  Putnam.  At  that  time  definite 
instructions  were  given  to  the  contractor  to  finish 
the  grading  and  sanding  of  the  beach  and  we 
received  an  absolute  promise  that  it  would  be 
completed  on  the  first  day  of  June.  This  promise, 
however,  was  not  fulfilled,  and  on  May  21  a  strong 
letter  of  protest  was  written  the  Hugh  Nawn  Con- 
tracting Company,  to  which  they  replied  on  May  24 
that  Mr.  Nawn  regretted  the  delay  and  the  work 
of  finishing  the  beach  would  be  started  on  the 
following  Monday,  May  27.  This  promise  was 
not  kept,  however,  and  another  letter  was  written 
and  answered  on  June  25.  In  his  answer,  Mr. 
Nawn  states  that  the  delay  was  caused  by  the 
subcontractor  leaving  the  work  and  enlisting  in 
the  army,  also  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  sand. 
He  also  states  that  arrangements  have  been  com- 
pleted for  securing  the  necessary  sand  and  the 
first  scow-load  would  arrive  at  the  beach  on  the 
afternoon's  tide,  also,  that  the  work  would  be 
prosecuted  day  and  night  until  completion. 

In  the  meantime  no  work  was  done,  and  on 
July  19  still  another  letter  was  written,  copy  of 
which  and  the  answer  to  the  same  is  attached 
herewith. 

The  Hugh  Nawn  Contracting  Company  has 
performed  considerable  work  for  this  department 
and  this  is  the  first  time  that  any  difficulty  has 
arisen  over  the  completion  of  its  contracts. 

The  second  contract  was  for  the  grading  of 
Savin  Hill  Playground  and  was  awarded  to  James 
H.  Sullivan.  He  claims  that  his  difficulty  arises 
from  the  scarcity  of  labor.  In  fact,  all  contracts 
now  pending  with  the  department  seem  to  be 
behind  time  in  completion  and  the  only  excuse 
offered  is  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  labor  and 
material.

Dear  Sir, — Work  under  James  A.  Sullivan's 
contract  for  grading  and  completing  Savin  Hill 
Playground  and  beach  was  commenced  promptly 
and  has  been  carried  on  continuously,  but  the  prog- 
ress has  always  been  slow. 

The  contract  time  expired  July  1,  1918,  and  the 
work  is  only  62  per  cent  completed.  At  the  present 
rate  of  progress  the  work  will  not  be  completed  this 
season.  The  contractor  states  that  the  delay  is 
due  to  the  difficulty  in  finding  and  holding  laborers 
to  do  the  work.

Dear  Sir, — The  first  delay  in  the  work  of  grading 
Savin  Hill  Beach  was  caused  by  the  very  cold 
weather  during  winter  of  1916-17.  The  bay 
froze  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  suspend  work  for 
several  months. 

Further  delay  was  caused  in  1917  by  failure  of 
the  dike,  constructed  by  the  contractor,  along  the 
southerly  boundary  of  the  playground,  to  hold  the 
filling  that  was  being  pumped  behind  the  wall. 
These  and  the  conditions  affecting  labor  are,  I  be- 
lieve, the  causes  for  the  delay  in  completing  this 
work. 

I  believe  the  failure  of  the  dike  to  be  the  principal 
cause  for  the  delay.  If  the  dike  had  not  failed  the 
work  could  have  been  completed  last  year  when  the 
labor  conditions  were  much  more  favorable. 

About  13,000  cubic  yards  of  sand  will  be  needed 
to  complete  the  sanding  of  the  beach. 

During  the  past  month  about  100  cubic  yards  of 
sand  have  been  delivered,  but  the  contractor  prom- 
ises to  begin  at  once  to  deliver  sand  with  trucks 
and  in  appreciable  quantities. 

Some  grading  of  the  beach  to  make  it  safe  for 
bathers  will  be  necessary  before  all  of  the  sand  can 
be  spread.  This  should  not  cause  any  delay  in  the 
delivery  of  the  sand. 

About  10,000  cubic  yards  of  material  will  be 
needed  to  complete  the  filling  between  the  sea  wall 
and  the  railroad.  Careful  estimates  will  be  neces- 
sary to  determine  whether  this  can  be  done  within 
the  existing  appropriation.

PURCHASE   AND   SALE   OF  COAL   BY 
CITY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  July  29,  1918. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Under  the  authority  granted  by 
Article  XLVII.  of  the  amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth,  I  am  arranging  for  the 
purchase  and  sale  by  the  city  of  anthracite  coal  in 
small  lots  of  approximately  100  pounds  each  to 
those  who  could  not  otherwise  procure  fuel  for 
domestic  purposes  during  the  approaching  winter. 

I  have  conferred  with  Mr.  James  J.  Storrow, 
Massachusetts  and  New  England  Fuel  Adminis- 
trator, relative  to  the  needs  of  the  city  in  this  work, 
stating  that  the  minimum  requirements  of  the 
municipality  would  be  15,000  tons,  and  that  in  all 
probability  as  much  as  30,000  tons  might  be  neces- 
sary to  care  for  the  demand.  Mr.  Storrow  has 
assured  me  that  the  city  will  receive  at  least  the 
minimum  allotment  and  as  much  more  as  he  can 
procure  for  us. 

To  purchase  and  distribute  this  coal  an  appro- 
priation of  two  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($250,000)  is  necessary,  and  this  sum  should  be 
made  immediately  available  to  be  expended  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  205  of  the 
Acts  of  1918.  I  therefore  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  accompanying  orders.

Dear  Sir, — Your  approval  is  respectfully  asked 
to  charge  the  expenses  for  improvement  of  Boston 
Common  and  Public  Garden  to  the  special  appro- 
priation called  "Replanting  on  Parkways,"  for 
which  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  was  made  in  the 
order  of  the  City  Council  passed  October  31,  1917, 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  November  3,  1917. 

The  reason  for  this  request  is  that  we  have  pre- 
pared plans  and  specifications  for  resoiling,  grading 
and  improving  the  walks  on  Boston  Common  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Tremont,  Park  and  Beacon 
streets,  adjoining  Liberty  mall.  This  work  is 
estimated  to  cost  86,000.  It  will  be  necessary  this 
coming  fall  and  winter  to  prepare  for  the  removal 
of  dead  and  decayed  trees  and  replacing  them  with 
young,  vigorous  ones  from  the  nursery.  This 
work  has  been  delayed  for  a  great  many  years  and 
should  be  undertaken  at  once.  Five  thousand  dol- 
lars will  cover  the  necessary  expenses  for  the  change 
we  have  in  view  at  the  present  time.  At  the  Public 
Garden  it  is  necessary  to  remove  the  large  poplars, 
which  are  gradually  sapping  the  strength  of  the 
trees  which  would  naturally  live  for  a  hundred  years 
or  more  and  which  were  intended  for  permanent 
trees.  If  these  trees  are  ruined  now  they  can 
hardly  be  replaced  within  another  generation. 

The  bridge  spanning  the  pond  at  the  center  mall 
of  the  Public  Garden  needs  repairs  as  it  has  been 
pronounced  dangerous. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  above  work  is  $2,500.

repairing  the  Broadway  Bridge  in  South  Boston," 
and  respectfully  submit  the  following: 

On  May  3,  1917,  the  Public  Service  Commission 
of  Massachusetts,  after  a  joint  inspection  of  the 
Broadway  Bridge  by  representatives  of  the  com- 
mission, the  City  of  Boston,  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad  and  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany, passed  an  order  that  this  bridge  should  be 
altered  and  rebuilt.  On  May  29  a  request  was 
made  for  a  loan  to  do  this  work  as  there  was  no 
money  available  in  the  Public  Works  Department. 
The  City  Council  refused  the  loan,  on  the  ground 
that  this  expenditure  should  come  from  the  tax 
levy.  On  August  10,  1917,  the  Public  Service 
Commission  ordered  the  operation  of  street  cars 
across  this  bridge  discontinued,  and  on  February  5, 
1918,  as  a  result  of  the  rapid  deterioration  of  the 
bridge,  it  was  closed  to  all  roadway  traffic.  On 
April  8.  1918,  upon  your  recommendation,  the  City 
Council  passed  an  appropriation  of  $270,000  for 
repairing  certain  bridges,  $50,000  of  which  was  for 
Broadway,  and  this  was  approved  by  you  on  April 
10.  In  the  first  issue  of  the  City  Record  published 
after  the  approval  of  the  appropriation,  the  depart- 
ment advertised  for  bids,  which  were  opened  on 
May  7.  The  contract  was  approved  by  you  on 
May  18,  1918. 

The  contractor  immediately  made  requisition  for 
the  required  material  and  was  informed  that  noth- 
ing could  be  done  without  a  priority  certificate  from 
the  War  Industries  Board.  The  contractor  re- 
quested a  priority  certificate,  and  at  my  suggestion 
your  Honor  forwarded  a  letter  on  June  14,  1918,  to 
the  Priorities  Committee  of  the  War  Industries 
Board  calling  attention  to  the  importance  of  this 
bridge,  on  account  of  its  proximity  to  the  steam 
railroads,  and  urging  the  War  Industries  Board  to 
expedite  the  shipment  of  the  material.  The  War 
Industries  Board  accordingly  issued  a  priority 
certificate,  and  there  is  nothing  further  that  could 
have  been  done  by  the  department  that  has  been 
left  imdone. 

A  very  small  amount  of  the  required  steel  has 
been  forwarded  and  the  balance  of  the  material  will 
follow  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  Priori- 
ties Committee.  This  department  will  follow  up 
the  work  of  the  contractor  and  push  the  work  to 
completion  upon  receipt  of  the  steel.

PARTIAL   REPORT   ON   COAL  SITUATION. 

Coun.  WATSON  submitted  the  following: 

The  City  Council  in  1917  passed  a  resolve 
calling  upon  the  Constitutional  Convention  to 
amend  the  State  Constitution  so  as  to  permit 
cities  and  towns  to  buy  and  sell  coal,  wood  and  ice. 
Later  a  committee  was  appointed  to  appear  before 
the  proper  committee  of  the  convention  and 
advocate  the  passage  of  such  an  amendment, 
which  was  adopted  by  the  convention  and  ratified 
by  the  people.  As  soon  as  the  Legislature  of  1918 
was  convened,  another  order  was  passed,  and  a 
committee  was  appointed  by  the  City  Council  to 
appear  at  the  State  House  before  the  proper  com- 
mittee of  the  Legislature  in  favor  of  legislation  en- 
abling cities  and  towns  to  enter  into  the  buying  and 
selling  of  necessaries,  and  such  an  act  was  after- 
wards enacted.  The  City  Council  Committee  on 
Distribution  of  Necessaries,  appointed  in  February 
of  this  year  to  consider  the  question  of  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  so-called  necessaries  of  life,  respect- 
fully submits  at  this  time  a  partial  report  of  its 
activities  in  the  matter  of  fuel. 

The  committee  feels  that  one  particular  phase  of 
the  situation  should  be  considered  at  once,  and  no 
effort  spared  to  find  a  remedy  immediately.  It 
would,  indeed,  be  unfortunate  if  after  eight  months' 
notice  and  preparation  the  citizens  of  this  great 
city  should  be  again  obliged  to  see  their  fellow 
beings,  ranging  from  the  aged  and  infirm  to  children 
of  tender  years,  standing  in  line  for  hours  in  a.  tem- 
perature below  zero  for  the  inestimable  privilege 
of  being  permitted  to  purchase,  at  a  price,  to  say 
the  least,  not  unduly  injurious  to  the  coal  dealers, 
fifty  or  one  hundred  pounds  of  coal  and  carry  it  to 
their  homes,  in  many  cases  a  great  distance. 

It  is  well  known  that  many  families  are  so 
situated  financially  that  they  are  obliged  to  buy 
their  winter  supply  of  coal  in  small  lots,  from  time 
to  time,  and  pay  for  it  as  they  get  it,  and  the 
proportion  of  people  who  will  be  compelled  to  resort 
to  this  method  of  obtaining  fuel  the  coming  winter 
will  be  much  larger  than  is  generally  realized. 
The  plight  of  these  families  up  to  the  time  the  com- 
mittee began  its  labor  did  look  very  serious  for  the 


coming  winter.  The  time  and  energy  of  the  New 
England  Fuel  Administrator  was  fully  occupied 
with  the  problems  of  obtaining  sufficient  hard  and 
steam  coal  for  the  whole  of  New  England,  and 
arranging  for  its  transportation;  and  the  proposi- 
tion that  the  city  itself  purchase  a  quantity  of  coal 
and  distribute  it  was  met  with  little  encouragement 
from  any  source  and  considerable  ridicule  from 
some  quarters.  However,  when  the  committee 
obtained  the  information  that  the  city  of  New- 
York  had  taken  up  the  same  question,  and  had  been 
successful  in  obtaining  300,000  tons  of  coal — culm 
bank — and  it  was  pointed  out  that  there  were  at 
least  three  possibilities  by  which  conditions  might 
be  improved,  viz.: 

1 .  By  diverting  to  the  city  a  proportion  of 
Boston's  quota  consigned  to  the  coal  dealers. 

2.  By  obtaining  from  the  National  Fuel  Ad- 
ministrator an  allowance  for  the  municipality  in 
addition  to  the  quota  already  fixed. 

3.  By  purchasing  a  large  quantity  of  the  so- 
called  culm  bank  coal  at  a  price  which  would  cor- 
respond to  its  lack  of  quality. 

a  change  in  sentiment  was  quickly  apparent  and 
the  committee  submitted  its  information  to  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  and  also  plans  which  enlisted  his 
active  support.  He  has  undertaken  to  obtain  at 
least  15,000  tons  of  coal  to  be  distributed  by  the 
city,  and  the  Fuel  Administrator  for  New  England 
has  agreed  to  assist  him  in  obtaining  it.  This 
minimum  of  15,000  tons  appears  to  the  committee 
to  be  altogether  too  small  an  allotment,  and  it 
believes  that  the  minimum  should  be  at  least 
30,000  tons. 

This  coal  is  to  be  held  by  the  city  for  emergency 
use  and  is  to  be  distributed  in  fifty  and  one  hundred 
pound  lots  at  cost.  The  details,  of  course,  will 
nave  to  be  worked  out  by  the  executive  depart- 
ments as  the  committee  has  no  authority  to  direct 
them,  but  it  has  been  suggested — and  we  see  no 
great  difficulties  in  the  way — that  the  coal  can  be 
delivered  at  one  or  more  central  points  by  the 
railroads  and  bagged  and  then  distributed  by  city 
teams  or  street  railway  freight  cars  to  the  municipal 
buildings  and  schoolhouses  or  other  city  property  all 
over  the  city,  so  that  those  who  have  been  unable 
to  obtain  coal  through  the  ordinary  channels  will  at 
least  have  a  reasonable  supply  within  convenient 
distance  of  their  homes  and  will  not  be  subject  to 
hardsnip  when  purchasing. 

The  situation  as  to  fuel  wood  is  complicated  by 
many  factors  such  as  the  scarcity  of  labor  and  the 
difficulty  of  transportation  and  the  fact  that  cutting 
wood  for  fuel  purposes  is  not,  generally  speaking,  an 
organized  industry  but  a  side  issue  in  connection 
with  farming;  but  the  committee  is  about  to  take 
up  the  question  with  the  proper  authorities  and  is 
in  hope  of  being  able  to  make  a  definite  and  favor- 
able report  on  this  phase  of  the  fuel  question  at  a 
very  early  date. 

Under  the  order  by  which  this  committee  was 
appointed  coal  and  wood  are  not  the  only  matters 
under  consideration  or  to  be  considered  by  it,  and 
we  expect  to  obtain  valuable  information  on  other 
matters  and  will  report  regarding  them  in  the  future.

OAKS  FOR  BOSTON'S  HEROES. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order— Ordered, 
That  the  Parkman  Fund  Committee  consider  the 
idea  of  using  some  of  the  income  of  the  Parkman 
Fund  for  the  purpose  of  planting  victory  oaks  in 
the  honor  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  City  of 
Boston  who  die  in  the  service  of  the  country. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  there  was 
an  editorial  in  the  Boston  Post  this  morning  in 
regard  to  using  some  of  the  Parkman  Fund  money 
for  the  purpose  of  planting  trees  in  honor  of  the 
soldiers  and  sailors  who  may  lose  their  lives  in  the 
cause  of  our  country.  The  editorial  suggested  to 
my  mind  this  order.  If  there  is  no  objection, 
I  would  like  to  have  tne  editorial  incorporated 
in  the  minutes,  so  that  the  Parkman  Fund  Com- 
mittee may  have  it  before  them  when  they  take 
the  matter  up. 

The  editorial  referred  to  is  as  follows: 

Oaks  for  Heroes. 

An  excellent  idea  has  come  to  hand  as  to  how 
our  city  may  honor  its  soldier  dead.  If  the  idea 
is  acceptable  to  our  city  fathers  and  Park  Depart- 
ment, it  will  provide  a  living  monument  to-  our 
heroes. 

It  is  proposed  that  on  our  system  of  parks  shall 
be  planted  victory  oaks,  each  named  after  a  soldier 
or  sailor  who  gave  his  life  for  the  world's  dem- 
ocracy. The  parkway  down  the  center  of  Com- 
monwealth avenue,  from  Arlington  street  to  Massa- 
chusetts avenue,  offers  an  excellent  site  for  these 
memorial  tributes  to  our  historic  dead.  Then  there 
is  the  lawn  side  of  the  Tremont  street  mall  and 
Franklin  Park  and  other  sections  of  the  park 
system.  There  could  be  appropriate  names  for 
these  arched  promenades,  as  Wilson,  Pershing, 
Liberty,  and  other  similar  designations  for  these 
boulevards.  Some  portion  of  the  income  derived 
from  the  Parkman  Fund  could  be  made  available 
to  meet  the  cost. 

The  beauty  and  fitness  of  the  plan  must  impress 
everyone  who  gives  it  thought.  The  tall,  spread- 
ing oak  is  made  a  living  star  of  service  well  done.

MUNICIPAL  FISH  MARKET. 

FORD  offered  an  order— That  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  be  requested  to  consider  the  advis- 
ability of  establishing  a  municipal  market  at 
Commonwealth  Pier  or  some  other  suitable  place 
for  the  sale  of  fish  to  the  people  of  the  City  of 
Boston  at  reasonable  prices. 

Coun.  FORD— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
have  that  order,  if  there  is  no  objection,  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Distribution  of  Necessaries. 
I  feel  at  the  present  time,  because  of  the  delays 
that  have  been  occasioned  in  the  investigation 
of  the  fish  trust,  so  called,  and  because  of  the  fact 
that  the  prices  have  risen  to  such  an  extent,  that  it 
is  hard  for  the  people  to  meet  the  prices  of  such  a 
great  necessity,  that  something  should  be  done  to 
control  prices.  History  has  shown  in  other 
municipalities  that  the  prices  can  be  controlled 
by    one    thing,    and    that   is    municipal    competi- 


tion; that  is,  establishing  in  the  city  or  munic- 
ipality a  public  fish  market  at  which  fish  can  be 
bought,  probably  at  wholesale,  later  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  the  people  at  retail  prices.  Inasmuch, 
then,  as  it  has  been  established  that  municipal 
competition  can  break  the  prices, — as  has  been 
done  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  where  the  prices 
were  reduced  50  per  cent  by  the  establishment 
of  a  municipal  market, — I  think  it  is  about  time 
that  the  City  of  Boston  should  embark  in  the  sale 
of  these  things.  We  have  seen  from  the  coal  situ- 
ation, now  we  see  from  the  fish  situation,  and  we 
will  see  from  the  situations  from  the  other  neces- 
sities of  life,  that  though  there  has  been  great 
opposition  in  the  past  to  the  establishment  of 
municipal  markets,  and  though  there  is  tremen- 
dous opposition  on  the  part  of  the  monied  interest, 
yet  there  is  a  great  demand  for  municipal  markets 
and  for  municipalities  engaging  in  the  sale  and 
distribution  of  necessities,  as  was  evidenced  by 
the  vote  at  the  last  election  when  the  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  was  authorized.  Hence,  I 
think  that  this  question  should  be  considered  and 
I  would  like  to  have  it  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Distribution  of  Necessaries  so  that  they 
may  take  it  up  and  have  affirmative  action  in  the 
very  near  future.  This,  I  think,  will  control  the 
price  of  fish  so  that  the  people  may  get  that  neces- 
sity at  a  reasonable  price.

South  Boston,  and  likewise  to  inform  the  City 
Council  as  to  the  approximate  time  when  the 
work  will  be  completed,  I  herewith  transmit  for 
your  information  a  statement  prepared  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  A\  orl

City  of  Boston, 
Public  Works  Department,  August  14,  1918. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor: 

I  return  herewith  order  of  the  City  Council, 
dated  July  15,  1918,  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Department, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to 
inform  the  City  Council  as  to  the  cause  of  delay  in 
completing  the  work  of  development  at  the  Strand- 
w_ay,  South  Boston,  and  likewise  to  inform  the 
City  Council  as  to  about  when  they  expect  that 
work  to  be  completed." 

There  have  been  a  number  of  causes  for  the  delay 
in  the  execution  of  the  Strandway  contract,  as 
follows: 

1.  The  unusually  cold  weather  of  the  winters  of 
1917  and  1918  made  it  impossible  to  work  as  rapidly 
as  anticipated  when  the  contract  was  let.  For 
many  weeks  from  12  to  20  inches  of  ice  impeded 
the  work  of  pile  driving,  cofferdam  and  bulk- 
head construction,   pipe  laying  and  dredging. 

2.  There  were  constant  delays  due  to  war 
conditions  on  the  railroads.  The  embargo  which 
the  United  States  Government  placed  on  cast-iron 
pipe,  cement,  coal,  dredge  supplies  and  lumber 
for  sewer  cofferdams  seriously  delayed  the  work. 

3.  The  dredge  "Middlesex"  was  chartered  in 
the  spring  of  1917,  but  after  a  long  trial  it  was 
found  that.it  could  not  dig  the  very  hard  clay  wliich 
was  encountered. 

4.  Arrangements  were  then  made  to  charter  the 
dredge  "Empire  State"  and  the  arrival  of  this 
dredge  was  delayed  on  account  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Canal  being  blocked  by  a  sunken  coal  barge. 
When  this  dredge  arrived  it  was  found  that  the 
cutter  which  was  adapted  to  digging  ordinary 
material  was  not  suited  for  digging  the  hard 
indurated  clay  actually  encountered.  The  con- 
tractors immediately  attempted  to  secure  a  cutter 
adapted  to  this  extremely  hard  material  and  after 
a  delay  of  several  months  one  was  secured  in 
Canada. 

.  5.  The  dredge  "Pittsburg"  was  hired  in  the 
summer  of  1917,  this  being  the  only  dredge  avail- 
able, in  addition  to  the  "Empire  State,"  having 
boilers  which  could  be  used  in  Boston  Harbor 
and  which  had  power  enough  to  excavate  the  clay. 
In  the  latter  part  of  the  season  of  1917  both  the 
"Pittsburg"  and  the  "Empire  State"  were  com- 
mandeered by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  work 
at  the  Victory  Plant  at  Squantum. 

0.  It  has  been  almost  impossible  to  obtain  or 
keep  men  on  this  muddy,  wet  work  on  account  of 
the  unfavorable  working  conditions  that  prevail 
in  this  class  of  work  as  compared  with  the  greater 
attractiveness  of  war  work  in  progress  during  the 
past  two  years. 

7.  Since  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  practically 
all  dredging  gear  has  been  in  government  employ 
and  therefore  unobtainable,  and  repair  parts  for 
apparatus  of  this  kind  can  be  secured  only  after  a 
long  delay. 

Since  the  work  was  commenced  this  spring,  an 
average  of  135,000  cubic  yards  a  month  have  been 
pumped  into  place,  making  a  total  of  1,100,000 
cubic  yards  of  filling  placed  to  date,  and  everything 
possible  is  being  done  at  the  present  time  to  ex- 
pedite the  work.

COMPLETION    OF    HYDE    PARK    AVENUE. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  complete  the  work 
ul  eonstrueting  Hyde  Park  avenue. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Mr.  President,  Mr.  John 
A.  Kiggen,  a  prominent  and  public-spirited  citizen 
of  Hyde  Park,  spoke  to  me  some  days  ago,  as  did 
also  Representative  Robert  B.  Martin,  in  relation 
to  the  condition  of  Hyde  Park  avenue.  I  called 
to  sec  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  he 
said  he  thought,  a  new  law  which  was  passed  in 
relation  to  the  trustees  of  the  Bay  State  Street 
Railway  Company  would  prevent  his  compelling 
the  company  to  pay  its  fair  share  for  relocating 
its  tracks  on  that  avenue,  and  he  said  that  for  that 
reason  the  city  could  not  proceed.  The  City  C< Min- 
ed of  19 16  passed  an  order  for  the  sum  of  $175,000, 
to  lay  out  and  construct  that  avenue.  You,  Mr. 
President,  as  a  member  of  the  Council  and  president 
at  that  time,  know  of  the  great  demand  that  was 
made  upon  the  Mayor  and  members  of  the  City 
Council  that  something  be  done  towards  putting 
that  avenue  in  decent  shape.  It  is  the  great  high- 
way leading  to  Hyde  Park  from  Forest  Hills,  and 
it  is  the  centre  of  a  great  manufacturing  community. 
As  we  all  know,  a  great  deal  of  war  work  is  being 
done  in  that  district  of  the  city.  I  have  here  a 
letter  from  Street  Commissioner  O'Callaghan  which 
I  would  like  to  have  incorporated  in  the  record. 
It  shows  that  the  City  Council  did  its  part,  as  far 
as  it  could,  in  appropriating  the  money  in  1910; 
that  the  order  was  approved  by  the  Mayor  on 
June  30,  1916,  and  that  the  Street  Commissioners 
passed  the  order  for  the  widening  on  October  24, 
1916,  and  that  since  that  time  the  Street  Commis- 
sioners have  paid  the  necessary  damages. 

The  letter  referred  to  is  as  follows: 


City  of  Boston, 
Street  Laying-Out  Department, 

August  28,  1918. 
John  J.  Attridge,  Esq., 

30  Pemberton  square,  Boston: 
Dear  Sir, — In  compliance  with  your  oral  request 
I  send  you  herewith  the  facts  in  the  Hyde  Park 
avenue,  Hyde  Park,  widening. 

The  City  Council  of  1916  passed  an  order  author- 
izing a  loan  of  $175,000  for  the  widening  of  the 
avenue.  The  order  was  approved  by  the  Mayor 
on  June  30,  1916. 

The  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  on  October 
24,  1916,  passed  the  order  for  the  widening.  The 
Board  has  since  paid  in  land,  building  and  grade 
damages  about  $85,000  to  owners  of  property  on 
the  avenue.  About  all  of  the  buildings  which  were 
within  the  line  of  widening  have  been  moved  back, 
leaving  the  avenue  free,  in  this  respect,  for  con- 
struction.

The  only  work  now  to  be  done  is  the  constructing 
of  the  street,  but  Mr.  Sullivan,  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  has  felt  that,  because  of  a  law  passed 
by  the  Legislature  this  year,  containing  what  ap- 
pears to  me  to  be  a  joker  similar  to  one  discovered 
in  the  Boston  Elevated  bill  and  because  of  which 
the  Mayor  prevented  the  Elevated  bill  being 
enacted  into  law  when  it  was  before  the  Legistature, 
the  city  would  not  be  properly  protected.  The  bill 
relating  to  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company 
is  chapter  188  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1918,  section 
20  of  which  I  would  like  to  have  incorporated  in 
the  minutes. 

The  section  of  the  act  referred  to  is  as  follows : 

"  Section  20.  The  new  company,  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  war  and  for  a  period  of  two  years 
thereafter,  shall  not  be  required,  except  with  the 
express  approval  of  the  public  service  commission 
after  a  hearing,  to  pay  any  part  of  the  expense  of 
the  construction,  alteration,  maintenance  or  repair 
of  any  street,  highway  or  bridge  or  any  structure 
maintained  or  placed  therein  or  thereon,  or  of  the 
abolition  of  any  grade  crossing  or  the  removal  of 
wires  from  the  surface  of  any  street  or  highway 
to  an  underground  conduit  or  other  receptacle, 
and  shall  not,  without  such  approval,  be  required 
directly  or  indirectly  to  make  any  payment  or 
incur  any  expense  whatsoever  for  or  in  connection 
with  the  construction,  alteration,  maintenance  or 
repair  of  any  street,  highway  or  bridge,  or  the 
abolition  of  any  grade  crossing  or  the  removal  of 
wires:  provided,  however,  that  if  the  surface  of 
any  street  or  highway  shall  be  opened  or  disturbed 
by  the  new  company  for  any  purpose  relating  to 
the  construction  or  operation  of  its  street  railway 
or  any  part  thereof,  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  to  relieve  it  from  the  expense  of  restoring 
the  surface  of  such  street  or  highway  to  its  original 
condition;  and  provided,  further,  that  nothing 
herein  shall  relieve  the  new  company  from  the 
payment  of  any  assessment  or  expense  made  or 
incurred  for  or  on  account  of  work  done  or  to  be 
done  under  a  valid  order  or  decree  made  before  the 
passage  of  this  act  in  a  proceeding  relating  to  the 
abolition  of  any  grade  crossing  or  to  the  con- 
struction, alteration,  maintenance  or  repair  of 
any  street,  highway  or  bridge  to  which  the  Bay 
State  Street  Railway  Company  was  a  party,  or 
under  an  act  of  the  general  court  enacted  before 
such  passage,  and  also  that  any  work  required  by 
any  such  order,  or  decree  shall  be  postponed  until 
two  years  after  the  termination  of  the  present  war, 
except  to  the  extent  that  existing  contracts,  or  in 
the  opinion  of  the  trustees  after  a  public  hearing, 
public  necessity  or  existing  contracts  require  the 
continuance  of  the  work." 

In  my  opinion,  that  section  of  the  act  does  not 
protect  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company, 
which  should  be  compelled  to  pay  its  just  share  of 
the  expense  of  relocating  and  laying  out  that 
slreet.  The  very  first  part  of  the  section — in  fact 
the  very  first  line, — shows  that  the  present  com- 
pany will  have  to  pay  what  it  would  be  compelled 
by  the  previous  law  to  pay  for  laying  out  that 
street,  because  it  says  "the  new  company,"  and 
the  new  company  has  not  been  as  yet  organized. 
The  governor  of  the  state  has  not  appointed 
the  new  trustees,  so  that  the  new  company  is  not 
in  existence  at  the  present  time.  I  would  also 
ask  that  section  68  of  chapter  463  of  the  Acts  of 
1900  be  incorporated  in  the  minutes  of  the  Council. 

The  section  referred  to  is  as  follows: 
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"  Section  68.  If  a  street,  or  highway  in  which 
the  tracks  of  a  street  railway  company  have  been 
located  for  a  period  of  five  years  is  altered, _  or  if 
the  grade  thereof  is  changed  under  the  provisions 
of  chapters  forty-eight  or  fifty  of  the  Revised  Laws, 
the  company  shall  pay  such  proportionate  share 
of  the  expense  thereof,  including  therein  the 
necessary  cost  of  changing  its  railway  to  conform 
to  such  alteration  or  change  of  grade,  as  may  be 
assessed  upon  it,  provided  that,  if  betterments 
are  assessed,  no  such  assessment  on  the  company 
shall  exceed  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  the  better- 
ments assessed  upon  real  estate,  and  that  in  no  case 
shall  such  assessment  execed  one  quarter  of  the 
total  cost  of  such  alteration  or  change  of  grade." 

That  is  the  act  under  wrhich  the  Bay  State 
Street  Railway  Company  should  at  the  present 
time  be  compelled  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  to  do  its  share  towrards 
putting  that  street  in  proper  condition.  The 
people  of  that  district  have  been  after  us  for  a 
number  of  years  to  have  that  work  done.  We 
have  done  our  part,  have  appropriated  the  money, 
and  now  an  apparent  joker  in  the  bill  gives  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  the  idea  that  that 
company  cannot  be  compelled  to  do  its  share  of 
the  work.  The  Bay  State  Company,  in  my 
opinion,  should  be  compelled  by  the  Mayor  and 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to  relay  the  tracks 
there,  so  that  the  city  can  repave  the  street  and 
Hyde  Park  may  have  a  decent  highway  and 
thoroughway.  Only  a  couple  of  weeks  ago  I  went 
through  Hyde  Park  avenue  with  Councilor  Ford, 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands, 
and  we  noticed  the  condition  of  the  street  between 
the  rails.  The  paving  stones  are  topsy-turvy, 
and  it  is  a  wonder  to  me  that  the  City  of  Boston 
is  not  compelled  to  pay  thousands  of  dollars  in 
damages  because  of  injuries  to  automobiles.  In 
my  opinion,  it  is  a  disgrace  to  the  City  of  Boston 
that  this  main  thoroughfare  is  allowed  to  remain 
as  it  is.  The  Bay  State  Company,  following 
in  the  steps  of  the  Elevated,  is  asking  for  higher 
fares,  talking  about  larger  fares  and  better  service, 
and  I  think  it  is  about  time  that  it  did  its  part 
towards  helping  the  City  of  Boston  to  give  the 
citizens  a  decent  thoroughfare.  The  people  of 
Boston  are  already  compelled  to  pay  a  seven-cent 
fare  to  the  Elevated,. and  may  be  compelled  to  pay 
more  under  the  new  act  to  the  Bay  State.  If  the 
people  are  obliged  to  pay  a  seven,  eight  or  nine 
cent  fare,  certainly  the  road  in  its  turn  should  do 
its  part  in  a  matter  of  this  sort.  We  have  done 
our  best  to  do  something  for  the  people  of  the 
district,  and  the  road  should  do  its  share  of  the 
work.  I  think  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
should  go  ahead  and  complete  the  job  and  compel 
the  Bay  State  to  do  its  share,  under  section  68  of 
chapter  463  of  the  Acts  of  1906.  I  know  the 
members  of  the  Council  will  agree  with  me  that  that 
work  ought  to  be  finished,  and  not  held  up  until 
years  after  the  termination  of  the  war. 

The  order  was  passed.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — In  response  to  the  request  of  the 
City  Council,  contained  in  the  inclosed  order,  for 
a  report  on  the  advisability  of  accepting  and  con- 
structing Rockdale  street,  between  Oakland  street 
and  Randolph  road,  Dorchester,  arid  the  approxi- 
mate cost  of  the  same,  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners respectfully  submits  the  following: 

It  would  be  advisable  to  accept  and  construct 
this  street  if  labor  and  other  conditions  were 
normal.  There  are  twenty  or  more  dwelling 
houses  on  the  street,  all  of  a  good  type. 

It  would  cost  about  $25,000  to  lay  out  and 
construct  this  street.  This  is  from  .$5,000  to 
$7,000  more  than  it  would  cost  under  normal 
conditions. 

In  the  interest  of  the  property  owners  on  the 
street  who  would  be  obliged  to  pay  a  portion  of 
the  cost  of  the  improvement  in  betterments,  this 
work  should  be  postponed  until  after  the  war,  when 
several  thousand  dollars  might  be  saved  to  them. 
Further  than  this,  the  local  committee  of  the 
Federal  Capital  Issues  Board  looks  with  disfavor 
on  work  of  this  character  during  the  war. 

Notwithstanding  that  the  Board  has  recently 
received  a  petition,  signed  by  forty  or  more  people 
who  live  on  the  street,  asking  for  the  improvement, 
it  is  obliged  to  report  that  no  appropriation  is 
available  for  this  work  at  this  time.

Coun.  Hagan — Mr.  President,  I  ask  a  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference,  that  the  order  may  go 
upon  its  passage  today.  All  those  orders  passed 
the  Council  July  15,  over  two  months  ago,  and  it 
seems  to  me  that  the  heads  of  departments  have 
had  sufficient  time  to  make  an  investigation  and 
reply  to  the  City  Council.  I  presented  seven  or 
eight  orders,  and  only  two  have  been  answered — 
one  in  reference  to  the  Strandway  and  one  a  vague 
sort  of  communication  in  reference  to  the  Savin 
Hill  Playground.  I  am  presenting  this  order 
today  to  remind  the  Mayor  that  the  heads  of 
departments  have  been  dilatory,  at  least,  in 
making  reply  to  the  City  Council  and  to  emphasize 
the  desirability  of  our  having  prompt  action  in 
these  matters.  Therefore  I  hope  the  order  will 
be  put  upon  its  passage  today. 

Reference  to  the  Executive  Committee  was 
reconsidered  and  the  order  was  passed. 


DEVELOPMENT   OF   SAVIN   HILL 
PLAYGROUND,   ETC. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the  Park 
and  Recreation  Department  be  requested,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  report  to  the  City  Council 
as  to  what  progress  is  being  made  in  the  work  of 
developing  and  improving  the  Savin  Hill  Play- 
ground and  Beach  reservation,  and  to  likewise 
inform  the  City  Council  when  this  work  will  be 
completed. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  that  is  one  of 
the  orders  I  presented  on  July  15  to  which  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Department  did  make  reply, 
placing  the  entire  burden  of  the  responsibility  on 
the  contractor,  claiming,  as  I  read  their  communi- 
cation, that  it  was  really  the  result  of  gross  neg- 
ligence on  his  part.  We  have  been  two  summers  in 
that  district  waiting  for  that  park  development, 
with  sufficient  money  appropriated,  and  have  gone 
through  this  summer  with  the  place  in  dilapidated 
condition,  with  no  indication  that  the  place  is  going 
to  be  ready  for  the  occupation,  benefit  or  use  of  the 
people  next  year.  If  it  is  true,  as  I  read  the  reply 
of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department,  that  the 
contractor  has  been  careless,  dilatory  or  negligent, 
I  believe  it  is  up  to  the  Mayor  to  say  something  and 
get  some  action  in  that  place.  It  seems  to  me 
deplorable  that  the  people  of  that  district,  now  for 
two  seasons  without  the  benefit  of  that  park 
and  that  beach  reservation,  may  now  have  to  wait 
a  third  season  because  some  one  is  careless. 

The  order  was  passed. 


CONFERENCE  CONCERNING  CAR  FARES. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  be  requested  to  arrange  a  conference  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  and  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Boston  Elevated  Railway  with  the  object  in 
view  of  considering  the  wisdom  of  the  present  flat 
fare  of  seven'  cents  or  the  adoption  of  the  zone 
system  with  an  increased  fare  for  the  long  haul  and 
a  five-cent  fare  for  the  short  haul. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  perfectly 
willing  to  have  the  matter  go  to  the  Executive 
Committee  if  anybody  so  desires,  but  I  would  like 
to  have  the  situation  stated  on  the  record  and  for 
that  reason  would  move  a  reconsideration  of  the 
reference.  Mr.  President,  the  idea  back  of  the 
order  is  to  get  a  conference  between  the  Mayor, 
City  Council  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Elevated, 
all  sitting  down  and  having  a  thorough  talk  about 
and  consideration  of  this  problem,  which  has 
agitated  the  minds  of  a  great  number  of  people  in 
our  city.  I  have  heard  considerable  criticism, 
which  I  don't  think  is  entirely  justified,  to  the  effect 
that  the  city  government  has  been  careless  and 
neglectful  of  the  interests  of  the  traveling  public 
in  municipal  Boston.  I  believe  a  conference  of  this 
sort  will  bring  out  the  fact  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  were  or  were  not  justified  in  adopting  a 
level  fare,  whether  of  seven  or  more  cents.  My  own 
private  opinion  is  that  the  necessities  of  the  moment 
prompted  them  to  jump  at  an  increased  Hat  rati' 
without  giving  due  thought  and  consideration  to 
the  possibilities  and  the  justice  of  the  zone  system 
as  established  in  other  cities.  It  is  universally 
conceded  and  the  public  acquiesi'p  in  it  that  on 
steam  railroads  the  distance  traveled  regulates  the 
fare;  but  here  a  flat  rate  is  adopted  on  (lie  EIe\  ited 
system,  so  that  for  a  short  haul,  say  to  the  South 
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Boston  zone,  :i  passenger  pays  just  as  much  as  for 
a  long  haul.  That  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  fair 
and  I  think  a  conference  will  bring  it  out,  so  that 
the  public  will  become  better  acquainted  with  the 
reasons  that  have  prompted  the  trustees  in  the 
course  they  have  taken.  So  I  now  ask  for  such  a 
conference,  at  the  convenience  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council,  in  order 
to  try  to  get  at  the  situation. 

Co"un.  ATTRIDGE— Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand that  the  gentleman  on  this  side  of  the  cham- 
ber has  asked  that  this  matter  be  acted  upon  at 
this  time  without  being  sent  to  the  Executive 
Committee? 

President  COLLINS — I  understand  that  the 
gentleman's  purpose  is  simply  to  make  a  state- 
ment for  the  record  before  the  order  goes  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  that  he  now  withdraws 
the  motion  to  reconsider. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Mr.  President,  if  there  is 
no  objection  at  this  time  I  would  like  to  have 
incorporated  in  the  records  a  letter  and  a  copy  of 
chapter  530  of  the  Acts  of  1908  in  relation  to  half- 
fares  for  school  children  which  appeared  in  the 
Record  of  September  20,  1918.  I  would  like  to 
have  it  considered  in  Executive  Committee  at 
the  same  time  that  the  order  is  discussed. 

The  clipping  referred  to  by  Coun.  Attridge  is 
as  follows: 

Half-fare  foe  School  Children. 
To  the  Editor: 

The  seven-cent  fare  is  becoming  a  heavy  burden 
in  some  families  where  there  are  four  or  five  high 
school  children.  Have  been  seeking  a  relief  and 
have  found  an  act  of  legislation  providing  it. 
Inclosed  is  from  a  printing  of  the  statute  on  page 
24,  Bulletin  of  Board  of  Education,  1915,  No.  7, 
Volume  No.  44. 

The  "L"  say  their  charter  does  not  provide  for 
it,  but  I  don't  see  it.  A  multiplicity  of  amenda- 
tory legislative  acts  befog  the  issue,  which  is 
worth  while  looking  into  and  clearing  up.  Other 
cities  and  towns  have  half-fare  privileges  in  obedi- 
ence to  said  act.  Why  is  the  "L"  exempted? 
The  answer  is,  a  sleepy  public. 

If  you  care  to  print  the  inclosed  it  will  certainly 
be  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  as  said  public  are 
probably  in  total  ignorance  of  the  existence  of  a 
law  that  should  relieve  the  situation.

Transportation  by  Street  and  Elevated  Railway 
Companies  of  Pupils  of  the  Public  Day  and 
Public  Evening  Schools  and  Private  Schools 
and  Pupils  of  Industrial  Schools. 

Chapter  530,  Acts  of  1908,  as  amended  by 
chapter  567,  Acts  of  1910,  provides  as  follows: 

Sect.  1  (as  amended).  The  rates  of  fare  charged 
by  street  or  elevated  railway  companies  for  the 
transportation  of  pupils  of  the  public  day  or 
evening  schools  or  industrial  day  or  evening 
schools  organized  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
five  hundred  and  six  and  acts  in  amendment 
thereof,  or  private  schools  between  a  given  point, 
from  or  to  which  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  ride 
in  travelling  to  or  from  the  schoolhouses  in  which 
they  attend  school  and  their  homes,  whether  such 
schoolhouses  are  located  in  the  city  or  town  in 
which  the  pupils  reside  or  in  another  city  or  town, 
shall  not  exceed  one  half  the  regular  fare  charged 
by  such  street  or  elevated  railway  company  for 
the  transportation  of  other  passengers  between 
said  points,  and  tickets  for  the  transportation  of 
pupils  as  aforesaid,  good  during  the  days  or  even- 
ings on  which  said  schools  are  in  session,  shall  be 
sold  by  said  companies  in  lots  of  ten  each.  A 
railway  company  which  violates  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  forfeit  twenty-five  dollars  for 
each  offence. 

Sect.  2.  Section  ninety-nine  of  Part  III.  of 
chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-three  and  chapter 
four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  are  hereby  repealed. 

The  order  and  the  clipping  were  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 


ABSENCE  OF  CITY  EMPLOYEES  DURING 
WAR. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  be  requested  to  grant  a  leave  of  absence 


for  a  year  or  for  the  duration  of  the  war,  with  privi- 
lege of  reinstatement  to  former  position,  to  any 
city  employee  who  may  make  formal  application 
for  same  and  who  agrees  to  take  up  labor  in  some 
essential  industry  that  will  be  helpful  to  the  nation 
in  winning  the  war. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  this  order  is 
presented  because  I  have  understood  that  in  some 
departments  of  the  city  the  privilege  of  leave  of 
absence  has  been  granted  for  a  period  of  time,  and 
they  have  gone  to  Washington  and  other  points 
where  demands  for  service  are  urgent,  while  in  other 
cases  such  privilege  has  been  witnheld  from  those 
in  the  laboring  forces  of  the  city  whose  labor  could 
be  utilized  in  various  industries  to  help  the  Govern- 
ment. I  don't  think  it  is  fair  to  give  the  privilege 
to  some  and  not  to  others;  so  I  am  presenting  this 
order  that  the  Mayor  may  look  into  the  matter  and 
state  why  the  privilege  is  extended  to  some  and 
denied  to  others  who  may  equally  wish  to  perform 
patriotic  service  where  their  help  may  be  needed 
for  federal  purposes. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


RESOLUTIONS    CONCERNING   HON. 
WILLIAM   F.    MURRAY. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  It  has  been  the  will  of  the  Creator  to 
remove  from  this  world  Hon.  William  F.  Murray; 
and 

Whereas,  After  his  determined  struggle  against 
the  dread  disease  he  has  gone  to  his  rest;  and 

.Whereas,  His  high  character,  public  spirit, 
uncompromising  integrity  and  cheerfulness  to  face 
any  issue  has  won  the  respect  of  and  endeared  him 
to  the  citizens  of  Boston; 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Boston  gives  public  acknowledgment  of 
the  loss  the  city  sustains  in  the  passing  away  of  a 
brilliant  character  and  valued  member  of  the 
community,  whose  future  possessed  unlimited 
opportunities  had  it  pleased  the  Almighty  to  per- 
mit him  to  remain  here  with  us. 

Resolved, 'That  a  copy  of  these  preambles  and 
resolutions  be  suitably  inscribed  and  sent  to  the 
widow  of  the  deceased. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  before  we  act 
upon  the  resolutions  I  should  like  to  say  just  one 
word.  I  probably  was  more  friendly  with  the 
departed,  in  the  sense  that  I  was  his  schoolmate, 
than  any  other  member  of  this  body.  I  met 
"Billy"  Murray  years  ago.  We  were  classmates 
in  the  Boston  Latin  School  for  four  years,  graduat- 
ing together  in  1900;  were  classmates  at  Harvard, 
graduating  together  in  the  class  of  1904,  and  were 
also  classmates  in  the  Harvard  Law  School,  gradu- 
ating in  1906.  The  resolutions  express  everything 
about  his  character  that  I  could  say.  I  probably 
feel  his  death  as  keenly  as  any  member,  probably 
more  keenly  than  most  citizens  of  Boston.  In 
introducing  the  resolutions  I  feel  that  if  our 
positions  were  reversed,  if  he  were  occupying  the 
humble  position  I  now  occupy  and  I  were  in  the 
exalted  place  that  "Billy"  was,  he  would  not  let 
the  opportunity  ppss  to  introduce  some  resolution 
in  regard  to  me.  And  so  I  wish  to  have  spread 
on  our  records  these  resolutions,  so  that  citizens 
of  Boston  may  in  the  future  be  able  to  see  in  the 
city's  records  this  appreciative  setting  forth  of  the 
great  and  good  things  the  departed  has  done  for 
the  city.  I  feel  that  he  would  have  done  this  for 
me  and  so  I,  who  by  the  Divine  will  have  been 
allowed  to  remain,  do  it  for  him.  I  feel  that  we, 
representing  the  citizens  of  Boston,  owe  tliis  last 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  so  public  spirited  a 
character. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted  by  a  unanimous 
rising  vote.

Moriarty  und  I  understand  tnat  he  is  going 
to  introduce  an  order  to  provide  for  the  two  side- 
walks that  were  discussed.  However,  that  is 
apart  from  the  main  question.

ELEVATOR  SERVICE,  CITY   HALL. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  place  in  service 
the  elevator  in  City  Hall  (west)  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  public. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  my  reason 
for  introducing  the  order  is  that  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  is  in  Room  60  at  the  top  of  the 
building,  and  on  days  when  elderly  women  come 
here  to  collect  their  compensation  they  walk  part 
way  up  on  account  of  having  to  wait  for  the 
elevator  on  the  other  side. 

■  Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  know 
nothing  about  this  matter.  I  am  aware  that  the 
city  is  trying  to  cooperate  in  saving  coal  and  that 
an  elevator  requires  more  coal  than  many  electric 
lights.  That  is,  you  can  save  a  good  deal  more 
coal  by  cutting  elevator  service  than  by  cutting 
light  service.  Whether  the  elevator  has  been 
stopped  to  conserve  coal  I  am  not  aware,  but  what 
Coun.  Moriarty  has  said  indicates  to  me  that 
it  has.  I  am  not  for  one  minute  in  favor  of  saving 
coal  by  making  elderly  people  walk  up  three,  four 
or  five  flights  of  stairs.  If,  however,  that  emergency 
is  limited  to  certain  days,  we  might  have  the 
elevator  run  on  those  days  and  eliminate  it  on 
others.  I  would  be  glad  to  see  that  result,  if  it 
will    meet    the    emergency    suggested.     If    Coun. 


Moriarty  will  amend  his  order  so  as  to  cover  what 
he  has  suggested  I  shall  gladly  vote  for  it,  but  I 
am  afraid  I  cannot  vote  for  it  as  it  stands. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  in  the 
annex  they  have  four  elevators  running  continually, 
while  here  in  the  main  building  we  have  only  one 
elevator  running  on  one  side.  There  is  no  reason 
why  one  of  those  elevators  in  the  annex  couldn't 
be  dispensed  with  and  have  the  two  elevators 
running  in  this  building  for  the  convenience  of  the 
public  coming  into  this  part  of  the  hall.  I  don't 
believe  this  part  of  the  hall  should  be  left  with  only 
one  elevator  while  four  elevators  are  running  in 
the  City  Hall  Annex.  I  believe  it  is  false  economy. 
I  understand  the  statement  is  made  that  they 
save  a  ton  of  coal  a  day  by  the  stoppage  of  this 
elevator.  I  believe  the  saving  made  is  over- 
estimated. I  think  there  can  be  more  real  saving 
made  by  stopping  one  of  the  elevators  in  the  City 
Hall  Annex,  allowing  this  elevator  here  to  run  for 
the  convenience  of  the  people  coming  into  the 
building. 

Coun.  STORROW— May  I  say,  Mr.  President, 
that  I  don't  think  it  is  wholly  a  question  of  the 
saving  of  one  ton  of  coal  a  day.  There  are  thou- 
sands of  elevators  in  Boston,  and  if  the  city  will  bear 
its  share  it  helps  very  much  in  getting  other  people 
to  bear  their  share,  and  your  one  ton  thus  rises 
rapidly  to  a  thousand  tons  a  day.  In  office  build- 
ings all  over  the  city  last  winter  people  did  walk  or 
wait,  and  suffer  considerable  inconvenience.  The 
fact  of  the  matter  is  that  when  you  materially 
reduce  the  consumption  of  coal  in  a  big  city  we  all 
have  to  suffer  some  inconvenience.  While  I  am 
entirely  in  sympathy  with  what  I  take  to  be  the 
main  reason  for  Coun.  Moriarty's  order  I  disagree 
a  little  bit  with  some  of  the  reasons  he  advances  in 
support  of  it.  If  we  can  get  along,  that  is  the 
question,  without  too  serious  inconvenience,  run- 
ning only  one  elevator,  we  ought  to  run  only  one. 
If  we  are  running  four  elevators  in  the  annex,  and 
can  get  along  with  three  there,  we  should  do  so  and 
save  another  ton  a  day  there.  I  presume  Coun. 
Moriarty  would  like  to  bring  this  to  a  vote,  so  I 
will  simply  say  that,  while  I  am  with  him  so  far  as 
may  be  necessary  on  particular  days  when  these 
elderly  women  come  to  draw  this  relief,  I  cannot 
vote  for  the  order  as  it  stands. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  women 
are  continually  coming  in,  new  women,  who  haven't 
received  any  compensation  for  some  time.  Also, 
there  have  been  ten  inspectors  sent  out  by  the 
department  of  the  state.  There  have  been  a  num- 
ber of  women  wiped  off,  their  compensation  cut  in 
half  or  done  away  with  in  some  way,  and  there  are 
crowds  of  them  coming  here  every  day  to  try  to 
have  the  thing  straightened  out.  There  is  one 
elevator,  on  the  other  side  of  the  building,  and 
many  of  these  women  walk  up  the  stairs,  one  or 
two  flights,  or  more,  not  knowing  where  the  room 
is.  Anyone  who  is  about  the  hall  here  will  con- 
stantly see  elderly  women  walking  up  and  asking 
where  Room  60  is.  They  don't  even  know  what 
floor  it  is  on,  or  anything  about  it.  I  don't  know 
whether  the  elevator  can  be  dispensed  with  at  any 
time  or  not,  but  the  order  reads  that  the  superin- 
tendent be  requested  through  the  Mayor  to  do  this, 
and  I  believe  that  the  superintendent  should  at 
least  use  his  judgment,  after  taking  it  up  with  the 
Mayor.  I  don't  believe  anybody  here  is  able  to 
say  at  what  time  of  the  day  or  week  the  elevator 
could  be  best  used  without  an  investigation  being 
made,  and  I  believe  the  head  of  that  department  is 
the  proper  one  to  make  the  investigation  and  to 
find  out  what  hours  the  elevator  should  run. 

President  COLLINS— The  Chair  would  make 
this  suggestion,  which  may  perhaps  help  to  bring 
together  conflicting  ideas — that  if  the  order  were 
amended  so  that  the  Mayor  and  superintendent 
might  confer  as  to  the  advisability  of  running  the 
elevator  and  the  way  in  which  it  should  be  done, 
if  at  all,  it  might  save  further  trouble  and  discussion 
here. 

Coun.  HAGAN' — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
offer  an  amendment,  adding  to  the  order  tnese 
words — "on  those  days  on  which  the  soldiers' 
dependents  are  to  be  paid  relief  money." 

The  amendment  was  adopted  and  the  order  as 
amended  was  passed.

To  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works: 

I  return  to  you  an  order  from  the  City  Council, 
dated  July  15,  1918,  requesting  an  investigation  as 
to  the  approximate  cost  of  completing  for  public 
travel  the  dead  end  of  Bay  street,  Dorchester,  and 
the  cost  of  building  a  foot  tunnel  under  the  tracks 
at  Bay  street  to  make  connections  with  the  rail- 
road station  at  that  point. 

Bay  street  was  laid  out  up  to  the  railroad  tracks, 
but  has  not  been  used,  so  that  weeds  have  now 
overgrown  the  dead  end.  Probably  $500  would 
be  sufficient  to  put  the  end  of  Bay  street  in  proper 
condition  for  public  travel.  I  understand  that  the 
foot  passenger  tunnel  is  not  primarily  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  connection  with  the  railroad  sta- 
tion at  Bay  street,  but  rather  to  allow  travel  across 
the  tracks  from  Bay  street  to  connect  with  the 
Savin  Hill  Playground  and  Beach. 

A  foot  passenger  tunnel  at  Bay  street  would  be 
so  low  that  the  only  way  of  draining  it  would  be  by 
automatic  pumps  and  from  the  appearance  of  the 
ground  it  would  apparently  involve  considerable 
rock  excavation  under  the  railroad  tracks  at  heavy 
expense.  An  estimate  of  cost  at  present  prices  for 
a  foot  passenger  tunnel  at  this  point  is  $16,000. 
For  this  the  Street  Laying-out  Department  esti- 
mates no  damages. 

A  tunnel  might  be  constructed  about  200  feet 
southerly  from  Bay  street,  with  a  footway  con- 
necting with  Bay  street,  at  a  somewhat  cheaper 
cost,  and  at  this  point  would  probably  avoid  all 
rock  excavation.  An  approximate  estimate  of  the 
cost  at  this  point  of  a  foot  tunnel,  exclusive  of  any 
land  damages,  is  $14,000.  Land  damages  at  this 
point  would  depend  on  desire  of  owner  of  the 
abutting  property  to  use  spur  tracks  and  might  be 
$500,  or  even  more,  making  a  total  of  $14,500. 

An  overhead  footbridge  could  probably  be  con- 
structed at  Bay  street  very  much  cheaper  than 
either  of  the  tunnels,  but  would  of  course  not  be  so 
convenient  for  foot  passengers,  as  there  would 
probably  be  required  a  clearance  of  22  feet  above 
the  rails.  A  footbridge  could  probably  be  con- 
structed at  this  point  at  a  cost  of  about  $8,000. 
An  estimate  for  land  damages  here  would  be  $1,000, 
making  a  total  of  $9,000.

OPINION   CONCERNING   HALF    FARE   FOR 
SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  October  5,  1918. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Responding  to  the  request  of  the 
City  Council  in  order  dated  September  23,  1918, 
that  the  Law  Department  inform  the  City  Council 
if  pupils  of  public  schools,  etc.,  are  entitled  to  half 
fares  on  the  Boston  Elevated,  I  beg  to  say  that 
prior  to  the  passage  of  chapter  159  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1918,  as  you  probably  know,  school  children 
were  not  entitled  to  the  half-fare  privilege  on 
account  of  section  10  of  chapter  500  of  the  Acts  of 
1897.  This  section  10  was  repealed  by  the  1918 
act,  but  the  1918  act,  in  section  2,  provides  that 
the  trustees  "shall  have  the  right  to  regulate  and 
fix  fares,  including  the  issue,  granting  and  with- 
drawal of  transfers,  and  the  imposition  of  charges 
therefor,  and  shall  determine  the  character  and 
extent  of  the  service  and  facilities  to  be  furnished, 
and  in  these  respects  their  authority  shall  be  exclu- 
sive and  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  approval,  con- 
trol or  direction  of  any  other  state  board  or  com- 
mission." 

Therefore,  in  my  opinion,  the  question  of  half 
fares  for  school  children  at  the  present  time  is  one 
for  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  to  deter- 
mine, and  there  is  no  law  requiring  them  to  grant 
this  privilege. 

Apart  from  the  legal  aspect  of  the  situation,  it 
seems  to  me  it  might  well  be  a  question  whether  it 
is  advisable  to  ask  the  trustees  for  this  privilege. 
The  financial  condition  of  the  Elevated,  as  the  City 
Council  well  knows,  is  anything  but  satisfactory, 
and  the  trustees  at  present  anticipate  that  it  is 
likely  that  they  will  have  to  ask  the  Commonwealth 
to  make  good  on  its  guaranty  next  year  to  cover 
the  difference  between  the  cost  of  service  and  re- 
ceipts. If  the  Commonwealth  does  this,  the  burden 
will  eventually  fall  in  large  part  on  the  taxpayers 
of  Boston,  and  any  additional  burdens  now  placed 
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on  the  Elevated  which  increases  its  loss  in  operation 
will  simply  be  further  burdens  eventually  on 
Boston's  taxpayers. 

Without  having  given  the  very  intricate  ques- 
tions involved  in  this  phase  of  the  matter  any 
thorough  consideration,  I  am  off-hand  inclined  to 
think  it  would  be  far  wiser  to  allow  children  to 
continue  to  pay  full  fares.

Coun.  ATTRIDGE,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following,  viz.: 

(1)  Report  on  petition  of  Provident  Loan  Com- 
pany (referred  today)  for  permit  to  sell,  rent  or 
lease  firearms  at  39  Cornhill,  Ward  5 — that  permit 
be  granted. 

Report  accepted;  permit  granted  on  the  usual 
conditions. 

(2)  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  for  the 
cost  of  the  installation  of  motor  street  sweepers, 
etc. — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;   order  passed. 

(3)  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  as  to  the 
advisability  of  nightly  flushing  all  .city  streets 
that  are  now  swept — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  it  was  brought 
to  my  attention  in  the  Executive  Committee  room 
that  we  have  in  the  city's  service  today  four  of 
these  street  flushing  machines.  I  was  of  the  impres- 
sion prior  to  that  that  we  had  only  one.  It  has 
also  been  brought  to  my  attention  by  one  qualified 
to  know  that  the  street  flushing  machines  are  work- 
ing very  successfully. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  I  am 
the  member  referred  to  as  furnishing  the  informa- 
tion that  there  are  in  the  service  of  the  city  four 
flushing  machines.  I  understand  that  there  is  one 
owned  by  the  city  and  that  three  are  working 
under  contract.  I  did  not  mean  that  the  city  had 
three  additional  machines  in  its  control. 

Coun.  HAGAN — -Mr.  President,  the  fact  is,  at 
any  rate,  that  the  four  flushing  machines  are  work- 
ing successfully,  and  at  this  time  of  epidemic  it 
seems  to  me  city  officials  having  this  street  cleaning 
work  in  charge  should  perform  it  with  all  diligence 
and  care,  using  the  machines  at  their  command.  It 
seems  to  me  that  with  four  flushing  machines  we 
can  flush  many  of  the  streets  of  the  city  that  are 
being  nightly  swept  and  do  the  work  in  a  sanitary 
manner  where  it  is  now  being  done  in  an  unsanitary 
manner. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  many  different  lines  of  business,  including 
the  shoe  business,  are  now  being  considered  in  a 
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way  nonessential,  I  think  we  might  be  able  to  add 
to  these  four  flushing  machines  by  drawing  on  the 
shoe  business. 

The  order  was  passed. 

(4)  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  the 
sum  of  $300  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Commissioner  to  be  expended  in  affording 
immediate  relief — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;   order  passed. 

(5)  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  for  pay- 
ment of  annuity  of  .5450  a  year  to  Edith  E.  Leigh- 
ton — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted  and  the  question  came  on 
the  passage  of  the  order,  Coun.  FORD  asking  for  a 
roll  call. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  9,  nays  0. 

(6)  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  for  leave  of 
absence  without  loss  of  pay  to  department  em- 
ployees who  are  members  of  the  State  Guard  on 
the  days  that  said  employees  are  obliged  to  be  in 
actual  service. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order.  Coun.  MORIARTY 
asked  for  a  roll  call. 

Coun.  STORROW—  Mr.  President,  I  shall  vote 
against  the  order,  and  as  a  roll  call  is  asked  for,  I 
would  like  briefly  to  state  my  reasons.  In  the 
first  place,  the  debate  in  the  Executive  Committee 
brought  out  quite  clearly,  I  think,  the  fact  that 
the  member  of  the  Home  Guard,  if  this  order 
passes,  will  be  better  treated  than  the  soldier 
fighting  in  the  front  line  trenches  in  France. 
Some  people  may  say,  "That  may  be  an  injustice, 
but  it  is  not  of  our  making;  it  is  made  by  the 
Legislature."  But,  in  any  event,  in  view  of  that 
fact  I  cannot  bring  myself  to  vote  for  the  order. 
In  the  second  place,  I  do  not  see  why  because  a 
man  serves  in  the  Home  Guard  the  city  should  so 
adjust  his  pay  that  he  actually  receives  more 
money  while  he  is  on  duty  in  the  Home  Guard 
than  he  would  otherwise  receive.  The  suggestion 
was  made  that  the  difference  be  made  up  so  that 
he  would  receive,  taking  his  city  pay  and  his  pay 
from  the  state,  the  same  sum  that  he  would  receive 
if  he  were  not  on  duty.  It  has  perhaps  some 
bearing  on  the  question  that  a  very  large  proportion 
of  the  men  serving  in  the  Home  Guard  are  unques- 
tionably forfeiting  all  of  their  pay.  If  a  man  is  a 
carpenter,  working  for  a  daily  wage  and  serving  in 
the  Home  Guard,  he  undoubtedly  loses  his  day's 
pay.  I  think  it  is  going  far  enough  for  the  city  to 
see  that  a  man  who  volunteers  in  the  Home  Guard 
has  his  pay  fully  maintained.  He  should  not  be 
paid,  I  think,  extra  for  performing  that  duty.  I 
do  not  mean  for  an  instant  to  belittle  the  duty, 
but  I  don't  think  these  things  can  be  measured  in 
dollars  and  cents.  I  think  if  we  make  a  man  whole , 
that  is  where  we  should  stop. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  as  a  roll  call 
has  been  asked  for  I  shall  vote  against  the  order 
on  the  roll  call,  for  reasons  that  very  closely  cor- 
respond with  those  advanced  by  Coun.  Storrow. 
The  broad  principle  involved  is,  to  my  mind,  this, 
that  we  aje  paying  the  boys  in  the  front  line 
trenches  in  France,  those  who  were  in  the  city 
service  and  who  enlisted  in  the  Federal  service,  the 
difference  between  their  pay  and  what  the  Federal 
Government  pays,  and  I  think  it  is  unfair  and 
unjust  to  give  the  members  of  the  State  Militia, 
the  so-called  Home  Guard,  any  greater  privilege, 
concession  or  favors,  than  we  are  willing  to  extend 
to  those  who  are  in  the  front  line  trenches'  in 
France.  I  would  like  to  do  more  for  them  than  we 
have  been  able  to  do,  more  than  the  legislative  act 
has  given  us  permission  to  do;  but  we  have  gone 
the  limit,  have  done  all  we  could  do  under  that 
legislative  act,  and  I  shall  vote  against  doing 
more  for  the  State  Guard  than  we  are  able  to  do 
for  the  boys  in  France.  That  is  my  principal 
reason. 

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  President,  as  long  as 
a  roll  call  has  been  asked  for  I  am  going  to  give  my 
reasons  for  voting  for  the  order.  They  are  the 
same  reasons  that  I  gave  inside  in  committee. 
It  makes  no  difference  to  me  whether  the  men  are 
paid  $5,  S3  or  $10  a  day,  I  think  these  men  now 
doing  service  for  the  Commonwealth  as  members  of 
the  State  Guard  are  entitled  to  at  least  the  amount 
they  receive  as  city  employees  or  as  working  for 
private  employers.  I  don't  think  we  should 
attempt  to  use  as  an  illustration  the  case  of  the 
boys  fighting  over  in  France,  because  when  we 
accepted  that  act  I  thought  it  was  unfair  to  deduct 
the  amount  they  received  from  the  Government 
from  the  amount  they  received  as  city  employees. 
If  I  had  my  way,  I  would  pay  them  their   salaries 


in  addition,  and  Coun.  Hagan  and  Storrow  say 
they  would  do  the  same  thing.  But  we  had  no 
control  over  that  legislative  act  and  had  to  do  as 
tlie  Legislature  told  us  to  do,  and  some  of  us  voted 
to  accept  the  act  knowing  that  it  involved  an 
injustice.  We  now  have  a  right  to  do  in  this  case 
what  we  have  been  doing  for  thirty  years  or  more, 
to  pay  the  members  of  the  State  Guard  as  before 
we  paid  the  members  of  the  militia  their  pay  when 
they  were  doing  duty,  no  matter  what  kind  of  duty 
it  was.  While  they  were  in  camp  and  performing 
their  duties  we  have  paid  them  their  salaries,  and 
I  am  going  to  vote  to  pay  these  men  their  salaries, 
because  they  are  doing  a  noble  work  for  the  Com- 
monwealth. If  I  had  my  way  I  would  not  only 
vote  to  pay  these  men  fighting  in  France  the  full 
amount  they  would  receive  if  working  for  the  city, 
in  addition  to  the  pay  they  receive  from  the  Govern- 
ment, but  probably  a  great  deal  more.  I  am  just 
as  ready,  as  I  said  in  committee,  to  cheer  for  those 
fellows  in  France  as  is  any  member  of  the  City 
Council.  I  don't  think  we  ought  to  use  that  as  an 
argument.  I  think  they  are  entitled  to  what  they 
received  while  they  were  working  for  the  city,  the 
same  as  I  feel  that  the  members  of  the  State  Guard 
are  entitled  to  what  they  would  receive  from  the 
city  while  tbey  are  working  for  the  Common  wealth. 
I  hope  that  the  time  will  come  when  we  will  pay 
the  men  in  France  not  only  what  they  would 
receive  from  the  city  but  a  great  deal  more,  but  if  I 
can  help  the  thing  along  in  any  way  by  my  vote  I 
shall  certainly  be  glad  to  do  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  the  order  for  the  reason  that  in  my  opinion 
two  wrongs  do  not  make  a  right,  and  for  no  other 
reason. 

President  COLLINS— The  Chair  will  state  that 
it  has  been  his  understanding — this  is  mere  hearsay, 
however — that  some  of  the  money  at  least  that  is 
paid  by  the  state  goes  into  the  company  funds 
of  the  State  Guard;  that  the  men  themselves  do  not 
actually  get  it.  I  would  like  to  be  informed  in 
regard  to  that. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  order  as 
attempted  to  be  amended  was  that  they  should 
receive  the  difference  between  what  was  given  by 
the  city  and  what  was  paid  by  the  state.  In  case 
they  receive  nothing  from  the  state,  they  would 
continue  to  receive  their  full  pay  as  city  employees. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  that  does  not 
change  the  view  of  the  majority  here  at  all,  and 
does  not  state  the  exact  situation.  Coun.  Hagan 
would  give  the  idea  that  the  amendment  he  wanted 
to  make  to  this  order  would  give  them  their  full 
pay  anyway,  and  I  suppose  Coun.  Hagan  now 
takes  the  view  that  if  this  state  money  went  into 
the  company  fund  the  men  would  get  their  full 
pay  from  the  city.  I  would  merely  say  that 
under  this  order,  as  we  understand  it,  in  any  event 
the  money  goes  into  the  company  fund  so  I  don't 
think  the  men  will  themselves  benefit  from  it, 
although,  as  Coun.  Storrow  points  out,  it  is  their 
money  and  they  have  a  right  to  do  what  they  want 
with  it.  The  men  can  keep  it  or  they  can  put  it 
into  the  company  fund.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it 
goes  into  the  company  fund,  and  it  helps  keep  the 
company  up  and  keep  the  company  together. 
Therefore,  the  idea  which  Coun.  Hagan  has  in 
mind  would  be  carried  out  by  the  order  as  it  is  now 
before  us.  The  men  will  not  get  the  money  from 
the  state  and  have  their  salary  from  the  city,  too, 
but  will  simply  get  their  salary  from  the  city. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to  vote 
for  the  order  because  I  believe  most  private  em- 
ployers pay  the  full  salary  to  their  people  enlisted 
in  the  State  Guard,  and  I  think  if  private  cor- 
porations are  sufficiently  patriotic  to  pay  their 
men  so  performing  their  duty  the  city  should  be 
just  as  patriotic.  For  that  reason  I  shall  vote  for 
the  order. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  would  like  to  ask  the  coun- 
cilor a  question.  Will  he  say  that  a  carpenter, 
plumber  or  a  mason  in  private  employ,  drafted  for 
service  in  the  Home  Guard,  draws  his  whole  wages? 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  believe  that  is 
the  exception.  I  believe  the  large  private  cor- 
porations give  their  men  pay  for  the  time  they  thus 
take  off,  without  deduction.  I  know  that  any  man 
in  my  employ  would  receive  his  pay  if  he  were 
ordered  out  on  State  Guard  duty. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  the  only 
reason  I  have  heard  advanced  by  anybody  in 
opposition  to  this  is  that,  because  we  had  no 
opportunity  to  take  such  action  under  the  act  of 
the  Legislature,  as  far  as  the  boys  at  the  front  are 
concerned,  we  shonld  not  do  it  in  this  case.     Each 
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man  who  has  opposed  this  order  has  said  that  if 
it  were  within  his  power  the  men  in  the  service 
would  receive  their  full  wages  while  on  the  other 
side.  Because  the  Legislature  prevented  our 
taking  this  action  in  regard  to  the  men  on  the  other 
side,  two  of  the  members  here  are  now  hiding 
behind  that  legislative  action  in  their  position  on 
the  matter  at  present  before  us.  Because  of  that 
the  men  volunteering  for  service  in  the  State 
Guard  are  to  be  sacrificed.  If  that  is  the  ground 
of  opposition  of  those  who  are  against  the  order,  I 
am  glad  to  be  in  favor  of  the  order. 
The  order  was  passed,  yeas  7,  nays  2: 
Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,  Collins,  Ford,  Lane, 
McDonald,  Moriarty,  Watson — 7. 
Nays — Coun.  Hagan,  Storrow — 2.

Dear  Sir, — We  are  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of 
September  27  with  regard  to  an  order  passed  by  the 
City  Council  July  15,  1918,  asking  for  an  investiga- 
tion and  report  as  to  what  sites  suitable  for  a  con- 
venience station  would  be  available  in  the  vicinity 
of  Savin  Hill  avenue  and  Dorchester  avenue.  Ward 
17. 

Before  committing  ourselves  to  a  definite  expres- 
sion of  opinion  on  this  subject,  which  might  be 
interpreted  as  a  recommendation  on  the  part  of  the 
Board,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  make  a  survey 
of  the  existing  convenience  station  facilities 
throughout  the  entire  city,  including  those  of  both 
a  public  and  quasi-public  nature,  in  order  that  the 
report  when  submitted  might  deal  not  only  with 
available  sites  but  with  the  comparative  needs  of 
the  different  sections  of  the  city. 

To  that  end  we  have  been  in  communication  with 
the  Health  Department,  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department,  the  Public  Buildings  Department,  the 
Library  Department,  the  Metropolitan  Park  Com- 
mission and  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany, all  of  which  have  furnished  lists  of  the  con- 
venience stations  under  their  control,  together  with 
particulars  in  regard  to  location,  equipment, 
accessibility  and  patronage. 

All  of  the  information  received  has  been  plotted 
upon  a  map  which,  when  completed,  will  constitute 
a  graphic  presentation  of  existing  facilities,  and  at 
the  same  time  indicate  clearly  where  such  facilities 
are  lacking.  The  information  is  not  as  yet  com- 
plete, however,  as  there  still  remain  several  public 
and  semi-public  bodies  to  be  heard  from. 

Progress  has  been  more  or  less  hampered  on 
account  of  vacations  and  illness,  and  further  to  a 
desire  on  our  part  to  complete  the  North  End 
report,  upon  which  we  have  been  engaged  for  the 
last  three  years,  before  further  inroads  should  be 
made  upon  our  office  force  by  reason  of  war  condi- 
tions. We  have  accordingly  concentrated  our 
efforts  upon  this  work  to  a  certain  extent,  although 
the  request  of  the  City  Council  has  been  by  no 
means  ignored.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to 
assemble  the  remaining  information  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment,  when  a  final  and  comprehensive 
report  will  be  submitted  to  you.

REPAIR   OF   GUILD    MEMORIAL. 

The  following  was  received: 

Citv  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  IS,  1918. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  June  of  this  year  an  automobile 
ran  into  and  badly  damaged  one  of  the  ornamental 
iron  posts  in  front  of  the  Guild  Memorial  on  the 
Common  on  Beacon  street.  The  matter  was 
brought  to  my  attention  and  I  asked  the  Art  Com- 
mission to  have  the  damaged  pillar  repaired. 

The  Art  Commission  secured  bids  from  two  firms 
for  the  repair  work,  Skillman  and  Sunderland  esti- 
mating the  cost  at  $450  and  the  Grecian  Iron  Works 
of  Cambridge  estimating  the  cost  at  $230.  The 
Art  Commission  desires  to  proceed  with  the  repair, 
but  has  no  funds  of  its  own,  and  the  reconstruction 
of  the  post  should  be  delayed  no  longer  than  neces- 
sary, for  it  is  an  essential  factor  in  the  lighting  of 
the  Cuild  Memorial  steps. 

It  is  not  at  all  unlikely  that  the  amount  of  the 
damage  will  be  collected  from  the  tort  feasor,  and 
the  case  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the.  Law  Depart- 
ment for  settlement.  I  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order,  the  sum  in 
question  to  be  transferred  from  the  Reserve  Fund 
to  the  Art  Commission  on  the  understanding  that 
when  recovery  is  made  from  the  tort  feasor,  the 
resulting  fund  will  be.  Credited  back  to  the  Reserve 
Fund.

RELEASE   OF  LAND,  FRAMINGHAM    AND 
SOUTHBOROUGH. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  21,  1918. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — When  the  City  of  Boston  acquired 
land  for  the  reservoirs  in  Framingham  and  South- 
borough,  large  areas  were  condemned  and  old 
roadways  abolished.  Subsequently  the  Metro- 
politan Water  and  Sewerage  Board  took  over  most 
of  the  real  estate  and  improvements  owned  by  the 
City  of  Boston  in  this  watershed  and  in  the  dis- 
tricts where  waterworks  were  established,  but 
several  parcels  of  land  were  not  taken.  Among 
these  was  a  short  roadway  between  the  towns  of 
Southborough  and  Framingham,  lying  partially  in 
both  towns. 

The  towns  of  Southborough  and  Framingham 
arc  mow  willing  to  take  over  fee  of  this  roadway  for 
a  nominal  sum.  The  city  lias  no  interest  in  real 
estate  in  the  vicinity  of  Framingham, and  South- 
borough. On  the  other  hand,  the  ownership  of 
the  road  involves  the  city  in  certain  liabilities  which 
it  should  not  assume.  I  am  informed  that  the 
roadway  was  taken  in  such  a  manner  that  it  can 
be  usee!  for  no  other  purpose  than  a  road  and  in 
order  to  avoid  liability  in  tin-  ownership  of  this 
property,  I  recommend  that  the  accompanying 
order  be  passed  to  transfer  the  fee  in  this  road  to 
the  town  of  Southborough  and  Framingham.

LEAVE   OF  ABSENCE,   CITY   EMPLOYEES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  18,  1918. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Replying  to  your  request  of 
September  23,  asking  me  to  reopen  the  question 
of  arranging  for  ' '  leave  of  absence  so  far  as  may  be 
consistent  with  the  maintenance  of  the  city's 
essential  activities  and  upon  a  uniform  and  fair 
basis  as  regards  different  .departments  which  have 
had  conflicting  and  varying  policies  in  regard 
to  the  matter,"  I  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  copy 
of  my  communication  to  the  heads  of  departments 
under  date  of  June  14,  1918. 

I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  city  to  continue  the  practice  which 
I  outlined  in  the  foregoing  circular.  _  Any  other 
plan  might  serve  to  demoralize  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  city,  allowing  great  numbers  to  absent 
themselves  and  having  their  positions  filled  by 
temporary  appointments. 

It  is  unjust  to  ask. a  man  to  assume  greater 
responsibilities  and  to  do  his  best  in  his  new  work, 
when  he  knows  that  the  work  can  be  temporary 
only  and  that  no  matter  how  well  he  fulfills  his 
obligations,  or  how  fit  he  may  prove  himself  for 
the  office,  his  efforts  will  go  for  naught  and  ho  will 
l;e  returned  to  his  former  less  important  position 
when  the  absentee  returns.  The  position  of  the 
man  who  remains  true  to  his  city  responsibilities 
is  only  made  the  harder  by  the  reflection  thai  In-  is 
being  shunted  back  to  his  former  position  in  favor 
of  the  employee  who  was  perfectly  willing  to  leave 
the  city  shorthanded  that  he  himself  might  benefit 
by  the  high  wages  brought  on  by  war  conditions. 

There  is  also  some  doubt  as  to  the  possibility 
uf  obtaining  sufficient  help  to  fill  the  vacant 
position  satisfactorily,  in  which  event  the  efficiency 
of  the  departments  would  be  seriously  impaired, 
i  fact  (hat  makes  it  the  more  necessary  for  me  to 
adhere  to  my  original  policy  as  consistent  with  the 
maintenance  of  the  city's  essential  activities.

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  b  re- 
consideration, that  I  may  saj  something  on  that 
matter.  I  do  not  agree  with  the  conclusions  of 
iin  Mayor;  I  do  not  consider  that  they  arc  at  nil 
sound  or  logical  or  that  they  have  been  made  after 
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a  fair  and  careful  survey  of  the  situation.  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  says  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the 
city  to  compel  these  men  to  stay  upon  the  job  that 
they  have  assumed.  I  do  not  question  that  state- 
ment, but  it  is  not  in  the  interest  of  the  men,  and 
what  is  not  in  the  interest  of  both  parties  mutually 
interested  is  an  unfair  practice.  Men  and  women 
in  other  departments  of  the  city  have  been  privi- 
leged to  get  a  leave  of  absence  for  a  certain  period 
of  time  which  has  enabled  them  to  engage  in  even 
more  essential  work  than  is  city  work,  in  Washing- 
ton and  elsewhere.  These  people  are  the  higher 
salaried  people,  and  a  privilege  has  been  granted 
to  them  that  here  and  now  is  being  denied  to  the 
labor  force  of  the  city.  I  do  not  think  it  is  fair  to 
make  fish  of  one  and  flesh  of  the  other.  I  think 
if  it  was  fair  to  grant  the  higher  salaried  employees 
an  opportunity  to  better  their  condition  it  is 
equally  fair  to  grant  such  an  opportunity  to  lower 
salaried  people,  provided,  as  the  order  called  for, 
they  engage  in  work  essential  for  the  welfare  of 
the  Federal  Government.  I  am  sorry  that  the 
Mayor  has  sent  in  the  message  upon  this  subject 
in  the  manner  he  has,  because  I  do  not  think  he 
has  made  as  careful  and  conscientious  a  study  of 
the  entire  problem  in  its  various  phases  as  the  situa- 
tion demanded,  and,  as  I  believe,  has  ordinarily 
been  his  custom.  I  propose  to  take  the  matter  up 
in  another  manner  at  some  future  time  and  see 
if  the  City  Council  will  not  make  every  effort  in  its 
power  to  do  justice  to  men  who  need  to  have  justice 
done  to  them.

HOSPITAL  FOR  UNITED  STATES  PURPOSES.

Coun.  LANE  offered  an  order — That  meetings  of 
the  citizens  of  this  city  qualified  to  vote  for  state 
officers  be  held  at  the  several  polling  places  desig- 
nated for  the  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners,  on  Tuesday,  the  fifth  day  of 
November,  1918,  for  the  election  of  Governor, 
Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth, Treasurer  and  Receiver  General,  Auditor  of 
the  Commonwealth,  Attorney  General,  Councilors, 
Senators  in  the  General  Court,  Representatives  in 
the  General  Court,  Register  of  Probate  and  Insol- 
vency, Senator  in  Congress,  and  Representatives  in 
Congress;  also  to  give  in  their  votes  "Yes"  or 
[ '  No ' '  on  the  approval  and  ratification  of  the  follow- 
ing articles  of  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
Massachusetts  submitted  by  the  Constitutional 
Convention,  viz.: 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  1. 
The  establishment  of  the  popular  initiative  and 
referendum  and  the  legislative  initiative  of  specific 
amendments  of  the  Constitution. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  2. 
The  conservation,  development  and  utilization 
of  the  agricultural,  mineral,  forest,  water  and 
other  natural  resources  of  the  Commonwealth  are 
public  uses,  and  the  General  Court  shall  have  power 
to  provide  for  the  taking,  upon  payment  of  just 
compensation  therefor,  of  lands  and  easements  or 
interests  therein,  including  water  and  mineral 
rights,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  and  promoting 
the  proper  conservation,  development,  utiliza- 
tion and  control  thereof  and  to  enact  legislation 
necessary  or  expedient  therefor. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  3. 
Advertising   on   public    ways,   in   public   places 
and  on  private  property  within  public  view  may 
be  regulated  and  restricted  by  law. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  4. 
The  preservation   and   maintenance   of   ancient 
landmarks    and    other    property    of   historical  or 
antiquarian    interest    is    a    public    use,    and    the 
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Commonwealth  and  the  cities  and  towns  therein 
may,  upon  payment  of  just  compensation,  take 
such  property  or  any  interest  therein  under  such 
regulations  as  the  General  Court  may  prescribe. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  5. 
The  General  Court,  by  concurrent  vote  of  the 
two  houses,  may  take  a  recess  or  recesses  amount- 
ing to  not  more  than  thirty  days;  but  no  such 
recess  shall  extend  beyond  the  sixtieth  day  from 
the  date  of  their  first  assembling. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  6. 
To  authorize   the   General   Court   to   prescribe, 
subject  to  certain  restrictions,  the  manner  of  the 
appointment  and  removal  of  military  and  naval 
officers  to  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  7. 
To  define  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  General 
Court  relative  to  the  military  and  naval  forces, 
and    of    the    Governor    as    Commander-in-Chief 
thereof. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  S. 
To  provide  for  the  succession,  in  cases  of  vacan- 
cies in  the  offices  of  Governor  and  Lieutenant 
Governor,  by  the  secretary,  attorney  general, 
treasurer  and  receiver  general  and  auditor,  in 
the  order  named. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  9. 
To   authorize   the   Governor   to   return   to   the 
General  Court  with  a  recommendation  for  amend- 
ment  bills    and    resolves    which    have    been    laid 
before  him. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  10. 
Article  IV.  of  the  articles  of  amendment  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  words : — 
Women  shall  be  eligible  to  appointment  as  notaries 
public.  Change  of  name  shall  render  the  com- 
mission void,  but  shall  not  prevent  reappointment 
under  the  new  name. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  11. 
(Relative  to  the  Retirement  of  Judicial  Officers.) 
Article  I.  of  Chapter  III.  of  Part  the  Second  of  the 
Constitution  is  hereby  amended  by  the  addition  of 
the  following  words: — and  provided  also  that  the 
Governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  may  after 
due  notice  and  hearing  retire  them  because  of  ad- 
vanced age  or  mental  or  physical  disability.  Such 
retirement  shall  be  subject  to  any  provisions  made 
by  law  as  to  pensions  or  allowances  payable  to  such 
officers  upon  their  voluntary  retirement. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.   12. 
Every  charter,  franchise  or  act  of  incorporation 
shall   forever  remain    subject  to   revocation   and 
amendment. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  13. 
The  General  Court  shall  have  power  to  limit  build- 
ngs  according  to  their  use  or  construction  to  speci- 
fied districts  of  cities  and  towns. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  14. 
The  General  Court  shall  have  authority  to  provide 
for  compulsory  voting  at  elections,  but  the  right  of 
secret  voting  shall  be  preserved. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.   15. 
To  limit  the  power  of  the  General  Court  to  lend 
the  credit  of  the  Commonwealth  and  to  contract 
loans. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  16. 
To  provide  for  a  state  budget  and  the  veto  by  the 
Governor  of  items  or  parts  of  items  in  appropriation 
bills. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.   17. 
To  provide  for  biennial  elections  of  state  officers, 
councilors  and  members  of  the  General  Court. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  18. 
No  person  elected  to  the  General  Court  shall  dur- 
ing the  term  for  which  he  was  elected  be  appointed 
to  any  office  created  or  the  emoluments  whereof  are 
increased  during  such  term,  nor  receive  additional 
salary  or  compensation  for  service  upon  any  recess 
committee  or  commission  except  a  committee  ap- 


pointed to  examine  a  general  revision  of  the  statutes 
of  the  Commonwealth  when  submitted  to  the 
General  Court  for  adoption. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  19. 

On  or  before  January  first,  nineteen  hundred 
twenty-one,  the  executive  and  administrative  work 
of  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  organized  in  not  more 
than  twenty  departments,  in  one  of  which  every 
executive  and  administrative  office,  board  and 
commission,  except  those  officers  serving  directly 
under  the  Governor  or  the  Council,  shall  be  placed. 
Such  departments  shall  be  under  such  supervision 
and  regulation  as  the  general  court  may  from  time 
to  time  prescribe  by  law. 

The  polls  at  said  meetings  shall  be  opened  at  six 
o'clock  a.  m.  and  closed  at  four  o'clock  p.  m. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  be  hereby  directed 
to  give  notice  of  said  meetings  by  advertising  the 
same  as  required  by  law. 

Ordered,  That  the  provisions  of  sections  270,  271 
and  272  of  chapter  835  of  the  Acts  of  1913  be  and 
hereby  are  suspended  and  made  inapplicable  as  to 
the  nineteen  proposed  constitutional  amendments 
to  J}e  voted  upon  at  the  state  election  to  be  held 
Novmber  5,  1918.

SALE   OF   GRANITE   PAVING    BLOCKS. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  October  17,  1918. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  answer  to  a  letter  of  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  of  October  4,  asking  the  opinion  of  the 
Finance  Commission  as  to  the  advisability  of 
selling  approximately  152,000  granite  paving 
blocks  to  John  E.  Quinn  at  $20  a  thousand,  the 
Finance  Commission  respectfully  submits  the 
following  report,  together  with  a  report  of  its 
consulting  engineer  which  explains  some  details 
of  the  transaction.  The  side  of  these  blocks  has 
not  yet  been  approved  by  the  City  Council. 
The  commission  also  reports  on  the  policy  which 
should,  in  its  judgment,  be  followed  by  the  city 
in  reference  to  the  use  of  granite  paving  blocks 
removed  from  its  streets. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  that  the 
blocks  in  question  should  not  have  been  sold, 
for  the  reason  that  they  are  in  excellent  condition 
for  relaying  and,  if  relaid  in  a  proper  manner, 
will  produce  an  equally  good  pavemenl  lor  heavy 
traffic  streets  as  will  new  blocks.  It  also  believes 
that  under  the  present  market  conditions  the 
price  to  be  paid  is  entirely  inadequate.

The  attempt  by  the  officials  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  to  barter  these  blocks  in  part  payment 
of  the  contractor's  bills  against  the  city  appears 
to  be  an  attempted  evasion  of  the  provisions  of 
the  city's  ordinances.  The  commission  estimates 
that  by  this  transaction  the  city  has  suffered  a 
large  financial  loss,  either  because  the  blocks 
could  have  been  relaid  in  place  of  high  priced 
new  blocks  or  because  they  could  have  been  sold 
for  a  higher  price. 

The  present  status  of  the  blocks  in  question  is 
complicated  by  the  fact  that  they  have  been 
removed  from  the  city's  control  and  the  pur- 
chaser has  entered  into  contracts  apparently 
based  upon  the  price  it  was  agreed  that  he  should 
pay  for  the  blocks. 

A  representative  of  the  commission  reports  that 
the  granite  paving  blocks  now  being  removed  from 
the  city's  streets  are,  in  general,  of  a  different  type 
from  those  sold  formerly.  The  type  in  question  is 
officially  known  as  No.  1,  a  type  adopted  during 
comparatively  recent  years.  These  blocks  are,  in 
general,  in  such  condition  that  they  can  be  used 
under  certain  traffic  conditions  to  form  a  pavement 
as  good  as  new,  and  the  city  by  relaying  them,  in- 
stead of  selling  them,  can  save  a  large  amount  of 
money. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  no  objection  to 
continuing  the  sale  of  the  old-fashioned  blocks, 
under  conditions  hereinafter  mentioned,  to  such 
contractors  as  can  use  them. 

An  examination  of  the  number  of  used  blocks  on 
hand  indicates  that  there  are  approximately 
1,000,000  and  that  of  this  number  only  a  smail 
portion  will  require  recutting  to  render  them  suit- 
able for  relaying. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends: 

1.  That  the  method  of  settlement  of  the  sale  of 
1.32,000  granite  paving  blocks  be  referred  to  the 
Corporation  Counsel  for  advice. 

2.  That  no  paving  blocks  suitable  for  relaying 
be  sold. 

3.  That  the  force  of  stonecutters  and  laborers 
of  the  Public  Works  Department  be  employed,  as 
far  as  necessary,  during  the  winter  months,  in 
cleaning,  culling  and  recutting  the  supply  of 
1,000,000  or  more  granite  blocks  which  have  already 
been  removed  from  the  city's  streets. 

4.  That  if,  for  any  reason  now  unforeseen,  any 
blocks  must  be  sold,  such  action  be  taken  only 
after  public  advertisement.

To  the  Finance  Commission: 

Gentlemen, — In  regard  to  the  advisability  of 
selling  to  John  E.  Quinn  a  quantity  of  paving 
blocks  recently  removed  from  State  and  Congress 
streets  and  Dorchester  avenue,  I  respectfully 
report  as  follows: 

It  appears  that  in  July  and  August  of  the  present 
season  John  E.  Quinn  was  carrying  on  contracts  £or 
repaving  State  street  from  Commercial  street  to 
Atlantic  avenue,  and  Congress  street  and  Dor- 
chester avenue  from  Atlantic  avenue  to  Summer 
street.  During  the  construction  of  these  streets  the 
Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company  invited 
bids  for  paving  certain  portions  of  its  freight  yard 
adjoining  Kneeland  street  with  second-hand 
granite  blocks. 

In  order  that  he  might  bid  upon  this  contract 
with  reasonable  certainty,  Mr.  Quinn,  after  nego- 
tiations  with    the    officials   of   the   Public    Works 
Department,    arranged    to    buy — according    to    a 
statement  of  the  Acting  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works — approximately      148,000     blocks.     These 
blocks  were  taken  from  the  following  streets: 
Dorchester  avenue,  00,000  blocks  at  $20  per  M. 
Congress  street,  32,000  blocks  at  $20  per  M. 
State  street,  56,000  blocks  at  $25  per  M. 
All  the  blocks  were  of  the  type  known  as  No.  1 
blocks,  being  in  general  from  4  inches  to  4-J  inches 
wide,  from  8  inches  to  14  inches  long,  and  from  7 
inches  to  8  inches  deep. 

There  appears  to  have  been  an  arrangement 
made  whereby  the  price  paid  by  Mr.  Quinn  for  the 
blocks  was  to  be  credited  to  the  city  in  part  pay- 
ment of  the  work  which  he  was  doing  for  the  city. 
I  have  been  informed  that  certain  officials  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  consulted  with  Auditor 
Mitchell  regarding  this  course  of  procedure 
and  were  assured  it  was  a  proper  one.  Mr. 
Mitchell,  however,  does  not  remember  having  any 
such    consultation,    and    when    the    estimates    for 


payment  were  presented  with  a  credit  from  the 
contractors,  as  above  outlined,  he  declined  to  pass 
the  estimate  for  payment,  on  the  ground  that  the 
money  paid  by  the  contractor  was  city  revenue 
which  should  go  into  the  general  funds  of  the  city. 
The  blocks  were  removed  from  the  various 
streets  by  Mr.  Quinn  and  are  now  stored  on  a 
vacant  lot  at  the  corner  of  South  and  Harvard 
streets,  which  is  back  of  the  old  Boston  and  Albany 
passenger  station. 

I  have  examined  the  blocks  and  find  that  in 
general  they  are  in  excellent  condition.  It  appears 
that  the  blocks  from  Congress  street,  although 
substantially  the  same  in  surface  area  as  the  other 
blocks,  are  of  slightly  less  depth  and  so  would  not 
be  as  suitable  for  recutting  as  the  remainder  of  the 
blocks.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  the  blocks 
are  in  such  excellent  condition  that  for  the  greater 
part  it  would  not  pay  the  city  to  recut  them,  even 
w-ere  they  to  be  used  on  another  street.  There 
appears  to  be  very  few  that  have  been  turned  and 
worn  on  both  sides. 

As  regards  the  price  of  these  blocks,  it  is  difficult 
to  state  arbitrarily  a  price  for  second-hand  blocks. 
The  market  depends  entirely  upon  the  needs  of 
the  customer.  At  the  present  time  there  seems 
to  be  a  greater  demand  for  such  blocks  than  is 
usual.  The  present  demand  for  second-hand 
blocks  is,  no  doubt,  in  part  due  to  the  fact  that  it 
has  become  generally  known  among  the  representa- 
tives of  parties  having  paving  work  to  do  that  the 
City  of  Boston  is  willing  to  dispose  at  a  low  price 
of  a  large  number  of  blocks  which,  for  all  practical 
purposes,  are  as  good  as  new. 

Previous  to  the  war  there  appears  to  have  been 
a  number  of  sales  of  second-hand  blocks  of  the 
same  type  as  the  blocks  in  question  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $20  per  thousand.  In  1913  Contractor 
Quinn  included  in  his  contract  for  paving  West 
First  street  a  bid  of  50  cents  per  square  yard  for 
the  old  blocks.  This  bid  would  amount  to  approx- 
imately $21  per  thousand.  In  1916  Warren 
Brothers  Company,  in  connection  with  its  contract 
for  repaving  Commonwealth  avenue,  bid  $1.47  a 
square  yard  for  the  old  blocks  with  which  the 
gutters  were  paved;  $1.47  applied  to  the  type  of 
blocks  in  discussion  would  be  approximately  $63 
per  thousand. 

Recently  E.  S.  Morse  Company  of  Charlestown 
purchased  5,000  blocks  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment at  $30  a  thousand.  In  December,  1917,  and 
January,  1918,  the  Public  Safety  Committee  of 
Massachusetts  requisitioned,  in  behalf  of  the  Fore 
River  Ship  Building  Company,  77,745  blocks  from 
the  surplus  stock  of  the  city,  stored  on  Dorchester 
avenue  back  of  the  South  Station.  For  these  blocks 
the  Public  Works  Department  has  billed  the  Fore 
River  Ship  Building  Company  at  the  rate  of  $60  per 
thousand.  I  am  informed  that  the  company 
refused  to  pay  this  amount,  but  has  made  an  offer  to 
settle  the  claim  at  the  rate  of  $40  per  thousand. 

In  this  connection  it  is  claimed  by  the  Public 
Works  Department  officials  that  the  blocks  taken 
by  the  Fore  River  Ship  Building  Company  were 
specially  culled  blocks.  After  investigation,  how- 
ever, I  am  satisfied  that  these  blocks  were  substan- 
tially of  the  same  quality  as  the  blocks  taken  by 
Mr.  Quinn. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  price  of  new  gran- 
ite paving  blocks  has  risen  from  approximately  $60 
per  thousand  to  $100  per  thousand.  As  indicated 
by  the  sale  under  consideration,  there  has  been  no 
rise  in  the  price  of  second-hand  blocks. 

The  necessity  for  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in 
the  present  situation  is  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
the  original  arrangement  by  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  sale  of  the  blocks  was  found  to 
be  inoperative,  due  to  the  objections  of  the  City 
Auditor. 

As  the  transaction  involved  a  value  in  excess  of 
$500,  a  vote  of  the  City  Council  and  the  approval 
of  his  Honor  the  Mavor  are  necessary  to  complete 
it. 

In  fixing  the  value  of  second-hand  blocks  it  should 
also  be  taken  into  consideration  that  the  value  of 
these  blocks  is  greater  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
Boston  than  in  localities  beyond  teaming  distance. 
From  the  best  information  which  I  can  obtain  the 
average  freight  charge  on  new  blocks  to  Boston  is 
approximately  $12  to  $16  per  thousand,  and,  of 
course,  the  freight  will  be  equally  great  for  old  blocks 
for  the  same  distances. 

Your  attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
request  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  for 
permission  to  sell  blocks  is  not  strictly  correct. 
The  price  named  by  him  is  $20  per  thousand  for  all 
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the  blocks,  whereas  it  appears  that  the  blocks  from 
State  street  were  to  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  S25  per 
thousand.

BONDING  OF  CITY  EMPLOYEES. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  October  4,  1918. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  submits 
its  final  report  on  the  bonding  investigation. 

The  commission,  after  advising  with  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  Commonwealth,  instructed  its 
special  counsel,  Henry  F.  Hurlburt,  Esq.  (as  stated 
in  its  report  dated  December  8,  1917),  to  submit  to 
the  District  Attorney  of  Suffolk  County  the  testi- 
mony of  certain  witnesses,  to  determine  two  ques- 
tions: (1)  whether  or  not  section  8  of  chapter  486  of 
the  Acts  of  1909  had  been  violated  by  the  Mayor  of 
Boston;  (2)  whether  or  not  perjury  had  been  com- 
mitted by  any  witnesses  at  the  hearings.  The 
testimony  in  question  was  delivered  to  the  District 
Attorney  on  December  21,  1917. 

On  February  21,  1918,  Mr.  Hurlburt  notified  the 
commission  that  sufficient  time  had  elapsed  for  the 
District  Attorney  to  decide  what  action  should  be 
taken  by  him,  and  that  he  would  communicate  with 
him  at  once. 

On  March  6,  1918,  the  District  Attorney  wTote 
to  Mr.  Hurlburt  as  follows:

Dear  Mr.  Hurlburt, — Your  letter  of  February 
21  received  duly,  but  since  that  time  I  have  been 
out  a  few  days  with  a  cold  and  not  attending  very 
closely  to  matters  even  while  here.  I  took  the 
liberty  of  leaving  your  matter  among  the  last. 

I  have  gone  over  the  extract  of  testimony  which 
you  left  with  me,  but  must  confess  that  I  am  unable 
to  find  evidence  which  in  my  opinion  would  warrant 
an  indictment  or  proseeution  for  the  crime  of 
perjury.

If  Mr.  Pelletier  signifies  a  desire  to  talk  with  me 
I  will  see  him  and  go  over  the  matter.  If  Mr. 
Pelletier  is  determined  he  will  not  present  the 
evidence  to  the  Grand  Jury  even  if  an  interview  is 
had  with  him,  I  do  not  expect  that  any  facts  or 
argument  that  I  may  present  to  him  will  have  any 
weight.

Mr.  Hurlburt's  reply  to  which  he  refers  follows: 
.Boston,  March  7,  1918. 
Hon.  Joseph  C.  Pelletier, 
District  Attorney: 

Dear  Mr.  Pelletier, —  I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt 
of  your  favor  of  the  Gth  instant  received  this 
morning.  Your  explanation  as  to  the  delay  in 
answering  my  letter  of  February  21  is  satisfactory 
and  I  regret  that  you  have  been  laid  up  with  a  cold 
and  trust  that  you  have  fully  recovered. 

I  am  very  much  surprised  at  the  statement  in 
your  letter: 

"I  have  gone  over  the  extract  of  testimony  that 
you  left  with  me,  but  must  confess  that  I  am  unable 
to  find  evidence  which  in  my  opinion  would  warrant 
an  indictment  and  prosecution  for  the  crime  of 
perjury." 

Before  presenting  this  complaint  to  you  I  had 
given  the  matter  very  careful  study  and  thought, 
and  from  my  knowledge  of  the  law  and  of  the  facts 
as  produced  at  the  hearings  it  seemed  to  me  to  be 
clear  that  the  crime  of  perjury  was  committed  by 
Mr.  Curley  and  Mr.  Daly.  My  examination  of 
the  evidence  convinces  me  that  not  only  was  there 
ample  evidence  to  cause  an  indictment  against 
these  parties,  but  that  a  trial  of  the  case  before  any 
jury  would  result  in  a  conviction. 


I  appreciate  that  the  responsibility  of  determin- 
ing whether  you  will  present  the  case  to  the  Grand 
Jury  rests  with  you,  and  if  you  are,  as  you  state  in 
your  letter,  "unable  to  find  evidence"  on  which  to 
present  the  charge  to  the  Grand  Jury,  of  course  I 
have  nothing  further  to  say.  If,  however,  your 
mind  is  still  open  on  the  subject  and  you  wish  to  go 
over  the  matter  with  me,  I  am  at  your  service  at 
such  time  as  is  most  convenient  to  you.

On  March  15,  1918,  the  District  Attorney  wrote 
to  Mr.  Hurlburt  the  following  letter: 
Hon.  Henry  F.  Hurlburt, 

53  State  Street,  Boston,  Mass.: 
Dear  Mr.  Hurlburt, — I  have  your  letter  of  March 
7  regarding  the  bonding  case.  Of  course  we 
have  a  great  many  cases  coming  up  where  there 
has  been  a  variation  in  testimony,  and  yet,  upon 
investigation,  there  does  not  seem  to  be  sufficient 
to  warrant  proceedings  for  the  crime  of  perjury. 

I  regret  very  much  that  I  cannot  concur  with 
your  opinion,  which  is  always  valuable,  but  I  do 
not  feel  that  I  would  be  justified  in  asking  for  an 
indictment,  or  in  case  of  indictment,  in  prosecuting 
for  the  crime  of  perjury  upon  the  evidence  in  this 
case.

After  receiving  the  above  letter,  Mr.  Hurlburt 
Wrote  the  Finance  Commission  as  follows: 

Boston,  March  16,  1918. 
Hon.   John  R.   Murphy, 

Chairman  Boston  Finance  Commission: 

Dear  Mr.  Murphy, — I  am  inclosing  you  letter 
received  from  Mr.  Pelletier  in  reference  to  the 
charge  that  I  made  to  him  against  parties  for  com- 
mitting perjury  during  the  recent  investigation. 
You  will  notice  by  this  letter  that  Mr.  Pelletier  has 
decided  not  to  present  the  evidence  to  the  Grand 
Jury,  even  going  to  the  extent  of  stating  that  in 
case  an  indictment  was  found  he  would  not  feel 
justified  in  prosecuting  the  case  upon  the  evidence. 

So  far  as  I  can  see,  nothing  further  can  be  done 
through  the  District  Attorney's  office.  Of  course 
I  could  present  the  evidence  to  the  lower  court  and 
ask  for  a  complaint  against  Mr.  Curley  and  Mr. 
Daly  oh  the  charge  of  perjury-  I  assume,  however, 
if  that  complaint  was  issued,  as  it  undoubtedly 
would  be,  that  the  defendants  would  waive  exami- 
nation and  go  to  the  Superior  Court.  In  view  of  the 
letter  of  Mr.  Pelletier  I  am  satisfied  that  no  indict- 
ment would  be  found  and  if  one  by  any  possibility 
was  found  he  would  refuse  to  prosecute  it.  There- 
fore securing  a  warrant  in  the  lower  court  with  a 
view  to  having  the  case  subsequently  prosecuted 
would  be  futile.

The  above  letters  speak  for  themselves. 

After  receiving  Mr.  PehVtier's  second  refusal,  the 
Finance  Commission  requested  Mr.  Hurlburt  to 
confer  with  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Common- 
wealth in  reference  to  having  the  Attorney  General's 
office  present  to  the  Grand  Jury  the  evidence 
which  the  District  Attorney  had  refused  to  present. 
The  Attorney  General,  when  the  matter  was 
brought  to  his  attention,  expressed  the  view  that 
he  did  not  think  it  advisable  or  practicable  for  the 
Attorney  General  to  take  up  an  isolated  case  and 
present  it  to  the  Grand  Jury,  when  the  District 
Attorney  had  considered  thejevidence  and  had  con- 
cluded that  it  did  not  warrant  a  prosecution. 

The  refusal  of  the  District  Attorney  has  thus 
become  an  insuperable  obstacle  to  proceeding 
further.

REGULATION   OF  PRICES   OF

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to  inform-  the 
City  Council  whether  or  not,  by  virtue  of  its 
incidental  powers  as  governing  body  of  the  city, 
or  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  205  of  the 
General  Acts  of  1918  or  any  other  statute,  it  has 
the  right,  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  to  regulate 
the  prices  of  necessities  or  to  punish  profiteering, 
so  called,  by  corporations,  firms  or  individuals 
dealing  in  necessities. 

Passed. 


CITIZENS'   COMMITTEE   TO  ASSIST 
ELEVATED   TRUSTEES. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order- — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully  requested  to 
adopt  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Boston  Elevated  and  appoint  a  citizens' 
committee  to  confer  with  and  assist  the  trustees 
in  every  wav  possible. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  order  is 
presented  because  of  the  communication  published 
in  the  daily  press  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  Elevated,  in  which  they  say  that  a  com- 
mittee made  up  of  the  kind  of  men  whom  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  can  appoint  might  render  invaluable 
assistance  to  the  company  in  many  ways,  and  that 
such  help  will  be  welcomed  by  the  trustees.  That 
w'as  in  yesterday's  Post.  When  this  matter  was 
up  for  consideration  in  this  body  some  few  weeks 
ago  some  of  the  members  thought  that  the  City 
Council  would  have  no  jurisdiction  whatever  in 
the  matter  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  were  a  State- 
appointed  institution.  That  had  weight  withthe 
majority  of  the  members  at  that  particular  time. 
It  would  now  seem  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  are 
reaching  out  to  city  officials  and  to  the  Mayor's 
office  for  some  assistance  in  dealing  with  their 
problem.  It  is  very  clear  that  they  have  a  serious 
problem,  that  the  handwriting  is  on  the  wall,  and 
that  there  is  going  to  be  an  increased  tax-rate  in  the 
not  distant  future  because  the  law  provides  that  the 
operating  expenses,  if  not  paid  out  of  current 
revenue,  will  be  assumed  by  the  tax  payers  of  the 
city.  Therefore,  I  believe  this  whole  problem  is 
one  deserving  of  the  serious  thought  and  considera- 
tion of  all  city  officials,  and  I  feel  sure  that  the 
Mayor  will  see  the  force  of  the  suggestions  made 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
reconsideration  of  the  reference  merely  in  order 
to  make  a  suggestion  to  the  councilor  offering 
the  order.  I  suggest  that  he  amend  it  to  read 
that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  join  with  the  mayors 
and  selectmen  of  the  several  cities  and  towns  in 
which  the  Elevated  runs  in  appointing  this  com- 
mittee. It  is  hardly  fair  to  have  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  alone  consider  a  question  involving  several 
cities  and  towns,  and  I  think  it  might  perhaps  be 
well  to  have  the  order  so  as  to  cover  that  point. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  matter 
has  been  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
where  it  can  be  thoroughly  thrashed  out.  I  have 
no  objection  to  the  suggestion  made  by  Coun. 
Watson,  but  would  simply  repeat  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  have  asked  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
to  appoint  such  a  committee. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  reference  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  was  lost. 


SANITARY   CONDITIONS  OF    SURFACE 
CARS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Health,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  have  his  inspectors  make 
an  investigation  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
surface  cars  that  operate  in  the  South  Boston 
and  Dorchester  districts  and  particularly  the 
cars  operated  on  Dorchester  avenue  to  the  Andrew 
Square  Tunnel  and  report  to  the  City  Council  as 
to  condition  found. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  we  have  just 
gone  through  a  very  serious  epidemic  in  this  city 
and  the  Commissioner  of  Health  has  placed  a  great 
deal  of  responsibility  upon  the  unsanitary  and 
crowded  condition  of  our  elevated  trolley  system. 
The  Mayor  has  had  a  recent  letter  which  he  has 


published  in  the  daily  press  on  this  subject  and  one 
of  the  most  pertinent  paragraphs  in  the  letter  is 
where  he  says  that  the  City  of  Boston  cannot  afford 
to  have  a  transportation  system  which  cannot  care 
for  the  needs  of  the  public  in  accordance  with 
reasonably  sanitary  standards.  I  am  firm  in  the 
conclusion  that  we  cannot  afford  to  let  that  con- 
dition continue.  Because  of  the  suggestion,  almost 
the  command  of  the  Health  Commissioner,  there 
was  an  effort  made  in  the  early  days  of  the  epidemic 
by  the  Elevated  trustees  or  their  employees  to 
clean  up  the  cars,  but  that  effort  was  made  more 
upon  the  elevated  system  and  little  or  no  attention 
was  paid  to  the  surface  cars.  The  cars  in  the  Dor- 
chester and  South  Boston  section  are  very  dirty. 
You  can  hardly  see  out  of  the  windows.  I  have 
sefen  people  who  have  been  compelled  to  brush 
their  clothes  after  sitting  on  their  seats,  they  were 
in  such  a  dirty,  soiled  condition.  That  should  not 
be  permitted  to  continue.  The  Elevated  people 
are  laying  considerable  stress  upon  their  inability  to 
get  labor.  I  do  not  think  that  excuse  will  suffice, 
because  in  this  case  the  cars  can  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  by  women  and  women  can  be  found  and 
employed  to  do  that  work. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


PARKING  OF  AUTOS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  change  the  rule  now 
in  force  that  permits  cars  to  be  parked  in  certain 
streets  and  make  a  new,  ruling  that  will  permit 
no  cars  to  be  parked  in  the  retail  section,  between 
Boylston  street  on  the  south  and  Dock  square 
and  Scollay  square  on  the  north,  except  on  the 
west  or  Common  side  of  Tremont  street,  and  the 
Common  and  Public  Garden  side  of  Beacon  and 
Charles  streets. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
reconsideration  of  the  reference.  I  regret  being 
compelled  to  appear  as  in  opposition  in  any  way  to 
the  gentleman's  orders  or  to  his  activities  as  a 
member  of  this  body,  but  I  remember  distinctly 
the  first  few  years  I  was  in  the  body  the  Finance 
Commission  continually  informing  the  City  Council 
that  we  were  interfering  with  departmental  activi- 
ties and  were  violating"  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the 
"charter  under  which  we  are  existing.  Here  we  are 
considering  orders  directing  department  heads  as  to 
what  they  shall  do  and  how  they  shall  do  it,  when 
absolutely  as  a  matter  of  fact  we  have  no  such  right 
according  to  the  ruling  of  the  Finance  Commission. 
I  shall  probably  have  something  to  say  on  the 
matter  in  Executive  Committee,  where  I  think  the 
matter  will  be  taken  care  of. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  very 
glad  that  the  gentleman  opposite  has  finally  found 
some  good  in  the  Finance  Commission  and  that 
some  of  their  recommendations  have  borne  fruit 
.  and  are  bearing  heavily  upon  him.  But  in  this 
case  the  gentleman's  suggestion  does  not  bear 
heavily  upon  me.  In  presenting  orders  here  I 
realize  that  I  am  but  one  member.  I  have  never 
assumed  and  do  not  now  assume  that  some  one 
may  not  make  an  amendment  to  this  or  any  other 
order  I  offer,  overcoming  any  difficulties  or  irregu- 
larities that  may  exist.  Any  order  presented  to  the 
body  is  entitled  to  the  serious  consideration  of  all 
the  members  before  it  is  acted  upon.  This  can 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  if 
there  is  anything  in  it  offensive  to  the  department 
or  to  the  gentleman  opposite  I  shall  be  perfectly 
willing  to  change  the  wording,  so  long  as  the  sense 
of  the  order  is  preserved.  The  thought  back  of  it 
is  to  prevent  a  really  deplorable  condition  in  the 
streets  of  Boston.  The  Street  Commissioners 
have  given  permission  for  the  parking  of  cars  on 
some  of  our  narrow  streets — such  as  West,  Winter, 
Bedford  and  Avon  streets — for  a  limited  period  of 
time.  The  public  pay  no  attention  to  the  limit 
of  time,  and  it  is  a  physical  impossibility  to  have 
the  thing  properly  policed.  As  a  consequence 
cars  remain  there  for  hours  at  a  time.  West  street 
is  a  particularly  narrow  street,  and  it  is  a  street 
through  which  the  Fire  Department  must  have  an 
exit  when  a  conflagration  breaks  out  at  any  hour 
in  the  day  in  the  congested  district.  Because  of 
cars  being  parked  there  and  remaining  for  two  or 
three  hours,  we  find  constant,  steady  parking  on 
both  sides  with  a  very  narrow  lane  through  the 
middle    for    the    ordinary   travel   that    would    go 
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through  that  street.  That  is  a  condition  that 
somebody  should  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
Street  Commissioners,  and  because  nobody  has 
done  so  I  simply  thought  I  would  present  an  order 
directing  their  attention  to  it  and  focusing  public 
notice  on  the  matter,  so  that  we  might  have  a 
remedy.  I  don't  think  anybody  can  take  exception 
to  that. 

The  order1  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


FIVE-CENT  FARES  ON  ELEVATED. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  confer  with  the 
trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Company  and 
endeavor  to  arrange  a  working  plan  that  will  be 
satisfactory  to  the  city  and  the  company,  _  and 
that  will  permit  the  city  to  issue  five-cent  single 
fare  tickets  that  can  be  purchased  by  the  citizens 
of  Boston  and  that  will  be  accepted  as  fare  by  the 
Elevated  Company  from  any  point  in  the  city 
proper  to  some  designated  central  .point  in  East 
Boston,  South  Boston,  Charlestown,  Roxbiiry, 
Dorchester,  North  and  South  Ends  and  Back  Bay 
districts. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  re- 
consideration of  the  reference,  hoping  the  same  will 
not  prevail,  as  I  believe  that  matter  should  go  to 
the  Executive  Committee.  We  have  now  in  the 
Executive  Committee  two  orders  bearing  upon  this 
same  general  subject,  and  this  simply  suggests 
another  thought,  presenting  the  matter  in  another 
way.  I  believe  it  is  a  matter  that  should  properly 
be  taken  up  in  Executive  Committee. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


PAYMENT  OF  CITY  LABORERS,  ETC. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — -That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully  requested  to 
give  his  serious  consideration  to  the  present  unfair 
practice  in  vogue  of  withholding  the  wages  of 
men  employed  in  the  city  service  as  laborers, 
janitors  and  elevator  men  who  are  compelled 
to  be  off  their  jobs  because  of  sickness  while  men 
in  the  employ  of  the  city  in  other  departments 
and  who  are  on  a  salary  basis  are  allowed  a  thirty 
day  sick  leave  without  loss  of  pay,  and  further 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully  requested 
to  do  all  within  his  power  to  remedy  this  unfair 
practice  and  to  deal  justly  and  alike  with  all 
city  employees  and  to  advise  his  department 
heads  that  this  evil  may  be  remedied ;  to  pay  to 
laborers,  janitors  and  elevator  men  who  are  com- 
pelled to  remain  home  on  account  of  sickness  their 
regular  daily  wages  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
thirty  days  providing  they  present  to  the  depart- 
ment head  a  medical  certificate  that  will  be  sat- 
isfactory proof  that  the  men  were  compelled  to 
remain  at  their  home  because  of  illness,  and  if  the 
city  has  no  legal  authority  that  his  Hono  r  the 
Mayor  be  requested  to  petition  the  Legislature 
to  grant  such  authority  to  the  city. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  re- 
consideration of  the  reference  that  the  order  may 
go  upon  its  passage  at  this  time.  I  think  the  order 
is  perfectly  clear  and  that  everybody  understands 
the  sense  of  it  and  the  motive  that  prompts  it. 
There  is  a  rule  of  the  city  that  provides  that  all 
salaried  city  employees  can  obtain  a  leave  of  absence 
of  thirty  days  in  case  of  sickness,  and  they  do,  but 
there  is  no  such  ruling  as  applied  to  the  laborers 
and  the  underpaid  employees  of  the  city.  It  is  an 
unfair  practice  that  permits  this^  privilege  to  the 
higher  salaried  employees  and  denies  it  to  the  lower 
salaried  employees,  the  people  who  need  it  most. 
In  this  recent  epidemic  quite  a  few  men  in  the 
laboring  force  of  the  city  were  stricken  and  they 
had  to  stay  out  for  some  time,  like  everybody  who 
had  a  serious  attack  of  the  influenza,  losing  their 
pay  every  day  they  were  out.  The  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  with  a  salary  of  $9,000  per  annum 
was  stricken  and  had  to  he  out  1ml.  his  pay  went  on 
just  the  same.  I  don't  think  that  is  fair  or  just.  1 
believe  it  does  no(  appeal  to  any  member  of  the 
Council,  nor  do  I  think  it  will  appeal  to  the  Mayor. 
Therefore,  I  think  there  should  be  no  objection  to 
the  passage  of  this  order  without  reference,  al- 
though I  will  not  oppose  reference  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  if  desired. 


Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
the  member  who  presents  the  order  what  he  esti- 
mates the  cost  to  the  city  will  be? 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  could  not 
state  any  fair,  accurate  estimate  of  the  cost  to  the 
city  based  on  the  number  of  men  who  will  be  out 
sick  in  the  course  of  any  year,  because  I  have  not 
the  figures  before  me.  I  do  not  know  how  many 
were  out  last  year  or  in  other  years,  but  I  think  the 
increase  will  be  infinitely  small  in  comparison  to  the 
payments  allowed  to  the  high  salaried  employees  in 
different  departments. 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
opposing  this  order,  but  it  is  in  effect  a  vote  of 
money.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  Council  rather 
owes  it  to  itself  before  voting  money  which  the 
city  may  or  may  not  have  to  know  what  sum  it  is 
voting.  I  hope  this  will  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  so  that  we  may  ask  that  question. 

Coun.  FORD — Do .  I  understand  the  councilor 
opposite  to  say  that  all  city  employees  except 
laborers  can  get  thirty  days'  leave  of  absence,  and 
by  saying  that  does  he  mean  that  all  such  em- 
ployees who  might  be  sick  with  influenza  and  be 
out  for  not  more  than  thirty  days  would  get  their 
pay,  and  that  the  city  laborers  would  be  excluded? 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  that  is  exactly 
the  impression  that  I  want  to  leave  upon  the 
members  of  this  body — that  all  city  laborers  are 
excluded  while  salaried  city  employees  are  per- 
mitted to  have  thirty  days'  sick  leave  of  absence 
with  pay.  ^  My  information  was  obtained  through 
an  interview  with  the  Acting  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  Mr.  Murphy,  who  I  presume  is  a 
good  authority  upon  that  matter  and  who  passed 
upon  the  value  of  this  particular  order  before  I 
presented  it.  I  wanted  to  have  the  facts  correctly 
in  mind  before  proceeding. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask'  the  councilor  another  question — whether  he 
knows  that  any  department  heads  other  than  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  have  paid  the  em- 
ployees during  their  absence  because  of  this 
epidemic? 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  have  not  con- 
sulted with  any  department  heads  other  than 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  as  I  was  taking 
up  the  question  in  the  interest  of  the  laboring  force 
of  the  city.  Mr.  Murphy  gave  me  to  understand 
at  the  time  that  the  practice  was  general,  universal 
throughout  the  city  in  all  departments. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  think  this  is  a 
little  bigger  question  than  we  can  decide  here  under 
suspension  of  the  rule  and  I  hope  it  will  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  will  not  oppose  that,  Mr. 
President. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

An  early  action  is  recommended,  and  I  will  be 
very  glad  to  appear  before  the  Council  and  explain 
in  detail  just  why  the  appropriation  is  needed.

Sir,— In  compliance  with  your  request  to  the 
Committee  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  to  inform  you 
in  writing  in  regard  to  the  deficit  in  the  appro- 
priation of  this  department,  have  to  advise  that 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  find  it  necessary  to  ask 
for  an  increased  appropriation  to  the  amount  of 
at  least  $75,000. 

The  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  Mothers' 
Aid  is  $425,000;  expended  to  September  1,  1918, 
$285,288.68;  balance,  $139,711.32.  There  will  be 
five  cash  drafts  during  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal 
year  of  $40,000  each,  $200,000,  and  four  bill  drafts 
at  $1,500  each,  $6,000,  making  a  total  estimated 
expenditure  for  the  balance  of  the  year,  $206,000, 
leaving  a  deficit  of  $66,288.48. 

The  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  Dependents 
is  $215,000;  expended  to  September  1,  1918, 
$139,416.55;  balance,  $75,583.45.  There  will  be 
five  cash  drafts  at  $15,000  each,  $75,000,  and  four 
bill  drafts  at  $4,500  each,  $18,000,  making  a  total 
estimated  expenditure  for  the  balance  of  the  year, 
$93,000,  leaving  a  deficit  of  $17,416.55.  Total 
deficit,  $83,705.05. 

In  accordance  with  the  promise  made  to  your 
Honor  September  20  the  Committee  of  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  held  three  special  meetings  which  the 
twelve  visitors     attended   and   reviewed   all   their 
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cases  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  amount  of 
aid  where  it  was  found  possible  without  undue 
hardship  on  the  part  of  the  recipient.  They  have 
succeeded  in  reducing  the  amount  of  aid  rendered 
$421  per  week,  which  if  carried  out  for  the  seventeen 
remaining  weeks  of  the  fiscal  year  would  amount 
to  a  saving  of  $7,157,  deducted  from  the  amount 
stated  above  would  leave  a  deficit  of  $77,648.05. 

It  is  just  possible  that  they  may  be  able  to  get 
through  on  $75,000,  which  we  trust  your  Honor 
will  be  able  to  secure  from  some  source  in  order 
that  the  work  of  attending  to  the  needy  of  the 
city  may  go  on  uninterrupted.

Gentlemen, — 1  return  without  my  approval  the 
order  of  the  City  Council  dated  October  7,  1918, 
accepting  the  act  authorizing  the  payment  of  an 
annuity  to  the  widow  of  Alfred  L.  Leighton,  late 
deputy  superintendent  of  the  Suffolk  School  for 
Boys,  and  the  order  providing  for  the  payment  of 
such  annuity.  I  veto  these  orders  for  the  following 
reasons: 

At  the  present  time  certain  classes  of  city  em- 
ployees are  eligible  to  pensions  under  specified 
conditions,  but  pensions  are  limited  to  the  lifetime 
of  the  employees  pensioried.  To  extend  the  pen- 
sion privilege  to  the  survivors  of  pensioners  would 
create  a  precedent  for  the  acceptance  of  acts  similar 
to  the  one  providing  the  pension  for  Mrs.  Leighton. 
Obviously,  it  would  not  only  be  unwise  to  establish 
such  a  precedent,  but  it  would  also  constitute  a 
plain  case  of  discrimination  against  the  survivors 
of  other  city  employees  and  thus  indirectly  against 
the  employees  themselves.  This  is  true  regardless 
of  the  merits  of  the  case  at  hand.

with a  statement  which  has  been  prepared  by  the 
division  engineer  for  your  information.

To  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works: 

In  returning  order  of  the  City  Council,  request- 
ing information  as  to  the  reason  that  men  employed 
in  the  Street  Cleaning  and  Sanitary  Division  do 
not  get  any  remuneration  in  money  or  time  for 
overtime  work,  I  desire  to  state  that  to  the  best 
of  my  knowledge  the  men  are  either  paid  or 
allowed  time  off.  Of  course  it  should  be  under-, 
stood  that  our  work  is  entirely  different  from  that 
performed  by  the  other  services. 

It  has  always  been  the  custom  in  our  service  to 
give  and  take — that  is,  if  street  sweepings  or  ashes 
are  light,  we  allow  the  men  to  go  before  the  expira- 
tion of  eight  hours,  and  if  the  material  is  heavy, 
the  men  are  supposed  to  pay  back  this  time  by 
working  over  eight  hours.  In  the  paving,  sewer 
or  water  when  the  eight  hours  are  up,  the  men  stop 
work  and  the  trench  or  street  is  horsed  off,  but  in 
handling  street  sweepings,  ashes  or  garbage,  the 
material  cannot  be  allowed  to  remain  until  the 
next  day,  either  in  the  gutter  or  in  barrels  on  the 
sidewalk. 

Weather  conditions  really  determine  the  quantity 
of  material  handled  from  day  to  day  in  the  Street 
Cleaning  branch  and  in  the  Sanitary  branch. 
Monday  and  Tuesday  are  generally  the  heavy 
days  owing  to  Sunday  intervening.  In  the  North 
and  West  End  districts  ashes  are  so  heavy  on 
Mondays  and  Tuesdays  that  the  men  are  com- 
pelled to  work  overtime,  but  on  the  other  four 
days  material  being  light,  this  overtime  is  given 
back  to  them.  In  the  Charlestown  district, 
owing  to  a  large  number  of  absentees,  it  was 
necessary  to  work  the  ash  carts  on  two  Saturday 
afternoons,  but  this  time  will  be  allowed  them  if 
it  has  not  already  been  done.

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REGULATION  OF  PRICES  OF  NECESSITIES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  October  24,  1918. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  reply  to  the  following  order  of 
the  City  Council: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  re- 
quested to  inform  the  City  Council  whether  or  not, 
by  virtue  of  its  incidental  powers  as  governing 
body  of  the  city,  or  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 205  of  the  General  Acts  of  1918,  or  any  other 
statute,  it  has  the  right,  by  ordinance  or  other- 
wise, to  regulate  the  prices  of  necessities,  or  to 
punish  profiteering,  so  called,  by  corporations, 
firms  or  individuals  dealing  in  necessities." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  within  the  scope 
of  the  legislative  authority  of  the  City  Council  to 
regulate  by  ordinance  the  prices  of  necessities  or  to 
punish  profiteering,  so  called,  by  corporations, 
firms,  or  individuals  dealing  in  such  necessities. 

The  right  of  the  City  Council  to  pass  by-laws  and 
ordinances  is  a  derivative  authority  to  be  found  in 
the  city  charter  or  in  general  and  special  laws,  and 
is  not  by  virtue  of  any  incidental  powers  of  the 
Council  as  a  governing  body  apart  from  the  grant 
of  authority  by  the  General  Court. 

The  evil  which  the  City  Council  seeks  to  remedy 
is  not  one  peculiar  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  but  affects  all  the  citizens  of  the  state 
and  nation,  and  the  solution  of  the  problem  is  now 
the  subject  of  action  by  the  Legislature  and  by 
Congress. 

The  provisions   of  chapter  205   of  the  General 
Acts  of  1918  do  not  affect  the  question.

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Committee 
— Coun.  McDonald  and  Watson.  Whole  number 
of  ballots  cast  6,  yeas  6,  and  the  appointments  were 
confirmed. 


MEMORIAL   TO   WORLD'S   WAR   HEROES. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  have  the  proper 
department  erect  a  memorial  in  some  prominent 
spot  or  square  in  the  city  bearing  the  names  of 
those  who  have  made  and  who  may  make  the 
supreme  sacrifice  in  the  service  of  our  beloved 
country. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Public  Lands. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
reconsideration  of  the  reference.  The  order  is 
not  one  that  calls  for  any  great  consideration  or 
thought  on  the  part  of  any  patriotic  citizen.  It 
is  simply  an  order  asking  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
to  erect  a  proper  and  substantial  memorial,  having 
inscribed  upon  it  the  names  of  the  boys  who  have 


died  in  the  service  of  our  country.  I  cannot  quite 
see  why  it  should  go  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands. 

The  reference  was  reconsidered  and  the  order 
was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


PAYMENT    OF    EXAMINERS'    EXPENSES. 

Coun.  LANE  offered  an  order — That  the  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
under  sections  10  and  11  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909,  for  special  examiners  in  the  case  of  Thomas 
F.  Sullivan,  named  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  as  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  amount- 
ing to  $30,  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Reserve  Fund. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


INVESTIGATION  OF  STREET  CLEANING. 

President  COLLINS  offered  an  order— That 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  make  a  study 
of  the  modern  apparatus  and  most  approved 
methods  employed  in  street  cleaning  in  the  larger 
cities  throughout  the  country,  and  that  after  such 
study  has  been  completed,  he  submit  a  report  of 
his  findings  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  with 
an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  installing  such  apparatus 
and  employing  such  methods  in  Boston;  this  report 
to  be  made  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the 
President  at  4.37  p.  m.

(11)  Report  on  order  (referred  October  21)  to 
petition  the  Legislature  for  authority  to  pay  wages 
to  per  diem  employees  of  the  city  when  absent  from 
work  because  of  illness — that  the  order  ought  to 
pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

(12)  Report  on  order  (referred  October  21)  con- 
cerning parking  of  automobiles  in  certain  streets — 
recommending  passage  in  the  following  new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  changing  the  rule  now 
in  force  that  permits  cars  to  be  parked  in  certain 
streets,  and  make  a  new  ruling  that  will  permit  no 
cars  to  be  parked  in  the  retail  section  between 
Boylston  street  on  the  south  and  Dock  square 
and  Scollay  square  on  the  north,  except  on  the 
west  or  Common  side  of  Tremont  street  and'  the 
Common  and  Public  Garden  side  of  Beacon  and 
Charles  streets. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

(13)  Report  on  order  (referred  October  21)  for 
payment  to  city  employees  during  sickness  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  thirty  days  providing  the 
department  head  is  presented  with  a  satisfactory 
medical  certificate — that  no  further  action  is 
necessary. 

President  COLLINS — The  question  comes  on 
accepting  the   report   and   rejecting  the   order. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  want  to  be 
recorded  as  voting  against  the  action  of  the  com- 
mittee on  that  matter  and  I  ask  for  a  roll  call. 

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  President,  does  the 
question  come  on  rejecting  the  order? 

President  COLLINS — It  is  tantamount   to  that. 

Coun.  McDONALD— Because  if  that  is  true,  I 
want  to  say  why  I  did  not  object  to  the  report  of 
the  committee,  "no  action  necessary."  The 
order  was  introduced  asking  the  Mayor  to  take  up 
the  question  of  paying  laborers,  janitors,  etc.,  at 
least  thirty  days'  pay  while  they  were  off  sick. 
We  were  told  by  those  who  know,  the  legal  lights 
in  the  Council,  that  we  did  not  have  any  authority 
in  the  matter,  and  were  told  two  years  and  one 
year  ago  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  that  the  only 
way  we  could  remedy  the  evil  was  to  petition  the 
Legislature  for  permission  to  have  such  action 
taken.  Before  we  took  up  that  order  we  took  up 
an  order  introduced  by  Coun.  Watson  to  have  the 
Mayor  petition  the  Legislature  to  give  us  that  right, 
and  because  that  order  was  passed,  the  rest  of  us 
voted  to  report  back  on  this  order — which  was 
illegally  drawn,  as  we  had  no  power  to  act  upon  it  as 
drawn — "no  further  action  necessary."  Now,  if 
we  do  have  power  and  it  is  a  question  of  rejecting 
the  order,  I  am  going  to  vote  not  to  reject  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  as  a  matter  of 
information  I  would  like  to  have  the  Clerk  read  the 
order  once  again,  please. 

The  Clerk  read  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand that  the  question  is  on  accepting  the  report, 
"  no  further  action  necessary"? 

President  COLLINS — The  question  is  on  accept- 
ing the  report,  "no  further  action  necessary." 

Coun.  WATSON— And  that  will  conclude  the 
matter,  Mr.  President? 

President  COLLINS — Yes,  if  the  Board  votes 
in  favor  of  accepting  the  report,  "no  further  action 
necessary,"  that  will  conclude  the  matter. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  say  that,  after  consulting  with  Coun.  Mc- 
Donald and  Moriarty  at  the  last  meeting,  because 
of  information  we  received  that  we  had  no  power 
under  the  statutes  or  charter  to  pay  per  diem 
men  for  sick  leave,  at  their  suggestion  I  offered 
an  order  calling  upon  the  Mayor  to  seek  redress 
at  the  Legislature,  thereby  giving  power  to  the 
Mayor  and  heads  of  departments  to  remedy  the 
evil  that  now  exists.  In  executive  session  today 
we  took  up  the  order  I  presented,  requesting 
the  Mayor  to  ask  the  Legislature  to  give  us  certain 
power,  and  passed  it  unanimously.  Then  the 
question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order  that 
has  now  been  reported  back  to  us  here  and  we 
voted  that  no  further  action  on  the  order  was 
necessary,  for  the  reason  that  the  matter  had 
already  been  disposed  of  by  the  order  I  had  offered 
just  previous  to  the  action  upon  this  order.  I 
want  to  be  understood  in  this  matter,  as  Coun. 


McDonald  and  other  members  want  to  be  under- 
stood, that  we  are  attempting  to  take  care  of  the 
very  matter  referred  to  in  this  order  in  a  proper, 
legal  and  sane  way.  I  agree  that  the  present 
practice  is  unjust, — no,  it  is  not  an  unjust  prac- 
tice because  the  statute  law  compels  us  to  follow  • 
it,  but  it  is  a  thing  which  should  be  corrected.  I 
did  not  think  in  executive  session  that  we  ought 
to  consider  any  order  that  would  seem  to  imply 
a  reflection  upon  the  Mayor  and  heads  of  depart- 
ments because  of  unjust  and  unfair  treatment  of 
city  employees.  I  also  think  we  should  not  place 
ourselves  in  the  position  of  'asking  the  Mayor  to 
seriously  consider  the  undoing  of  the  wrong  that 
exists,  when  as  a  matter  of  fact  every  member  of 
the  body  knows  that  he  is  not  to  blame,  and  that 
he  has  given  the  matter  fair  consideration. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  one  of  the 
simplest  things  in  the  world  is  to  build  up  a  man 
of  straw  for  the  purpose  of  knocking  him  down, 
and  that  is  what  is  being  done  here.  There  is 
absolutely  nothing  in  the  order  that  is  not 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  Council  of 
Boston  to  ask  under  the  law.  The  Mayor  is 
respectfully  requested  to  give  his  serious  con- 
sideration to  the  present  unfair  practice  in  vogue. 
The  members  of  the  City  Council  have  a  perfect 
right  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Mayor  an 
unfair  practice.  It  evidently  has  not  come  to  his 
attention,  because  it  had  not  come  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  members  of  the  Council.  I  myself  did 
not  know  of  it  until  a  delegation  of  members  of 
the  labor  force  of  the  city  waited  upon  me  and 
called  to  my  attention  this  practice,  which  appeared 
to  me  to  be  absolutely  unfair.  I  have  been  four 
years  in  the  Council  and  it  has  not  come  to  my 
mind  and  it  had  not  come  to  the  minds  of  other 
members  of  the  Council  until  this  order  was  pre- 
sented. I  do  not  think  either  that  it  had  come 
to  the  mind  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  The  order 
simply  respectfully  requests  the  Mayor  to  give 
his  serious  consideration  to  this  unfair  practice, 
leaving  it  for  the  Mayor  to  devise  ways  and  means. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  if  the  gentle- 
man will  yield  for  a  question  .1  would  like  to  ask 
him  if  he  did  not  hear  the  Mayor  state  in  execu- 
tive session  at  the  last  meeting  that  there  was  a 
protest  from  the  Fire  Department  employees  on 
this  very  subject.  I  refer  to  that  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  he  said  it  had  not  been  brought  to  the 
Mayor's  attention.  Does  that  refresh  the  gentle- 
man's recollection? 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  in- 
tend to  inject  any  foreign  matter  into  the  discus- 
sion. I  am  talking  about  wages  of  day  labor  and 
I  do  not  intend  to  allow  the  issue  to  be  clouded 
in  any  respect  or  to  have  any  outside  matter 
brought  in  that  I  have  not  an  opportunity  to  deny. 
I  am  in  this  order  calling  the  Mayor's  attention 
to  the  matter  and  respectfully  requesting  him  to 
give  his  serious  consideration  to  an  existing  wrong 
for  the  benefit  of  men  in  the  labor  force  of  the 
city  and  I  am  doing  so  at  the  suggestion,  advice 
and  solicitation  of  the  men.  There  is  the  whole 
question  for  this  Council  to  consider. 

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  President,  Coun. 
Hagan  does  not  read  the  whole  order.  He  reads 
the  part  where  he  wants  the  Mayor  to  give  the 
matter  his  serious  consideration,  but  further  on  it 
says  "and  devise  ways  and  means  to  remedy  the. 
evil."  The  Mayor  knows  and  we  all  know  that 
the  only  way  in  which  the  Mayor  can  remedy  the 
evil  is  by  petitioning  the  Legislature,  and  we  have 
already  taken  care  of  that.  When  he  says  we 
don't  want  to  befog  the  issue  and  fool  anybody,  I 
don't  want  to  stand  up  here  and  try  to  fool  the 
city  laborers,  janitors  and  elevatormen,  whom  this 
order  tries  to  fool,  by  voting  for  an  order  that  does 
them  no  good.  I  would  not  vote  to  reject  the  order 
as  I  said  before,  but  if  the  order  is  reported  back 
"no  further  action  necessary,"  because  of  the  fact 
that  we  have  taken  care  of  the  matter  in  the  only 
way  in  which  we  can  take  care  of  it,  by  having  the 
Mayor  petition  the  Legislature  to  remedy  the  evil, 
I  am  ready  to  vote  to  accept  the  report.  But  I 
do  not  want  to  fall  in  with  the  wishes  of  anybody 
with  the  idea  of  trying  to  fool  the  Mayor  and  our- 
selves and  the  city  employees.  What  is  the  use  of 
passing  an  order  like  this,  trying  to  fool  city  em- 
ployees with  the  idea  that  something  can  be  done 
under  it,  when  the  Mayor  last  week  told  us — as  we 
have  already  been  told  in  the  past  by  Corporation 
Counsel  Babson,  twice  by  Corporation  Counsel 
Corbett  and  by  the  new  Corporation  Counsel — 
that  we  do  not  have  power  to  do  it  and  that  the 
Civil  Service  Commissioners  would  not  approve 
of  it?     Because  of  the  fact  we  have  already  voted 
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for  an  order  to  petition  the  Legislature  to  remedy 
the  evil,  and  I  am  going  to  vote  to  accept  the  report 
of  the  committee  on  this  order. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  to  clear  the  thing 
up  the  situation  was  this.  When  Coun.  Hagan 
introduced  Ms  order  he  thought  the  Mayor  had 
authority  through  the  heads  of  departments  to 
do  the  very  thing  we  are  now  sending  a  petition 
to  the  Mayor  to  ask  the  Legislature  to  authorize. 
Coun.  Hagan  introduced  his  order  with  the  in- 
tention of  accomplishing  a  certain  result^  and 
every  member  of  the  Council  was  with  him  as 
far  as  the  result  to  be  accomplished  was  con- 
cerned. Then,  when  it  was  pointed  out  by  our 
able  Assistant  City  Clerk  that  that  thing  could 
not  be  done  because  the  Mayor  has  not  the  power 
to  do  it,  Coun.  Hagan  added  at  the  end  ot  the 
order  that  if  the  Mayor  has  no  authority  he  be 
requested  to  petition  the  Legislature  for  authority. 
But  before  Coun.  Hagan  could  get  action  on  his 
order  Coun.  Watson  drew  an  order  asking  the 
Mayor  to  petition  the  Legislature  for  authority  in 
the  matter.  That  order  we  voted  to  pass,  and 
consequently  we  then  voted  "no  further  action 
necessary"  on  the  order  introduced  by  Coun. 
Hagan.  In  the  vernacular  of  the  street,  Coun. 
Watson  "beat  him  to  it"  and  that  is  the  way  in 
which  the  thing  now  stands.  I  think  the  action 
of  the  committee  was  entirely  correct,  and  I  shall 
vote  to  accept  the  report  that  no  further  action 
is  necessary  on  this  order  of  Coun.  Hagan,  which  is 
tantamount  to  a  report  that  that  particular  order 
be  placed  on  file,  as  we  have  already  voted  to  pass 
another  order  having  exactly  the  same  thing  in 
mind. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  my  reasons  for  voting  the  way  I  have  are 
just  the  same  as  they  were  one  week  ago.  As  I 
told  the  introducer  of  the  order  that  has  brought 
about  this  discussion,  I  believe  in  voting  for  tnings 
that  bring  results.  I  do  not  believe  in  voting  for 
things  that  simply  give  members  of  the  Council 
headlines  in  the  newspapers  without  any  results. 
I  feel  that  this  order  we  are  now  discussing  is  one 
of  those  orders,  seeking  credit  where  credit  is  not 
due  for  bringing  anything  about.  As  far  as  the 
order  introduced  by  my  brother  on  the  other  side 
is  concerned,  the  city  employees  would  receive  no 
benefit  through  its  passage  from  the  heads  of 
departments  or  from  the  Mayor,  as  it  is  a  matter 
that  neither  the  heads  of  departments  nor  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  can  remedy  without  legislation. 
I  believe  the  order  that  has  been  passed  here 
today  overcomes  that  difficulty  and  gives  the 
Mayor  definite  instructions  to  petition  the  Legisla- 
ture, in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  wrong  has  been 
practised  by  the  city  and  by  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  on  city  employees,  and  I  feel  that  that 
wrong  will  be  remedied  if  this  is  carried  out.  I 
want  to  say  further  that  I  do  not  believe  in  pick- 
ing out  any  class  of  employees.  The  order  intro- 
duced by  Coun.  Hagan  does  not  take  care  of  all  the 
laborers  in  the  city,  and  when  it  takes  care  of  only 
a  few  I  am  not  in  favor  of  it.  We  have  women 
working  for  the  city,  of  whom  there  is  no  mention 
in  the  order.  If  the  order  goes  through  I  believe 
every  city  employee  who  is  not  a  yearly  salaried 
employee  should  be  included.  These  are  my 
reasons  for  voting  as  I  have  and  for  believing  that 
the  order  introduced  by  Coun.  Watson  is  the  only 
proper  order  to  go  through  here. 

Coun.  HAGAN- — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
accused  me  last  week,  as  he  has  here  now  in  the 
Council,  of  presenting  the  order  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  getting  headlines  in  the  papers.  I  am 
not  looking  for  headlines  in  the  papers  and  I  deny 
that  allegation.  I  think  the  exercise  of  ordinary 
common  sense  should  establish  in  anybody's  mind 
the  fact  beyond  any  question  that  the  business  of 
the  City  Council  in  this  hour  of  world-wide  war 
news  is  not  going  to  get  very  many  headlines  in  the 
Boston  papers.  My  opinion  is  that  we  are  apt  to 
get  slamming  rather  than  headlines.  But  the 
order  was  presented  to  remedy  a  specific  wrong. 
Coun.  Ford  has  properly  portrayed  the  situa- 
tion as  it  exists.  I  supposed  the  authority  was  in 
the  hands  of  the  Mayor.  I  took  the  order,  pre- 
sented it  to  the  Acting  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  and  went  over  it  with  him  with  care  and  he 
thought  it  was  an  admirable  order.     He  did  not  tell 


me  or  give  me  to  understand  that  the  Mayor  had 
no  authority,  for  the  simple  reason  that  neither  he 
nor  I  knew  that.  When  it  was  brought  to  my 
attention  that  the  Mayor  would  not  have  the 
authority,  I  added  to  the  order,  at  the  suggestion 
of  Coun.  Watson,  the  matter  written  with  pencil  or 
pen,  asking  the  Mayor  to  petition  the  Legislature. 
That  was  done  for  the  purpose  of  overcoming  the 
objection  made  by  Coun.  Watson.  The  order 
simply  calls  attention  to  a  specific  wrong.  I  am 
willing  to  accept  any  constructive  suggestion  from 
Coun.  Moriarty  or  anybody  else.  If  the  order  is 
not  broad  enough  to  cover  what  is  aimed  at,  if, 
for  instance,  other  employees  of  the  city  should  be 
included,  an  amendment  to  that  effect  will  be 
acceptable  to  me.  I  don't  want  the  order  rejected 
because  it  does  not  cover  the  ground;  because  it 
is  the  intention  of  the  author  of  the  order  to  cover 
the  ground.  The  order  was  presented  in  good 
faith  to  remedy  a  wrong,  without  any  consideration 
whatever  of  limelight  or  headlines.  I  do  not  need 
them.  If  the  order  is  rejected  it  will  be  done  in  the 
wisdom  of  the  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Council,  but  I  do  not  think  for  a  minute  there  is  any 
harm  whatsoever  in  emphasizing  and  expressing 
the  wish  of  the  members  to  have  a  wrong  remedied, 
and  in  having  such  an  order  passed  and  sent  to  the 
Mayor. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to  vote 
to  sustain  the  report  of  the  committee  that  no 
further  action  is  necessary  upon  this  order,  because 
we  have  already  passed  an  order  to  appeal  to  the 
Legislature  in  the  matter,  that  being  the  only 
remedy  which  we  have.  Another  reason  why  I 
shall  vote  to  sustain  the  committee's  report  is  that 
I  do  not  wish  to  put  the  Mayor  in  a  false  position. 
If  the  order  as  introduced  by  Coun.  Hagan  is 
passed,  it  is  going  to  put  the  Mayor  in  a  false  light. 
A  great  many  who  are  interested  will  read  the 
papers  stating  what  we  have  done  and  when  they 
find  that  the  Mayor  cannot  do  anything  they  will 
be  disappointed.  They  will  think  it  is  his  fault, 
reasoning  that  we  would  be  wise  enough  not  to 
put  anything  up  to  the  Mayor  that  he  cannot  do. 
They  would  misunderstand  his  action  in  the  matter. 
There  is  nothing  he  can  do  except  comply  with 
our  request  that  he  petition  the  Legislature  for 
legislation  to  permit  this  payment  to  employees.

for  the  following  reasons: 

First.— The  installation  of  the  day  labor  system 
will  require  a  heavy  initial  expenditure  for  build- 
ings, equipment,  etc.,  which  the  city  is  not  finan- 
cially situated  to  meet  at  the  present,  time. 

Second. — The  War  Industries  Board  would  not 
consider  the  construction  of  these  buildings  as 
essential   industries. 

Third. — With  the  labor  conditions  at  present 
existing  it  seems  to  me  inadvisable  to  consider  a 
change  of  this  magnitude.

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  the  request 
of  the  City  Council  of  October  28,  I  have  had  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners  prepare  a  state- 
ment relative  to  the  advisability  of  changing  the 
rule  for  the  parking  of  automobiles  in  certain 
sections  of  Boston.

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — In  the  matter  of  the  inclosed  order  of 
the  City  Council  requesting  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  "to  consider  the  advisability  of 
changing  the  rule  now  in  force  that  permits  cars 
to  be  parked  in  certain  streets,  and  make  a  new 
ruling  that  will  permit  no  cars  to  be  parked  in  the 
retail  section  between  Boylston  street  on  the  south 
and  Dock  square  and  Scollay  square  on  the  north, 
except  on  the  westerly  or  Common  side  of  Tremont 
street  and  the  Common  and  Public  Garden  side  of 
Beacon  and  Charles  streets,"  the  following  report 
is  submitted: 

There  is  no  rule  now  in  force  which  permits 
parking,  as  such,  in  any  of  the  streets  within  the 
territory  included  in  the  aforesaid  order. 

With  the  exception  of  Court  street,  between 
Washington  street  and  Scollay  square,  Washington 
street,  between  Haymarket  square  and  Eliot  street, 
Tremont  street,  between  Court  and  Boylston 
streets,  Boylston  street,  between  Washington  and 
Tremont  streets,  Congress  street,  between  Post 
Office  square  and  State  street  and  Exchange  street, 
to  which  a  five-minute  rule  applies,  the  rule  is  that 
vehicles  may  stop  and  stand  for  twenty  minutes. 

For  the  part  of  Washington  street-  between 
Franklin  and  Essex  streets  there  is  a  further  rule 
limiting'  the  time  of  the  stopping  and  standing  of 
vehicles  to  two  minutes  between  10  a.  m.  and 
6.30  p.  m. 

Parking  is  now  permitted  on  the  streets  border- 
ing the  Common  and  Public  Garden,  as  suggested 
in  the  order,  except  on  Boylston  street  and  on 
Charles  street,  on  the  Common  side. 

The  sponsor  of  the  City  Council  order  would 
have  a  rule  adopted  to  prevent  the  standing  of 
vehicles  for  any  definite  period  of  time  on  the 
streets  within  the  territory  named  in  the  order. 
This  is  impracticable,  as  has  been  demonstrated 
from  a  trial  of  such  a  plan. 

Such  a  rule  was  in  effect  for  several  weeks  when 
the  traffic  regulations  were  first  made.  Its  enforce- 
ment resulted  in  emphatic  protests  by  retail 
merchants  in  the  territory,  backed  by  other  pro- 


tests from  such  of  their  patrons  who  used  either 
automobiles  or  horse-drawn  vehicles  in  their 
shopping  tours. 

While  the  rule  lasted  it  was  the  practice  of 
drivers  of  vehicles  to  keep  moving  in  a  circle  through 
the  shopping  district,  thus  adding  to  the  confusion 
and  making  the  congestion  of  the  roadways  worse 
than  before.  Those  who  did  not  employ  drivers 
gave  up  the  use  of  private  vehicles  in  their  shop- 
ping tours,  and  some  of  the  shopkeepers  reported  a 
considerable  falling  off  of  their  carriage  trade,  as 
it  is  called,  because  of  the  rule. 

The  Board  is  fully  conscious  of  the  condition 
of  traffic  in  the  retail  shopping  center  It  is 
indeed  bad,  and  it  will  continue  to  be  bad  as  long 
as  the  retail  shopping  district  is  confined  to  its 
present  narrow  limits.  Its  only  solution  is  the 
widening  of  existing  streets  and  the  making  of 
new  avenues — undertakings  which  would  be 
tremendously  costly — or  the  expansion  of  the  re- 
tail shopping  territory. 

West  street  is  particularly  bad  because  of  the 
fact  that  there  is  an  important  fire  house  on 
Mason  street — where  it  ought  not  to  be — whose 
apparatus  must  at  times  use  this  street  in  respond- 
ing to  fire  calls.  With  both  sides  of  the  street 
lined  with  vehicles,  and  another  line  moving 
through  the  center,  the  fire  apparatus  would  be 
slowed  up,  particularly  if  it  was  moving  against 
the  traffic. 

This  situation  has  not  been  overlooked.  A  few- 
years  ago,  after  a  conference  with  the  Fire  De- 
partment officials,  a  gong  was  placed  on  the  lamp- 
post at  the  corner  of  West  and  Washington  streets, 
which  is  sounded  on  a  fire  call  reaching  the  Mason 
street  house.  The  police  officer  stationed  at  the 
crossing  then  clears  the  way  in  West  street  for  the 
passage  of  the  fire  apparatus. 

While  this  method  has  served  very  well  there 
might  come  a  time  when  the  fire  apparatus  might 
get  so  stalled  in  West  street  as  to  result  in  serious 
consequences.  To  obviate  this  it  is  now  pro- 
posed that  a  rule  be  adopted  to  prohibit  the  stop- 
ping or  standing  of  vehicles  on  both  sides  of  the 
street  at  the  same  time,  that  is  to  say,  from  9  a.  m. 
to  1  p.  m.  vehicles  shall  stop  and  stand  od  the 
north  side  of  the  street  only,  and  from  1  p.  m.  to 
5  p.  m.  on  the  south  side  of  the  street  only. 

In  this  matter  the  Board  intends  to  confer  with 
the  business  interests  on  the  street  as  well  as  Fire 
Department  officials  before  acting. 

The  Board  will  give  a  hearing  on  Friday  next 
on  your  Honor's  suggestion  that  Charles  street, 
between  Boylston  and  Beacon  streets,  on  the 
Common  side,  be  given  over  to  the  parking  of 
vehicles,  the  sidewalk  to  be  removed.  If  this 
privilege  is  granted  the  several  automobile  asso- 
ciations ought  to  be  willing  to  place  one  or  two 
telephone  booths  on  Charles  street,  and  to  em- 
ploy men  to  answer  calls,  to  protect  their  auto- 
mobiles and  prevent  theft,  and  to  deliver  messages 
to  drivers  on  the  call  of  their  employers.  If  this 
were  done  the  rule  might  be  so  drawn  as  to  permit 
the  indefinite  standing  of  automobiles  at  this  place. 
Otherwise  a  time  limit  would  have  to  be  put  on  the 
privilege.

Dear  Sir, — On  September  27  a  request  was  sent 
to  this  department  by  you  asking  for  a  report  to

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work  of  developing  Savin  Hill  Playground  and 
Beach  Reservation  and  to  likewise  inform  the  City 
,  Council  when  this  work  will  he  completed.  I  beg 
to  inclose  herewith  copy  of  a  letter  sent  by  me  on 
October  11,  1918,  to  the  Hugh  Nawn  Contracting 
Company.  This  letter  was  sent  subsequent  to  a 
meeting  with  Mr.  Hugh  Nawn,  our  engineer,  and 
the  writer,  on  the  beach  at  Savin  Hill,  when  arrange- 
ments were  made  to  complete  the  grading  of  the 
beach.  I  also  inclose  copy  of  reply  to  this  letter 
from  the  Hugh  Nawn  Contracting  Company, 
dated  October  17,  1918 

The  Hugh  Nawn  Contracting  Company,  in  a 
letter  dated  September  10,  1918,  has  asked  to  be 
relieved  of  their  obligation  to  complete  the  work. 
Believing  that  the  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston 
would  best  be  served  by  a  performance  of  the  con- 
tract rather  than  a  breach  and  consequent  litigation 
this  Board  has  used  every  means  in  its  power  to 
get  the  Hugh  Nawn  Contracting  Company  to  . 
finish  the  work  under  the  contract.  It  now  has  at 
work  a  small  force  of  men  leveling  the  beach  as 
directed  by  the  Board  but  no  sand  is  being  fur- 
nished. This  Board  has,  of  course,  no  authority 
to  grant  such  a  request  and  if  the  contracting 
company  still  refuses  to  supply  the  sand  -the  Board 
will  proceed  to  take  such  legal  steps  as  are  necessary 
to  enforce  the  conditions  of  the  contract.

<  ientlemen, — The  Executive  Board  of  the  Boston 
Elementary  Teachers'  Club,  an  organization  in- 
cluding in  its  membership  nearly  2,000  teaohers, 
wishes  to  inform  the  members  of  your  honorable 
body  that  the  aforesaid  organization  is  opposed 
to  any  change  in  the  present  method  of  payment 
of :  alaries  to  the  I'm.  ton  teachers. 

In  a  canvass  recently  made  the  results  show  thai 
less  than  20  per  cent  desire  the  check  system  of 
payment. 

It  is  felt  that  this  system  would  greatlj   incon- 
venience   many    teachers.     It    would    nee. 
identification    ;ii      o  or   putting   oneself 
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under  obligation  to  local  dealers.  The  lower  salaried 
teachers  who  comprise  more  than  halt  our  number 
do  not  receive  money  enough  to  warrant  opening  a 
checking  account  at  any  bank.  Owing  to  the  fact 
that  banks  close  earlier  than  the  schools,  Saturday 
would  be  the  only  day  when  most  teachers  could 
deposit  checks. 

It  the  check  system  should  be  adopted  it  might 
result  in  a  demand  for  weekly  or  biweekly  payment 
of  salaries.

Coun.  FORD,  for  the  Committee  on  Public

1.  Report  on  petition  of  Boston  Hotel  Com- 
pany et  al.  (referred  October  28)  that  the  name 
of  Castle  square  be  changed  to  Arlington  square — 
recommending  the  passage  of  the  following,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  the  open  space  at  the  junction  of 
Tremont,  Chandler  and  Ferdinand  streets,  formerly 
called  Castle  square,  be  named  and  hereafter 
known  as  Arlington  square. 

The  question  came  on  accepting  the  report  and 
passing  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  not  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  and 
I  don't  want  to  be  understood  as  opposing  chang- 
ing the  name  of  Castle  square  to  Arlington  square; 
but  I  understand  that  the  reason  for  asking  the 
change  is  that  later  on  they  intend  to  carry  Ar- 
lington street  through  to  that  point.  It  seems  to 
me  that  some  other  name  would  be  more  appro- 
priate than  Arlington  square  at  this  time.  I 
don't  think  the  general  public  knows  anything 
about  the  proposed  change,  and  they  might  oppose 
it.  I  think  it  might  be  well  to  lay  the  matter  on 
the  table  until  the  next  meeting,  and  then  we 
might  pass  it.  I  am  not  saying  that  I  will  oppose 
the  order,  Out  perhaps  the  general  public  may 
oppose  it.  I  trust  that  it  will  be  laid  on  the  table 
until  the  next  meeting. 
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Court.  FORD — Mr.  President,  as  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  and  being  in 
charge  of  the  matter,  I  would  say  that  Coun.  Lane 
— and  I  wish  he  was  now  here — presented  a  peti- 
tion for  the  change  signed,  as  he  said,  by  all  the 
abutters  in  Castle  square.  So  that  takes  care 
of  that  end  of  it.  I  suppose  they  are  the  ones 
really  interested,  and  that  the  general  public 
would  not  care.  I  might  say  that  speed  is  neces- 
sary in  this  matter  as  we  were  informed  in  com- 
mittee that  business  in  that  particular  square 
has  gone  to  pieces.  The  hotel  there  is  a  large  piece 
of  property,  and  is  doing  absolutely  no  business. 
There  is  no  need  of  mentioning  the  reason,  as 
everybody  knows  it.  It  would  be  a  boon  to 
business  to  change  the  name,  and  it  should  be 
done  rather  quickly.,  Unless  the  councilor  has 
something  definite  in  view,  I  think  the  order 
ought  not  to  lie  on  the  table.  However,  if  he 
still  insists,  I  shall  not  object. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
enlightened  by  what  the  gentleman  has  said  con- 
cerning the  petition.  I  did  not  understand.  I 
thought  it  was  simply  a  request  of  some  particular 
individual,  represented  by  an  attorney. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  cannot, 
see  any  urgent  reason  for  immediate  action  in  this 
matter.  I  don't  know  who  appeared  before  the 
committee,  or  what  their  reasons  were.  I  do 
want  to  say  that  I  have  an  office  in  that  vicinity 
and  feel  that  it  is  a  very  handy  thing  to  say  that 
it  is  on  the  street  next  to  Castle  square.  I  feel 
that  a  number  of  business  org  inizations  in  the 
district  are  in  the  same  position  that  I  am.  As 
far  as  notoriety  is  concerned,  I  suppose  the  same 
notoriely  attaches  to  other  places  in  the  city  as^  to 
this  locality.  I  see  no  urgent  objection  to  allowing 
the  matter  to  lie  on  the  table  until  the  next  meeting. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
attitude  of  the  two  councilors,  and  having  no 
personal  interest  in  the  matter  at  all,  I  am  satisfied 
to  have  the  matter  lie  on  the  table. 

The  order  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Later  in  the  session,  on  motion  of  Coun.  LANE, 
the  order  was  taken  from  the  table  and  passed. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  (referred 
October  21),  authorizing  the  release  to  the  towns 
of  Southborough  and  Framingham  of  the  city's 
fee  in  a  certain  road  in  said  towns — recommending 
the  passage  of  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered  ir>  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  city,  for  a  nominal  consideration 
and  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  Law  Department, 
to  grant  and  release  to  the  Town  of  Southborough 
all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  city  in  and  to 
the  fee  of  so  much  of  the  road  extending  from 
Southborough  to  Framingham  and  connecting 
with  what  is  now  called  the  state  road  as  lies  in 
said  Southborough,  also  to  grant  and  release  to  the 
said  Town  of  Framingham  all  the  right,  title  and  in- 
terest of  the  city  in  and  to  the  fee  of  so  much  of 
said  road  as  lies  in  said  Framingham. 

Said  road  is  shown  on  a  plan  marked  "Boston 
Water  Works,  Additional  Supply,  Basin  No.^  5, 
Southborough.  Plan  of  seizure  of  that  Portion 
of  the  Proposed  Framingham  and  Marlborough 
Highway  from  the  present  highway  near  A.  E. 
Capen's  to  N.  F.  Brower's,  also  proposed  road  to 
F.  S.  Hawkins,  April  1894,  William  Jackson,  City 
Engineer." 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
given  its  first  reading  and  passed,  yeas  6,  nays  0. 

The  order  will  take  its  final  reading  not  less  than 
fourteen  days  from  date. 


INFORMATION   ASKED   ON   COAL 
SITUATION. 

Coun.  FORD  offered  an  order— That  the  Fuel 
Administrator  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  and 
New  England  furnish  to  the  Committee  on  Necessi- 
ties of  the  Boston  City  Council  the  following 
information: 

(1)  The  total  amount  of  anthracite  coal  received 
by  the  coal  dealers  of  the  City  of  Boston  since 
March  1,  1918,  to  date. 

(2)  The  names  of  all  the  coal  dealers  who  re- 
ceive it. 

(,'i)  The  amount  of  such  coal  received  by  each 
dealer. 

(4)  The  margin  of  gross  profit  and  net  profit 
made  by  each  dealer  on  all  anthracite  coal  received 
and  distributed  since  March  1,  1918. 


(5)  The  various  items  and  Hie  amount  of  each 
item  entering  into  the  cost  of  doing  business  per 
net  ton  of  each  dealer  handling  anthracite  coal  in 
the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  some  time  ago — 
to  be  exact,  last  spring, — people  were  advised  by 
the  Fuel  Administrator  to  send  in  their  orders 
for  coal,  in  order  to  avoid  any  difficulty  later. 
The  people  patriotically  responded,  sending  in 
their  orders,  and  later,  in  July,  much  to  their 
dismay,  the  price  was  jumped  and  the  people  were 
compelled  to  pay  for  their  coal  at  the  new  price. 
That  situation  I  have  always  considered  unjust. 
Later,  I  sent  to  Mr.  Storrow,  the  then  and  now 
Fuel  Administrator,  a  letter  in  which  I  asked  him 
to  send  me  the  different  reports  of  the  Boston 
Fuel  Committee,  so  that  I  could  find  what  evidence 
he  had  as  an  official  upon  which  to  base  the  final 
fixing  of  the  price,  and  pursuant  to  that  request 
he  sent  me  various  reports,  the  reports  of  the 
Boston  Fuel  Committee  to  him.  I  think  I  re- 
ceived four  in  all.  After  carefully  considering 
those  reports,  giving  them  what  I  thought  was 
rather  minute  study,  I  sent  to  the  Fuel  Adminis- 
trator the  following  letter,  which  I  want  to  read 
and  to  have  incorporated  in  the  minutes  of  this 
Council: 

September  17,  1918. 
James  J.  Storrow,  Esq., 

Federal  Fuel  Administrator  for  New  England, 
State  House,  Boston,  Mass  : 

Dear  Sir,- — I  beg  to  acknowledge  your  letter  of 
recent  date  inclosing  copies  of  reports  of  Boston 
Fuel  Committee. 

My  request  to  you  was  for  facts  and  figures 
which  justified  the  advances  of  price  of  anthracite 
coal  lor  domestic  purposes,  and  inasmuch  as  you 
state  in  substance  you  relied  upon  the  reports  of 
the  Boston  Fuel  Committee,  1  take  it  that  whar  is 
contained  in  these  reports  is  practically  all  the 
evidence  you  had  in  your  possession.  You  have 
evidently  adopted  the  conclusions  of  the  Boston 
Fuel  Committee  as  yours,  and  with  these  conclu- 
sions I  cannot  agree,  but  feel  that  the  public  is 
paying  too  hign  a  price  for  coal  at  the  present  time. 

When  the  Boston  Fuel  Committee  took  up  their 
work  in  fixing  the  price  of  coal  per  ton  for  the  City 
of  Boston  they  met  with  a  price  that  had  been 
fixed  by  the  coal  dealers  themselves,  namely, 
$9.f>0  per  ton  fcr  anthracite,  which  is  generally 
used  by  the  public  for  domestic  purposes;  and  to 
say  the  least  it  does  not  seem  to  me  that  the  state- 
ment of  the  committee  is  at  all  convincing  that  this 
maximum  price  fixed  by  the  coal  dealers  themselves 
should  be  accepted  and  fixed  as  the  price  by  the 
comn.iitee. 

The  committee's  report  of  November,  1917,  in 
which  it  says  "whatever  may  be  thought  of  the 
propriety  of  this  figure  as  a  maximum  price  during 
April  and  May"  leads  one  to  believe  that  the 
committee  itself  thought  this  price  was  hign  in 
April  and  May,  1917;  and  though  the  report  of 
November,  1917,  states  that  at  this  price  of  $9.50 
per  net  ton  as  many  coal  dealers  made  more  than 
25  cents  per  net  ton  profit  as  made  less  (the  com- 
mittee declaring  that  25  cents  per  net  ton  was  a 
fair  profit),  there  is  no  information  showing  the 
volume  of  coal  handled  by  those  that  made  more 
than  25  cents  up  to  $1.14  per  net  ton,  which  would 
be  the  true  test  as  to  whether  this  price  of  $9.50 
per  net  ton  is  fair. 

The  report  goes  on  to  state  further  that  to 
reduce  the  price  of  coal  below  $9.50  per  net  ton 
would  be  to  injure  or  possibly  drive  out  of  business 
the  smaller  dealers,  and  ultimately  to  prevent 
free  competition.  It  would  be  more  interesting 
to  know  what  companies  made  more  than  25  cents 
a  ton  and  just  what  their  margin  was,  and  the 
volume  of  coal  handled  by  those  who  made  less 
and  by  those  who  made  more  than  25  cents  a  ton. 

The  statement  on  the  part  of  the  committee 
that  keeping  small  dealers  in  business  would 
stimuli;  ccrr.ptliticr  is  ridioulius  in  \i:»  of  ih: 
fact  that  price  fixing  destroys  all  competition,  and 
in  fact  none  now  exists.  The  commission's  duty 
is  to  the  public  and  not  to  the  coal  dealers,  and  the 

• illusion  should   not  be   allowed   to  consider  a 

profit  for  incompetent  dealers  and  thereby  enable 
the  big  dealers  to  make  an  enormous  profit  through 
this  consideration.  The  conclusion  from  this  is 
that,  the  smaller  men  arc  kept  ill  business  for  the 
purpose  of  enabling  the  larger  dealers,  who  do 
business  more  efficiently,  to  make  a  wider  margin 
of  profit  and  finally  to  make  onormous  profits  in 
the  sale  of  coal. 
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From  this  price  of  $9.50  per  ton,  which  had  been 
in  the  first  instance  fixed  by  the  coal  dealers  them- 
•selvcs,  there  has  never  been  a  step  backward. 

In  December,  1917,  when  the  price  of  coal  per 
gross  ton  at  the  mine  had  gone  up  35  cents,  the 
Boston  Fuel  Committee  fixed  the  price  at  $9.85  a 
net  ton,  thus  protecting  the  coal  dealers  against 
the  increase. 

In  January,  1918,  the  Fuel  Committee  stated 
that  "conditions  have  now  reached  a  point  where 
temporary  prices  must  be  fixed — the  extremely 
cold  and  stormy  weather  of  the  past  month  has 
frozen  in  many  barges  and  retards  water  trans- 
portation seriously  in  many  other  respects.  This 
has  causer]  overcharge  demurrage  cnarges  on  the 
water-borne  coal  which  constitutes  principally  the 
sources  of  Boston's  coal  supply.  The  committee 
feels,  therefore,  that  it  is  wise  as  an  emergency 
measure  to  establish  temporary  general  prices." 

Then  the  committee  proceeded  to  fix  the  price 
without  offering  any  figures  at  .$10.25  per  ton. 
Keeping  in  mind  that  this  was  oDly  a  temporary 
emergency  price,  we  next  turn  to  the  report  of 
the  Boston  Fuel  Committee  for  July,  1918.  and 
find  that  though  on  the  first  page  of  that  repoit 
it  says  that  the  price  was  increased  1o  $10.25  for 
the  various  reasons  stated  in  the  report  of  the 
date  of  January  23,  191S,  this  temporary  emer- 
gency price  was  taken  as  the  basis  for  a  readjust- 
ment of  the  prices  in  July  to  October  in  increased 
cost  of  labor  and  coal,  although  the  emergency 
conditions,  i.  e.,  cold  and  freezing  weather,  had 
disappeared.  In  doing  this  the  committee  failed 
in  its  duty  to  the  public 

Before  the  committee  attempted  to  fix  the  price 
in  July  it  should  have  gone  back  at  least  to  the 
$9.85  price  and  not  taken  the  temporary  emergency 
price  of  $10.25  after  the  emergency  had  disappeared. 

Since  December,  1917,  there  had  been  an  in- 
crease of  13i  cents  per  net  ton  on  freight  rates, 
and  on  June  25  an  increase  of  40  to  57  cents  per 
net  ton  in  freight  and  barge  rates,  and  there  was  ' 
an  increase  for  labor  in  handling  the  coal  of  about 
on  an  average  of  30  to  50  cents  per  ton,  making  a 
total  of  83|  cents  to  $1.20  per  ton  more  expense. 
At  the  same  time  there  was  a  decrease  of  30  cents 
per  gross  ton  on  the  price  at  the  mine,  which 
would  make  a  decrease  of  33  cents  per  net  ton, 
which  would  make  a  net  increased,  cost  to  the 
coal  dealers  of  from  50  cents  to  87?  cents  per  net 
ton. 

This  increase  of  50  cents  to  87|  cents  per  ton 
should  have  been  added  to  the  $9.85  price  which 
had  been  fixed  in  December,  1917,  making  a 
total  of  $10.35  to  S510.72J,  and  should  not  have 
been  added  to  the  $10.25  price,  which  was  only  a 
temporary  emergency  price. 

The  commission  gave  the  public  the  impression 
that  75  cents  was  enough  to  cover  this  increased 
cost  of  freight  and  handling.  If  that  figure  is  a 
fair  average  one  between  50  cents  and  87i  cents, 
it  should  have  been  added  to  the  $9.85  price, 
making  the  present  price  of  coal  $10.60  and  not 
$11,  by  adding  it  to  the  temporary  emergency 
price  of  $10.25.  The  .action  of  the  committee 
resulted  in  giving  the  coal  dealers  40  cents  a  ton 
profit  over  and  above  what  the  commission  con- 
sidered a  reasonable  profit,  namely,  25  cents  per 
ton,  as  they  stated  in  their  first  report  of  November; 
1917. 

I  feel  that  my  duty  as  a  servant  of  the  public 
demands  my  calling  your  attention  to  this  situa- 
tion, and  that  on  the  evidence  presented  to  me 
I  cannot  agree  with  the  Fuel  Committee  that  the 
price  of  coal  should  be  $11  per  ton,  but  that  the 
price  should  be  materially  less  as  pointed  out  in 
this  letter.

That  letter  is  dated  September  17,  1918,  almost 
two  months  ago.  The'  strange  situation  is  that  I 
have  never  received  an  answer  to  that  letter, 
either  from  the  Federal  and  State  Fuel  Admin- 
istrator or  the  Boston  Fuel  Committee.  It  leads 
me  to  two  conclusions,  inevitably — first,  that 
the  coal  companies  were  fleecing  the  people  of 
about  40  cents  per  ton,  and,  second,  that  the  coal 
dealers  were  making  enormous  profits.  In  talking 
informally  with  o  ne  of  the  Boston  Fuel  Committee 
that  member  had  the  temerity  to  suggest  to  me 
that  because  of  the  fact  that  I  asked  no  answer  to 
my  letter  I  deserved  none.  But  I  submit  that 
when  one  puDlic  official,  in  a  communication, 
accuses  a  board  or  committee  of  being  derelict  in 
its  duty  to  the  public,  necessarily  that  communica- 
tion deserves  an  answer,  because  if  there  is  no 
answer  forthcoming  one  is  led  to  the   conclusion 


that  there  can  be  no  answer  and  that  the  charge 
made  in  that  particular  letter  is  absolutely  true. 
Mr.  President,  I  have  asked  for  this  information, 
as  called  for  in  the  order,  because  I  think  it  clinches 
the  situation.  I  suggested  these  things  in  the 
letter  of  September  17,  1918.  In  connection  with 
a  previous  letter  that  I  had  written  to  Mr.  Storrow 
when  I  asked  for  the  total  allotments  of  each  par- 
ticular coal  dealer  in  the  City  of  Boston,  I  did 
not  receive  the  information.  I  want  it  now,  be- 
cause if  we  can  find  out  the  total  amount  handled 
by  each  dealer,  the  names  of  the  various  dealers, 
the  amount  of  coal  received  by  them,  the  net 
profit  and  the  gross  profit,  getting  the  difference 
between  both,  then  getting  the  various  items 
entering  into  the  cost  of  doing  business  per  net 
ton — and  there  is  a  wide  difference  there — we  will 
then  be  in  a  position  to  know  whether  or  not  the 
coal  dealers  are  profiteering.  I  intend  to  find  out 
whether  or  not  these  coal  dealers  are  profiteering  if 
I  have  to  ask  for  a  legislative  investigation,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  fish  trust,  which  investigation  met 
with  what  I  think  was  considerable  success.  We 
now  hear  of  a  new  increase  in  coal  prices  to  come 
of  about  a  dollar  a  ton.  They  say,  as  tentatively 
put  forth,  that  the  reason  is  that  the  miners  are 
getting  $1  a  day  more;  but  a  miner  turns  out 
five  or  six  tons  a  day.  The  Fuel  Administrator 
says  in  his  communication  to  the  Boston  Fuel 
Committee  that  you  might  find  other  circumstances 
upon  which  to  base  an  increase  in  price.  I  submit 
that  this  information,  which  would  satisfy  the 
public  in  regard  to  profiteering,  should  be  given 
before  there  is  an  increase  in  price,  and  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  that  the  order  may  be  put 
upon  its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  HAGAN  the  order  was 
amended  so  that  the  Fuel  Administrator  would  be 
also  asked  to  give  information  as  to  the  amount 
of  increased  freight  rate  established  by  the  Federal 
Government  at  the  time  it  took  control  and  posses- 
sion of  the  railroads ;  and  the  order  as  amended  was 
passed,  yeas  7,  nays  0. 


INCREASE   OF   SALARIES,   CITY 
EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  McDONALD  offered  an  order — That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  consider  the 
advisability,  in  making  up  the  budget  for  the

Dear  Sir, — As  requested  by  the  City  Council, 
October  21,  1918,  through  your  Honor,  examina- 
tions have  been  made  of  the  Dorchester  avenue, 
South  Boston,  and  Upham's  Corner  surface  cars, 
with  respect  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding  and 
ventilation.  The  appended  table  shows  the 
results. 

The  examinations  were  made  on  October  28, 
29,  30  and  31,  1918,  and  on  November  7,  8  and  9, 
.1918.  The  results  of  the  examination  during  the 
first  four  days  were  unfortunately  not  recorded  by 
the  inspectors  in  a  manner  that  lent  itself  to 
tabulation  and  analysis  of  results,  and  such  exami- 
nations are  therefore  not  covered  by  the  table. 
This  table  shows  merely  the  results  of  the  examina- 
tions made  on  November  7,  8  and  9,  1918. 

In  some  instances  cars  were  followed  to  the  car 
barn  at  night,  and  inspected  the  following  morning 
when  about  to  go  out  on  the  day's  work.  Three 
inspectors  whose  observations  were  made  in  that 
manner  found  that  nothing  had  been  done  toward 
cleaning  the  cars  under  observation  by  them. 

The  total  number  of  examinations  made  was  383, 
covering  233  cars.  Of  these  examinations,  195 
were  made  on  November  7,  8,  and  9,  1918,  and 
appear  in  appended  table.  The  other  examina- 
tions are,  for  reasons  stated  above,  not  included 
therein.

PAYMENT   OF  CITY   LABORERS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully  informed  that 
the  City  Council  do  not  agree  with  the  conclusions 
of  the  Finnace  Commission  as  reported  in  a  recent 
communication  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Coun- 
cil wherein  they  advise  an  advance  of  only  twenty- 
five  cents  per  day  in  the  per  diem  wage  to  be  paid 
the  laborers  in  the  employ  of  the  city.  The  City 
Council,  believing  that  $3.50  a  day  is  the  minimum 
wage  that  the  city  should  pay  all  laborers,  con-

sidering  the  high  cost  of  all  the  necessities  of  life, 
do  earnestly  hope  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will 
decide  to  include  in  the  budget  appropriation  for 
the  next  fiscal  year  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  all 
employees  receiving  a  daily  wage  an  increase  of  at 
least  fifty  cents  a  day. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  re- 
consideration of  the  reference,  that  the  order  may 
go  upon  its  passage  today.  I  do  not  believe  there 
is  any  particular  reason  why  the  matter  should  be 
handled  by  the  Executive  Committee,  as  an  order 
asking  the  Mayor  to  appropriate  a  sufficient 
amount  to  pay  the  laborers  $3.50  a  day  was  passed 
by  us  here  a  few  months  ago.  The  Finance  Com- 
mission, in  reporting  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council  upon  this  matter,  arrived  at  the  conclusion 
that  25  cents  a  day  was  as  much  of  an  increase  as 
the  city  could  afford  to  pay  the  laborers  for  the 
next  fiscal  year.  As  they  say,  this  proposed 
increase  would  involve  an  expenditure  of  approx- 
imately $314,000,  "or  the  equivalent  of  an  in- 
crease of  approximately  21  cents  a  thousand  on 
the  tax  rate."  My  own  conclusion  in  the  matter 
is  that  the  citizens  of  Boston  are  entirely  prepared 
to  pay  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate,  if  necessary, 
rather  than  see  an  injustice  done  at  this  period  to 
the  men  in  the  labor  force  of  the  city.  In  con- 
nection with  this  matter,  and  in  order  that  my 
colleagues  may  have  some  conception  of  what  it 
means — and  perhaps  they  already  have  a  con- 
ception equal  to  my  own  of  the  true  condition 
of  affairs — -I  want  to  read  into  the  record  a  letter 
which  I  have  received  from  one  of  the  men  in  the 
labor  force  of  the  city.  I  read  this  letter  because 
I  think  it  properly  exemplifies  the  general  condition 
of  all  the  men  in  the  labor  departments  of  the  city, 
laboring,  as  we  know  they  have  been,  under  most 
adverse  conditions '  because  of  the  high  cost  of 
everything  that  enters  into  their  daily  life.  I  am 
going  to  read  this  note  as  it  is,  although  I  would 
leave  out  some  of  the  personal  references  if  I 
could.  But  the  sense  of  the  letter  would  be  lost 
unless  it  is  read  exactly  as  it  was  written  to  me: 

"Dear  Sir, — I  am  writing  this  note  hoping  you 
will  continue  to  be  the  friend  of  the  city  laborers 
as  you  have  been  in  the  past.  The  Finance  Com- 
mission report  that  25  cents  a  day  is  enough.  At 
the  same  time,  they  ask  for  increases  of  $100  for 
all  clerks,  firemen  and  policemen,  who  received 
something  the  past  year  while  the  laborers  received 
nothing.  The  clerks  and  salaried  men  in  the 
city's  service  received  $100  in  last  year's  budget, 
the  firemen  one  day  off  in  three,  and  the  policemen 
one  day  off  in  three.  Now,  the  salaried  men  in 
the  city's  service  receive  their  pay  when  sick. 
Not  so  with  laborers.  The  firemen  and  policemen 
will  also  receive  an  increase  in  pensions  because 
of  their  raise.  ^  Not  so  with  laborers.  I  was  sick 
three  weeks  with  the  grip  this  fall,  and  I  received 
nothing  in  pay.  I  have  two  sons  who  were  a  help 
to  me  in  the  army  of  the  United  States.  I  have 
four  other  small  children  going  to  school,  and  I  am 
in  a  hole,  as  you  know  I  must  be,  for  the  time  I 
lost.  At  the  same  time  a  clerk  in  the  same  depart- 
ment was  out  sick  five  weeks  and  he  never  lost  a 
cent  of  his  money,  and  he  is  a  single  man.  They 
say  he  is  a  yearly  salary  man,  and  that  is  why  they 
paid  him.  Now,  I  know  you  will  not  think  it  fair 
to  give  the  high  salaried  men  another  raise  and  not 
give  the  laborers  more  than  25  cents  a  day,  when 
the  laborer  loses  the  time  he  is  sick  and  the  other 
fellow  who  is  not  exposed  to  the  hardships  of  the 
laborer  gets  his.  Hoping  you  will  be  our  friend, 
as  in  the  past,  and  see  justice  done  to  us  laborers. 
I  would  like  to  sign  my  name  but  am  afraid  of  our 
boss." 

I  think  that  letter  fully  explains  the  condition 
that  men  in  the  labor  force  of  the  city  are  laboring 
under,  and  I  certainly  feel  satisfied  that  the  citi- 
zens of  Boston  will  favor  paying  the  men  in  the 
laboring  departments  of  the  city  a  minimum  living 
wage  of  $3.50  a  day!  The  City  Council  has  already 
gone  on  record  as  in  favor  of  $3.50  a  day,  and  if  we 
pass  the  present  order  at  this  time  it  will,  in  my 
opinion,  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  Mayor,  help- 
ing him  to  do  justice  to  men  to  whom  we  wish  to 
see  justice  done. 

The  question  came  on  reconsideration  of  the 
rcf  Gi'Gnco. 

Coun.  STORROW—  Mr.  President,  it  may  have 
been  because  I  have  been  absent  that  I  have  ""i 
.scon  it,  but  I  would  like  to  ask  when  thai  report 
from  the  Finance  Commission  was  presented. 


President  COLLINS— Within  the  last  two 
weeks. 

Coun.  STORROW— Has  it  been  acted  upon 
here? 

President  COLLINS — It  came  before  the 
Council  and  was  placed  on  file,  Coun.  Storrow. 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  we  asked 
by  resolution,  if  I  remember  correctly,  the  opinion 
of  the  Finance  Commission.  It  hardly  seems 
to  me  proper  to  ask  for  the  opinion  and  then  act 
without  heeding  it,  if  that  is  the  position  of  most 
of  the  members,  which  I  understand  to  be  the 
case.  I  also  note  that  Coun.  Hagan  in  his  reso- 
lution bases  the  reason  for  this  on  the  increased 
cost  of  living.  Neither  in  his  resolution  nor  in 
his  speech  has  he  referred  to  the  increased  cost  of 
living,  except  to  say  in  a  general  way  that  it  has 
gone  up,  but  the  question  of  how  much  it  has 
gone  up,  and  whether  the  wages  should  be  $3.40, 
$3.60  or  $3.70,  may  be  something  upon  which  the 
Finance  Commission  has  reported.  It  does  seem 
to  me  that  the  Council  owes  it  to  its  own  self- 
respect  and  dignity,  if  it  is  going  to  increase  wages 
.  because  of  the  high  cost  of  living,  to  spend  a  few 
moments  in  committee  discussing  that  aspect  of 
the  question.  So  far  as  I  am  personally  con- 
cerned, I  do  not  want  to  see  the  wages  of  the  city 
laborers  fail  to  keep  step  with  the  increased  cost 
of  living.  That  is  the  ground  of  asking  the  pro- 
posed increase,  and  it  is  something  that  should 
be  discussed  in  the  committee.  I  hope  this  will 
take  its  regular  course  and  go  to  the  committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  I  heartily  agree  with  the  object  of  the 
resolution  or  order  introduced  by  Coun.  Hagan. 
I  do  not  think  we  should  for  one  moment  hesitate 
in  passing  orders  of  this  sort,  clearly  indicating 
our  views  that  the  wages  of  the  city  laborers 
today  are  far  below  what  they  should  receive. 
I  appreciate  the  fact  that  Mr.  Storrow  is  a  man  of 
big  affairs,  and,  therefore,  desirous  of  being  posi- 
tively sure  of  his  ground  in  all  matters,  and  I 
believe  that  possibly  he  is  justified  so  far  as  he  is 
concerned  in  saying  that  we  should  go  into  Execu- 
tive Committee  with  this  matter.  But  from  my 
own  point  of  view  I  believe  there  is  no  need  of 
wasting  a  moment  upon  the  matter  in  the  com- 
mittee. It  is  simply  a  question  of  whether  we 
believe  $3.50  a  day  as  a  minimum  is  too  large 
to  pay  the  city  employees. 

Coun.  STORROW— Perhaps  it  is  too  little. 

Coun.  WATSON— We  know  from  the  daily 
Press  that  the  cost  of  living  has  increased  very 
greatly  since  the  men  received  $3  a  day.  I 
believe  it  runs  from  10  to  70  per  cent,  all  the 
way  through.  I  do  not  think  we  should  spend 
one  moment  in  executive  session  to  consider  the 
necessity  of  passing  an  order  of  this  kind.  I  am 
in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  order  at  this  time. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  because  of  the 
fact  than  an  order  asldng  the  Mayor  to  include  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  laborers,  janitors  and 
elevator  men  $3.50  a  day  was  passed  by  this 
Council  some  few  months  ago,  receiving  the 
unanimous  vote  of  those  present  on  that  day,  I 
concluded  that  there  would  be  no  real  need  of 
taking  the  matter  up  in  Executive  Committee 
today.  If,  however,  there  is  any  desire  on  the 
part  of  a  member  of  the  Council  to  take  it  up  in 
Executive  Committee,  I  would  not  rush  or  jam  it 
through.  I  will,  therefore,  withdraw  my  motion 
to  reconsider. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


INCREASE  FOR   FIREMEN  AND 
POLICEMEN. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  including  in  the  budget  appropria- 
tions for  the  next  fiscal  year  a  sum  sufficient  to 
enable  the  city  to  pay  all  privates  in  the  service 
of  the  Fire  Department  an  increase  in  salary  of 
$100  a  year,  bv  increasing  their  present  salary 
from  81,400  to  SI, 500  per  annum. 

Thai  his  Honor  the  Mayor  also  consider  the 
■  IvJsatihtj  of  ltiludm^  m  the  budget.  jjpropn& 
tions  for  the  next  fiscal  year  a  sum  sufficient  to 
pay  all  patrolmen  in  the  employ  of  the  Police 
1  >epart  men!  an  increase  of  $100  a  year,  making  (lie 
present  salary  of  $1,400  increased  to  $1,500  per 
annum. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  i>>  the  Executive 
( lommittee, 
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Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  recon- 
sideration, hoping  that  the  same  will  not  prevail. 
I  present  this  order  in  line  with  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Finance  Committee  in  their  recent 
report  to  the  City  Council,  in  which  they  advised 
that  the  city  should  in  justice  pay  the  men  of  the 
Fire  Department  and  the  Police  Department  an 
increased  salary  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  of  $100 
per  annum.  It  seemed  to  me  that  the  members  of 
the  City  Council  might  like  to  go  on  record  as 
helping  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  Mayor  in 
giving  this  meritorious  increase.  In  connection 
with  this  matter,  I  want  to  say  that  I  hope  that  at 
least  the  men  in  the  Police  Department  of  the  city 
will  receive  every  possible  consideration  from  this 
city  government,  as  they  deserve  it  because  of  the 
highly  meritorious  conduct  they  have  shown  in  the 
past  year,  refusing  to  make  any  agitation  for 
increased  salaries  during  the  war  period.  They 
have  stood  up  man  fashion  doing  their  duty,  on  a 
salary  that  was  not  sufficient  to  properly  take  care 
of  their  necessities;  yet  we  have  never  heard  a 
murmur  from  the  men  in  the  Police  Department. 
I  wish  I  could  have  said  as  much  for  the  men  in  the 
Fire  Department.  I  cannot,  however,  in  justice  to 
myself,  as  I  cannot  commend  their  course.  Never- 
theless, I  believe  it  to  be  an  injustice — and  the  city, 
of  course,  would  not  care  to  do  an  injustice — to 
give  an  increase  to  the  men  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment and  not  to  give  an  increase  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. While  the  men  in  the  Fire  Department  have 
not,  in  my  judgment,  commended  themselves  to 
us  by  their  course  of  action,  we  must  remember 
that  they  have  families  depending  upon  them  and 
that  the  proposed  increase  will  redound  to  the 
benefit  of  their  dependents.  I  believe  when  the 
Finance  Commission  have  made  a  thorough 
investigation  and  have  reported  favorably  upon 
the  increase,  in  all  human  probability  the  Mayor 
will  look  with  favor  upon  their  suggestion;  and 
my  idea  in  offering  the  order  is  merely  to  have  the 
City  Council  go  on  record  in  the  matter. 

Reconsideration  of  the  reference  was  refused,  and 
the  order  stood  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


DEVELOPMENT   OF   SAVIN   HILL 
PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully  requested  to 
ascertain  from  the  Park  and  Recreation  Depart- 
ment all  the  facts  pertaining  to  the  delay  in  com- 
pleting the  work  of  developing  playground  and 
beach  reservation  at  Savin  Hill.  The  appropria- 
tion for  same  was  made  in  1916,  and  the  work  was 
to  be  completed  for  the  summer  of  1917,  and  is 
now  in  an  incompleted  condition. 

Some  months  ago  the  Park  and  Recreation  De-  • 
partment  in  a  communication  to  the  City  Council 
placed  the  entire  blame  for  the  delay  upon  the 
contractor.  The  City  Council  would  now  like  to 
know  if  the  cause  of  the  delay  has  been  the  neglect 
of  the  contractor,  and  will  the  playground  and 
beach  reservation  be  completed  for  public  use  for 
the  summer  of  1919. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


CHARGES    OF    EDISON    ELECTRIC    COM- 
PANY. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — -That  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  inform  the  City  Council 
whether  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company 
of  Boston  has  a  legal  right  to  charge  the  con- 
suming public  of  Boston  an  excess  price  over  the  con- 
tract agreement  existing  between  the  company 
and  the  consumer  to  reimburse  the  corporation 
for  the  present  high  cost  of  coal.  In  addition 
whether  the  pompany  has  a  legal  right  to  exact 
from  the  consumer  an  additional  charge  of  10  per 
cent  on  the  face  of  the  bill  as  rendered  as  contem- 
plated by  a  recent  notice  sent  out  by  the  company 
under  date  of  November  1,  1918,  wherein  the  com- 
pany do  say,  "Ever  since  this  country  entered  the 
war  the  Edison  Company  has  recognized  the 
possible  necessity  of  raising  its  prices  to  meet  war 
conditions.  The  company  has  made  every  effort 
to  postpone  this  raise  by  practising  all  possible 
economies,  but  the  time  has  come  when  it  feels 
that  it  must  ask  its  customers  to  take  their  share 
of  the  burden,  and  commencing  December  1,  1918, 


it  will  add  a  flat  increase  of  10  per  cent  on  the  net 
amount  on  each  customer's  bill,  except  on  the 
amount  charged  under  the  coal  clause.  As  con- 
ditions change  this  percentage  will  be  changed,  so 
that  when  times  become  normal  again  this  added 
amount  will  entirely  disappear.  The  company 
feels  that  the  public  will  recognize  the  fact  that  it 
is  not  only  the  duty  of  the  Public  Service  Cor- 
poration to  reduce  its  prices  when  conditions  make 
such  a  reduction  proper,  but  also  to  raise  prices 
when  conditions  beyond  its  control  make  a  change 
necessary." 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


MOTORIZING  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — -That  the  Fire 
Commissioner  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  inform  the  City  Council  what  progress

4.  Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and 
he  hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered  in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  the  city,  for  a  nominal  con- 
sideration and  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  Law 
Department,  to  grant  and  release  to  the  town  of 
Southborough  all  .the  right,  title  and  interest  of 
the  city  in  and  to  the  fee  of  so  much  of  the  road 
extending  from  Southborough  to  Framingham  and 
connecting  with  what  is  now  called  the  state  road 
as  lies  in  said  Southborough,  also  to  grant  and 
release  to  the  Said  town  of  Framingham  all  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  city  in  and  to  the  fee 
of  so  much  of  said  road  as  lies  in  said  Framingham. 

Said  road  is  shown  on  a  plan  marked  "Boston 
Water  Works,  Additional  Supply,  Basin  No.  5, 
Southborough.  Plan  of  seizure  of  that  Portion  of 
the  Proposed  Framingham  and  Marlborough 
Highway  from  the  present  highway  near  A.  E. 
Capen's  to  N.  F.  Brower's,  also  proposed  road  to 
F.  S.  Hawkins,  April,  1894,  William  Jackson,  City 
Engineer." 

On  November  IS,  1918,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  6,  nays  0. 

The  order  was  given  its  final  reading  and  passed, 
yeas  8. 


COAL   HANDLED    IN   BOSTON. 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
an  order  passed  by  the  Council  and  addressed  to  me, 
at  its  last  meeting,  I  wrote  a  reply  to  you  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Council.  That  reply  was  addressed  to 
you  at  City  Hall,  but  apparently  something  has 
happened  so  that  it  has  not  got  here.  My  infor- 
mation is  that  it  was  mailed  on  Saturday.  I  have, 
however,  just  received  a  carbon  copy,  which  was 
sent  here  for  my  personal  use,  and  if  permissible,  I 
will  hand  you  this  carbon  copy,  and  if  the  original 
does  not  turn  up  will  sign  this.  Perhaps  it  will 
be  best  that  I  should  sign  this,  anyway.  As  I 
am  going  to  Philadelphia  this?  afternoon  on  matters 
in  connection  with  the  supply  of  anthracite  for 
New  England,  I  was  anxious  that  this  should  be 
presented  while  I  was  here.  I  will  sign  this  carbon 
copy  before  I  leave  the  room. 

The  copy  of  the  letter  referred  to,  presented  by 
Coun.  Storrow,  was  as  follows:

President  Boston  City  Council: 

Dear  Sir, — I  have  received  a  copy  of  the  order  of 
the  Boston  City  Council  passed  at  its  last  meeting 


directing  me  to  furnish  to  the  Committee  on 
Necessities  the  amount  of  coal  received  by  each 
dealer  in  Boston  since  March  1,  also  the  gross 
profit  of  each  dealer  on  each  ton  sold  by  him  since 
that  time,  also  the  net  profit  of  each  Boston  dealer 
on  each  ton  sold  by  him,  and  certain  other  in- 
formation. 

With  entire  respect  to  the  Boston  City  Council, 
I  beg  to  say  that  I  was  appointed  New  England 
Fuel  Administrator  and  also  Massachusetts  Fuel 
Administrator  by  the  President  of  the  United  States 
and  that  therefore  as  a  Federal  officer  I  am  not 
subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Boston  City  Council, 
and  feel  that  I  am  not  free  to  create  the  precedent 
of  placing  myself  or  the  administration  of  my 
office  under  the  control  of  the  City  Council,  or,  as 
directed  in  the  order,  under  the  subcommittee, 
of  which  Councilor  James  A.  Watson  is  the  chair- 
man. 

Furthermore,  I  respectfully  call  the  attention  of 
the  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  to  the  fact 
that  to  the  extent  that  I  have  obtained  the  detailed 
information  called  for  in  regard  to  the  business  of 
each  Boston  dealer,  this  information  has  been 
secured  wholly  by  me  as  .a  Federal  officer,  acting 
under  the  provisions  of  the  United  States  statute 
commonly  known  as  the  Lever  Act,  and  that  I 
have  regarded  this  information  as  confidential  and 
have  never  felt  free  to  make  it  public  or  to  make 
known  the  intimate  business  affairs  of  one  dealer 
to  his  competitors,  or  -to  anyone  else  except  those 
Federal  officers  duly  connected  with  the  Fuel 
Administration  who  must  have  the  information  to 
properly  discharge  their  duties. 

I  am  very  glad  to  say,  however,  that  I  am  able 
to  inclose  for  the  information  of  the  members  of 
the  City  Council  a  very  full  general  study  of 
costs  and  conditions  relating  to  anthracite  dis- 
tribution in  Boston,  recently  submitted  by  the 
Boston  Fuel  Committee,  which  I  hope  may  be 
useful  and  acceptable  to  the  members  of  the 
Council. 

I  feel  it  is  also  proper  for  me  to  say  in  answer  to 
your  first  question  that  the  total  receipts  of  an- 
thracite in  Boston  for  the  seven  months  from 
April  1  to  November  1  were  1,015,748  tons,  as 
compared  with  1,481,660  tons  for  the  compara- 
tively normal  year  from  April  1,  1916,  to  April  1, 
1917. 

In  answer  to  the  question  of  the  Council  about 
the  increase  in  freight  rate,  I  am  inclosing  a  copy 
of  General  Order  No.  28  issued  by  the  United 
States  Railroad  Administration  on  May  28,  1918. 

I  beg  to  add  that  if  the  City  Council  or  any 
committee  of  the  City  Council  has  obtained  any 
information  in  regard  to  anthracite  or  has  any 
views  which  it  is  believed  should  be  brought  to  my 
attention  for  consideration,  or  which  would  better 
enable  me  to  discharge'  my  duties,  I  shall  be.  very 
thankful  to  have  them  submitted. 

I  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  is  open  to 
the  Committee  on  Necessities  of  the  City  Council 
to  make  application  direct  to  each  of  the  Boston 
dealers  for  the  information  which  the  Committee 
on  Necessities  is  now  seeking  to  procure  from  the 
dealers  indirectly  through  me. 

May  I  also  point  out  that  the  present  maxi- 
mum prices  for  anthracite  recommended  to  me  by 
the  Boston  Fuel  Committee  and  approved  by  me 
this  week  are  merely  prices  above  which  Boston 
dealers  are  not  permitted  to  go  and  that  if  the  Com- 
mittee on  Necessities  of  the  City  Council  feels  that 
the  coal  should  be  sold  at  prices  below  these 
limitations  they  are  entirely  free  to  present  any 
further  evidence  they  may  gather  on  this  subject 
to  me,  or  to  present  it  to  my  superior,  the  United 
States  Fuel  Administrator,  who  unquestionably 
will  deal  fairly  with  any  evidence  they  may  wish 
to  bring  before  him.

Recommendations  of  Boston  Fuel  Committee 
Relative   to    Increase    in    the    Pbicb    of 
Anthracite  Coal. 
To  Mr.  James  J.  Storrow, 

Federal  Fuel  Administrator  for  Massachusetts: 
Dear  Sir, — The  announcement  on  November  8 
of  the  United  States  Fuel  Administration  of  an 
increase  in  t  lie  price  of  the  domestic  sizes  of  anthra- 
cite coal  at  the  mines  by  si.u.~>  a  inoss  ton  has  neces- 
sitated an  immediate  revision  ol  the.existing  retail 
price  in  Boston  of  $11  per  net  ton.  I'm  advance 
in  the  prieo  at  tho  mines  was  caused  by  the  recent 
increase  in  wages  granted  lo  the  anthracite  miners 
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and  the  terms  of  the  announcement  make  the 
increased  price  effective  on  all  coal  leaving  the 
mines  subsequent  to  November  1.  It  is  apparent 
that  this  new  priced  coal  has  already  been  received 
in  substantial  quantities  by  the  Boston  retail 
dealers  and  that  some  dealers  have  practically 
exhausted  their  supply  of  coal  which  they  purchased 
at  the  old  price.  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  there 
should  be  no  delay  in  readjusting  the  price  upon 
a  basis  which  will  permit  a  continued  flow  of  coal 
into  Boston. 

This  committee,  however,  has  recognized  that 
the  flat  increase  in  price  at  the  mines  should  not 
be  added  to  the  existing  retail  price  in  Boston  with- 
out an  investigation  of  the  conditions  which  have 
prevailed  in  the  retail  coal  business  in  Boston  for 
the  past  few  months  and  accordingly  the  committee 
has  obtained  as  detailed  information  with  regard 
to  the  cost  of  coal  and  the  cost  of  doing  business  in 
Boston  as  the  time  allowed  by  the  necessity  of 
prompt  action  has  permitted.  The  result  of  this 
investigation  has  convinced  this  committee  that 
the  present  conditions  in  the  retail  coal  business  in 
Boston  require  an  advance  in  the  retail  price  of 
anthracite  coal  in  broken, -egg,  stove  and  nut  sizes 
to  812  a  net  ton,  to  apply  on  and  only  on  coal 
shipped  after  November  1. 

This  committee  has  before  it  detailed  figures 
supplied  by  the  retail  coal  dealers  of  Boston  showing 
the  average  cost  per  ton  of  anthracite  coal  to  each 
dealer  at  his  wharves  or  yards  during  the  period 
from  January  1,  1918,  to  November  1,  1918,  and 
also  figures  showing  the  average  cost  for  each 
dealer  of  doing  business  during  the  same  period. 
During  the  first  six  months  of  the  present  year  the 
average  cost  of  coal  at  the  dealers'  yards  in  Boston 
was  $7.50.  The  average  cost  of  doing  business, 
which  includes  the  cost  of  discharging,  yard  or 
wharf  expense,  delivery,  wastage  and  overhead, 
but  does  not  include  net  profit,  was  $2.80.  making 
a  total  average  expense  to  the  dealer  of  $10.30  per 
net  ton.  As  the  retail  price  of  coal  during  this 
period  was  $10.25  it  is  evident  that  there  was  little 
or  no  net  profit  made  on  the  average  coal  sold 
during  this  six  months.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  these  figures  are  average  figures  and  the  result 
of  this  average  does  not  mean  that  none  of  the 
dealers  made  a  profit.  It  appears  from  the  indi- 
vidual averages  that  some  dealers  made  a  substan- 
tial profit  and  that  others  suffered  an  equally 
substantial  loss.  Seventeen  out  of  twenty-three 
dealers  showed  a  loss  or  a  profit  of  less  than  25 
cents  a  net  ton  and  only  five  showed  a  profit  of 
over  25  cents  a  net  ton.  This  condition  was  due 
in  part  to  the  increased  cost  of  operation  due  to 
substantial  increases  in  labor  costs  and  to  the 
increased  expense  caused  by  the  necessity  of  main- 
taining a  normal  equipment  to  deal  with  an 
extremely  limited  supply  of  coal  during  the  winter 
and  spring  months. 

On  June  25  the  government  increased  freight 
rates  both  on  coal  barges  operated  by  the  railroad 
companies  and  on  all  rail  freights.  This  increase  . 
operated  on  the  average  to  increase  the  transporta- 
tion costs  of  coal  to  Boston  dealers  about  50  cents 
a  net  ton.  This  advance  in  transportation  rates 
made  it  necessary  to  increase  the  retail  price  in 
Boston  of  coal  received  under  these  new  rates  and 
accordingly  on  July  22  the  price  in  Boston  was 
increased  to  $11  a  net  ton.  This  increase  was 
intended  to  cover  not  only  the  advance  in  the 
transportation  rates,  but  the  increased  operating 
costs  due  to  higher  labor  charges  and  other  factors 
specifically  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  Boston 
Fuel  Committee  of  that  date. 

That  this  $11  price  has  given  the  dealers  on  the 
average  no  more  than  a  nominal  profit  on  coal 
sold  since  July  is  shown  by  the  cost  figures  of  the 
dealers  for  the  months  of  August,  September  and 
October  which  this  committee  has  recently  ob- 
tained. The  average  cost  of  coal  shown  by  these 
reports  has  been  about  $8.15  and  the  average  cost 
of  doing  business  has  been  $2.75,  showing  a  total 
of  $10.90  a  net  ton  actual  cost  to  the  dealer  before 
any  profit  is  made.  Upon  the  prevailing  price 
of  $11  a  net  ton  the  average  net  profit  to  the  retail 
dealer  was  about  ten  cents.  Eleven  dealers  show 
either  a  loss  or  a  net  profit  of  25  cents  or  less  and 
eight  dealers  show  a  profit  of  more  than  25  cents, 
the  range  being  from  a  loss  of  $1  a  net  ton  to  a  net 
profit  of  80  cents  a  net  ton. 

The  advance  of  November  1  in  the  cost  of  coal 
at  the  mines  adds  about  95  cents  a  net  ton  to  the 
cost  of  every  ton  of  coal  shipped  after  that  date  to 
the  Boston  dealers.  This  would  make  the  average 
cost  of  coal,  based  upon  actual  figures  of  the  last 
three  months,  $9.10  a  net  ton  and  with  the.  average 


cost  of  doing  business  of  $2.75  the  total  cost  of 
coal  to  the  dealer  would  be  $11.85.  In  the  opinion 
of  this  committee,  apparent  upon  the  figures  which 
they  have  before  them,  a  retail  price  of  $12  a  net 
ton  for  all  coal  received  subject  to  the  new  mine 
price  is  necessary.  If  indeed  a  profit  of  25  cents 
a  net  ton  is  conceded  to  be  a  fair  basis  for  a  retail 
price,  that  price  should  be  $12.10.  It  is  true, 
however,  that  the  conditions  both  as  regard  supply 
and  delivery  are  better  than  they  were  last  winter 
and  the  committee  believes  that  the  close  of  the 
war  will  tend  further  to  improve  prevailing  con- 
ditions. 

The  present  retail  price  of  coal  in  Boston  rep- 
resents an  increase  of  $2.50  a  net  ton  since  the 
price  was  first  established  in  November,  1917,  and 
a  short  review  of  the  conditions  which  have  existed 
since  that  time  make  it  clear  that  by  far  the  greater 
part  of  this  advance  is  directly  due  to  government 
action,  increasing  by  definite  amounts  the  cost  of 
coal  at  the  mines  and  the  transportation  rates. 
The  action  of  the  Fuel  Committee  accordingly  in 
readjusting  the  retail  price  from  time  to  time  has 
been  prescribed  within  very  definite  limits. 

The  price  of  coal  at  the  mines  has  twice  been 
increased  by  the  government,  first  in  December, 
1917,  by  35  cents  a  gross  ton  and  again  by  the 
increase  of  November  1  of  $1.05  a  gross  ton. 
These  two  advances,  amounting  to  $1.40,  have 
gone  entirely  for  increases  in  the  miners'  wages. 
In  September  of  this  year,  moreover,  the  cost  of 
coal  at  the  mines  was  advanced  30  cents  a  ton, 
although  this  was  in  reality  merely  a  restoration  of 
the  30  cents  reduction  which  was  made  in  the 
spring  and  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Boston 
Fuel  Committee  of  July  last. 

The  transportation  rates  are  also  subject  to 
governmental  control.  Rail  freights  have  been 
advanced  a  total  of  55  cents,  the  first  being  a 
15  cents  per  ton  advance  in  April  and  a  40  cents 
advance  on  June  25  last.  The  greater  part 
of  Boston's  anthracite  coal,  however,  is  trans- 
ported by  rail  from  the  mines  to  the  piers  at  New 
York  or  Philadelphia,  and  thence  by  barge  to 
Boston.  By  two  increases  in  April  and  June  of 
this  year  the  freights  to  the  piers  were  advanced 
45  cents  and  in  June  the  water  freight  on  all 
company  barges  was  increased  30  cents  a  ton,  so 
that  the  total  increase  on  water-borne  coal  has 
amounted  to  75  cents  a  ton.  Thus  on  the  assump- 
tion that  an  equal  amount  of  coal  is  transported 
by  rail  as  by  water,  the  average  increase  in  trans- 
portation charges  has  amounted  to  65  cents  a 
ton.  This  increase  in  transportation  costs  has  in 
fact  amounted  to  75  cents  a  ton  since  October, 
1917,  by  reason  of  the  war  tax  on  freights  of  3  per 
cent. 

These  increases  in  the  cost  of  coal  at  the  mines 
and  transportation  charges,  amounting  to  $2 
a  net  ton,  have  all  been  due  to  factors  entirely 
beyond  the  control  of  the  Boston  dealers  and  have 
been  advances  of  definite  amounts  imposed  by  the 
United  States  Government. 

In  addition  to  these  fixed  increases  in.  the  cost 
of  coal  and  transportation,  the  retailers'  cost  of 
doing  business  has  increased  from  the  average  of 
$2.35  a  net  ton,  which  formed  the  basis  of  the 
original  price  of  $9.50,  to  $2.75  per  net  ton,  or  an 
advance  of  40  cents.  This  has  been  due  partly 
to  increased  labor  costs  on  account  of  wage  in- 
creases which  were  fixed  in  most  instances  by 
arbitration  proceedings  and  partly  to  the  greater 
overhead  charges  inevitably  resulting  from  the 
acute  shortage  of  coal  during  last  year. 

The  remaining  margin  of  10  cents  a  ton  between 
the  increases  in  cost  which  have  been  mentioned 
and  the  advance  in  the  retail  price  has  apparently 
been  more  than  made  up  by  other  factors.  The 
coal  which  comes  to  Boston  is  either  "company" 
coal  or  "independent"  coal  and  on  the  latter, 
in  accordance  with  the  rulings  of  the  United  States 
Government,  the  price  is  95  cents  a  ton  greater 
than  the  price  of  "company"  coal.  Moreover,  the 
transportation  rates  on  barges  not  operated  by  the 
railroad  companies  are  from  60  cents  to  $1.20 
higher  than  the  rates  on  coal  transported  in  the 
railroad  barges.  There  is  a  wide  divergence 
in  the  cost  of  coal  and  practically  every  dealer  in 
Boston  is  affected  by  this  difference  in  the  cost 
of  coal  and  transportation  rates.  It  is  apparent 
from  the  figures  before  this  committee  that  the 
proportion  of  independent  coal  received  at  the 
higher  transportation  rates  is  greater  now  than 
it  was  when  the  original  price  was  fixed.  The 
increase  in  the  cost  of  coal  due  to  this  factor  has 
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been  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  margin  of  10 
cents  referred  to  and  the  result  has  been  that  the 
average  net  profit  has  tended  to  be  under  rather 
than  over  the  25  cents  taken  in  the  first  fixing  of 
prices. 

The  wide  divergence  in  the  cost  of  coal  received 
by  different  dealers  illustrates  the  impossibility 
of  fixing  a  retail  price  which  will  give  a  uniform 
profit  to  every  dealer.  These  differences  in  cost 
are  fixed  by  the  United  States  Government  and 
depend  in  no  way  upon  the  efficiency  or  inefficiency 
of  any  particular  dealer.  The  following  table 
shows  the  possible  variation  in  the  cost  of  coal  to 
Boston  dealers  under  present,  government  rates: 

"A"  is  assumed  to  be  a  rail  dealer  receiving 
all  ''company"  coal  and  "B"  a  tide  water  dealer 
receiving  all  "independent"  coal  in  outside  barges 
from  New  York.

The  difference  between  the  possible  costs  to 
these  two  dealers,  with  every  item  established  by 
government  authority,  is  $2.15.  With  the  price 
of  $12  a  ton  the  difference  in  the  cost  of  coal  alone, 
would  allow  a  possible  range  from  a  loss  of  $1.17 
to  "B"  to  a  profit  of  98  cents  to  "A."  This 
comparison  shows  the  difficulties  of  fixing  a  re- 
tail price  for  anthracite  coal  in  Boston.  At  any 
price  that  may  be  fixed  there  are  some  dealers 
who  will  make  a  -substantial  profit  and  there  are 
other  dealers  who,  through  no  fault  or  inefficiency 
on  their  part,  will  lose  money  on  practically  every 
ton  of  coal  which  they  sell. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  it  is  not  the  largest 
companies  in  Boston  which  on  the  whole  show  the 
largest  profit  per  ton  and  that  their  position  is 
not  as  favorable  as  that  of  several  of  the  com- 
panies which  are  intermediate  in  size. 

The  difficulty  in  fixing  a  fair  retail  price,  because 
of  the  variations  in  profit  necessarily  resulting 
therefrom,  is  of  course  not  confined  to  retail  coal 
prices  and  the  same  problem  has  arisen  in  every 
case  where  an  attempt  is  made  to  fix  one  price  for 
a  commodity  the  cost  of  which  varies  widely 
among  the  different  dealers.  The  controlling 
purpose  in  establishing  the  price  has  been  to  se- 
cure for  public  needs  the  maximum  of  service  and 
supply  and  to  protect  the  public  against  exorbi- 
tant profits,  extravagance  and  inefficiency."  The 
price  which  this  committee  has  fixed  is  in  their 
opinion  the  lowest  possible  price  to  the  public 
consistent  with  the  necessity  of  securing  to  the 
dealers  a  price  at  which  it  will  be  possible  for  them 
to  bring  to  Boston  the  largest  available  supply  of 
coal. 

The  Boston  Fuel  Committee  has  on  hand 
statements  about  the  amount  of  coal  of  each  size 
on  hand  and  en  route  on  November  8  which  was 
shipped  prior  to  November  1.  This  coal  must 
be  sold  at  the  old  price  of  $11  a  net  ton  and  any 
dealer  who  attempts  to  sell  this  coal  at  the  in- 
creased retail  price  subjects  himself  to  the  penalty 
of  the  Lever  Act.  For  coal  received  which  left 
the  mines  on  or  after  November  1  the  following 
maximum  retail  prices  per  net  ton  shall  apply, 
effective  at  once.

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  move  recon- 
sideration of  the  action  by  which  the  matter  has 
been  placed  on  file.  In  moving  reconsideration, 
while  not  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Necessi- 
ties, I  must  say  this,  that,  while  what  is  stated  in  the 
communication  more  or  less  properly,  that  Mr. 
Storrow  is  a  Federal  officer  and  cannot  give  the 
information  asked  for,  may  be  more  or  less  true,  it 
seems  to  me  that  the  question  is  more  or  less  begged 
and  that  the  public  does  not  get  just  what  it  ought 
to  get.  In  an  early  communication  to  Mr.  Storrow 
tliis  year  I  asked  him  for  the  amount  of  coal  that 
was  received  by  each  of  the  dealers  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  In  this. particular  order  that  the  City 
Council  passed  unanimously,  I  think  in  clause  two 
— I  am  now  talking  without  notes — I  asked  the 
Fuel  Administrator  for  the  amount  of  coal  re- 
ceived by  each  coal  dealer  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  total  allotment  of  coal  was  always  advertised 
in  the  city;  that  is,  everybody  knew  the  allot- 
ments that  were  coming  through,  as  has  been 
correctly  stated  here,  just  how  much  coal  came  to 
Boston,  but  we  never  could  find  out  from  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  in  answer  to  my  first  com- 
munication or  in  the  communication  just  received, 
who  got  the  coal  and  how  much  coal  each  one  got. 
In  other  words,  we  never  found  out  who  it  was  that 
controlled  the  industry  in  the  City  of  Boston,  if  it 
was  controlled.  There  seems  to  be  a  more  or  less 
prevalent  opinion,  which  may  or  may  not  be  proven 
later  on,  that  the  coal  industry  in  the  City  of  Boston 
is  controlled  by  some  people,  some  dealers,  I  will 
say,  for  the  present.  Whether  that  is  so  or 
not  I  think  the  people  have  a  right  to  know.  From 
the  very  beginning  of  the  year,  as  I  have  said, 
the  amount  of  coal  received  by  each  of  these 
dealers  has  never  been  made  public.  Mr.  Stor- 
row now  says,  in  reference  to  the  gross  profits, 
net  profits  and  various  items  of  expense  making 
up  the  thing,  that  he  considers  as  a  Federal  office- 
holder, or  serving  in  a  Federal  position,  that 
this  information  is  more  or  less  confidential, 
and,  therefore,  he  cannot  disclose  it.  But  I 
submit  that  the  public  should  know  whether  or 
not  the  coal  dealers  are  making  an  exorbitant 
profit  on  coal.  That  is  the  information  they 
want,  and  I  submit,  further,  that  that  is  informa- 
tion which  has  never  been  disclosed.  I  think 
Mr.  Storrow  could  have  submitted  it  in  some 
way  in  his  report.  For  instance,  he  could  have 
stated  what  coal  dealers  in  the  City  of  Boston 
were  getting  this  allotment,  whether  or  not  the 
Metropolitan  Coal  Company  was  getting  the 
major  portion,  or  whether  it  was  being  received 
by  the  Staples  Coal  Company  or  the  Batchelder 
Coal  Company,  or  some  smaller  coal  companies 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  If  the  Fuel  Adminis- 
trator did  not  want  to  name  the  Metropolitan  Com- 
pany, Staples,  or  any  one  of  them,  he  could  have 
numbered  them  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5;  could  have  said 
that  No.  1  received  so  much  of  the  allotment, 
and  No.  2  so  much  more  of  the  allotment.  Then 
the  public  would  know  what  coal  dealers  then' 
were  in  the  City  of  Boston  who  got  the  gn-a tec- 
portion  of  this  allotment.  I  have  said  before, 
and  I  will  still  say  until  I  see  the  figures,  that  tin' 
small  dealers  are  being  kept  in  the  coal  business 
for  the  purposes  of  the  larger  dealers,  and  when 
Mi.  Storrow  says  that  on  the  average  such-and- 
such  is  the  figure,  that  means  nothing  to  me. 
I  feel  that  it  means  nothing  to  the  committee, 
and  I  know  that  as  far  as  the  public  at  large  is 
concerned  it  means  nothing.  Averages  are  mis- 
leading. For  example,  suppose  the  Metropolitan 
Coal  Company  were  making  SS  a  ton  on  coal  and 
that  other  smaller  coal  dealers  were  doing  lulsi- 
n.  ss  at  a  loss  of  $2  a  ton,  the  loss  to  them  would 
i  nl  thr  figure  down  and  wouldn't  prove  anything 
In  other  words,  they  would  be  making  an  enor- 
mous profit,  but    the    figures  would  not  show  thai 
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such  was  the  case.  That  is  where  averages  are 
likely  to  be  misleading.  What  we  want  to  know  is 
the  volume  of  coal  that  each  dealer  gets,  and  then 
his  particular  profits,  and  we  could  then  find  out 
just  who  was  malting  money  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and  just  how  much  money  was  being  made.  In 
other  words,  we  ought  to  have  the  amounts  of 
coal  coming  to  each  individual  dealer.  Then 
we  ought  to  find  out  from  the  dealers  getting 
large  amounts  of  coal  what  their  profits  are, 
and  if  certain  retail  dealers  are  making  $1.14 
a  ton  profit,  we  can  find  out  whether  there  was 
profiteering.  Suppose,  for  instance,  it  turned 
out  that  the  Metropolitan  Coal  Company  was 
getting,  say,  50  per_  cent  of  the  allotment.  I 
never  could  find  out  just  what  their  portion  was, 
but  let  us  assume  that  figure.  If  on  that  50  per 
cent  allotment  they  were  getting  $1.14  net  profit 
per  ton,  because  of  the  clever,  industrious  and 
well  worked  out  way  in  which  they  do  business, 
and  we  take  25  cents  per  ton  profit  as  a  fair  profit, 
as  established  by  the  Boston  Fuel  Committee, 
we  would  then  be  in  a  position  to  say  that  the 
Metropolitan  Coal  Company  is  profiteering, 
because  of  making  profits  far  in  excess  of  25  cents  a 
ton.  In  other  words,  if  they  are  getting  $1.14 
and  other  dealers  are  simply  endeavoring  to  stay 
in  the  business  and  are  losing  a  lot  of  money, 
while  they  might  be  malting  $1.14  a  ton  the 
average  might  go  down  to  one  cent.  So  I  say 
the  true  procedure  here  is  for  us  to  find  out  the 
volume  of  coal  handled  by  these  particular  dealers 
and  find  out  what  profit  they  are  getting,  and  if  it 
turns  out  that  certain  dealers  are  getting  a  large 
amount  of  coal  and  are  making  more  than  the 
25  cents  per  ton  profit  fixed  by  the  Boston  Fuel 
Committee,  we  would  be  able  to  see  what  the 
real  situation  was.  I  submit  that  Mr.  Storrow 
might  well  have  said,  "I  will  not  give  you  the 
figures  I  got  from  the  dealers,  because  they  were 
confidential,  as  relating  to  the  cost  of  doing  busi- 
ness per  ton  and  various  items  of  that  sort";  but 
I  submit  that  he  might  have  given  the  information 
to  us  in  such  a  way  that  we  could  find  out  whether 
there  had  been  profiteering  in  coal.  It  seems  to 
me,  for  instance,  that  he  might  have  stated  to 
us  the  volume  of  coal  that  each  one  of  these 
dealers  had  received.  I  submit  that  the  situation 
is  probably  as  badly  muddled  as  before;  perhaps 
not  in  the  eyes  of  the  Boston  Fuel  Committee 
or  of  the  Federal  Fuel  Administrator,  but  the 
public  does  not  know  much  more  about  the  coal 
situation  than  it  did  before.  We  have  never 
known  the  volume  of  coal  that  these  dealers 
got,  and  now  we  do  not  get  their  prices  and  their 
cost  of  doing  business.  The  fact  that  we  do 
not  get  the  information  is  put  on  the  ground  of 
not  disclosing  some  confidential  information 
that  has  been  obtained  from  the  coal  dealers.  I 
submit  this,  that  the  Federal  Fuel  Administrator 
is  a  public  servant.  These  things  were  taken 
over  by  the  public  to  serve  the  public  in  these 
particular  times.  Mr.  Storrow,  in  his  position 
as  Federal  Fuel  Administrator,  is  a  public  servant.  ■ 
It  is  not  for  him  to  serve  the  coal  dealers,  keeping 
all  the  information  they  gave  to  the  Boston  Fuel 
Committee,  regarding  it  too  strongly  in  a  confi- 
dential light,  but  to  give  some  information  to  the 
public  so  that  they  can  find  out  whether  there  was 
any  profiteering,  and  if  there  was  not,  all  right. 
But  I  think  when  the  ground  is  simply  taken 
that  competitors  should  not  be  shown  what 
dealers  are  doing,  that  is  a  narrow  ground.  Com- 
petitors very  likely  know  what  they  are  doing 
now,  and  if  they  cannot  compete  with  them 
they  ought  to  go  out  of  business.  If  they  cannot 
do  business  with  the  same  profit,  they  should  go 
out  of  business  before  they  are  forced  out.  I 
consider  •  that  a  narrow  ground  upon  which  to 
refuse  the  figures.  I  think  the  figures  are  for 
the  public,  and  I  think  Mr.  Storrow,  in  his  relation 
to  the  public,  ought  to  submit  them  to  the  public. 
If  there  is  nothing  wrong  there,  all  right;  the 
public  will  be  satisfied.  But  as  long  as  the  figures 
are  withheld  the  public  will  think  there  is  some- 
thing there  that  somebody  does  not  care  to  give 
out. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  Coun.  Storrow,  through  the  Chair,  a  question 
or  two  pertaining  to  the  matter  concerning  which 
he  has  written  to  the  President,  because  I  have 
information  that  shows  me,  unless  he  can  con- 
tradict it.  that  of  the  S.000  tons  of  coal  purchased 
by  the  City  of  Boston  through  Mr.  Ernst's  office 
the  City  of  Boston  has  paid  thousands  of  dollars 
more  than  the  dealer  who  had  the  allotment  from 


which  it  was  taken.  I  would  like  to  ask  if  an 
arrangement  has  not  been  made  through  his  office 
to  permit  all  coal  dealers  from  whom  a  portion  of 
their  allotment  is  taken  for  the  City  of  Boston, 
through  our  committee,  to  get  20  per  cent  com- 
mission on  every  ton  thus  deducted  from  their 
allotment,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  such  dealers  do 
not  have  to  handle  one  kernel  of  coal? 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
gentleman  ought  to  state  what  he  bases  that  singu- 
lar accusation  on.  I  am  going  to  answer  his 
question,  but  I  would  like  to  have  him  say  where 
he  gets  the  information  upon  which  he  bases  that 
accusation. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  would  say  that  I  have 
information  which  I  believe  is  thoroughly  reliable 
that  forty  tons  of  coal  were  taken  from  the  supply 
ordered  by  a  dealer  in  Massachusetts,  at  a  certain 
commission;  that  forty  tons  were  taken  from  his 
allotment  at  the  mine  and  that  he  rendered  a  bill 
for  so  much  per  ton,  which  he  paid  at  the  mine,  his 
contract  price,  and  to  his  bill  was  added  20  per 
cent  commission. 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  name  of  the  dealer? 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  will  give  the 
name  of  the  dealer  when  I  have  his  permission  to 
do  so.  I  probably  shall  give  it  in  executive  session 
later;  but,  first  of  all,  I  would  like  to  ask  Mr. 
Storrow  if  that  is  the  situation  connected  with  the 
furnishing  of  coal  to  the  City,  of  Boston,  taken  by 
Mr.  Ernst,  that  the  city  is  expected  to  pay  20  per 
cent  commission  to  the  dealer  from  whom  the 
allotment  is  taken? 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  think 
Coun.  Watson's  state  of  mind,  with  no  disrespect 
to  him,  illustrates  the  fact  that  the  coal  problem 
is  a  pretty  complex  one.  I  notice  here  in  nearly 
every  statement  that  is  made  what  seems  to  me 
to  be  a  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  problem  and  of  the 
subject.  (Coun.  Watson  left  the  chamber  at  this 
point.)  I  want  Coun.  Watson  to  hear  my  answer 
to  his  question.  I  therefore  ask  your  indulgence, 
Mr.  President,  for  a  moment.  Evidently  he  has 
been  called  out. 

(Coun.  Watson  returned  in  a  few  moments.) 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  if  Coun. 
Storrow  will  yield  for  a  moment,  I  would  like  to 
say  that  I  did  not  desire  to  show  any  disrespect 
to  him  in  leaving  the  room  as  I  did,  but  I  was 
trying  to  get  some  information  on  the  phone  as  to 
whether  I  was  at  liberty  to  mention  the  dealer's 
name.  If  the  gentleman  will  suspend  for  a  mo- 
ment, I  will  again  try  to  get  the  information. 

Coun.  STORROW— Certainly. 

(Coun.  Watson  left  the  chamber  again  for  a 
few  moments,  presently  returning.) 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  _  under- 
stood that  Coun.  Watson  was  to  ascertain  if  he 
could  get  the  name  of  the  man  who  made  this 
statement. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  had  pre- 
viously left  the  Council  Chamber  for  a  few  min- 
utes to  telephone,  to  see  if  I  could  secure  permis- 
sion to  use  the  name  of  the  party  who  gave  me 
the  information,  and  when  I  left  the  chamber  a 
second  time,  still  seeking  to  obtain  that  permis- 
sion, I  was  notified  that  Mr.  Storrow  had  refrained 
from  speaking  until  I  came  back,  so  that  I  might 
hear  what  he  said.  I  then  came  back  and  stated 
why  I  had  left  the  room — in  order  to  see  if  I  could 
get  permission  to  give  the  name.  I  have  the  name, 
but  I  cannot  use  it  without  authority.  I  am  in- 
formed, however,  that  I  can  have  the  data  at  the 
next  meeting,  and  I  will  then  present  it  to  the 
gentleman. 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
understand  that  that  charge,  although  made  here 
today,  is  substantiated  by  anybody's  name  or 
any  details.  Nevertheless,  as  far  as  Coun. 
Watson  is  concerned,  I  think  he  has  made  the 
charge  in  good  faith,  and  I  want  to  make  a  brief 
reply.  Possibly  I  may  not  be  able  to  be  here  at 
the  next  meeting.  When  the  City  of  Boston, 
through  the  Mayor,  asked  me  for  the  right  to 
obtain  a  certain  number  of  tons  for  the  city — 
my  recollection  is  that  the  number  was  15,000 — ■ 
I  took  the  matter  up  with  the  Fuel  Administra- 
tion, or  that  branch  of  the  Fuel  Administration 
known  as  the  Anthracite  Committee,  in  Philadel- 
phia. I  shall  be  very  glad  to-  show  you  the  cor- 
respondence. I  shall  have  to  quote  it  from  mem- 
ory here  today.  The  Anthracite  Committee 
wrote  back  to  me  in  substance  that  the  City  of 
Boston  had  gone  into  the  coal  business  late  in 
the  year,  that  the  tonnage  had  been  allotted, 
and   that   they  thought   the   city   could   get   coal 
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from  what  are  known  as  outside  sources — that  is, 
the  independent  mines.  Now,  the  charge  for  coal 
from  independent  mines  has  been  fixed  by  the 
Fuel  Administration  at  75  cents  per  ton  above 
the  price  of  the  coal  from  what  are  known  as  the 
big  companies.  Of  course,  I  had  nothing  to  do 
with  that.  I  suppose  the  theory  of  it  was  that 
little  companies  are  operating  more  under  a  dis- 
advantage, that  their  costs  are  higher,  and  that 
to  stimulate  the  utmost  production  it  was  neces- 
sary to  pay  them  a  price  which  would  keep  them 
going.  In  answer  to  that  letter,  I  wrote  back 
to  the  Anthracite  Committee  that  this  coal,  I 
understood,  was  for  poor  people,  and  was  intended 
to  help  them  out;  that  therefore  it  seemed  to  me 
that  if  anybody  was  entitled  to  the  lowest  possible 
price  poor  people  were,  and  I  stated  that  if  the 
Anthracite  Committee  in  Philadelphia  did  not 
agree  with  my  view  I  should  appeal  over  their 
heads  and  should  ask  to  be  heard  on  the  question 
by  Doctor  Garfield  personally.  As  a  result 
of  that  the  coal  allotted  to  the  city  was  the  lowest 
priced  coal,  and  not  the  independent  coal,  and  the 
city  should  have  received,  and  unquestionably  has 
received, — while  I  have  never  seen  the  city's 
bills, — the  lowest  possble  price  that  could  be 
named  under  Federal  regulation.  In  other  words, 
so  far  as  I  am  informed,  Coun.  Watson  is  entirely 
misinformed.  In  speaking  of  that,  and  in  speak- 
ing of  the  point  I  made  that  this  was  for  poor 
people  and  should  be  furnished  at  the  lowest 
possible  price,  I  want  to  say  that  I  saw  in  the 
papers  this  last  week  a  statement  that  the  City 
Fuel  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  had  traded 
some  of  the  coal  I  had  obtained  at  the  lowest 
possible  price,  thinking  it  was  all  for  poor  people, 
for  wharfage  rights  or  storage  rights,  something 
of  that  sort.  It  ought  not  to  be  necessary  for 
me  to  tell  my  fellow  members  with  whom  I 
have  been  sitting  here  for  three  years  that  that 
statement  in  the  papers  was  the  first  I  ever  heard 
of  that.  Of  course,  I  am  not  connected  in  any 
way  with  the  city  fuel  administration  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  did  not  know  that  that  was 
being  done.  It  seems  to  me  it  was  a  mistake, 
but  it  is  something  which  I  neither  controlled  nor 
was  consulted  about.  Coun.  Ford  was  kind 
enough  to  intimate,  I  thought, — I  may  not  have 
understood  him, — that  I  was  working  for  the  coal 
dealers.  Possibly  the  circumstance  I  have  just 
referred  to  might  indicate  that  I  was  not;  but  it 
is  also  true — and  I  think  each  one  of  you  know- 
it,  no  matter  what  he  may  choose  to  say  here 
for  political  purposes- — that  I  would  not  stay  on 
my  job  one  second  to  work  for  the  coal  dealers. 
I  am  not  interested  in  the  coal  dealers,  except 
merely  as  a  necessary  part  of  the  machinery  for 
getting  the  people  their  coal.  The  point  of  view 
I  have  always  had  in  my  mind  is  that  I  have  been 
working  for  the  people  who  burn  the  coal,  and 
wild  horses  would  not  keep  me  on  the  job  for  a 
minute  if  the  job  meant  Working  for  coal  dealers. 
I  have  business  of  my  own  to  attend  to  that  I 
have  absolutely  neglected  now  for  about  two 
years.  In  that  time  I  have  not  been  in  my  office 
more  than  two  or  three  times,  for  a  few  minutes 
each  time,  and  why  should  I  work  for  the  coal 
dealers?     Why  not  go  back  and  work  for  myself? 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
aBk  the  gentleman  on  the  other  side  of  the  chamber 
a  question.  I  would  like  to  ask  the  Fuel  Adminis- 
trator whether  or  not  there  is  any  sound  reason, 
either  in  his  capacity  as  a  representative  of  the 
Federal  Government  or  because  of  his  contention 
that  the  information  is  confidential,  why  he  should 
not  at  least  answer  the  second  and  the  third 
questions  submitted  to  him  by  our  Committee  on 
Necessities — namely,  No.  2,  the  names  of  the 
coal  dealers  who  received,  and  No.  3,  the  amount 
of  such  coal  received  by  each  dealer? 

Coun.  STORROW— Mr.  President,  I  have  had 
to  do  with  the  fixing  of  prices  in  something  like 
1,500  towns  and  cities  in  New. England — I  believe 
that  is  the  number — and  more  than  300  in  Massa- 
chusetts. In  every  case  in  Massachusetts,  for 
example,  there  has  been  a  local  committee  com- 
posed of  active  men,  and  not  coal  dealers,  speaking 
for  themselves  and  the  community  they  rep- 
resented, who  have  recommended  to  me  a  price 
which  their  fellow  citizens  and  they  thought  they 
should  pay.  It  has  not  seemed  to  me  a  possible 
thing  that  that  great  jury,  composed  of  hundreds, 
possibly  thousands,  of  people,  acting  with  no 
possible  bias,  should  all  have  been  wrong.  My 
feeling  that  the  Boston  price  is,  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge,  correct  is,  therefore,  based  not  simply 
upon  a  careful  study  by  the  Boston  committee, 


but  upon  knowledge  so  obtained  in  comparison 
with  hundreds  of  other  communities.  Coun.  Ford 
has  asked  me  why  I  should  not  give  the  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  amount  of  coal  received  by 
each  dealer.  I  see  no  line  to  draw  between  that 
question  relating  to  a  man's  business — and  it 
strictly  does  relate  to  his  business — and  the  next 
question,  which  might  be  the  number  of  customers, 
the  source  of  supply,  and  so  on.  Information  has 
been  obtained  by  me  from,  I  think,  nearly  3,000 
retail  dealers  in  New  England,  and  it  has  been 
obtained  by  me  for  the  purposes  of  the  government, 
so  that  the  Federal  Fuel  Administration  might 
pass  judgement  on  the  price  and  upon  other  matters 
upon  which  it  was  important  to  pass  judgment. 
It  was  not  obtained  in  order  that  Coun.  Ford 
should  name  or  review  the  prices.  If  that  had 
been  the  intention,  it  would  have  been  only  fair 
for  me  when  asking  for  this  information  to  state 
that  Coun.  Ford  or  any  number  of  other  people 
wished  to  pass  upon  these  questions.  It  was  not 
so  obtained.  I  do  not  regard  that  information  as 
public  information.  If  this  committee  wants  to 
get  that  information,  let  them  ask  for  it  directly. 
I  do  not  see  why  they  are  interested  in  it  second 
hand,  through  me.  Evidently,  I  have  not  the 
confidence  of  Coun.  Ford,  and  I  do  not  ask  it.  If 
he  wants  to  go  into  this  thing,  I  am  not  going  to 
hold  him  back.  I  would  be  delighted  to  have  him 
go  into  it.  He  may  show  that  I  am  wrong.  If 
he  does,  I  will  change.  I  have  simply  done  the 
best  I  knew  how,  and  I  believe  I  am  right  in  my 
price.  Taking  the  question  of  policies  in  hand- 
ling the  anthracite  situation,  upon  which  we  have 
been  working  for  nearly  two  years,  I  understand 
that  Coun.  Ford  must  have  had  different  policies. 
I  do  not  know.  My  thought  has  been  to  get  all 
the  coal  I  could  into  New  England.  With  soft 
coal  I  think  it  is  all  over.  On  hard  coal  it  is  not. 
We  are  running  very  close  today.  I  received  a 
letter  this  morning,  a  very  disappointing  letter, 
saying  that  it  was  proposed  to  out  down  the  flow 
of  anthracite  coal  into  New  England  this  month 
of  December.  I  myself  had  written  a  letter 
which  the  writer  of  the  letter  to  me  would  have 
received  at  the  same  moment  I  received  his,  saying 
that  the  shipments  in  November  had  fallen  off 
quite  sharply  and  that  we  would  be  in  trouble 
if  the  shipments  in  December  were  not  in- 
creased, to  say  nothing  of  their  being  diminished. 
It  is  because  of  that  letter  that  I  am  going  to 
Philadelphia  this  afternoon.  In  regard  to  the 
great  and  little  dealers,  it  is  perfectly  true,  on  the 
average,  that  the  same  causes  which  have  operated 
in  the  past  to  build  up  the  business  of  the  larger 
dealers  have  continued  to  operate  during  this  past 
year.  I  will  not  say,  perhaps,  the  larger  dealers,  but 
the  more  efficient  dealers.  The  more  efficient  men 
in  the  coal  business— and  some  of  them  are  small 
and  some  of  them  are  moderate  size  and  some 
large — have  not  required  much  help  from  me.  My 
care  has  been  almost  entirely  in  trying  to  secure 
coal  for  the  less  aggressive,  the  less  pushing  and  the 
less  capable  dealer.  Letter  after  letter  have  I 
written,  visit  after  visit  to  Washington  and 
Philadelphia  have  I  made,  having  in  mind  what 
might  be  described  as  the  less  fortunate  or  the  less 
efficient  dealers.  If  the  customers  of  a  less  effi- 
cient dealer  are  to  be  taken  care  of,  I  have  to 
supplement  his  efforts  in  getting  coal.  Often  you 
cannot  take  the  coal  from  the  more  efficient  dealer 
because  he  frequently  is  not  in  the  right  place  with 
relation  to  the  customer  which  you  desire  to  pro- 
tect. Take  such  a  place,  for  example,  as  South 
Boston,  in  this  city.  I  don't  know  how  many- 
letters  I  have  •  written,  how  many  visits  I  have 
made,  how  many  telephone  messages  I  have  sent, 
but  many  of  those  things  have  I  done  to  try  and 
increase  the  amount  of  coal  arriving  in  that  section 
of  the  city.  It  has  been  the  same  way  in  Dor- 
chester. Dorchester  has  been  one  of  the  shortest 
places.  I  have  done  everything  in  my  power  to 
inciease  the  amount  of  coal  going  out  to  Dor- 
chester. The  same  tiling  is  true  of  a  very  large 
number  of  the  small  country  towns.  The  dealer 
is  sometimes  only  carrying  coal  as  a  sido  line. 
Naturally,  ho  docs  not  understand  the  sources  of 
supply  or  the  methods  that  are  open  to  a  more 
experienced  dealer.  It  was  particularly  in  order  to 
help  the  customers  of  these  less  experienced  dealers 
that  two  months  ago  I  went  to  Philadelphia,  and 
I  lir.  -illy  .i-r.-.i:t;:-d  fur  fifty  cars  a  da;,  of  i:ittl:iv.::te 
coal  to  be  consigned  in  me  personally,  and  since 
that  dale  my  office  has  used  that  fifty  cars — it 
has  not  averaged- as  much  as  fifty — in"  trying  to 
take  earo  of  the  people  who  look  to  me  to  be  id  a 
dangerous  position,     About  a  month  ago  I   went 
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to  Washington  and  said  I  was  not  satisfied  with  the 
distribution,  and  I  got  the  fifty  cars  raised  to  100 
cars  a  day.  Since  then  my  office  has  been  using 
the  100  cars  a  day  to  help  out  the  less  fortunate, 
less  able  dealers,  or,  rather,  the  customers  of  those 
dealers.  What  is  the  effect  of  those  100  cars  a 
day  now  running?  They  do  not  add  one  pound 
to  the  allotment  of  Massachusetts.  That  was  all 
fixed  last  spring.  No  more  coal  is  being  produced 
from  the  mines.  That  coal  necessarily  comes 
from  other  dealers,  in  that  indirect  way.  I  have 
intercepted  and  am  now  intercepting  to  the  ex- 
tent of  100  cars  a  day  coal  going  to  certain  Massa- 
chusetts dealers  for  the  benefit  of  the  customers 
of  certain  other  Massachusetts  dealers.  I  don't 
know  of  any  other  section  of  the  United  States, 
when  I  secured  that  fifty-car  order  running  to  me 
personally,  which  had  ever  secured  such  an  order 
from  the  Fuel  Administration.  I  am  not,  Mr. 
President,  in  the  least  impatient  of  criticism.  I 
am  too  old  and  I  have  made  too  many  mistakes. 
I  can  only  say  that,  using  the  best  judgment  I 
have,  sparing  no  effort  and  time,  getting  around 
me  the  best  men  I  could  to  help  me,  we  have 
exercised  our  best  judgment  on  price  and  have 
gone  as  far  in  trying  to  equalize  conditions  as  we 
could.  That  is  all  there  is  to  it.  If  this  com- 
mittee wants  information  from  the  Boston  dealers, 
they  should  go  to  the  Boston  dealers  and  ask  for 
it.  If  they  can  show  that  I  am  wrong  in  any 
respect,  I  shall  not  feel  sore  about  it.  I  shall  be 
glad  to  be  shown  to  be  wrong. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  don't  want  to 
make  this  controversy  too  long.  I  notice  that  Mr. 
Storrow  has  not  as  yet  answered  the  question  as 
to  the  coal  dealers  and  the  amount  of  coal.  The 
allotment  granted  to  Boston,  he  says,  was  fixed 
up  some  time  ago,  some  time  last  spriDg.  We  have 
seen  stated  the  total  allotment,  and  that  the  pub- 
lic know,  and  I  think  it  should  be  known  what  pro- 
portion of  that  allotment  goes  to  each  individual 
coal  dealer  here  in  Boston.  That  information 
would,  of  course,  immediately  give  the  public  its 
first  idea  as  to  whether  or  not  there  is  a  combina- 
tion, or  what  the  public  usually  calls  a  "trust," 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  with  respect  to  the  coal 
situation,  and  trusts  ought  to  be  dissolved.  Mr. 
Storrow  says  he  does  not  mind  the  criticism. 
That  is  excellent.  But  I  might  offer  this  sugges- 
tion, that  if  the  information  asked  for  in  these 
particular  questions  were  given  to  the  public  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  everything  proved  to  be  all 
right  and  satisfactory,  there  would  then  be  no 
criticism.  For  the  life  of  me  I  cannot  see  why, 
if  there  is  nothing  there,  we  should  not  get  the 
information  from  the  Fuel  Administration.  Mr. 
Storrow  might  have  been  deceived;  the  City  of 
Boston  Fuel  Committee  might  have  been  deceived. 
The  coal  dealers  themselves. might  have  been  the 
deceivers.  Their  items  of  cost  might  not  have 
been  couect.  At  one  time  the  Fuel  Administra- 
tor said  to  me,  "Mr.  Ford,  remember  that  we  can- 
not hire  private  detectives  to  look  into  these 
things."  But  there  might  be  private  citizens 
willing  to  hire  detectives  in  the  shape  of  public 
accountants  in  order  to  look  over  the  cost  prices 
submitted  to  the  Boston  Fuel  Committee.  As 
far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  do  not  claim  to  know 
much  personally  about  such  matters,  but  there 
were  some  very  eminent  gentlemen  who  know 
more  about  items  of  cost  than  I  ever  had  occasion 
to  know,  because  of  their  association  with  big 
business,  so  called,  on  that  committee.  Cer- 
tainly an  examination  by  public  accountants 
would  give  the  items  of  cost.  We  would  then 
know  something  about  the  overhead  charges  of 
each  particular  company.  I  submit  that  the 
answering  of  the  second  and  third  questions  would 
show  whether  or  not  there  is  a  trust  or  combina- 
tion of  coal  dealers  in  the  City  of  Boston,  which 
information  might  be  presented  at  some  time  later 
to  a  different  bureau.  Mr.  Storrow  said  in  his 
communication  to  the  coal  dealers,  in  connection 
with  fixing  their  last  price,  that  the  public  possibly 
would  not  be  represented.  He  admitted  that 
there  was  no  representative  of  the  public  there, 
even  though  that  was  a  public  committee.  I 
think  there  might  have  been  some  representative 
of  the  public  on  that  committee,  and  if  there  had 
been,  we  would  have  got  the  information  that  this 
calls  for.  But  now  the  position  is  taken  that  we 
didn't  give  you  any  representative  at  that  hearing 
before  the  Boston  Fuel  Committee,  and  now  we 
refuse  to  give  you  those  figures.  If  the  Federal 
Fuel  Administrator  for  New  England  wants  to 
take  that  position,  I  have  nothing  more  to  say. 

Coun.    STORROW— Mr.    President,    just    one 


more  statement,  I  think  this  is  getting  rather  tire- 
some. I  am  not  always  struck  with  the  judicial 
attitude  of  my  confrere  sitting  opposite  me,  but  he 
made  one  little  statement  just  now  that  I  would 
like  to  refer  to.  He  referred  to  a  circular  letter 
which  I  sent  either  to  the  New  England  or  the 
Massachusetts  Committee,  I  am  not  sure  which, 
cautioning  them  that  the  public  was  not  represented 
in  the  fixing  of  the  price,  except  as  they  represented 
the  public.  It  is  not  quite  fair,  I  think,  to  say 
there  is  no  representative  of  the  public  unless  Mr. 
Ford  is  the  public.  These  committees  were  the 
best  men  I  knew  of  in  their  respective  communities. 
I  don't  think  they  needed  the  letter,  but  out  of  an 
excess  of  caution  I  cautioned  them  in  effect  that 
they  did  represent  the  public  and  that  they  must 
not  forget  it.  So  Coun.  Ford's  conclusion,  that 
the  public  was  not  represented,  I  think  is  not 
warranted  by  the  facts. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  it  appears  to  me 
that  the  justice  and  truth  of  the  old  adage  is  being 
exemplified  here  today  in  a  most  substantial  man- 
ner— the  old  adage  that  says,  "A  little  knowledge 
is  a  dangerous  thing."  We  find  men  here,  members 
of  this  Council,  with  comparatively  little  knowledge 
of  the  coal  situation,  offering  their  opinions,  which 
are  worthy  of  thought  as  individual  opinions  but 
which  are  based  upon  no  study  of  a  complicated 
problem  that  has  confronted  the  Fuel  Administration 
of  New  England  for  the  past  two  years.  We  find 
members  of  this  body  who  are  willing  to  make  Mr. 
Storrow  the  target  of  their  criticism,  who  are 
willing  to  make  him  a  subject  for  criticism,  and 
the  object  behind  it  all,  unquestionably  and  on  the 
face  of  it,  is  purely  political.  I  submit  that  that  is 
hardly  a  just  or  a  dignified  course  for  us  as  a  body 
of  the  city  government  of  Boston  to  take.  In  my 
judgment  and  opinion,  Mr.  Storrow  needs  no 
defence  from  me.  He  is  perfectly  able  and  com- 
petent to  argue  and  present  his  own  case.  But 
I  will  be  able  to  say  things  that  in  his  modesty  he 
would  not  say  for  himself.  Mr.  Storrow,  as  Fuel 
Administrator  of  New  England,  has  received  the 
commendation  of  every  right-minded,  right-thinking 
man  and  woman  in  New  England.  The  men  who 
are  best  informed  and  the  people  of  all  districts  of 
New  England  are  united  in  their  praise  of  him, 
and  I  heard  a  letter  read  from  the  National  Fuel 
Administrator,  Doctor  Garfield,  commending  in 
high  terms  Mr.  Storrow's  efforts  for  the  people  of 
New  England,  a  letter  that  was  given  out  publicly 
at  a  public  meeting  at  the  City  Club  a  few  nights 
ago.  And  yet  we  hear  members  of  this  body, 
without  the  knowledge  that  men  should  possess  in 
order  to  criticise  or  offer  anything  of  a  constructive 
nature,  adopting  a  puerile  attitude  of  mind,  simply 
and  entirely,  in  my  judgment,  for  political  purposes. 
That  it  is  for  political  purposes  is  evident  upon 
the  face  of  things,  for  if  my  good  friend  on  the 
right  (Coun.  Ford)  had  seen  fit  to  approach  Mr. 
Storrow  as  Fuel  Administrator,  the  information  he 
possessed  in  a  more  or  less  confidential  capacity 
might  possibly  have  been  given  to  the  gentleman, 
to  ease  his  mind,  if  Mr.  Storrow  could  have  seen 
his  way  clear  to  do  so,  but  not  for  publication  in 
some  daily  paper.  Mr.  Storrow,  to  my  mind,  is  • 
in  somewhat  the  position  of  a  father  confessor,  who 
has  heard  the  story  from  the  coal  dealers  of  New 
England  in  a  confidential  way  and  feels  himself  as 
a  man  of  good  judgment,  a  man  of  honor  and  integ- 
rity, compelled  to  keep  that  confidence,  and  I 
admire  him  for  his  course.  We  see  the  sorry 
spectacle  today  of  Mr.  Storrow  being  criticised 
because  he  will  not  give  out  confidential  information 
which  he  has  received,  while  one  of  our  colleagues 
here,  in  making  a  charge  refuses  likewise  to  give 
the  information  he  has,  because  it  was  given  to 
him  in  confidence.  Yet,  while  he  withholds  the 
information  he  himself  obtained,  because  he 
received  it  in  a  confidential  capacity,  we  are  to 
criticise  the  Fuel  Administrator  of  New  England 
because  he  takes  a  .similar  manly  course.  I  would 
be  the  last  one  to  throw  any  impediment  in  the 
way  of  the  political  aspirations  of  any  member  of 
this  body,  were  it  not  for  a  sense  of  justice  and 
a  desire,  as  I  have  already  stated,  to  say  to  this 
body,  and  for  public  consumption,  some  things 
pertaining  to  Mr.  Storrow's  career  and  capacity  as 
a  public  administrator  in  the  Fuel  Administrator's 
office,  that  he  would  not  say  for  himself.  But,  if 
I  do  not  care  to  be  any  impediment  to  the  political 
aspirations  of  any  of  my  colleagues,  I  neverthe- 
less do  not  recognize  the  necessity  of  my  sitting 
here  idly  and  contributing  anything  towards  those 
aspirations.      I   am  perfectly   willing  to  have  the 
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gentleman  seek  all  the  publicity  that  he  may 
require.  I  would,  however,  like  to  see  it  done  with 
a  fair  degree  of  justice,  and  would  like  to  have 
him  first  at  least  ascertain  the  facts.  Mr.  Storrow 
has  replied  to  the  communication  sent  to  him  in 
a  letter  received  today.  He  has  stated  why  he 
cannot  give  out  this  information,  and  that  state- 
ment should  be  accepted  as  final,  for  it  is  con- 
clusive. He  has  stated  in  that  communication 
that  if  the  members  of  this  body  are  really  honestly 
desirous  of  doing  some  good  to  the  public,  about 
whom  they  pretend  to  be  interested  and  solicitous, 
they  can  obtain  the  information  from  the  dealers 
themselves.  Then,  why  insist  upon  the  Federal 
Fuel  Administrator  for  New  England  giving  out 
confidential  information  that  can  be  obtained 
from  the  dealers  if  they  see  fit  to  give  it?  I  have 
noticed  in  the  remarks  of  the  gentleman  on  the 
right  (Coun.  Ford)  that  he  seems  to  be  willing  and 
anxious  to  pick  upon  the  Metropolitan  Coal  Com- 
pany. I  hold  no  brief  for  that  company.  It  may 
be  that  he  is  justified  in  picking  upon  them,  but 
all  the  criticisms  I  have  heard  lead  me  to  believe 
that  the  Metropolitan  Coal  Company  has  been 
made  the  target  because  it  has  received  perhaps  the 
greatest  number  of  tons  of  coal,  a  perfectly  natural 
distribution,  if  it  develops  that  it  is  the  largest 
dealer,  having  the  greatest  number  of  customers, 
and  therefore  the  most  need  of  coal  for  distribution 
to  customers.  I  have  heard  it  charged  here  that 
the  small  dealers  are  being  kept  in  for  the  benefit 
of  the  larger  dealers — a  mere  statement  of  opinion, 
not  borne  out  or  supported  by  any  facts  that  have 
been  presented.  I  believe,  Mr.  Chairman,  that 
that  is  an  unjustifiable  charge,  and  that  the  small 
dealers  have  been  kept  in  simply  because  by  that 
method  the  distribution  would  be  better  done  in 
certain  districts,  and  that  any  other  procedure 
would  have  been  unfair.  I  question  whether  any 
member  of  this  body  would  care  to  go  on  record 
as  being  in  favor  of  eliminating  or  driving  out  of 
business  the  small  dealer  who  is  earning  his  liveli- 
hood and  who  received  the  protection  of  the  Fuel 
Administrator  to  the  very  best  of  his  ability  as 
much  as  did  the  larger  dealer.  The  small  dealer 
was  kept  in  to  provide  a  livelihood  for  him  and 
that  he  might  be  one  of  the  means,  one  of  the 
pieces  of  machinery,  for  the  proper  distribution  of 
coal  to  the  consumers.  As  I  read  the  letter  which 
went  from  this  body,  addressed  to  the  Fuel  Admin- 
istrator on  November  18,  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
whole  bone  of  contention  was  that  on  December 
17,  1917,  the  price  at  that  time  being  fixed  at  $9.85 
a  ton,  the  price  was  by  the  Boston  Fuel  Committee 
increased  to  $10.25  a  ton,  based  upon  the  conditions 
then  existing,  because  of  frozen  conditions  in  the 
country.  The  Fuel  Administrator  of  New  England, 
adopting  the  advice  of  the  Boston  Fuel  Committee, 
did,  I  believe,  agree  to  that  increase  in  price,  and 
later,  the  price  was  increased  to  $11  by  the  Boston 
Fuel  Committee,  because  of  the  sharp  increase  in 
freight  rates,  as  laid  down  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, and  beyond  the  control  of  any  individual, 
as  it  was  a  Federal  order.  In  that  respect  it  seems 
to  me  that  Mr.  Ford's  difference  of  opinion  is  with 
the  Boston  Fuel  Committee,  because  Mr.  Storrow, 
like  any  man  of  affairs,  has  delegated  this  work 
and  performed  his  functions  in  an  executive 
capacity.  We  had  a  Boston  Fuel  Committee  and 
we  had  a  Worcester  and  a  Springfield  Fuel  Com- 
mittee, and  they  looked  over  local  conditions. 
Being  composed  of  public-spirited  men,  it  was  only 
fair  and  natural  to  assume  that  they  studied  the 
situation  before  reporting  to  their  chief,  the  Fuel 
Administrator  for  New  England.  Therefore,  if 
there  is  any  contention  or  argument  existing  in 
regard  to  this  matter  between  a  member  of  this 
body  and  someone  else,  it  must  be  the  Bo  ton 
Fuel  Committee,  and  the  information  should  have 
been  sought  from  the  Boston  Fuel  Committee  and 
In. in  llii'  deah'i  ih. -in  eh  e; .  and  not  from  a  source 
from   which   it   was  probably   known   in    advance 

that   the   information   could   not   be   forthc ing, 

because  it  was  received  and  was  being  retained  in 
a    confidential   way.      It   is    my    contention,    Mr. 
President,  thai  if  members  of  this  body  want  to  do 
a  good  job  for  the  consuming  public,  and  I  will  be 
glad  to  heartily  enter  into  that,  if  it  is  gone  about 
in  the  proper  way,  they  can  do  it  without   all   thi 
publicity.     They  can  do  it  by  approaching    Mi 
Storrow  and  other  people  connected  with  the  I  tie] 
Administration    work    and    obtain    there    informo 
tion,    and   guide    their   course    accordingly.     But, 
we  sec  that  when  letters  go  out  to  Mr.  Storrow  it 
is   through    the   press,    and    replies   are   expected 


through  the  same  channel.  That,  to  my  mind, 
exposes  plainly  the  camouflage  that  is  back  of  the 
whole  endeavor.  It  shows  plainly  that  the  work 
has  been  started  for  publicity  purposes  and  for  the 
furtherance  of  political  aspirations.  As  such,  I 
condemn  it  and  believe  it  is  unfair  to  a  great  big 
man  who  has  given  us  generously  of  his  time,  who 
has  given  every  ounce  of  his  ability  for  two  years 
to  the  public,  at  the  sacrifice  of  his  own  personal 
business;  and,  far  more  important,  he  has,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public  of  New  England,  sacrificed  his 
health.  That  is  a  far  more  important  thing  for  me 
and  for  you  to  consider.  There  are  few  men,  very 
few  men,  so  few  that  it  is  hard  to  pick  them  out, 
in  New  England  who  possess  that  native  abundance 
of  public  spirit,  who  are  so  humane  in  their  dis- 
position and  their  character  towards  all  the  people 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  particularly  ^to  the 
people  of  his  own  city,  as  is  the  Fuel  Administrator 
of  New  England.  We  should  be  here  acclaiming 
him  with  every  ounce  of  energy  in  our  power, 
instead  of  making  him  the  target  for  puerile,  unjust 
criticism. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  if  I  were  going 
to  hire  anybody  to  defend  me,  and  I  had  the 
choice  of  lawyers,  I  really  think  I  would  retain  a 
good  one,  because  sometimes  you  need  a  good 
lawyer  to  defend  yourself.  Sometimes  you  do 
not  need  any  lawyer.  I  do  not  think  that  Mr. 
Storrow  needed  Mr.  Hagan  to  express  that  eulogy 
here  in  this  body  today,  because  of  anything 
that  Mr.  Storrow  did.  Mr.  Storrow  says  that 
what  he  did  was  in  an  official  capacity,  and  Mr. 
Hagan  says  that  what  I  did  in  my  particular 
investigation  was  for  political  effect.  Might  I 
not  suggest  to  Mr.  Hagan,  Mr.  President,  this, 
of  which  he  is  ignorant,  that  in  a  conversation 
with  Mr.  Storrow  some  time  back,  in  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  room,  it  was  Mr.  Storrow  him- 
self who  suggested  that  I  write  to  him  for  some 
information  that  I  desired?  In  other  words, 
when  I  told  him  that  I  thought  the  situation  in 
the  Fuel  Bureau  was  not  given  enough  publicity, 
I  think  I  can  safely  say  that  Mr.  Storrow  agreed 
with  me,  and  when  I  said  I  wanted  particular 
information — namely,  the  facts  upon  which  the 
Boston  Fuel  Committee  based  their  prices  for 
the  different  raises  in  coal — he  agreed  with  me 
then  and  agreed  to  furnish  me  with  that  infor- 
•  mation  if  I  would  write  to  him,  which  I  did.  I 
wonder  whether  or  not  Mr.  Storrow  was  in  con- 
spiracy with  me  at  that  particular  time  to  get 
me  some  notices  in  the  newspapers?  I  don't 
think  so,  and  I  wondered  when  I  heard  Mr. 
Hagan  talk  whether  he  thought  that  to  be  the 
fact.  In  answer  to  the  communication  to  Mr. 
Stoirow,  he  sent  back  the  reports  of  the  Fuel 
Committee,  and  then  I  had  them  looked  over  by 
others.  The  thing  was  not  entirely  dependent 
upon  myself  at  any  stage  of  the  situation.  I 
submitted  that  the  price  was  40  cents  too  high. 
I  never  got  any  answer  to  that  letter,  Mr.  Pres- 
ident, from  him,  and,  as  I  have  said,  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Boston  Fuel  Commission  had 
the  temerity  to  suggest  to  me  that  I  didn't  ask 
for  an  answer,  and  why  should  I  get  it?  Then 
came  the  next  step.  Mr.  Storrow  was  the  one 
who  agreed  that  I  would  get  that  information 
if  I  asked  for  it.  In  other  words,  it  was  suggested 
that  the  questions  might  be  asked  in  that  way 
so  that  there  might  be  publicity.  And  now 
the  gentleman  on  my  left  (Coun.  Hagan)  talks 
about  the  political  effect  of  the  thing.  However 
he  did  not  dare  to  vote  against  the  order  I  intro- 
duced asking  for  this  information,  which  was 
sent  along  with  the  rest  of  the  requests  for  infor- 
mation to  Mr.  Storrow.  Didn't  he  think  for  him- 
self then,  and  didn't  he  want  the  information,  too? 
Then,  when  it  docs  not  come,  he  stands  up  and 
defends  Mr.  Storrow  for  not  giving  the  informa- 
tion. I  am  not  going  to  talk  about  this  situation 
any  longer.  What  1  have  been  trying  to  do  I 
have  been  trying  to  do  for  the  public.  If  Mr. 
stor-row  will  give  me  these  figures  thai  hi  i 
from  the  eoal  dealers,  I  will  try  to  do  something 
else  for  the  public.  I  might  not  lie  able  to  do  SO, 
Mr.  Storrow  says  he  would  be  glad  if  I  could.  1 
made  a  suggestion  as  to  an  injustice  in  one  case, 
where  I  fell  thai  they  charged  too  much,  but  they 
did  not  take  the  amount  off  when  they  made  the 
new  price.  If  Mr.  Storrow  will  give  me  o  chance, 
1  will  now  try  to  do  something  else  for  the  public. 
Bui  ii  makes  me  sick  and  tired  to  hear  the  gentle- 
mi my   left   (<  loun     Hagan)    stand   up  and 

try  to  defend  Mr.  Storrow.  I  have  always  sus- 
pected and  wondered  whai  Mr.  Storrow  has  done 
lor  Mr.  Hagan  in  this  particular  Council  to  make 
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their  relations  so  close.  Today  we  saw  a  thing 
happen  here  when  an  order  was  introduced  which 
I  think  was  laughable,  not  serious.  Mr.  Storrow 
suggested  that  a  certain  order  might  go  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  my  friend  on  the  left, 
who  did  not  want  it  to  go  there,  took  back  his 
position  when  Mr.  Storrow  stood  up  and  suggested 
that  it  go  th  ere,  and.  it  then  went  to  the  committee. 
I  do  not  need  to  say  any  more,  Mr.  President. 
All  you  have  to  do  is  simply  look  at  that  on  the 
record.  That  situation  was  laughable  to  me,  as 
it  is  now  amusing  to  have  my  friend  on  the  left 
defend  my  friend  on  the  right. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  tried  to  state, 
the  best  I  knew  how,  in  the  remarks  I  had  to  make, 
that  I  was  Dot  defending  Mr.  Storrow,  for  he  needs 
no  defence  from  me.  I  said  he  was  perfectly  able 
to  stand  on  his  own  feet  and  take  care  of  himself. 
I  believe  the  entire  well-thinking  public  of  New 
England  will  rise  to  his  defence  whenever  it  is 
needed,  and  he  needs  no  feeble  efforts  of  mine. 
I  therefore  deny  that  the  remarks  I  had  to  make 
for  Mr.  Storrow  were  in  any  sense  a  defence,  as  he 
is  not  on  the  defensive.  I  mode  the  remarks  be- 
cause I  wanted  to  have  an  opportunity  to  give 
public-  utterance  to  that  which  is  within  me,  to 
something  that  the  gentleman  would  not  say  for 
himself,  words  which  I  was  willing  to  say  for  him, 
and  which  I  believe  in  my  heart  and  in  my  best 
judgment  will  be  the  words  and  the  opinion  and 
the  judgment  of  the  well-thinking  great  majority 
of  the  people  of  New  England.  They  are  the  words 
and  the  opinion  history  will  write,  beyond  a 
question,  in  the  future.  As  to  my  attitude  in  being 
willing  to  acquiesce  in  having  the  order  go  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  the  gentleman  thinks  that 
that  was  amusing.  As  a  matter  of  fact— and  I 
did  not  think  it  would  be  necessary  to  state  it 
here — my  object  in  asking  for  a  reconsideration  of 
the  reference  was  that  I  might  have  an  opportu- 
nity to  place  some  remarks  upon  the  record  here 
today.  If  anybody  wants  a  matter  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee  it  has  been  my  custom 
pretty  largely,  almost  entirely,  to  acquiesce,  for  I 
think  nine  minds  are  always  better  upon  any  prob- 
lem than  one,  my  own  or  any  other.  Therefore,  I 
fail  to  see  where  the  amusing  spectacle  appears  in 
my  agreeing  to  that,  to  which  I  have  frequently 
agreed  in  the  past — having  a  matter  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  It  was  something  I  was 
perfectly  ready  to  have  done  in  the  first  instance,- 
but  I  moved  reconsideration  solely  and  entirely  in 
this  case  in  order  that  I  might  get  a  few  words  upon 
the  record. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost,  and  the  com- 
munication was  ordered  placed  on  file.

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  following  order  be  substituted  for  the  order  as 
presented  to  the  committee  and  reported  back 
favorably  by  the  committee.  I  make  this  motion 
not  because  I  have  any  objection  to  the^  original 
order  as  presented,  which  I  think  is  fairly  well 
representative  of  the  condition  and  attitude  of 
mind  of  the  citizens  and. probably  of  the  Mayor, 
but  I  present  the  following  order  to  meet  and 
measure  up  with  the  requirements  of  those  here 
in  the  City  Council  who  found  themselves  in 
opposition  to  the  language  as  used  in  the  first  order 
as  reported  back  favorably  by  the  committee. 
The  order  which  I  present  as  a  substitute  for  the 
first  order  is  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  submit  in  the  next  budget  a  sum  sufficient  to 
provide  for  a  substantial  increase  in  the  salaries  of 
the  members  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments. 

The  order  was  substituted  for  the  order  reported 
by  the  committee,  and  the  question  came  on  its 
passage. 

Coun.  FORD' — Mr.  President,  I  move  as  an 
amendment  to  the  substitute  order  that  the  words 
"three  hundred  dollars  per  annum"  be  inserted  in 
place  of  the  words  "a  substantial  increase." 

Coun.  HAGAN — -Mr.  President,  when  I  pre- 
sented the  original  order  here  today  calling  for  an 
increase  of  $100  per  annum  to  members  of  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments,  it  was  offered  in  the 
best  faith  possible  to  try  and  be  helpful  to  the  men 
and  get  them  an  increase  in  salary.  If  history  in 
this  town  teaches  me  anything  it  teaches  me  that 
we  make  progress  slowly  and  that  it  would  be 
better  to  look  for  an  increase  of  the  nominal  sum 
of  $100  a  year  than  to  reach  out  for  an  impossible 
sum  and  end  up  by  getting  nothing.  And  I  think 
the  man  that  stands  here  today  and  tries  to  pro- 
vide an  increase  of  some  proportion  for  the  men 
in  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Police  Depart- 
ment is  the  real  friend  of  the  men  in  the  depart- 
ment. I  think  anybody  who  will  vote  for  an  in- 
crease of  a  sum  so  large  that  it  is  known  to  be 
impossible  of  granting  in  the  present  state  of  the 
city's  finances  is  doing  a  real  injustice  to  the  men 
in  the  departments,  and  in  my  honest  opinion 
would  not  be  classified  as  a  friend  to  the  men  in 
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the  Police  or  the  Fire  Departments.  Believing 
that  way  I  shall  vote  against  the  amendment. 
I  wish  it  were  possible  that  the  state  of  the  city's 
finances  did  permit  me  to  stand  here  and  advocate 
the  increase  that  has  been  suggested  in  the  pro- 
posed amendment, — I  would  be  most  heartily 
in  favor  of  it.  I  do  not  consider  'that  it  is  any 
more  money  than  the  men  ought  to  get;  I  do  not 
consider  that  it  is  any  more  money  than  the  re- 
quirements of  the  hour  demand.  But  I  do  know 
that  a  request  for  that  sum  will  not  be  granted, 
and  what  is  the  sense  and  what  is  the  use  of  asking 
for  the  impossible?  I  think  that  the  substitute 
order  as  put  in,  leaving  that  matter  up  to  the 
Mayor,  where  it  belongs,  asking  for  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  members  of  the  Fire 
and  Police  Departments,  is  better  language,  better 
exemplifies  the  condition  and  the  attitude  of  mind 
of  the  public  towards  granting  a  substantial  in- 
crease, than  it  does  to  measure  up  with  the  de- 
mands of  the  men  themselves  for  making  those 
demands  purely  and  simply  because  of  their  neces- 
sities. We  are  acquiescing  in  that,  not  doing  them 
a  favor  if  we  vote  for  this  amendment.  I  am  firmly 
convinced,  Mr.  President,  that  the  amendment 
as  offered  will  do  real  harm  and  be  a  real  hardship 
to  the  men.  I  don't  think  anybody  wants  to  do 
that.  Therefore,  I  say,  give  pause  and  take  some 
heed  before  passing  something  which  will  act  a.s  a 
boomerang  and  work  against  the  advantage  of  the 
men.  Therefore  I  shall  vote  against  the  amend- 
ment to  the  amendment  already  passed. 

The  amendment  offered  by  Coun.  Ford  was 
adopted,  Coun.  FORD  calling  for  the  yeas  and  nays, 
yeas  6,  nays  1,  Coun.  HAGAN  voting  nay.  The 
order  as  amended  was  passed. 

11.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  concern- 
ing advance  of  per  diem  wage  of  city  laborers — ■ 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  question  came  on  accepting  the  com- 
mittee's report  and  passing  the  order. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  the  report  of  the  committee  comes  in  here 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  those  men  working 
for  the  city  receiving  S3  a  day, — that  they  receive 
50  cents  more  per  day.  I  am  not  in  favor  of  the 
report  of  the  committee.  I  realize  that  they  have 
got  votes  enough  here  to  carry  it  through.  For 
political  reasons  I  am  not  going  to  vote  against 
the  order,  but  I  want  to  say  that  it  is  just  as 
essential  that  the  man  receiving  the  low  pay 
working  for  the  city  receive  a  large  increase,  that 
it  costs  just  as  much  for  him  to  live  as  it  does 
anybody  else,  and  where  we  keep  down  a  large 
increase  we  make  it  impossible  for  that  man  to 
live  under  the  good  conditions  of  the  other  em- 
ployees working  for  the  city.  Of  all  employees 
working  for  the  city,  to  the  best  of  my  knowl- 
edge, it  is  essential  that  he  shall  be  there.  A 
statement  by  Mr.  Hurley,  who  has  been  appointed 
by  the  Federal  Government,  says  that  the  least 
pay  that  any  workingman  should  receive  to  live 
moderately  and  give  his  family  an  education  is 
72$  cents  per  hour.  Mr.  Hurley,  in  my  estima- 
tion, being  on  the  War  Labor  Board, — chairman 
of  the  War  Labor  Board,  jointly  with  ex-President 
Taft, — has  seen  more  and  heard  more  of  conditions 
than  any  member  of  this  Council.  I  believe 
that  we  are  doing  something  that  we  should  not 
do,  something  that  no  power  in  the  charter  allows 
us  to  do,  when  we  say  what  the  wages  of  any  city 
employee  shall  be.  I  am  surprised  that  the  order 
is  in  here,  knowing  the  power  that  the  members 
of  the  Council  have  got.  If  they  say,  as  my 
friend  across  the  way  said,  that  it  is  up  to  the 
Mayor,  why  not  let  the  Mayor  take  care  of  it? 
It  is  he  that  brought  in  both  orders.  And  if  it 
works  right  in  one  way  it  works  right  in  both 
ways.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  charter  when  it 
was  drawn  up  meant  that  we  should  send  orders 
to  the  Mayor  requesting  him  that  the  wages 
of  any  employee  should  be  so  and  so;  it  is  up -to 
the  Mayor  to  spend  the  money  of  this  city  with 
the  approval  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council. 
Of  course  I  am  new,  newer  than  all  the  other 
members  in  here,  but  I  want  to  say  that  I  am 
not  playing  any  political  game,  because  if  I  had 
my  say  I  would  vote  that  the  Boston  City  Council 
adjourn  aine  die  and  that  the  wages  paid  to  the 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  first  be 
paid  to  the  men  delivering  service  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  which  I  can't  say  is  delivered  by  the 
members  of  the  City  Council,  There  is  not  any 
reason  that  the  men  in  the  City  Council  are  not 
capable  of  performing  a  service  to  the  citizens 
of  Boston,  but  the  charter  under  which  we  are 
here  gives  us  no  power  to  do  anything  for  members 


or  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  such  power 
as  we  have  got  is  the  election  of  the  men  that 
sit  around  us  and  the  men  who  take  care  of  these 
offices  and  act  on  the  budget  when  it  comes  in 
in  February,  and  then  we  might  as  well  move  to 
adjourn  and  wait  until  the  budget  comes  back 
again.  But  the  members  will  constantly  bring 
in  orders  here  to  have  it  published  in  the  news- 
papers, that  they  are  in  favor  of  such  and  such 
things,  with  no  power  of  giving  service  to  carry 
them  out.  And  I  believe  that  all  of  the  orders  in 
regard  to  wages  should  be  left  with  the  Mayor 
and  then  if  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  were  not  favorable  to  the  allowance  made 
by  the  Mayor,  then  they  could  exercise  the  only 
power  that  they  have  got, — the  right  to  vote 
against  the  budget, — and  then  the  issue  would 
be  on.  It  is  all  right  to  have  my  name,  or  some 
other  councilor's  name  in  the  headlines  of  the 
papers,  spread  around  for  political  purposes 
through  the  city  that  they  favor  an  increase  to 
such  employees,  when  they  know,  and  every 
member  here  knows,  that  the  only  purpose  that 
it  is  put  in  for  is  to  again  "kid"  the  poor  city 
employee,  as  he  has  been  "kidded"  ever  since 
he  has  been  in  the  employ  of  the  city.  And  I 
think  that  the  practice  ought  to  be  stopped  of 
coming  in  here  four-flushing,  orders  being  brought 
in  here  when  every  member  here  knows  that  the 
order  is  absolutely  not  worth  the  paper  that  it  is. 
written  upon  as  far  as  service  to  the  city  employee 
goes.  I  would  be  satisfied  to  call  the  Mayor  here 
and  discuss  with  him  why  any  branch  of  the 
city  service  should  receive  more  money,  and  I 
would  just  as  lief  tell  the  Mayor  here  as  any  other 
place  my  thought  of  what  the  men  should  receive, 
but  as  far  as  having  it  on  paper  here  and  pub- 
lished in  the  Boston  newspapers,  I  do  not  think 
that  it  amounts  to  the  paper  that  it  is  written  on. 
The  Federal  Government  has  asked  the  news- 
papers to  conserve  paper  on  account  of  the  shortage, 
and  I  think  this  is  even  worse  than  a  lot  of  things 
in  that  it  is  not  going  along  with  the  Federal 
Government  on  the  preservation  of  paper. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
to  the  remarks  of  the  gentleman  opposite.  One 
would  be  led  to  infer  that  the  ex-Czar  of  Russia 
or  the  ex-Kaiser  of  Germany  was  issuing  a  decision, 
or  perhaps  that  the  Pope  at  Rome  was  issuing  a 
manifesto.  There  seems  to  be  such  a  finality  to' 
bis  conclusions  that  everybody  is  expected  to 
agree  with  him.  I  regret — having  a  mind  of  my 
own  and  having  the  power  to  exercise  that  mind — • 
that  I  cannot  always  agree  with  the  gentleman's 
finality  and  his  conclusions.  The  gentleman  calls 
the  presenting  of  an  order  that  would  be  helpful 
to  the  city  laborers  four-flushing.  The  gentleman 
called  it  four-flushing,  and  that  is  the  headline  that 
ought  to  be  in  the  papers  tomorrow — that  being 
helpful  was  called  four-flushing.  The  gentleman 
might  have  called  it  four-flushing  two  years  ago 
when  an  order  was  presented  here  similar  in  tone 
and  character  to  this  one,  advising  the  then  Mayor 
to  increase  the  budget  appropriation  so  that  the 
laborers  would  get  $3  a  day,  instead  of  the  $2.50 
which  they  were  getting  at  that  time.  Yet  that 
kind  of  an  order  was  accepted  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  men  have  been  receiving  S3  a  day.  If  we  were 
to  conclude  that  the  gentleman's  conclusions  now 
are  sound  we  should  have  concluded  that  two 
year  ago,  in  which  case  we  should  be  still  paying 
the  munificent  salary  of  S2.50  a  day  to  those 
men.  This  order  is  presented  to  be  helpful  and 
for  no  other  reason.  I  believe  that  the  passage 
of  an  order  here,  worded  in  the  way  that  this  one 
is,  gives  the  Mayor  the  privilege  of  accepting  or 
not,  and  if  he  feels  inclined  to  accept  it,  it  strength- 
ens his  hand  to  know  that  he  has  the  active  support 
and  cooperation  of  the  City  Council.  It  is  true 
we  have  no- right  under  the  charter;  it  is  likewise 
true  that  we  have  simply  made  it  in  the  form  of  a 
suggestion.  That  is  the  best  that  we  can  do,  the 
farthest  point  that  we  can  travel.  Therefore  I 
feel  thai  the  criticism  is  unjust,  that  a.  hardship  is 
being  done  to  the  laboring  element  of  this  city  in 
bringing  up  or  featuring  this  phase  of  the  situa- 
tion. If  1 1"'  City  Council  is  limited  in  its  power 
under  the  city  charter,  at  least  they  are  not  limited 
to  making  suggestions,  and  we  should  not  retard 
those  powers  that  we  have,  limited  as  (hey  are, 
but  should  exercise  them  :il  'ill  times  lo  (lie  verj 
best  of  our  ability  ami  to  the  limit  that  the  lay 
will  permit  us  to  do.      I  am  going  to  vote  for  the 

acceptanoe  of  the  order  as  i lented  and  approved 

of  by  tin'  committee,  believing  that  if  is  the  mini- 
mum amount  that  we  can  do  to  be  helpful  to  the 
men  that  we  aro  trying  to  help.     I  wish  again  in 
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this  case,  as  I  do  for  the  firemen  and  the  policemen, 
that  they  could  have  a  more  substantial  increase, 
because  the  men  deserve  it  and  the  men  do  need  it. 
But  I  believe  that  we  must  make  progress  slowly, 
and  in  fairness  and  in  justice  to  the  men  I  am 
crawling  along  towards  a  happier  day  and  a 
happier  state  of  mind  when  those  men  can  get 
what  I  hope  to  see  some  day  in  municipal  Boston — 
a  minimum  wage  to  the  day  laborers  of  this  city 
of  at  least  S5  a  day. 

Coun.  MOBIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  hope 
that  no  word  of  mine  would  do  anything  to  take 
anything  away  from  any  employee  working  for  the 
city.  But  I  want  to  say  this:  The  councilor  oppo- 
site me  introduced  an  order  here  that  the  police- 
men and -firemen  should  receive  an  increase  of  $100 
a  year.  We  wTent  into  executive  session  and  the 
vote  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  that  that 
should  prevail.  After  coming  out  of  executive 
session,  and  between  the  executive  session  and  the 
time  that  we  again  went  into  session,  some  wisdom 
of  somebody  had  come  in  here  and  changed  the 
mind  of  the  councilor  who  had  introduced  the 
order  to  increase  the  firemen  and  increase  the  police- 
men 8100  per  year.  Immediately  on  going  into 
session  he  rose  in  his  place  and  introduced  a  sub- 
stitute motion  asking  the  Council  to  give  those 
two  bodies  of  men  a  substantial  increase.  Why 
not  the  same  for  the  downtrodden  laborer  and  the 
low  paid  men  working  for  the  city?  The  laborer 
on  the  outside  is  receiving  47*  cents  per  hour. 
Why  doesn't  he  leave  it  to  the  judgment  of  the 
Mayor  to  allow  a  substantial  increase  to  the 
laborers  instead  of  asking  the  Mayor  to  give  them 
50  cents  per  day?  If  it  is  so  with  the  policemen  and 
so  with  the  firemen,  or  any  other  section  of  the 
city  employees,  that  a  very  substantial  increase 
should  be  given,  why  not  to  the  laborer  receiving 
$3  a  day  and  less?  I  want  to  say  that  not  much 
more  than  a  year  ago  I  found  laborers  working  for 
the  City  of  Boston  for  82  per  day  who  had  been  in 
the  employ  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  twenty  years 
— receiving  82  per  day.  Now  if  there  are  any  of 
those  men  in  any  department  I  believe  that  the 
Mayor  should  be  asked  to  give  them  a  substantial 
increase  and  should  not  be  asked  to  hold  down  to 
50  cents  per  day.  I  think  that  my  interest  is  just 
as  much  with  the  men  working  for  the  city  as  that 
of  any  other  member  of  this  Council,  because  I 
believe  that  that  is  the  class  of  votes  that  put  me 
here.  And  I  am  not  playing  politics  to  come  back 
here.  Any  action  of  mine  might  retard  me  from 
getting  votes  if  I  ever  saw  fit  to  become  a  candidate 
again.  I  will  stand  on  the  ground  and  ask  no 
honors  from  anybody  in  this  city,  not  even  the 
Good  Government  Association  that  some  men 
have  bent  the  knee  to,  not  only  at  election  time  but 
yearly,  and  voted  at  their  beck  and  call.  I  will 
do  that  for  nobody  in  here.  I  will  use  my  judg- 
ment and  nobody's  else  judgment  on  every  action 
of  mine  in  here.  He  tried  to  get  political  influence 
through  the  newspapers  by  changing  an  order 
within  ten  minutes  because  a  committee  of  the 
social  club  had  got  in  touch  with  him  and  he  was 
afraid  that  he  might  have  lost  some  prestige 
amongst  the  Police  Department — for  no  other 
reason  has  he  changed  the  order  asking  the  Mayor 
to  change  from  8100  in  the  case  of  the  firemen  and 
the  policemen  to  a  substantial  increase;  and  if  he 
was  big  enough  he  would  change  both  orders  to 
read  likewise. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  make  a  short  reply  to  the  remarks  of  the  gentle- 
man who  has  just  spoken.  I  won't  paw  the  air 
and  I  won't  hammer  the  desk.  I  think  every- 
body within  the  confines  of  this  room  is  possessed 
of  that  degree  of  intelligence  and  understanding 
that  they  know  when  they  see  it  and  can  differ- 
entiate without  any  words  of  mine  between 
sincerity  and  insincerity.  I  did  present  a  sub- 
titute  order,  Mr.  President,  but  not  for  the 
reason  as  stated  by  the  gentleman  opposite.  It 
is  true  that  a  member  of  a  social  club  connected 
with  the  Police  Department — not  a  committee 
but  a  member^did  speak  to  me,  and  I  did  express 
to  him  freely  my  views,  which  would  coincide 
with  the  views  that  I  expressed  here  publicly. 
And  I  had  the  courage  of  my  conviction  when 
that  amendment  was  presented,  believing  that^it 
is  harmful  to  the  men  in  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments — I  had  the  courage  of  my  con- 
victions even  to  get  in  the  odium  of  members  of 
the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  by  voting 
"No,"  and  I  stood  alone  in  that  vote.  And  I 
did  not  do  as  the  gentleman  opposite  has  proph- 
esied    and     promised     that    he    will    do, — argue 


against  the  present  motion  but  vote  for  it  for 
political  purposes.  I  voted  against  that  with 
courage,  for  it  takes  courage  in  this  or  any  other 
matter  to  be  alone,  a  minority  of  one,  od  a  popular 
proposition.  It  was  my  conscience  that  prompted 
that  vote,  because  I  consider  the  order  injurious 
to  the  men;  and  the  original  order  that  was  pre- 
sented,.! believe,  would  have  been  for  the  benefit 
of  the  men  and  I  was  in  favor  of  it.  But  I  did 
change  the  order  and  did  offer  a  substitute,  and 
solely  and  entirely  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the 
requirements  and  measuring  up  to  the  views  of 
Coun.  McDonald. and  Coun.  Watson,  who  were  in 
opposition  to  my  original  older.  So  that  we 
might  be  in  agreement  in  here  I  presented  a  dupli- 
cate order  in  an  amended  form,  solely  that  I 
might  have  their  hearty  and  active  cooperation. 
There  was  do  fear  or  trembling  of  anybody.  The 
least  of  my  troubles  now,  in  the  future,  or  any 
time  in  the  past  has  been  that  frightful  bugaboo 
that  touches  the  gentleman  opposite, — the  Good 
Government  Association.  To  their  credit  be  it 
said  that  they  have  never  said  to  me  how  I  should 
vote  or  how  I  should  act  as  a  member  of  this 
body,  and  when  the  time  comes  that  they  do, 
if  they  ever  do,  I  will  stand  on  my  own  feet  and 
I  will  make  my  own  reply  to  them  as  a  free  and. 
independent  agent. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted  and 
the  order  was  passed. 


PUBLIC   LANDS. 

Coun.  FORD,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  submitted  a  report  on  message  of  Mayor 
and  order  (referred  November  18)  for  sale  of  city 
land  to  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  in  Roxbury — that  the  order 
ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed,  yeas  6,  nays  1. 

The  order  will  take  its  final  reading  not  less 
than  fourteen  days  from  date.

Coun.  HAGAN — I  am  going  to  vote  for  the 
order  because  the  public  01  Boston  are  mightilj 
aroused  at  the  action  of  the  Elevated  trustees  in 
raising  the  rate  of  fare  and  arc  holding  meetings 
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in  different  sections — one  has  been  held  in  South 
Boston  and  I  understand  one  is  contemplated  in 
East  Boston — to  make  protest  against  the  action. 
I  have  presented  three  orders  to  this  body  which 
are  reposing  gracefully  in  the  archives  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  where  they  have  been  laid 
upon  the  table,  soliciting  and  advising  a  study  of 
the  zone  system — to  my  mind  the  only  system 
that  could  be  established  which  would  really  be 
beneficial  to  the  people.

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  memorandum 
of  December  5  inclosing  an  order  of  the  City 
Council  passed  December  2,  1918,  which  I  here- 
with return,  requesting  information  as  to  the 
delay  in  completing  the  work  of  developing  the 
playground  and  beach    reservation  at  Savin  Hill, 
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I  beg  to  report  that  the  Hugh  Nawn  Contracting 
Company  resumed  work  on  the  beach  a  month 
ago  and  the .  grading  of  same  is  practically  com- 
pleted. An  examination  made  by  our  engineer 
on  December  10  shows  that  the  beach  has  been 
satisfactorily  graded  beyond  low  water  and  all 
that  is  needed  now  for  the  completion  is  the  placing 
of  the  requisite  amount  of  sand.  This  is  being 
delivered  at  the  rate  of  50  to  75  cubic  yards  per 
day  and  the  Nawn  Company  claims  that  this 
amount  is  all  it  is  able  to  furnish  at  present.  Indi- 
cations are,  however,  that  the  beach  will  be  in 
good  condition  for  bathing  before  the  opening  of 
the  season  in  1919. 

The  James  A.  Sullivan  Construction  Company 
has  the  contract  for  the  grading  of  the  Savin  Hill 
Playground.  Filling  is  being  received  in  large 
quantities  and  indications  are  that  the  play- 
ground will  be  ready  for  ball  playing  next  spring. 
All  the  work  will  then  be  completed  with  the 
exception  of  loaming  the  surface  of  the  ball  held 
which  will  be-  done  immediately  if  funds  are 
available  for  that  purpose.  At  the  piesent  time 
there  still  remains  $20,C00  of  the  original  appro- 
priation. This  amount,  however,  will  be  ex- 
pended in  contracts  which  have  been  arranged  for.

TRANSFER   OF   CITY   LAND. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — Several  months  ago  the  School- 
house  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  entered 
upon  a  certain  plot  of  land  at  the  northeasterly 
corner  of  Gibson  street  and  Bispham  street,  Dor- 
chester, to  erect  a  public  school  building. 

The  title  to  this  land  is  held  by  the  city  under 
the  will  of  Christopher  Gibson  for  the  use  and  bene- 
fit of  the  public  schools  of  learning  in  the  t  own  of 
Dorchester. 

When  the  erection  of  the  school  was  started  it 
was  believed  by  the  school  authorities  that  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission  had  a  legal  right  to  use 
the  land  without  any  action  by  any  public  body 
other  than  the  Street  Commissioners  and  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor. 

It  now  appears  that  there  should  have  been 
appropriate  action  by  the  City  Council  in  the 
matter.

Dear  Sir, — By  vote  of  this  Board  the  approval 
of  the  City  Council  is  respectfully  asked  for  the 
following  changes  in  the  Geneial  Rules  and  the 
Special  Regulations  concerning  the  exclusion  and 
use  of  motor  vehicles  in  the  Boston  parks  and 
parkways,  as  follows: 

It  was  voted,  That  the  Geneial  Rules  adopted 
by  the  Board  August  31,  1903,  and  subsequently 
amended,  be  further  amended  by  changing  Rule  5, 
which  now  reads: 

'No  person  shall  ride  or  diive — on  Common- 
wealth avenue,  between  Arlington  street  and  the 
Ericson  statue,  in  either  direction,  except  on  the 
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driveway  on  the  right  of  the  parkway,  or — on 
other  than  the  right  hand  side  of  a  road  and  in  a 
direct  course,  except  when  passing  another  or 
turning,  or — past  any  animal  or  vehicle  except 
to  the  left  thereof,  or — across  a  road  without 
giving  the  right  of  way  to  all  other  persons,  or — 
upon  or  over  the  space  reserved  for  street  railway 
cars  and  grass;  or  ride  a  cycle  unless  he  has  his 
hands  on  its  handle-bar  and  his  feet  on  its  pedals 
and  it  has  a  suitable  alarm  bell;  or  ride  a  cycle 
by  the  side  of  more  than  one  cycle:  " 
so  that  it  will  read  as  follows: 

"  No  person  shall  ride  or  drive — on  Common- 
wealth avenue,  between  Arlington  street  and 
Brighton  avenue,  in  either  direction,  except  on 
the  driveway  on  the  right  of  the  parkway,  or — 
on  Charlesgate  East,  between  Commonwealth 
avenue  and  Marlborough  street,  except  in  the 
direction  of  Mailborough  street,  or — on  Chailes- 
gate  West,  between  Commonwealth  avenue  and 
Newbury  street,  exceptin  the  direction  of  Newbury 
street,  or — on  the  parkway  side  of  Columbia  road, 
between  Upham's  corner  and  Edward  Everett 
square,  except  in  the  direction  of  Edward  Everett 
square,  or — on  other  than  the  right  hand  side  of  a 
road  and  in  a  direct  course,  except  when  passing 
another  or  turning,  or — past  any  animal  or  vehicle 
except  to  the  left  thereof,  or — across  a  road  without 
giving  the  right  of  way  to  all  other  persons,  or — 
upon  or  over  the  space  reserved  for  street  railway 
cars  and  grass;  or  ride  a  cycle  unless  he  has  his 
hands  on  it  s  handle-bar  and  his  feet  on  its  pedals 
and  it  has  a  suitable  alarm  bell;  or  ride  a  cycle  by 
the  side  of  more  than  one  cycle:  " 

It  was  voted,  That  the  Special  Regulations 
concerning  the  exclusion  and  use  of  motor  vehicles 
in  the  Boston  parks  and  parkways  adopted  by  the 
Board  July  12,  1909,  and  subsequently  amended, 
be  further  amended  by  inserting  after  Regulation 
4  the  following  regulations,  to  be  numbered  5  and  6: 

5.  On  Charlesgate  East,  between  Common- 
wea'th  avenue  and  Marlborough  street,  motor 
vehicles  shall  travel  in  only  one  direction,  that  is 
towards  Marlborough  street. 

6.  On  Charlesgate  West,  between  Common- 
wealth avenue  and  Newbury  street,  motor  vehicles 
shall  travel  in  only  one  direction,  that  is  towards 
Newbury  street. 

Regulation  5  is  hereby  renumbered  7.

MEMORIAL    BULLETINS    FOR    SOLDIERS 
AND    SAILORS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  join  with  the 
Council  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  to  erect  suit- 
able temporary  memorial  bulletins  in  the  parks 
and  squares  and  playgrounds  in  the  different 
sections  of  the  city  and  to  have  inscribed  thereon 
the  names  of  soldiers  and  sailors  who  made  the 
supreme  sacrifice,  and  the  names  of  those  who 
served  our  country  and  survive,  in  the  war  with 
Germany  and  her  allies  for  a  universal  democracy 
and  against  Prussian  trvannv. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
to  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules  on  this  order 
and  trust  that  my  motion  will  prevail.  My  pur- 
pose in  introducing  the  order  which  has  just  been 
read  by  the  clerk  is  because  there  has  already  been 
established  a  precedent  in  the  matter  of  naming 
a  publio  square  after  a  young  man  who  died  in  the 
war  across  the  ocean  on  the  side  of   the  allies.     1 
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had  several  requests  made  of  me  to  change  the 
name  of  certain  squares  to  the  Dame  of  young  men 
who  have  passed  away  in  the  same  manner.  The 
number  I  appreciate  is  going  to  be  very  large,  and 
we  cannot  afford  to  make  tish  of  one  and  liesh  of 
another,  therefore  it  will  be  out  of  the  question  to 
name  squares  and  highways  after  the  brave  young 
men  who  have  perished  in  order  that  we  might 
survive  a  free  country.  Consequently  I  have 
introduced  this  order,  having  in  mind  the  erection 
on  the  different  playgrounds  in  the  different  sec- 
tions of  the  city  the  names  of  the  young  men  of 
that  locality  who  have  passed  away  and  the  names 
of  those  who  have  survived;  my  idea  is  that  these 
memorial  bulletins  be  merely  temporary,  but  that 
we  may  at  once  take  note  and  show  our  appreci- 
ation in  a  small  way  of  their  efforts  in  our  behalf. 
I  could  not  but  help  think  yesterday  when  I  heard 
a  eulogy  delivered  for  the  late  Harry  Hanley— 
a  little  boy  who  was  born  and  bred  within  a  stone's 
throw  of  my  home, — a  little  fellow  whom  I  have 
seen  going  to  work  and  returning  from  work  off 
and  on  for  eight  or  nine  years — when  it  was  brought 
to  my  attention  that  when  Captain  McConnell 
fell  in  a  battle  in  France  it  was  to  Harry  Hanley 
was  turned  over  the  leadership  of  that  particular 
outfit  to  push  on  to  success,  and  that  later  on  this 
young  Hanley  was  shot  down  and  taken  to  the 
hospital  with  eleven  wounds,  and  when  his  mother 
showed  me  a  letter  from  a  nurse  in  a  hospital  in 
France,  a  cheerful  note  sent  at  his  dictation,  stat- 
ing that  while  he  was  badly  cut  up  and  wounded 
that  he  would  be  home,  soon,  and  then  being  in- 
formed that  he  had  passed  away,  I  got  the  feeling 
that  I  owed  something  to  that  mother  and  to  that 
boy's  neighbors,  and  to  the  boys  who  fought  with 
him,  and  I  felt  like  putting  in  an  order  here  today 
naming  a  square  in  some  part  of  Roxbury  adjacent 
to  his  home  after  Lieut.  Harry  Hanley.  But  then 
I  thought  of  the  great  number  of  young  men  who 
have  made  the  supreme  sacrifice,  who  perhaps  are 
strangers  to  me  and  who  I  have  no  interest  in,  but 
later  on  some  one  might  say,  "Why  not  name  a 
square  or  a  street  after  them,"  and  not  having 
enough  squares  and  streets  to  name  after  those  who 
have  passed  away  I  thought  it  would  be  altogether 
wrong  to  recognize  Harry  Hanley's  valor  and  not 
to  recognize  that  of  others  who  have  done  as  well, 
or  who  were  willing  to  do  as  well,  aDd  have  passed 
away.  Consequently,  the  thought  struck  me  that 
a  memorial  bulletin— not  a  magnificent,  per- 
manent affair,  but  temporary  bulletins  in  the 
different  sections  of  the  city — for  instance,  in 
Roxbury,  in  Washington  Park  the  names  of  the 
boys  who  were  in  the  service  from  that  locality 
within  a  certain  zone  and  those  who  passed  away 
might  be  emblazoned  on  that  bulletin, — at  least, 
until  some  permanent  memorial  could  be  erected 
to  them;  that  in  Charlestown,  perhaps  on  the 
Sullivan  Square  playground,  a  bulletin  could  be 
erected;  at  Thomas  Park  in  South  Boston;  in 
Ronan  Park  and  other  places  there  would  be  an 
immediate  recognition  in  the  way  of  temporary 
memorial  bulletins  containing  the  names  of  those 
young  men  who  have  passed  away  and  those  who 
have  survived,  who  at  least  are  entitled  to  have 
•  the  public  know  that  they  have  done  their  bit. 
And  for  that  reason,  Mr.  President,  I  have  intro- 
duced this  order  calling  upon  the  Mayor  to  join 
with  the  Council  in  formulating  some  plan  for  the 
erection  of  these  temporary  memorial  bulletins 
and  I  therefore  feel  that  it,  being  no  great  expense, 
should  be  considered  in  executive  session,  and  I 
move  that  the  rules  be.  suspended  in  order  that  it 
may  be  put  upon  its  passage  at  this  time,  trusting 
that  there  will  be  no  objection. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  the  order 
appears  to  me  to  be  very  meritorious  and  ought  to 
meet  with  the  approval  of  very  nearly  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Council,  perhaps  every  member  of  the 
Council.  As  I  understand  from  the  mover  of  the 
order  what  he  has  in  mind  is  a  temporary  memorial. 
My  own  view  of  the  matter  would  be  that  these 
memorials  should  be  as  near  permanent  as  it  is 
possible  to  have  them  rather  than  a  temporary 
honor  or  recognition  of  the  work  and  the  deeds 
that  the  men  are  being  honored  for.  I  think  this  is 
a  matter  that,  while  we  may  be  carried  away  in  our 
enthusiasm  for  doing  something,  what  we  may 
eventually  do  may  not  be  the  most  suitable,  may 
not  be  the  most  permanent,  unless  we  take  the 
time  and  thought  to  consider  it  an  see  if  it  is 
possible  to  have  these  memorials  in  some  suitable 
and  some  permanent  form.  And  the  thought  came 
to  my  mind  as  the  order  was  being  talked  about 


here  that  perhaps  it  would  be  .desirable  to  haye  the 
Art  Department  pass  upon  what  would  be  the  most 
suitable  form  of  memorial  so  that  we  might  consider 
it,  and  to  therefore  not  act  too  hastily  in  this  matter 
until  we  have  had  the  advicr  of  competent  author- 
ities. And  again  I  understand,  and  assume,  that 
the  Mayor  has  not  been  consulted  on  this  matter 
up  to  the  present  time.  We  are  asking  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  to  join  with  the  Council.  I  think  that 
he  should  be  consulted  in  this  matter  to  find  out 
what  his  views  may  be  upon  this  question,  because 
I  believe  that  the  Mayor  has  some  very  pronounced 
views  regarding  a  large  memorial,  the  new  Harvard 
Bridge  for  one  thing  having  been  talked  about. 
And  there  may  be  other  views  that  will  be  enter- 
tained by  other  competent  men  in  the  com  unity. 
I  think  this  is  quite  a  broad  question  and  that  the 
Council  ought  not  to  pass  on  it  in  haste.  I  am  not 
talking  about  the  merits  of  the  order  at  all,  which 
I  think  are  unquestioned,  and  which  I  would  like 
to  approve.  I  do  not  quite  agree  with  the  thought 
as  expressed  by  Coun.  Watson  that  it  ought  to  be 
temporary.  I  thii  k  it  ought  to  be  of  a  permanent 
and  more  substantial  nature. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
state  for  the  information  of  the  member  who  has 
just  spoken  that  I  had  in  mind  that  there  was  going 
to  be  a  memorial  of  a  more  permanent  nature  in 
the  way  of  a  bridge  or  public  building.  His  Honor 
the  Mayor  saw  fit  to  appoint  me  as  the  only  mem- 
ber of  the.  Council  on  that  committee,  and  I  am 
serving  upon  it  and  was  at  the  meeting  a  few  days 
ago.  That  is  just  why  I  wanted  these  memorials 
temporary.  I  did  not  want  the  city  to  enter  into 
any  great  expense  tor  anything  of  a  permanent 
nature,  because  I  believe  anything  of  a  permanent 
nature  in  recognition  of  the  deeds  of  the  young 
men  who  fought  for  us  in  this  great  war  there 
would  not  be  a  sum  sufficient,  in  my  opinion,  to 
pay  for  the  memorials,  for  these  young  men  are  so 
worthy  and  so  deserving.  That  is  why  I  said 
"temporary."  I  am  willing  to  strike  out  the  word 
"temporary"  and  make  it  a  permanent  bulletin. 
The  councilor  speaks  about  referring  it  to  the 
Art  Commission.  I  have  only  asked  that  the 
Mayor  be  requested  to  join  with  the  Council  in 
considering  doing  this.  I  ask  him  to  join  with  us 
in  considering  the  arrangements  tor  this.  I  have 
said  nothing  about  anything  in  the  order  of  build- 
ing them.  The  order  is  quite  plain.  That  is  why 
I  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules.  I  say,  "That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  join  with  the 
Council  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  to  erect  suit- 
able temporary  memorial  bulletins,"  meet  with  us. 
And  then  we  could  call  in  the  Art  Commission  or 
whoever 'we  might  want  to  call  in,  whoever  could 
help  us  in  any  way.  I  do  feel  there  ought  to  be  some 
immediate  recognition  in  the  way  of  putting  names 
on  bulletins  in  recognition  of  what  the  young  men 
have  done.  And  I  sincerely  trust  the  gentleman 
will  withdraw  his  objection,  stating  that  we  are 
acting  too  hastily.  Sometimes  haste  is  not  a  good 
thing,  but  in  a  small  matter  like  this  haste  can  do 
no  harm.  And  ii  the  gentleman  will  not  withdraw 
his  objection  to  suspension  of  the  rules,  if  he  will 
say  so  I  will  then  withdraw  my  motion  to  suspend 
the  rules.  Mr.  President,  I  am  in  error.  I  under- 
stand that  the  rules  have  been  suspended  and  that 
the  question  now  is  on  the  passage. 

Coud.  FORD— Mr.  President,  on  October  28, 
1918,  Coun.  WatsoD  introduced  an  older  of  some- 
what similar  import:  "That  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
be  requested  to  have  the  proper  department  erect 
a  memorial  in  some  prominent  spot  or  square  in  the 
city  bearingthe  names  of  ibose  who  have  made  and 
who  may  make  the  supreme  sac)  ifice  in  the  service 
of  our  beloved  country."  I  wonder  if  the  coun- 
cilor remembers  what  happened  to  1hat  order.  It 
went  to  the  Executive  Committee.     Did  we  pass  it? 

President  COLLINS — The  Council  passed  the 
order. 

Coun.  WATSON — The  order  was  passed,  aDd  I 
thiDk  the  outcome  of  that  order  was  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  for  a 
permanent  memorial. 

Coun.  FORD — I  did  not  know  whether  that  was 
passed  or  not,  and  my  only  point,  Mr.  President, 
was  that  if  it  had  not  been  passed  I  thought  we 
ought  to  pass  both-  of  them. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  want 
to  have  it  appear  that  I  was  entering  any  objection 
to  the  order ,  as  I  did  not.  My  thought  of  the  order 
was  that  it  might  have  a  little  bit  more  careful 
study  and  that  perhaps  it  would  be  inadvisable  to 
act  hastily  here  today  on  the  matter.  I  do  not 
want  to  appear  to  be  opposed  to  it  at  all. 

The  order  was  passed.

eve.  This  play  has  been  running  in  New  York 
for  upwards  of  one  year,  and  undoubtedly  the 
management  know  whether  their  ordinary  price 
is  enough  for  them  to  make  a  fair  profit,  and  to 
increase  for  one  evening  from  $3  to  $5  is  the  most 
barefaced  attempt  to  rob  the  citizens  of  Boston 
who  feel  that  they  wish  to  go  to  the  theater  that 
night  of  anything  I  have  ever  heard  of.  Other 
theaters  may  or  may  not  be  contemplating  sim- 
ilar action — that  I  don't  know. 

Coun.  WATSON— They  always  do  it. 

Coun.  LANE — I  am  reminded  that  it  is  the 
general  practice  of  the  theaters  to  increase  their 
prices  on  that  night  somewhat,  but  never  to  such 
an  extent  as  this.  I  think  this  Council  should 
offer  some  protest  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
who  has  it  in  his  power  to  regulate  that  by  with- 
holding their  license.

REJECTION   OF   TRUST. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  31,  1918. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  desire  to  inform  you  that  the 
City  of  Boston  was  named  as  trustee  under  the 
will  of  Patrick  J.  Donovan,  deceased,  late  of 
Charlestown,  Mass.  The  terms  of  the  will  that 
affect  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  conditions  of  the 
trust  are  briefly  as  follows: 

Under  the  terms  of  his  will  which  was  allowed 
November  7,  1912,  the  testator  appointed  Annie 
E.  Donovan,  his  wife,  executrix,  and  s  e,  together 
with  two  others,  were  appointed  trustees  under  the 
will.  All  of  the  testator's  property  was  left  to  the 
trustees  under  his  will,  who  were  ordered  to  pay  the 
net  income  to  Annie  E.  Donovan  during  her  life 
and  upon  her  death  to  pay  over  and  distribute  his 
estate  in  accordance  with  paragraphs  numbered 
first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  of  said 
will.  Annie  E.  Donovan  was  the  only  trustee 
under  the  will  who  undertook  the  trust  and  quali- 
fied, the  other  two  having  died  before  the  testator. 
Annie  E.  Donovan  has  recently  died  so  that  it  is 
now  time  to  distribute  the  estate  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  will. 

In  each  of  the  paragraphs  numbered  first, 
second,  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  of  said  will, 
$5,000  is  bequeathed  to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be 
invested  by  it  and  the  income  to  be  paid  by  the 
City  of  Boston  to  the  pastor  for  the  time  being  of 
St.  Mary's  Church,  now  located  on  Winthrop  and 
Warren  streets,  Charlestown,  Mass.,  and  to  be  by 
him  used  for  a  specific  religious  or  charitable 
purpose  set  out  in  each  clause  above  referred  to. 
If,  however,  the  City  of  Boston  fails  or  refuses  to 
accept  the  above  mentioned  trusts  the  payments 
are  to  be  made  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Archbishop 
of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  for  the  time  being  to 
hold  in  his  corporate  capacity  on  the  same  trusts. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  City  of  Boston,  if  it 
accepts  the  trusts  above  referred  to,  will  be  in  the 
position  of  managing  the  trust  fund  above  referred 
to  and  receiving  no  benefit  therefrom. 

I  am  informed  by  counsel  that  the  Archbishop 
of  Boston  will  accept  the  trusts  if  the  city  refuses,

I  return  herewith  order  of  the  City  Council 
requesting  information  as  to  the  advisability  of 
installing  motor-driven  street  sweepers  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

At  the  present  time  there  are  a  number  ot  motor- 
driven  devices  on  the  market,  but  I  feel  that  most 
of  them  are  in  the  experimental  stage,  there 
are  two  machines,  however,  that  are  being  used 
in  different  cities  throughout  the  United  States. 

The  first  is  the  Baxter  vacuum  street  cleaner, 
a  motor-driven  truck  with  vacuum  attachment 
for  picking  up  dry  dust  and. horse  droppings  on 
smoothlv  paved  streets.  This  machine  will  not 
work  unless  the  material  to  be  picked  up  is  abso- 
lutely dry,  and  will  only  work  on  wood  block, 
sheet  asphalt,  or  on  the  best  paved  granite  streets 
In  my  opinion  this  machine  would  not  be  adapted 
to  a  street  cleaning  division  in  this  city. 

The  most  practical  motor-driven  machine  now 
on  the  market  is  the  one  known  as  the  Elgin  motor 
sweeping  machine.  The  only  weak  point  in  this 
machine  is  that  it  cannot  sweep  from  within  8  to 
10  inches  of  the  curb,  leaving  the  gutter  unswept, 
which  would  necessitate  the  preceding  or  follow- 
in"  of  the  machine  by  broom  men.  With  tne 
above-mentioned  exception  it  operates  success- 
fully on  well  paved  streets,  and  is  in  use  in  many 
cities  throughout  the  country.  The  average  area 
swept  with  this  machine  is  about  twice  that  covered 
by  the  horse-drawn  sweeper.  _  , 

The  cost  of  the  Elgin  machine  is  $5,o00.  lo 
discontinue  the  present  horse-drawn  sweepers 
(twenty-nine  in  number)  and  to  install  motor- 
driven 'sweepers  would  necessitate  the  purchase  ot 
fourteen  of  these  machines,  at  a  cost  ot  about 
$77  000  I  am  recommending  the  purchase  this 
year  of  one  Elgin  sweeper,  as  I  feel  that  it  would 
be  inadvisable  to  invest  any  considerable  sum  in 
this  equipment  until  we  had  a  fair  trial  ot  the 
apparatus  under  our  own  service  conditions.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  received  through  your  Honor 
the  request  of  the  City  Council  for  my  opinion 
"whether  the  Edison  Illuminating  Company  of 
Boston  have  a  legal  right  to  charge  the  consuming 
public  of  Boston  an  excess  price  over  the  contract 
agreement  existing  between  the  company  and  the 
consumer  to  reimburse  the  corporation  for  the 
present  high  price  of  coal.  In  addition,  whether 
the  company  has  a  legal  right  to  exact  from  the 
consumer  an  additional  charge  of  10  per  cent  on 
the  face  of  the  bill  as  rendered,  as  contemplated  by 
a  recent  notice  sent  out  by  the  company  under 
date  of  November  1,  1918." 

The  legal  relationship  existing  between  the 
Edison  Company  and  the  general  consuming  pub- 
lic is  one  of  contract  between  the  company  and  the 
individual  consumer  by  the  terms  of  which  the 
company  offers  to  sell  electricity  for  a  particular 
use  according  to  schedule,  and  the  consumer  agrees 
to  pay  for  such  service  at  the  company's  standard 
rates  as  they  exist  from  time  to  time.  Residential 
lighting  is  charged  for  at  a  uniform  meter  rate 
computed  on  the  basis  of  kilowatt  hour  consump- 
tion. The  present  rate  of  10  cents  a  kilowatt  hour 
has  been  reached  by  gradual  voluntary  reductions 
of  the  company,  following  the  recommendation  of 
the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners 
that  on  and  after  July  1,  1908,  the  company  offer 
to  sell  electricity  at  a  uniform  price  not  to  exceed 
12  cents  per  kilowatt  hour. 

It  thus  follows  that  up  x,o  the  maximum  price  of 
12  cents  per  kilowatt  hour,  at  least,  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company  has  a  legal  right  to 
determine  the  price  at  which  it  will  offer  to  sell 
electricity  to  the  general  consumer,  subject  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  each  contract  with  each 
individual  consumer. 

The  company  in  advancing  the  price  of  electricity 
has  chosen  to  increase  the  rate  by  the  addition  of 
the  so-called  coal  clause  adjustment  and  percentage 
increase  method  rather  than  to  establish  a  fixed 
advanced  rate  per  kilowatt  hour. 

The  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commis- 
sioners has  never  approved  nor  disapproved  the 
scheme  of  coal  clause  charges  to  meet  the  emer- 
gency due  to  the  extreme  rise  in  the  cost  of  coal, 
labor  and  material.  The  percentage  increase  was 
made  without  the  approval  of  the  Board  as  the 
company  had  a  right  to  increase  the  price  as  here- 
inbefore indicated.  However,  proceedings  are 
pending  before  the  commission  on  a  consumer's 
petition,  during  which  all  consumers  have  a  right 
to  protest.

EMPLOYMENT   OF   SOLDIERS,  SAILORS 
AND   MARINES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  25,  1919. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — That  the  work  of  obtaining  em- 
ployment of  all  kinds  for  the  men  who  are  being 
discharged  from  the  service  of  the  United  States 
may  be  carried  on  effectively  and  efficiently,  ade- 
quate funds  must  be  provided,  and  it  is  for  this 
purpose  that  I  am  addressing  this  message  to  the 
City  Council. 

It  was  originally  believed  that  when  demobili- 
zation began  the  United  States  Government  would 
provide  agencies  and  funds  for  finding  employment 
for  men  leaving  the  service.  This  the  Government 
has  not  done.  On  the  contrary,  it  has  definitely 
indicated  that  the  work  of  placing  discharged  men 
in  positions  is  distinctly  a  local  function,  the  cost 
of  which  must  be  borne  by  each  locality. 

The  task  of  finding  suitable  employment  for 
returned  men  is  daily  assuming  greater  proportions. 
There  are  no  funds  available,  and  if  Boston  is  to 
do  her  share  properly  in  this  highly  patriotic  work 
ample  funds  must  be  provided  at  once.  It  is  felt 
that  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  is 
needed  immediately  to  guarantee  the  successful 
carrying  on  of  the  work  of  securing  employment 
for  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines,  and 
this  sum  should  be  made  available  at  once,  to  be 
expended  under  my  direction  for  the  purpose 
mentioned. 

The  Governor  of  Massachusetts  is  introducing 
a  bill  into  the  Legislature  providing  for  the  appro- 
priation by  the  state  of  a  like  sum,  which  will 
undoubtedly  be  used  to  supplement  in  some  degree 
the  work  now  being  prosecuted  in  Boston. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  statement  of 
facts  I  earnestly  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order.

DISCHARGE   OF   UNITED   STATES 
SOLDIERS   AND   SAILORS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil the  United  States  soldiers  and  sailors,  both 
enlisted  men  and  men  in  the  draft  now  in  service 
with  the  allied  armies  and  navies  in  Europe,  be 
ordered  back  to  the  United  States  and  permitted  to 
take  their  places  in  civil  life  immediately. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  send  a  copy  of  this 
resolve  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  to 
both  branches  of  Congress  and  to  the  Secretaries 
of  War  and  Navy  at  once. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
move  a  suspension  of  the  rule,  that  the  order  may 
go  on  its  passage  now.  I  hesitate  to  express  my 
views  concerning  the  order  I  have  offered,  by 
reason  of  the  very  strong  feeling  I  have  concerning 
the  treatment  accorded  our  boys  in  the  service 
across  the  water;  but,  because  of  the  great  demand 
made  upon  me  personally  and  because  of  the 
heartrending  communications  I  have  read  in  the 
daily  Press  showing  the  desire  of  parents,  brothers 
and  sisters,  relatives  and  friends,  to  have  their 
boys  back  home,  I  am  compelled  to  express  my 
opinion,  even  though  perhaps  it  may  not  meet 
with  the  approval  of  the  majority  of  the  members 
and  may  be  considered  by  the  authorities  as  a 
criticism  of  their  conduct.  Nevertheless,  I  have  a 
duty  to  perform,  and  I  am  going  to  perform  it.  I 
believe  our  entrance  into  the  war  meant  that  we 
were  to  go  over  there  and  aid  the  Allies  in  stemming 
the  tide  of  German  aggression  against  the  world, 
and  I  believe  the  entrance  of  the  United  States 
into  that  war  and  the  work  of  our  soldiers  and 
marines  begun  at  Chateau  Thierry  meant  the 
turning  of  the  tide — the  defeat  of  Germany  and 
the  success  of  the  Allies.  But  the  war  is  over  and 
many  of  our  relatives  and  friends  are  still  over  there, 
and  according  to  the  public  Press  it  is  possible  that 
a  great  many  boys  who  volunteered  and  were 
drafted  will  be  kept  in  foreign  countries  for  a  year, 
and  perhaps  longer,  to  do  police  work.  I  believe 
that  is  absolutely  wrong.  I  believe  the  young  men 
who  entered  thie  service  either  as  volunteers  or 
through  the  draft,  who  went  over  prepared  to  make 
the  supreme  sacrifice — and  many  have  made  it- 
have  completed  their  work  in  a  proper  and  heroic 
way,  and  that  the  survivors  are  now  entitled  to 
come  back  and  enter  civil  life  again,  starting  without 
too  serious  a  handicap.  We  hear  of  those  returning 
being  unable  to  secure  employment,  and  the  longer 
they  are  kept  in  the  service  the  harder  it  is  going  to 
be  for  them  to  secure  it,  because  it  is  a  case  of  '  'out 
of  sight,  out  of  mind."  I  remember  that  when 
they  went  away  there  was  a  tremendous  hurrah 
and  employers  all  fought  as  to  who  should  put  out 
the  service  flag  with  the  greatest  number  of  stars. 
They  were  all  going  to  do  everything  for  those  in 
the  service  to  save  the  world  from  Prussian  oppres- 
sion. But  now  the  boys  are  returning,  and  our 
hearts  ache  as  we  see  them,  the  left  arm  with  a 
service  stripe  and  the  right  arm  with  a  stripe 
showing  that  they  have  been  wounded,  and  when 
we  see  them  minus  limbs  and  bearing  the  scars  of 
battle.  They  have  upheld  the  honor  and  dignity 
of  our  country,  which  has  fought  without  desire  for 
territorial  gain  but  simply  to  make  the  world  safe 
for  democracy,  and  it  is  hard  now  to  see  them 
ignored  on  the  streets,  not  regarded  as  heroes 
except  by  their  relatives  and  friends.  The  general 
public  have  forgotten  them.  The  parents,  sisters 
and  brothers,  sweethearts,  relatives  and  friends, 
must  now  wait  until  their  boys  come  back,  and  that 
will  be — God  only  knows  when.  Let  me  cite  only 
one  illustration  of  the  treatment  accorded  the  boys, 
one  case  alone  where  the  treatment  was  positively 
brutal.  I  know  the  case  of  a  young  man  who 
enlisted  in  the  service,  not  waiting  for  the  draft. 
He  is  across  in  France,  in  a  base  hospital.  He 
writes  back  continually,  "In  God's  name,  let  me 
know  how  you  are.  I  have  not  received  a  single 
communication  from  you  since  I  have  been  hen  cm 
French  soil.  Arc  you  dead  or  alive'.'  I  received 
an  old  paper  in  the  last  mail  telling  about  the 
epidemic  of  influenza,  how  people  are  dying  off  in 
great  numbers,  how  the  number  of  doctors  ami 
muses  is  insufficient  to  attend  to  the  cases,  and  how 
conditions  are  growing  worse.  Are  you  alive  en- 
dead?"        There     is     uue    sample     nl      the     irealiuent. 

being  accorded  to  those  who  are  across.  1  say  our 
duty  i"  this  war,  as  far  as  our  boys  are  concerned, 
has  been  fulfilled.     We  should  not  be  called  upon 
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to  allow  our  boys  to  remain  over  there  to  police 
Europe,  to  enter  into  their  every  little  squabble, 
their  trouble  with  Socialists,  acting  as  policemen 
there  under  conditions  perhaps  which  make  their 
lives  like  those  of  a  dog — tearing  down  barbed 
wire,  doing  menial  work  of  all  sorts.  I  say  it  is 
time  that  the  United  States  took  steps  to  hasten 
home  to  their  families  and  friends  their  loved  ones, 
the  boys  who  have  done  so  well  their  duty  over 
there.  Perhaps  this  order  will  have  no  force,  but 
it  at  least  represents  my  opinion  and  I  believe 
the  opinion  of  every  member  of  the  Council.  I 
trust  sincerely  that  the  order  will  pass  under 
suspension  of  the  rule.

We 
all  know  that,  and  if  this  order  is  put  through  it 
would  mean  an  apparent  attempt  to  give  jobs  to 
a  lot  of  men  who  can't  handle  them.  It  is  simply 
bluffing  them,  that  is  all. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  move  to  amend 
by  adding  the  words  "qualified  to  do  such  work," 
so  that  it  will  read  "and  preference  be  given  to 
returning  soldiers  and  sailors  qualified  to  do  such 
work." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  order  as 
amended  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

STRANDWAY  IMPROVEMENT.'

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  the  order  of  the 
City  Council  dated  December  2,  1918,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  has  had  prepared  a  state- 
ment relative  to  the  Strandway  improvement. 
This  I  am  attaching.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor: 

I  submit  herewith  a  letter  from  the  division  engi- 
neer in  charge  of  the  Strandway  improvement  in 
reply  to  the  order  of  the  City  Council  that  they  be 
informed  when  work  is  to  be  resumed  on  the  Strand- 
way, South  Boston. 

As  the  appropriation  is  practically  exhausted,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  the  department  to  have  a  new 
appropriation.  In  my  opinion,  there  is  little  of 
this  work  which  could  be  done  in  the  near  future, 
owing  to  the  necessity  of  the  silt  drying  out  and  the 
probability  of  a  settlement  which  wrould  not  warrant 
constructing  the  roadways.

Public  Works  Department, 
Bridge  and  Ferry  Division,  January  3,  1919. 
To  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works: 

I  return  to  you  an  order  of  the  City  Council, 
dated  December  2,  1918,  in  which  it  is  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  that  the  City  Council 
be  informed  when  the  work  is  to  be  resumed  at  the 
Strandway,  South  Boston,  and  when  the  develop- 
ment will  be  completed. 

The  original  project  for  which  the  City  Council 
appropriated  $599,000  and  for  the  execution  of 
which  contracts  were  let,  based  upon  the  same 
plans  and  quantities  from  which  the  amount  of 
this  appropriation  was  estimated,  included  the 
following: 

The  construction  of  a  heavy  wooden  bulkhead, 
1,600  feet  long,  on  the  southeast  boundary  of  the 
work. 

The  protection  of  this  bulkhead  with  stone 
ballast. 

The  dredging  of  about  seventy-five  acres  of  mud 
flats. 

The  reclamation  of  about  fifty-six  acres  of  fiats 
and  foreshore. 

The  subgrading  of  about  seventy-five  acres  of 
filled  land. 

The  construction  of  a  sand  beach  about  one  mile 
long  and  500  feet  wide. 

The  building  of  temporary  walks  and  roadways 
and  planting  spaces. 

The  const  ruction  of  surface  drains,  catch-basins 
and  manholes. 

The  erection  of  a  bath  house  on  the  new  beach 
front. 

Of  this  work  all  is  practically  completed  except 
the  building  of  walks,  roadways  and  planting 
spaces  ;m,l  the  erection  of  the  b:ill>  house. 

The  actual  cost  of  and  the  actual  quantities  of 
the  ii cms  for  tliis  work  liavc  varied  bo  considerably 
from  the  amounts  specified  in  the  original  estimate 
of  quantities  upon  which  the  appropriation  and 
the  contracts  were  based  thai  further  work  without 
additional  money  is  impo    il.l 

A  concrete  example  of  this  variation  is  Been  in 
the  item  of  filling. 


When  the  original  appropriation  was  made  in 
1916  it  was  based  on  an  estimate  worked  up  from 
incomplete  surveys.  The  actual  amount  of 
filling,  including  sand  on  the  beach,  was  estimated 
at  about  1,170,000  cubic  yards.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  although  the  plans  were  changed  so  that  a 
large  amount  of  filling  was  eliminated  from  the 
scheme  as  originally  contemplated,  the  amount  of 
filling,  including  sand  on  the  beach,  amounts  to 
about  1,364,000  cubic  yards,  an  excess  of  approxi- 
mately 200,000  cubic  yards  of  that  originally 
estimated. 

Borings  taken  in  1916  also  showed  the  possi- 
bility of  obtaining  sand  which  could  be  pumped 
on  to  the  beach.  Actually,  there  was  no  sand 
available  from  the  area  to  be  dredged  and  the  con- 
tractor was  forced  to  go  outside  the  area  and 
furnish  over  100,000  cubic  yards  of  sand  for  the 
beach  at  a  price  of  60  cents,  instead  of  a  price  for 
dredged  material  within  the  area  of  29  cents  per 
cubic  yard. 

Again,  although  the  estimated  cost  of  the  bulk- 
head was  $10,000,  it  actually  cost  $30,440.  No 
provision  was  made  in  the  original  estimate  for 
engineering,  inspection  and  other  incidentals. 

The  work  is  done  except  for  finishing  details, 
such  as  bath  house  structures,  loam  spaces,  road- 
ways,- etc.  Work  will  not  be  resumed  of  course 
until  money  is  available  to  do  the  work  and  I 
believe  at  this  time  it  would  be  inadvisable  to  do  so, 
as  over  a  large  area  there  is  a  considerable  amount 
of  silt  which  should  be  given  time  to  dry  out  and 
compact  before  anything  is  done  on  top  of  it.  I 
think  it  would  also  be  advisable  to  wait  for  a  year 
or  so  before  doing  any  work  on  the  roadways  as 
there  is  a  possibility  of  settlement  which  would 
disturb  the  surface.

INSPECTION   OF   PRISONS. 

Coun.  FORD,  for  the 'Committee  on  Inspection 
of  Prisons,  submitted  the  following  report: 

This  report  is  made  in  accordance  with  provisions 
of  chapter  223  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Prisons  which  has  attended  to  its  duty 
and  submits  the  following: 

The  institutions  reported  on  are  the  Suffolk 
County  Jail  on  Charles  street;  the  Suffolk  School 
for  Boys  at  Rainsford  Island;  House  of  Correction 
at  Deer  Island. 

Suffolk  County  Jail. 

The  jail  was  visited  and  inspected  twice  in 
accordance  with  the  law  and  the  committee  found 
the  institution  well  conducted  and  received  no 
complaints  from  the  institution.  The  population 
at  the  jail  ranges  from  approximately  275  to  500 
inmates.  Some  of  these  are  serving  sentence; 
some  are  awaiting  trial  in  the  lower  and  superior 
courts;  and  some  are  awaiting  the  result  of  their 
appeals  from  the  lower  to  the  superior  courts.  It  is 
to  be  observed  and  kept  in  mind  that  the  presump- 
tion of  innocence  is  in  favor  of  a  large  majority  of 
the  population  at  this  institution.  Under  the  law 
of  this  Commonwealth  a  defendant  in  a  criminal 
case  is  presumed  to  be  innocent  until  his  guilt  is 
established  by  conviction.  Many  of  the  inmates 
are  found  not  guilty  at  their  trials  in  the  lower  and 
superior  courts,  and  the  cases  of  many  are  nol 
prossed  by  the  District  Attorney  after  investigation 
of  the  facts.  Yet,  these  men  and  women,  innocent 
though  they  may  be,  are  confined  at  the  county 
jail  under  conditions  that  shock  the  conscience  in 
these  days. 

The  committee  find  that  the  following  specific 
conditions  exist  and  they  feel  it  their  duty  not  only 
to  call  attention  to  them  but  to  strongly  urge  and 
recommend  their  immediate  improvement: 

1.  The  jail  has  no  hospital  and  many  of  the 
inmates  when  first  brought  to  the  institution  are 
in  need  of  hospital  treatment.  H  is  usually  found 
necessary  to  administer  about  1 ,500  to  1,000  medical 
treatments  a  month  and  this  professional  duty 
has  to  be  performed  by  the  jail  physician  under 
distressing  conditions,  unsuited  to  modern  medical 
theory  and  practice.  A  case  well  in  point  is  that 
of  the  defendant  Schwartz  who  was  held  at  the 
jail  for  the  murder  of  the  Slater  butler.     Schwartz 

ill  of  pneumonia  and  under  the  law  could 
not  be  moved  from  the  jail  to  a  hospital  as  lie  was 
charged  with  a  capital  offence.  The  sheriff  had 
him  placed  in  the  best  available  place  in  the  jail, 
for  care  and  treatment,  but  this  place,  especially 
in  the  depth  of  a  severe  winter,  was  totally  unfit 
for  a  pneumonia  patient. 

2.  Cells,  which  arc  usually  occupied  by  two 
persons,  are  not  provided  with  toilet  facilities,  the 
ancient,  offensive  and  unsanitary  bucket  system 
being  in  vogue,  and  these  buckets  must  remain 
for  hours  in  the  cells  in  which  the  men  are  compelled 
to  cat  their  meals.  The  bucket  system  also  pre- 
vails in  the  portion  of  the  jail  occupied  by  the 
women. 

3.  Prisoners  have  their  food  passed  to  thom  in 
their  cells  and  must  eat  it  there,  where  under, 
modern  conditions  in  the  interest  of  health  and 
cleanliness  a  place  should  be  provided  in  the 
institution  where  prisoners  might  nave  their  meals. 

4.  There  is  no  provision  whatever  for  the  hold- 
ing of  religious  services  at  the  county  jail,  there  is 
no  place  at  the  institution  where  I  he\  ma  i  lie  held, 
and  the  startling  fact  is  revealed  that  they  have 
never  been  held  there.  It  would  seem  that  this 
jail  is  a  place  where  many  men  and  many  women 


might  be  bettered  by  religious  consolation  and 
that  men  and  women  awaiting  trial,  presumed 
under  the  law  to  be  innocent,  should  not  be  denied 
the  right  to  attend  religious  worship. 

5.  Suitable  provision  should  be  made  for 
visitors  at  this  institution,  having  in  mind  especially 
the  members  of  the  families  of  the  unfortunate 
confined  there.  The  present  arrangements  in  this 
respect  are  totally  inadequate  and  are  such  as  to 
bring  the  innocent  and  unsuspecting,  men  and 
women  alike,  into  close  contact  with  the  worst 
elements  in  the  community. 

Suffolk  School  for  Boys. 

This  school  was  inspected  twice  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  law  and  an  inspection  was 
made  of  the  premises  and  buildings  and  the  work 
conducted  in  the  institution  in  company  with  the 
superintendent,  Mr.  John  Ryan.  The  condition, 
both  from  a  physical  and  mental  standpoint,  of 
the  boys  was  excellent  and  no  complaints  were 
made  to  the  committee  of  any  nature.  In  fact  it  is 
especially  pleasing  to  see  the  healthy  and  robust 
condition  of  the  boys  at  this  institution. 

There  should  be  a  new  boiler  installed  and  it 
is  well  to  point  out  that  the  heating  arrangement 
in  the  dormitories  should  be  changed.  The  ceilings 
in  the  chapel  and  schoolrooms  should  be  renewed 
and  the  coal  shed  and  the  pilings  which  are  in  a 
bad  condition  as  a  result  of  the  fire  of  December  25, 
191S,  should  be  fixed  up  and  put  in  shape. 

The  committee  recommends  that  a  concrete 
building  should  be  erected  for  the  making  of 
shoes,  as  excellent  work  is  done  in  this  depart- 
ment, and  that  there  should  be  new  quarters  for 
the  boys  to  live  in,  and  it  strikes  the  committee 
that  much  valuable  land  could  be  made  for  expan- 
sion by  filling  in  the  small  bay. 

In  general,  because  of  the  agitation  at  the  State 
House  for  the  wiping  out  of  this  institution,  appro- 
priations have  been  very  smalt  and  the  superin- 
tendent has  been  too  closely  confined  in  the  ex- 
penditure of  money  in  maintenance,  and  has  had 
very  little  money  for  improvements  and  the  com- 
mittee recommends  a  more  liberal  appropriation 
this  year. 

House  of  Correction. 

This  institution  was  visited  twice  by  the  com- 
mittee in  accordance  with  the  law  stated  above, 
and  what  struck  the  committee  most  was  the 
perfect  harmony  in  thought  and  action  existing 
between  the  new  commissioner,  Mr.  Sanford 
Bates,  and  the  new  master,  Mr.  Henry  H.  Higgins. 
These  men  are  intelligent  and  the  city  is  to  be 
congratulated  in  finding  two  men  who  will  make  a 
study  of  the  institution  and  try  to  carry  out  the 
more  practical  ideas  of  the  modern  penologists. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  following 
appropriations  asked  for  in  the  new  budget  be 
allowed: 

1.  Four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  is  asked 
for  a  new  roof  for  the  hospital  building.  This 
roof  leaks  badly  in  a  number  of  places  and  at  least 
one  hall'  of  this  work  must  be  done  at  once,  in  order 
to  prevent  da7nage  to  the  property  and  inconven- 
ience to  the  inmates.  The  whole  of  the  hospital 
is  being  used  now,  partly  as  a  dormitory  for  the 
women  inmates  and  partly  as  a  hospital  and 
quarters  for  the  officers. 

2.  Six  hundred  dollars  is  asked  for  the  pur- 
chase of  materials  for  painting  the  hospital.  The 
paint  is  completely  gone  in  a  number  of  places  and 
practically  all  of  the  woodwork  underneath  de- 
mands that  this  work  be  done  immediately. 

3.  Two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  has  been 
requested  for  a  new  floor  and  wall  covering  the 
bakery,  together  with  the  reconstruction  of  the 
toilet  facilities  in  this  building.  This  work  is 
urgently  necessary  as  a  health  measure,  and  the 
present  condition  should  not  be  tolerated  any 
longer. 

I  i  >no  thousand  dollars  is  to  provide  for  a 
university  trained  instructor  to  furnish  instruction 
in  the  English  language,  civil  government,  history, 
etc.,  to  those  of  the  inmates  who  desiro  it.  This 
is  in  line  with  the  best  thoughts  of  modern  penol- 
ogists and  is  a  necessary  clement  at  the  House  of 
Correction. 

5.  One  thousand  dollars  is  asked  for  auto 
truck,  a  great  economy  in  that  a  number  of  the 
horses  now  kept  at  the  island  can  be  disposed  of, 
and  a  groat  saving  will  result  in  the  cost  of  animal 
feed. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  ordered  printed. 
(City  Document  No.  122.)

CHAIR  FOR   COUNCILOR  ATTRIDGE. 

Coun.  McDONALD  offered  an  order —  That  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  be  authorized  to 
sell  to  the  members  and  officials  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, for  a  nominal  consideration,  the  chair  occupied 
by  Coun.  John  J.  Attridge  during  his  service  in  the 
City  Council. 

Coun.  McDONALD— Mr.  President,  I  offer 
this  order  in  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  City 
Council,  so  that  the  chair  that  Coun.  Attridge  has 
been  using  may  be  presented  to  him  as  a  token  and 
remembrance  of  his  service  in  the  Council.  As  the 
presiding  officer  has  said,  Coun.  Attridge  has  served 
here  for  nine  years  since  the  new  charter  came  in 
force.  While  we  have  not  all  agreed  with  him  at 
times,  he  has  always,  in  my  opinion,  and  I  know 
also  in  the  opinion  of  the  other  members  of  the  City 
Council,  acted  as  he  thought  was  best.  He  has 
been  a  good  public  servant,  and  while  I  myself, 
and  I  know  others  feel  the  same  way,  would  like  to 
present  him  with  something  else  as  he  is  leaving 
us,  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  was 
nothing  better  we  could  give  him  than  the  chair 
he  has  sat  in  here  for  nine  years.  It  is  the  wish  of 
the  other  members  of  the  Council  and  myself  that 
the  chair  be  taken  to  his  home  by  the  City  Mes- 
senger and  that  Coun.  Attridge  when  he  sits  in 
this  hereafter  will  remember  the  pleasant  days  in 
this  chamber  with  his  associates  of  1918. 

The  order  was  unanimously  passed. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
thank  the  members  of  the  City  Council  for  their 
kindness  to  me.     I  appreciate  it  very,  very  much. 


CLOSING   PROCEEDINGS. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  submitted  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  City  Council 
be  extended  to  Walter  L.  Collins  for  the  impar- 
tiality and  ability  he  has  displayed  as  presiding 
officer  for  the  municipal  year  1918. 

The  resolution  was  read  a  second  time,  and  the 
question  came  on  its  passage. 


Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Mr.  City  Clerk  and  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council  of  the  year  1918,  it  is  my 
pleasant  duty  today  to  speak  in  behalf  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council  in  relation  to  this  matter. 
The  members  of  the  City  Council  feel,  Mr.  Presi-  . 
dent,  that  you  have  conducted  yourself  as  president 
of  the  Council  in  a  way  that  is  satisfactory  to  all  the 
members.  I  have  served  in  the  City  Council  with 
you  since  the  adoption  of  the  new  charter.  My 
colleague  on  the  right,  Coun.  McDonald,  has  also 
served  during  the  same  period.  During  those  nine 
years  we  have  had  many  pleasant  experiences  to- 
gether as  members  of  this  Council,  engaged  in 
doing  the  city's  business.  The  other  members  of 
the  Council  have  served  with  you  as  we  have,  and 
they  have  come  to  know  you  and  your  work  as  a 
member.  I,  for  one,  was  pleased  when  I  knew  that 
you  were  re-elected  to  a  third  term  in  the  City 
Council.  I  sever  my  connection  with  the  Council 
today,  but  I  shall  always  look  back  to  the  years 
that  have  gone  as  exceedingly  pleasant  in  my  life, 
and  I  know  that  you  will  do  the  same.  It  has  been 
to  me  very  enjoyable  to  work  with  you  and  my 
other  colleagues.  We  have  not  always  agreed  on 
matters  of  policy.  That  was  inevitable.  We  had 
many  sides  in  regard  to  the  city's  business.  But  I 
shall  feel  that  whatever  disagreement  there  was  left 
no  sting  in  the  hearts  or  minds  of  the  members  with 
whom  I  was  associated.  Today  I  feel  sorry,  for  one 
reason,  and  that  is  that  our  Clerk  of  Committees, 
our  genial  friend,  John  F.  Dever,  is  not  with  us, 
being  at  home  ill.  I  know  we  all  have  the  same 
feeling  and  we  wish  that  he  might  be  with  us  today, 
as  he  has  been  on  so  many  other  such  occasions. 
In  speaking  for  the  members  of  the  Council  today 
I  am  also  speaking  for  the  officials  and  employees 
of  the  City  Council,  for  our  honored  City  Clerk  and 
his  assistant,  for  Mr.  Dever  and  his  assistant,  for 
Mr.  Leary  and  Jiis  assistant  and  for  Mr.  Harnden, 
our  stenographer,  as  well  as  for  the  plolice  officers 
who  all  have  a  high  regard  for  you,  Mr.  President. 
The  members  of  the  Council,  officials  and  em- 
ployees have  delegated  a  very  pleasant  dutyto  me. 
They  have  desired  that  there  be  given  to  you  at 
this  time  a  little  testimonial  of  the  regard  in  which 
they  hold  you  as  an  officer  and  a  member  of  the  City 
Council,  and  it  is  my  pleasure,  I  assure  you,  speak- 
ing for  my  colleagues  and  for  the  officials  and 
employees,  as  well  as  for  myself,  to  present  to  you 
something  which  shows  the"  appreciation  of  all  of  us 
for  you.  It  is  a  product  of  Massachusetts,  made  in 
a  city  near  Boston.  It  was  made  by  a  company 
which  has  a  reputation  throughout  the  entire  world. 
I  know  it  is  the  wish  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
and  the  officers  and  employees  that  as  you  look  at 
this  token  of  their  appreciation,  this  product  of 
Massachusetts  art,  you  will  always  be  reminded  of 
the  very  pleasant  and  happy  times  which  you  have 
spent  in  the  company  of  these  men  who  have  been 
your  friends,  colleagues  and  coworkers.  So,  in 
behalf  of  the  members,  officials  and  employees  of  the 
City  Council,  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  present 
to  you  in  their  name,  to  be  placed  in  your  office, 
this  clock,  this  beautiful  specimen  of  clockmaking, 
produced  by  the  Waltham  Clock  Company.  May 
it  hang  in  your  office,  Mr  President,  for  many, 
many  years,  and  when  you  are  working  in  your 
office  and  look  upon  its  face  may  you  think  of  the 
many  pleasant  days  you  have  had  with  us  all ;  may 
it  always  be  a  happy  reminder  to  you  of  your 
colleagues  who  served  with  you  as  members  of  the 
City  Council  of  Boston  and  of  our  officials  and 
employees.  I  present  to  you  in  their  name,  Mr. 
President,  this  token  of  their  appreciation.  (Pre- 
senting to  President  Collins  a  beautiful  wall  clock.) 

The  resolution  was  passed  by  a  unanimous  rising 
vote. 

President  COLLINS— Gentlemen  of  the  City 
Council,  officials  and  employees  connected  with  the 
body,  words  cannot  properly  describe  my  appre- 
ciation of  the  consideration  which  you  have  shown 
to  me  during  this  past  year.  As  stated  by  Coun. 
Attridge,  I  have  been  a  member  of  this  body  for 
nine  years.  I  have  served  here  during  many  terms, 
but  no  year  in  my  memory  has  been  so  replete 
with  good  fellowship  and  harmony  as  has  been  the 
year  1918.  It  is  positively  gratifying  to  me  today 
to  have  you  remember  me  in  this  kindly  way, 
taking  from  you  this  beautiful  gift  as  symbolizing 
your  respect  and  esteem.  This  year  has  been  an 
eventful  one  in  the  history  of  the  world.  The 
great  world  war  has  come  to  a  close,  and  with 
its  close  we  have  seen  the  victory  of  civilization 
over  barbarism.  That  victory  was  achieved  by  the 
men  of  Boston,  of  Massachusetts  and  of  the 
United  States,  who  by  their  spirit  succeeded  in 
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introducing  the  type  of  fighting  into  the  Allies 
which  carried  the  day  for  civilization.  _  I  think  it 
is  proper  that  I  should  refer  tothe  situation  created 
by  the  war,  because  of  its  bearing  upon  our  attitude 
as  citizen  soldiers  here  in  the  City  of  Boston.  By 
'  reason  of  the  war,  this  year  has  not  been  replete 
with  civic  activities  in  our  city  in  comparison  with 
the  years  which  have  gone  before.  We  had  a  right 
to  borrow  this  year  $2,217,028.94,  and  we  negotiated 
but  one  loan,  and  that  a  very  necessary  one,  for 
sewers,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $600,000,  leaving 
us  the  right  to  borrow  at  this  time  within  the  debt 
limit,  $1,617,028.94.  That  is  a  particularly  fine 
record,  gentlemen,  but  it  was  due  to  one  fact,  that 
we  laid  aside  our  civic  activities  to  the  end  that  the 
war  might  be  prosecuted  as  successfully  as  possible. 
The  result  was  that  we  did  not  float  loans  which 
would  come  in  competition  with  the  Liberty  Loans; 
and  neither  have  we  encouraged  or  stimulated 
during  the  past  year  public  improvements  which 
would  otherwise  have  been  made.  In  doing  so  we 
felt  that  we  would  be  taking  away  from  the  man 
power  which  was  so  vital  to  the  successful  prosecu- 
tion of  the  war.  From  the  standpoint  of  main- 
tenance we  have  appropriated  here  $35,456,717.49. 
It  was  a  record  year  from  the  standpoint  of  main- 
tenance. With  rising  prices  there  has  necessarily 
and  properly  come  a  rising  wage,  and  the  City  of 
Boston  has  not  been  rigid  in  meeting  the  situation. 
We  are  in  excellent  shape  so  far  as  our  unappro- 
priated balance  is  concerned  because  I  understand 
from  the  City  Auditor  this  morning  that  we  have 
at  present  from  our  appropriation  bills  something 
over  $500,000.  Of  course,  our  revenue  has  not 
come  in  for  the  last  month  as  speedily  as  it  usually 
does.  There  is  an  apparent  deficit,  but  all  our 
departments  with  the  exception  of  _  two  or  three 
have  lived  within  their  appropriations.  The 
Soldiers'  Relief  Fund  has  had  to  spend  money 
beyond  its  appropriation,  on  account  of  the  exceed- 
ingly great  and  justified  calls  upon  it,  I  think 
because  of  the  war.  I  think,  gentlemen,  you  have 
much  t.o  be  proud  of  in  the  cooperation  and  good 
fellowship  which  have  been  displayed  here  this 
year.  My  hope  and  trust  is  that  that  cooperation 
and  good  fellowship  will  continue  in  the  future, 
that  this  year,  1918,  shall  be,  as  it  were,  a  beacon 
light  which  other  City  Councils  may  follow.  While 
differences  will  always  arise  in  bodies  like  this, 
let  us  trust  that  they  will  be  ironed  out  as  in  the 
past  and  that  good  fellowship  will  ever  reign 
supreme.  We  differ  in  matters  of  principle;  our 
points  of  view  may  frequently  radically  diverge, 
but  that  is  simply  on  question  of  honest  difference 
of  opinion  as  to  what  is  right  or  wrong,  as  a  matter 
of  principle.  Where  you  have  many  men,  you 
have  many  minds,  many  differences  of  opinion. 
It  is  human  to  err;  he  is  lifeless  who  is  faultless, 
and  no  man  is  perfect.  We  have  all  tried  to  do 
our  duty  as  we  saw  it.    As  presiding  officer  of  this 


Council  I  say  now,  and  I  can  say  it  honestly,  that 
I  have  never  seen  a  better  spirit  of  cooperation  or 
good  fellowship  existing  among  any  body  of  men 
than  I  have  seen  prevalent  here  during  this  year. 
The  gentleman  who  has  just  spoken  (Coun. 
Attridge)  is  about  to  leave  us.  He  has  been  with 
us  for  nine  years.  The  other  members  of  the 
Council  and  myself  will  continue  here  during  the 
next  year.  When  he  leaves  us  I  am  sure  I  am  voic- 
ing the  sentiment  of  all  the  members  of  this  body 
when  I  say  that  there  leaves  us  a  man  of  the  high- 
est integrity,  a  man  who  is  constantly  acting  for 
what  he  believes  is  the  right  towards  the  citizen- 
ship of  the  City  of  Boston.  No  more  conscientious 
public  official  have  I  ever  met  than  the  man  about 
to  retire  from  this  body.  May  I  extend  to  you, 
sir,  the  good  will  of  this  Council  and  the  hope,  in 
words  of  the  Old  Man  of  the  Mountains,  that  you 
may  "live  long  and  prosper."  Gentlemen,  I 
have  talked  much  longer  than  I  intended.  Permit 
me  again  to  thank  you  for  this  expression  of  good 
will.  I  shall  ever  treasure  it.  I  shall  place  it  in 
my  office,  where  I  can  see  it  day  in  and  day  out, 
and,  as  I  look  upon  its  face,  I  shall  remember  you 
in  the  song,  "Shall  auld  acquaintance  be  forgot?" 
and  shall  always  carry  in  my  mind  and  heart  a  fond 
memory  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council  of 
1918.
